plete : But it muft now ap- 
pear^ to fome Difadvantage, 
(for want of thofe Ornaments) 
in its native limple Drefs, as 
it came pofliing through a weak 
and treacherous Memory with 
little Elegancy. 

I have feen the elaborate 
Works of feveral ingenious 
Pens, who had travelled thro’ 
many Countries, in Maps, that 
I have travelled to by Sea and 
Land j they may have many 
Advantages to recommend 
their Works that I want 5 yet, 
few ( if any ) ever had the lb 
a 3 ving 
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ving Acquaintances that I have 
had, to inform or inftrud them 
in many Particulars relating to 
the ancient, or prefent State of 
their Countries, whofe verna- 
cular Languages can heft illu- 
ftrate their Hiftories, fome of 
which I underftood. 

Ail that have travelled in 
thofe Countries before me, 
have omitted fome Things 
worthy of Obfervation, and 
have remarked fome Things 
impertinent enoughs and, as 
I take the Liberty to cenfure 
them, I exped the fame Treat- 
ment from thofe that may tra- 
vel after me, and for the ve- 
ry fame Fault. 

Thofe Five, or Six and thir- 
ty -Years that I fpent in the 
Indies^ {trolling from Place 


to 
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to Place, gave me Opportuni- 
ties to know fome topographi- 
cal, hiftorical, and tneogonal 
Parts of this Work, from the 
Natives, of their refpe61ive 
Countries, who may be pre- 
lumed to be better acquain- 
ted with their own Traditions 
and Cuftoms, than Strangers, 
who are often at a Lofs for 
want of Language. 

I will not apologize ( as ma- 
ny do ) for my Weaknefs or 
Unfitnefs for this Undertak- 
ing, for I affure your Grace, 
if I had not thought my felf 
pretty well qualified for it, I 
had never fet about it.

/ can^ perceive feveral Things worth 
noticing, they have negleShd or leapt 
over, either for want of Curiofity, Lan- 
guage, or fome other Impediments, fo 
that if any of them are found in this, 
I prefume they will not be unaccep- 
table. 

Rut, after all, I am not jo vatn, or 
fo fill acquainted with the World, to 
think, that I pall go Scot-free, without 
Cenfure, tho my Ohfervations had been 
much nicer, and this Work much more 

per- 
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prfe^ than it J$^ fince fo great tt' 
J^n as Bifeop *Bumet has been fo fe~ 
tuerely lafht by one that could know no 
more of his Affairs or Negotiations^ 
than he knows oj mine^ or of many Coun-^ 
tnes that I ha‘ve been in. 

And many a hardLapy and fcurrt-

interrupted by the Prince’s Order, or 
fi'opt by Bribes, to thofe Governors or 
fudges who have the Difribution of 
them j and this is not more in XJfe a- 
mong the black Indians than among the 
white.

f^hemy fir they are generally grojly be- 
daub'd ‘with Hyperboles and Fables- and 
a little God ojten brought in to father 
their Inventions, Hfirmations, or Nq- 
fions.

jind 'we BritainSj ‘who either go ‘uo- 
luntarily, or are fent to NepcuneV

^he Commerce on the Continent and 
the Jjlands, with the Account of their 
TroduBions, Fertility or Sterility, are 
merely dejtgned for the oAjf fiance of 
Strangers, Merchants or Seamen, who 
may hereafter attempt a Trade with 
the Inhabitants of them : oAnd I am 
perfwaded, that there are feveral Pla- 
ces, both on the Continent 'and ttmmg 
the Iflands, that ly now negleBed ^ 
Europeans, that might produce a good 
advantageous Trade, if FaBories wero 
fettled, and Commerce cultivated with 
the Inhabitants, and would yield much 
fetter Profits than many of the old To* 
Bories do at prefent, fame of which, / 
know, carry on but a very faint Trade 
for their refpeBive Companies, that can 
hardly defray their little Charges: 
indolent People are generally wedded to 
their old Cufioms, or their crazyy Ha- 
bitations, without conjiderihg wFatt 
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Changes ^ime makes, in ‘Bodies poli- 
tick as ‘well as natural, ‘which Difiem- 
per is a Lethargy in Trade, and m all 
other Branches of Indujiry, ‘which Jean 
point out in Particulars, if Need ‘were. 

Now, as our dear Friends and al- 
lies have engrojjed all the Moluccos or 
Spice If anas, I can give hut a fuperfi- 
dal hifiorical Account of them and^ 
as they ‘were acquired hy bloody and bar- 
barous Indufiry, they keep and govern 
them ‘with arbitrary Violence. A poor 
Britain dares not approach them, lef 
they meet ‘with the Fate that fome of 
our Country-men met ‘with there for-^ 
merly : And even an Englifti Seaman 
cannot he employed in that Company's 
Service, for fear of making Obfervati- 
ons in Navigation, and Remarks (fn 
Trade, that may ( fome Time or other, 
but God kno-ws ‘when ) prove detrimen- 
tal to their Commerce. What I could 
learn of thofe If ands ‘were fome curfory 
Accounts from fome of my Fraternity, 
‘when a Bottle or two had opened their 
Breafs, 

let 
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Yet I could have enlarged thefe Ob^ 
fervations^ and made my ‘Book look 
much bigger than it is-, but, as J hate 
Prolixity myfelf, 1 treat my Read- 
er with what Brevity I can, in every 
Part, except it be where the SuhjeU 
cannot hear too narrow a Contraction 
in its lllufiration. 

1 underjiand hut little of the Ufe 
of the Pencil, for which Reafon 1 do 
not exhibit many Cuts or Figures that

Giveth a traditional Account of the fir R fet^ 
tUng 0/ Europeans the Cap of Good 
riOf)e, '^fh jbme hiftorical Remarks on the 
manttm Countries betuoeen the faid Cape 
and Cap Guardafoy, with the inhabited I* 
fiands of that Co aft. 

H E firft Earopans that fet** 
tied at Cabo de bona Ejferan^ 
tia, or, in Englijh) the Cape 
of Good Hopy were the Eng-^ 
li^r in Queen ElizabetB^ 
Time ; but the Natives were 
lo unfociable and indocile, that they thought 
bt to leave it. A few Years after they had 
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left it, the Engltjh Eaft-india Company con- 
fidering wbat‘lmpoftance a Port would be 
of to their Shipping, both in their outward 
and homeward bound Palfages to and from 
ladia, ^QXQ refolved to make another Trial 
for a Settlement there, and, in order to ac- 
complilh their Defign, obtained a Reprieve 
for three condemned Malefaftors, to be car- 
ried thither in order to learn the Language, to 
ferve for Interpreters, and to infpeft, as far 
as they could, into the Manners and Cu- 
ftoms of the native Hottentots, and of the 
Produdf and Commerce of the Country. 

After they had been there three Years, 
without being able to learn any of their Lan- 
guage, or to teach any of the Natives a 
Word of Englifl), a Ship was ordered, in her 
Paffage from India^ to call there, to know 
what was become of thefe three Perfons, and 
arriving there, found them all alive, but very 
tired with their Manner of living, in fo 
much that they fell on their Knees, and, 
with Tears in their Eyes, ’ befeeched the 
Captain of the Ship to carry them back to 
England, to receive the Punilhment due to 
their Crimes, rather than be left among the 
very Dregs of human Nature, who had nei- 
ther Religion nor Laws, except what every 
Mafter of a Family prefcribed, and allowed 
thofe under his Authority to obfe»ve and o- 
bey. 

Some Years after the Experiment was 
made on the aforefaid Criminals, an Engltjh 
Ship coming there for Water and Provifions, 

in 
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in their Way homeward to England, the 
Captain had the Curiofity to detain a Youth 
that came on board his Ship, and, being rea- 
dy to fail, carried him to England, where he 
ftaid fome Years, clothed well after the Em 
glijh Fafliion, and kept at School to learn 
to fpeak and read Englijh ; and, when 
the Eafl-india Company thought him well 
enough qualified to ferve for an Interpreter, 
they Tent him back to his own Country, ve- 
ry well clothed. Aflbon as he appeared a- 
lliore among his Friends and Relations, he 
pulled off his Englijh Apparel, and put on 
his Country Habit, which is a Sheep’s Skin 
about his Shoulders, The Sheeps Guts ferve 
both Sexes for Bracelets, and the Tallow, 
mixt with Soot, is their ‘Pomatum^ with 
which they bedaub their woolly Heads, Fa- 
ces and the reft of their Bodies. And when 
they come on board of our Shipping to traf- 
fick their Fowls, Roots and Herbs, with our 
Needles, Scizers, Knives, ^c. Toys, they go 
firft to the Cook-room, and look out for 
fome Greafe to anoint their nafty Carcafes, 
and fcrape the Bottoms of the Kettles for 
Soot, to beautify their Skins. 

Notwithstanding that they are fo 
brutal and indocile, they know the Value of 
Liberty, and will by no Means be Slaves, at 
leaft to any Europe Nations; and, in theif 
Difpofitions, are not cruel, tho’ revengeful 
They are not fuperftidous, for what Adora-* 
don they pay, is to the Sun, and that bue 
feldom. The Country is mountainous. The 
t A a Hilis 
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Hills are ftored with Deer and Sheep, black 
Cattle, Lions, Tigers, and other voracious 
Animals. The Vallies prodnce good Wheat 
and Legumen, Grapes in Abundance, and 
many other excellent Fruits, Oftriches, and 
good Fowl both wild and tame : And the 
Sea and Rivers good Store of Fiflies, befides 
the Manatee, or Sea-cow. 

T-he Englijh defpairing of fettling a Co- 
lony there, left it, and fettled at St. Helena^ 
a very high mountainous Ifland, lying be- 
tween the Coaft of Guhien and America^ a- 
bout 6 %o Leagues North-weft half Weft from 
the Cape of Good Hoj^e ; and the E)utch 
Eajl-india Company lettled a Colony at 
Cape bona EJperanzay by the Afliftance of 
fome French Refugees, who have penetrated 
near 300 Engliflo 'MAQS into the Land, and 
manure the Ground to very good Purpofe, 
it yielding them Wines and Wheat in Abun- 
dance. The “Dutch Company has a ftrong 
Fort, and a Town on the South Side of a 
Bay, that ferves for a good Road for Ship- 
ping in all Winds, except thofe that blow 
between the North and Weft. The Englijh 
call’d generally there, in their Way to and 
ixom India, in former Times, for Refrelh- 
ments ; but of late the white Hottentots 
will not permit the poor Britons to carry 
on board their Ships any Cattle, Sheep or 
Fowls with Life in them, for the Support 
or Relief of their dear Friends and Allies, 
notwithftanding the confcientions Prices we 
would willingly beftow for their Edibles. 

The 
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The black Hottentots would Ihew the En-^ 
glijh much more Humanity, if the white did 
not reftrain them ; and fol leave them, and 
proceed to the Eaftward. 

From Cape Bona Efperanza to Natal, is 
a dangerous Sea-coaft, and little frequented, 
whether by theUnfociablenefs of xht Hotten- 
tots the Inhabitants, or that the Country 
produces nothing worth the Merchants ad- 
venturing thither for, I know not ; but to 
Natal I have known fome Englijh V eflels go 
from India, for Elephants Teeth, and did 
make pretty good Voyages; but they were 
Two Years and an Half in performing a Voy- 
age. The Country is fertil, but unwholfom. 
The Woods are thick fet with feveral Sorts of 
Trees, and Ifored with Elephants, Lions, 
Leopards, Bears, Wolves, Deer and Foxes ; 
the Rivers with Fifli, Manatees and Croco- 
diles. Here lived, in Anno 1718. a penitent 
Pirate, who fequeitred himfelf from his abo- 
minable Community, and retired out of 
Harm’s W ay. 

There is no Commerce on the Coaft be- 
tween Natal and ^elagoa, \ h^iievQ, for the 
fame Reafon that I gave for the Unfrequent- 
ednefs of the Coall between the Cape of 
Good-hope mdi Natal', and I believe, the firft 
communicative Commerce, either to Natal 
or ‘Delagoa, with the Englijh, c^mt. by Acci- 
dent ; for about the Year 1683. an Englijfs 
Ship, called xl^a’johamia, was loft fomewhere 
about Helagoa. The Natives, who were re- 
puted great Barbarians, fliew’d the ftiip- 
A 3 wrack’d 
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wrack’d Men much more Civility and Huma- 
nity than fome Nations that I know, who 
pretend much Religion and Politenefs, for 
they accommodated their Guefts with whate- 
ver they wanted of the Produdl: of their 
Country, at very eafy Rates, and affifted what 
they could, to fave Part of the damaged Car- 
go, receiving very moderate Rewards for 
their Labour and Pains. Their Language was 
by Signs ; and for a few Glafs-beads, Knives, 
Scizers, Needles, Thread and fmall Looking- 
glailes, which they are very fond of, they hi- 
red themfelves to carry many portable Things 
( that were faved from the Shipwrack } to a 
neighbouring Country, and procured others, 
who alfo feiwedthem for Guides towards the 
Cape of Good-hope, and provided Eatables for 
their Mafters, all the while they were under 
their Conduft ; and having carried them a- 
bout 200 Miles on their Way, by Land, they 
provided new Guides and Porters for them, 
for fome of the aforefaid Trifles, who con- 
duced them, and provided for them, as the 
others had done, for 7 or 800 Miles farther, 
which they travelled in 40 Days, and fo deli- 
vered their Charge to others, who condu- 
ced and provided for them, till they arrived 
at the Cape ; and fome of the EngUJh falling 
lick on the Way, they carried the Sick in 
Hammocks, till they either recovered or died, 
and out of 80 Men there were but 3 or 4 
died f but how long they journeyed before 
they arrived at the C-ape, I have forgotten. 
This Account I had from one of the Travel- 
lers, 
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lei'S. He told me, that the natural Fertility of 
thofe Countries he travelled thro’, made the 
Inhabitants lazy, indolent, indocile and limple. 
Their Rivers are abundantly ftored with 
good Fifh and Water-fowl, befides Manatees, 
or Sea-cows and Crocodiles ; their Woods 
with large Trees, wild Cattle and Deer, E- 
lephants, Rhinocerofes, Lions, Tigers, 
Wolves and Foxes for Game; alfo many 
Sorts of winged Fowl and Birds, befides O- 
ftriches. They have feme Notions of a Deity, 
whom they worlhip with Dancing and Feaft- 
ing, for .they are generally very much incli- 
ned to Mirth, an Inftance whereof I’ll ven- 
ture to relate, on the Account I had from a 
Mailer of a Ship, who went thither to trade 
in Anno 1718. ws. When they had got their 
Ship fecured in a River, the Natives alTem- 
bled in good Numbers to traffick, near the 
Place where the Ship lay : An arch Indian 
Youth, who was a very good Drummer, car- 
ried his Drum afirore, and in a Thicket pret- 
ty near the Alfembly, beat his Drum very 
briskly, 011 which the Young of both Sexes 
fell a skipping, and a little after the Adult 
and Old followed their Example, fo that none 
Hood idle Speflators ; but the Old beginning 
to tire, fome went to the Drummer, and 
prefented him with Eggs, Fowl and Fruits, 
and intreated him to leave off, which affbon 
as' he did, they all fat down again on the 
Ground, well heated. 

I faw feveral Rhinocerofes Horns brought 
thence to much longer than ever I 
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faw in India or China, and one was three 
Horns growing from one Root ; the longeft 
was about i8 Inches, the fecond about iz. 
and the third about 8, but fmaller, in Pro- 
portion, than wdiat is in India, and much 
jfliarper about the Point, The Mailer of the 
forenamed Ship brought alfoa black Fowl, as 
big in the Body as a large Duck. It had a 
long, Ilraigbt, thick, but pointed Bill, and hol- 
low Eyes, its Legs about iz or 14 Inches 
long, but thick and Ilrong; it was very vo- 
T-icious after Flelh or Filh, and was an excel- 
lentFrog and Rat-catcher. Alfoon as he caught 
any living Game, he toffed it up about two 
Yards high, and caught it on the Point of his 
Bill, and' fo repeted his Toffings till the A- 
nimal died, and then greedily devoured it. 

Betw BEN Delagoa Mofambique is a 
dangerous Sea-coall, it formerly was known 
by the Names of Suffola and Cuama, but now 
by the ‘Portugueze, who know that Country 
bell, it is called Sena. It finds Dominions 
for many different Princes, for they are con- 
tented with fmall Territories. The Inhabi- 
tants are all Negroes, and almoft all Barbarians, 
except a few that the Tortugueze have con- 
verted to Popery ; and they, by their C 011- 
verfion, are generally lefs humane to Euro^e‘< 
Strangers than the Barbarians. 

abounds in Elephants Teeth and low 
Gold, of 18 or 19 CareBs Finenefs ; but the 
People having Plenty of all Things conveni- 
ent for them, are very fupine. They have 
large ftrong Bodies and Limbs, and are ye- 
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ry bold in War. They’ll have Commerce 
with none but the Tcrtuguezey who keep a 
few Priefts along the Sea-coafts, that over- 
aw the filly Natives, and get their Teeth and 
Gold for Trifles, and fend what theyget to 
Mofambique. 

I have heard a Tortugueze fay, who went 
ivors\ Mofambique thither, that, carrying fome 
fmall^ Glafs-beads of divers Colours for 
Trafflck, the Natives made a Hole in fome 
clay Ground, which would hold as many 
Beads as they wanted, and taking the Beads 
out of the Hole, filled it up with Gold- 
dull. He alfo told me, that for fome coarfe 
chequer’d Cloth, called Cambaya Lungies, 
made of Cotton-yarn, the Natives would 
bring Elephants Teeth, and meafure the 
Length of a Tooth by the Cloth, and bar- 
tered the Tooth for fo much Cloth as it mea- 
fured : But the Tortugueze Relations are 
hardly to be credited, for if Gold and Teeth 
were fo eafily purchafed, how can they be fo. 
miferably poor, as they are, every where in 
their Colonies, all over India ? 

I rather believe, that this was the Ofhir 
ox TarJhiJh of the Jews, whither Solomon fent 
his Ships out of the Red Sea, than Sumatra, 
where they could notpoffibly go and return 
in three Years along the Sea-coafts, which 
might eafily be effefted to Sena. 

Mofambimie is an Ifland belonging to the 
Crown of Tortugal, it is well fortified both 
by Art and Nature, but is very unwholfom, 
in fo much? that when any Reynol, ox Euro- 
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fean Tortugueze in the King of ‘Portugal's Ser<« 
vice in India^ commits any capital Crime, in- 
ftead of puniihing him according to their na- 
tional or martial Laws, they are baniihed to 
Mofamhtque., for as many Years as the Vice- 
roy of Goa and his Council lhall order, and 
very few ever return from their Exile, for y 
or 6 Years is a long Life there. It alfo ferves 
for a refrefliing Place for the ‘Portugueze 
Ships, that are bound from Europe to India, 
where they generally flay about 30 Days to 
recruit their Soldiers and Sea-men, ( not 
with frefli Numbers, but frelli Victuals and 
Whores ) who, by their Inaftivity and Lazi- 
nefs at Sea, contradi: the Scurvy and Dropfy, 
which the acid Fruits and nouriihing Roots 
foon difpel. Their Ships are generally at Sea 
the whole Month of Auguft, between J/u- 
fambique ^Vidi Goa. 

The Inhabitants o? Mo famhique,^s well as 
thofe on the Continent, are all Negroes, of a 
large Size, handfom, and very- well limb’d, 
and make good Slaves. The King’s Ships, as 
well as private Traders, bring good Store of 
them to India, both Sexes being in high E- 
fteem with the Indian Portugueze, both hav- 
ing Services, proper to their Sex, allotted them. 
Affoon as the Boys can fpeak a little Portu- 
gueze,t\iQY are tjaptized, and fo become ve- 
ry zealous Catholicks, fit to execute anybafe 
Defign their ghoftly Fathers fliall think fit to 
put them on ; and after Baptifm, they have 
a little Crucifix, or a Saint of Brafs or Ivory, 
hung about their Necks, which they are as 

fond 
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fond of, as a Monkey is of a young Kitten 
to play with. 

Anq fome that have the good Fortune to 
be young and docile, and fall into the Hands 
of a zealous fuperftitious Mafler, are brought 
up to Letters, and in the End come to be 
Priefts. I have known many Coal-black 
Priefts about Goa. 

The Country of ^iha lies between Mo- 
fambiqtie and Momba/s, its Sea-coaft is dan- 
gerous, which admits of no Trade but in 
Boats. The Diftance between Mofambique 
and Mombafs is about xxj Leagues. 

Mombafs is alfo an Ifland that lies near the 
Continent, {lightly fortified by Art, but very 
well by Nature ; it belonged to the ^ortu^ 
gueze for near 200 Years, but in Amo 1698. 
the Muskat Arabs took it with very little 
Trouble, and put about 20 Tortugueze to 
the Sword, that were there to defend it, and 
the Conquerors found a Booty of about 200 
Tuns of Teeth, which was worth in India, a- 
bout i25'ooo L. Sterl. The Elephants of this 
Country are very large, and fo are the Men, 
who are all Barbarians, except thofe who 
were near Neighbours to the Tortugueze, 
who, for Conveniency, were baptized, and 
became good Catholicks ; and fince the Ara- 
bians -xit become their Neighbours, they are 
turned very zealous Muflulmen, which Re- 
ligion pleafes their Stupidity better, being 
better adapted to their Humours, and dear 
Cuftom of Polygamy and Concubinage.

Arabsy and affords good Store of Teeth and 
Slaves for Muskat. Formerly the Englijhy 
^ortugmze^'sxAMoors from had a final], 
but ad vantagious Trade thither, which the A- 
rabs envied them of, and fent a Colony about 
the Year 1691. and fettled there, prohibiting 
Commerce with all other Nations. The in- 
land Countries are inhabited by Barbarians, 
but on the Sea-coafts of Magadoxa, Zejla 
and Teman to Cape "which ftretch- 

es about 330 Leagues North Eaff-ward. The 
Religion, by Law effablilhed, is Mahometan, 
yet every Country retains fome Fragments of 
their ancient Cuftoms and Ceremonies, with 
the Traditions of their Fathers. The Ara- 
bians from Mocha, ztA other Parts of Arabia 
tdQ Happy, who reckon themfelves Mahomet's 
beft Difciples. and who have travelled much 
to teach and confirm them in their Religion 
and Philology, declare them to be the great- 
eff Schifmaticks and obdurate Hereticks that 
profefs the Mahometan Religion. 

Magadoxa, or, as the Eortumeze call it, 
Magadocia, is a pretty large City, about % 
or 3 Miles from the Sea, from whence it has 
a very fine Afpeft, being adorn’d with many 
high Steeples and Mofques. There are feveral 
Reafons why Merchants do not frequent it 
on account of Traffick? one is, that a Reef 
of Rocks lies all along the Shore, about a Mile 
more or lefs from the fandy Strand, between 
which and the Rocks it is pretty fmooth, 
and two or three Fathoms Water ; but there 
is no River to fecure Veflels when a ilrong 

Sea 
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Sea Wind blowetb. The fecond Itnpedinient 
isi that Violence and Robberies are fo raw:Ii 
pradlifed. and countenanced, that common 
faith is not to be relied on : And I’ll give a 
very tragical liillance of their Barbarity, wx 
In Anno 1700. the Englijh new Edji 4 ttdi 4 
Company fent out a Ship called tht A^- 
marie, commanded by Captain Bea- 

les. Being bound for Sitrat^h^ had the Mif- 
fortune to meet the Eallerly Monfoons or 
Trade-winds, fooner than he expefted. In the 
Chanel between Madagafiar and the Coafi: 
ai Ethiofia, thofe Eallerly Monfoons always 
bring ftrong Currents with them from the 
Eaflward, which check’d him over to the 
Coaft of Magadoxa, but that being a dange- 
rous Shore, he flood over to the Ifland of Jo^ 
hanna, and was forced to harbour his Mip 
on the South-weft Side of that Ifland, till 
the Eafterly Monfoons were blown over, 
and in the Month of March he ventured to 
put to Sea, which w^as too foon, becaufe the 
Currents flill ran ftrong to the Weftward, 
and he Handing over to the Ethiopian Coaft, 
fell in again with Magadoxa ; which, by the 
handfom Figure it made from the Sea, made 
him believe it to be fome Place of Commerce, 
and being curious to know if it Was fo or no, 
fent his Yole aftiore, with his Purfer and four 
Seamen, to bring Information, and gave them 
flrift Orders to be on their Guard, and only 
one Perfon to go alhore at a Time. When 
the Boat got over the Rocks, they anchored 
clofe to the Beech, and the Natives came 

from 
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from the Town, driving Store of Cattle and 
Sheep before them for Sale. The Purfer, be- 
ing young,, and unexperienced, forgot his 
Orders, and went aihore himfelf with three 
of his Crew, leaving one only to flay in the 
Boat, and thofe that went aihore, were fo 
filly, as to leave their Fire-arms In the Boat, 
and by the feigned Civilities that the Natives 
Ihew’d them, they heedlefly mingled them- 
felves with the Natives, who, finding fo un- 
expefted an Opportunity, hurl’d them away 
to the Town; and the Boat-keeper, neither 
hearing nor feeing what was done to his Com- 
rades, fuffered fome Natives to come into 
the Boat, who feized him alfo, and haled 
the Boat a good Way up on the Land. 

T H o s E on board the Ship, faw, by their 
Profpeftives, what was aded aihore, and fent 
their other Boats, well mann’d, to try if they 
could ranfom the Captives, but in four Days 
fruitlefs Endeavours, they could never bring 
the Natives to a Parley, and fo the Ship was 
obliged to leave them to repent of their Fol- 
ly ; but it never came to our Knowledge in 
India, what became of them, or what their 
Fate was. 

Yet on the Coafls of Zeylazn^ Teman^ 
which both terminate at Cape Guardafoy, 
the Natives will bring off Sheep, Goats, Hens, 
Fiili and Fruits to fell to Shipping that fome- 
times ly becalm’d on their Sea, near the Shore. 
The People are tall, meagre and large bon’d, 
very fwarthy, but not quite black in their 
Complexions } they are treacherous, cruel.

and avaricious in their Temperj their Ha- 
bit, is a Pair of Breeches to their Ancles, or 
a Piece of coarfe Cloth about their Loyns, 
and a Gown open before, and without Sleeves, 
called a Camlm ; it is made of Camels 
Hair, or of their Sheeps Wooll, that is ful- 
ly as hard and coarfe as Hogs Hair. On their 
Heads they wear a Turbant of coarfe Cali- 
co, and then they are equipped. Their Sheep 
at^e all white, with jet black Heads, and 
Ears, their Bodies large, and their Flelh de- 
licate, their Tails as broad as their Buttocks, 
and about 6 or 8 Inches long ; 'fo they 
are in the Shape of a Pillow wanting Cor- 
ners, and from the lower End of that Bundle, 
comes a fmall Tail, about 6 Inches long, al- 
moft like a Pig’s. 

And now having travelled along the Shor« 
of the Continent, from the Cape of Good- 
hope to Cape Guardafiy, I’ll lurvey the I- 
llands that lie in the Ethiopian Sea ; but as 
they afford nothing for Commerce, but Slaves 
and Provifions, they are little minded 1^ 
Merchants : So beginning with the W eftmoft 
!’ll bring them in Order to the Eaftward. 
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CHAP. fl. 

Givi ng a jhort ’Defiriptlon of the IJlands in 
/ie jEthiopian Seas, with fome remarkable 
‘Paffages hiftorical and accident al. 

M adagascar, or, as the Tortn^ 

gue&e chriftned it, St. Laurence, is one 
of the largeft Iflands in the known World, 
and affords moft Part of the Requifites of 
human Life : It produces very large Cattle, 
whofe Flefh is excellent, efpecially their large 
Humps that grow between their Neck and. 
Shoidders. They have alfo Goats and Deer 
plenty enough, and when the 'Portugueze firfi: 
failed along the Coafts of this Ifland, they left 
a Brood of Hogs, that has mightily increafed. 
They alfo chriftned many Rivers and Cape- 
lands that are not now frequented, but only 
known by their Names, and ferve for Nefts 
to Pirates. The Fmc/? made a Settlement on 
the Eaft Side of it, and called it Tort Dau- 
fhin ; but finding that the Commerce there 
would not bear the Expence of the Colony, 
they left it again. 

The Englijh formerly' drove a Trade for 
Slaves on the Weft Side of the Ifland, par- 
ticularly at St. Augufline'% Bay, and at new 
and oXdi MejfaUge, but now they are afraid of 
the Pirates, tho’ fome venture their Necks in 
going to trade with them. There have been 
leveral Squadrons of Britijh Men of War 
fent to cruize on the Pirates, but have had ve- 
ry ill Succefs in finding them out j but one 

Scots 
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toj Ship commanded by one did 

the FubliGk more Service' in deftroying them^ 
than all the ^argeable Squadrons that have 
been fent in Qufeft of them ; for, with a Car* 
^o of flrong Ale and Brandy^ which he car^ 
ried to fell.theih, /a Anno 1704. he killed a- 
bove 590 of them by caroufing, tha’* they 
took his Ship and Cargo as a Prefent from 
him# and his Men entred# moft of them# in-s 
to the Society of the Pirates; 

It was reported in In£a, that Commo- 
dore had fome of that Gang on 

board the Anglefey at Madagafcaff but# for 
fame Valuable Reafons# he let them go ^ 
gam ; and becaufe they found Difficulty iii 
cleaning the Bottoms of their large Shipsi he 
generoufly affifted them with large Blocks 
and Tackle-falls for careening them. Whe- 
ther thofe Reports were true or falfe# 1 will 
tiot undertake to determine^ bnt I faw a Pi- 
rate at Bengal, in the French Company’s Ser- 
vice^ that affirmed it. 

Madagafcar is invironed with Iflands and 
dangerous Sholes, both of Rocks and Sand, 
bt. Mary% _on the Eaft Side, is the Place 
^here the Pirates firft chofe for their Afylumi 
living a good Harbour to fecure them from 
going in there are fome 
Difficulties, but hearing that Squadrons of 
ghjh Ships were come in Queft of them, they 
removed to the mainifland for more Securi- 
and there they have made themfelves free

them. In Amo yix. Matthews went in 
Queft of them, but found they had deferted 
thelflandof St. Mary\ leaving behind them 
fome Marks of their Robberies, for in fome 
Places they found Pepper a Foot thick, lying 
on the Ground in the open Air. The Com-^ 
mod Ore aforefaid went with his Squadron o- 
ver to the main Ifland, but the Pirates had 
carried their Ships into Rivers or Creeks, out 
of Danger of the Men of War, and to offer 
to burn them with their Boats, would have 
been imprafticable, fince they could have ea-* 
illy diftreffed the Boats Crews "out^ of the 
W oods. The Commodore had fomeDifeourfe 
with fome of them, but they flood on their 
Guard, ready to defend themfelves, if any: 
Violence had been offered them. I 

I have heard it reported by fome who had 
frequented Madamfcar for Trade, that the- 
Natives that live far from the Sea, are of a 
tawny Complexion, and have long Hair on 
their Heads, whereas thofe that are bom near 
the Sea, are very black, and their Hair lilce 
Lamb-wooll. w hat Religion they profefs, I 
know not, and the Pirates are but feurvy 
Schoobraafters to teach them Morals, 

T HERE are many Ifland s and Sholes lying 
to the Eaftward oi Madagafcar. St. Apolloni 
is uninhabited ; Homafiarenhas is inhabited by. 
ihQ French, but formerly by the and

was formerly inhabited by xhiHutchf 
but in Anno 1701. they had Orders to leave 
it, and repair to Batavia, and Hutch

^ Baft Indies. 

Company fent Shipping for their Tranfporta- 
tion. Ttiego Rais^ which is the next mand 
to Maritime was made a French Settlement, 
but finding it barren, they left it in 3 Year?, 
all the reft were always uninhabited, as well 
to the Eaftward as the Northward, and 
but 3 or 4 to the Weft ward, who iy in the 
Chanel between ^iiloa and Madagafcar. 

Comora is the Weftmoft of the inhabited 
Iflands, and affords nothing but a fcrimp 
Maintenance for a jParcel of poor miferable 
Creatures, johanna is within Sight of Co- 
mora, and is a plentiful jlland in Cattle, 
Goats, Fowls and Filh, with good Lemons 
and Oranges j fo that moft Part of the Eng- 
Uflj Shipping bound to Mocha, Terjiaund Su- 
rat, ufually call’d there for Refrelhments, 
till the Pirates began to frequent it. There 
are two memorable Accidents fell out at that 
Iflandi to the Englijh Eaji-india Company’s 
Shipping. One was* in the Year 1690 or 9r, 
to Captain Burton in the Herbert, a Ship of 
800 Tons, mounted Guns. He was attach- 
ed by three French Ships, each gunn’d and 
marin’d as well as he. On their Approachj he 
cut his Gables, and put to Sea, about 2> af- 
ter Noon they began an hot Engagement, 
which lafted till 8 in the Night, that the 
Herbert blew up, and all her Men loft, 
but 6 or 7 that were in the Pinnace, feme 
wheteof I faW afterwards at Muskat. The 
Other was lately, in Anno 17x0. when, two 
of our Ships were watering therfe, 

with art Ship in their Compaiiy 5 they 
t agreed 
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agreeiJ to ftand by one another in cafe of Af* 
faults, or tegaging with the common Ene- 
my, but when two Pirates drew near, the 
Greenwich and Oftender Weighed, and flood 
to Sea, and Xt^'-ikit Caff'andra to ihift for her 
felf, who was obliged to engage the fmalleft 
Pirate ( being aShip of x 4 .Ghns, 2)«rr^-buik ) 
in the Bay^ and foon alter they began, the 
Caff'mdra went aground oil fome Rocks, and 
the Pirate ftriving to board her, was alfo ta- 
ken up by fome Rocks, not above lo Yards 
from the Caffmdra. ThePirate’s Head lay to- 
wards the Cajfandra's Broadfide, and they pel- 
ted one another furioufly, many falling on 
both Sides, but the Pirates, finding too hot 
Work on their Decks, were forced to quit 
them, and rundown into the Hold for Shel- 
ter. Captain Mackraw^ who commanded the 
Cajfandra, {t€[Rg the other Pirate approach 
near him, and manning all his Boats to rein- 
force his Comrade, thotight it a good Time 
for him, and who elfe could get alhore, to 
embrace the Opportunity, and accordingly 
they got into their Boats, and faved their 
Lives. The Inhabitants Ihewed much Huma- 
nity to the DiAreifed, and carried them a- 
bove a Dozen of Miles up in the Country, 
for Fear the Pirates, in their mad Fury, fhould 
have murdered the poor Men that efcaped 
from their Ship, The Pirates, foon after they 
had Pofleflion of the Caffdndrai got her a- 
flote again, Ihe having reqelved little or no 
Damage; they alfo got their own Ship ofE 

but 
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but flie was very much (battered, and difabled 
in her Malls. 

Captain Mackraw, being a Gentleman 
that was well verfed in Converfation with 
Men of any Temper, ventured onboard the 
Pirates, and they were fo much taken with 
his Addrefs, that they made him a Prefentof 
that Ship which he had fo bravely battered, 
to carry him and his Crew to India ; in the 
•mean while, the Greenwich came to Bom- 
bay in September, who brought the Account 
of theLofs of the Cajfandra., and in Novem- 
Captain Mackraw arrived himfelf with his 
new Ship, and his Ship’s Company all in 
Rags, but were foon equipp’d by the Bene- 
volence and Generolity of the Governor Mr. 
j5oo 0(?, who was a Gentleman of as much 
Honour and good Senfe, as any that ever fat 
in that Chair. 

Mohilla is. but a little diflant from Johanna., 
pretty well inhabited, but the People not fo 
well civilized as Johanna ; arid the Kings 
of thefe neighbouring Iflands have continual 
War. The Johanna Men, by the AlEftance 
of Commodore Littleton, landed on MohiL 
la, and made great Slaughter and Devallati- 
ons; but what his Policy was in breaking the 
Neutrality that th.Q Englijh held among mofe 
Iflanders, I know not. Mayotta lies about 
sy Leagues from Johanna, mA. is the largell 
of the inhabited Iflands, but being furround- 
ed with dangerous Rocks under Water, it is 
not much frequented, and fo the Manners of 
the Inhabitants not fo well known. The Re- 
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Egion of thofe Iflands is Mahometan, but there 
are very few Zealots among them; andfol 
leave them, and return to Cape Guardafojy 
and travel up the Red Sea. 

The Navigation of the Ethiopian Seas is 
very dangerous, and their Maps very defici- 
ent ; for I faw a ’Dtifch Skipper at Mocha, 
who had Orders to fail from Batavia to- 
wards in the Month of Jatmarj, and 

to navigate to the North End of Madagafcar, 
and from thence to the Red Seayhovimxmo^ 
to me, that he faw feveral large Iflands, and 
many Rocks and Sands in thofe Seas that were 
not placed in his Maps, for which Reafon 
he was obliged to anchor in the Nights, when 
he could have Anchor Ground ; and that the 
Currents run very ftrong to the Southward, 
among thofe Banks and Rocks, 
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Gives aDe/iription o/ ZeylaV Sea-coaft, and 
of a Bart of Ethiopia, Zuakin ««4 Upper 
Egypt. 


B ut to return again to Cape Guarda- 
foy, from thence up to Zeyla is about 
lao Leagues. The Goafl; is inhofpitable as 
Well as the People. There are only two Pla- 
ces in all thatTraft that affords frelh Water, 
one is a little to theEaftward of Mount 
jlw, but in Arahick it is called Baba-fiteck, 
m„The Mount am ofQmels, where there is 
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a fniall frefli Water River ; the other is cal- 
led Khagi lo Leagues more W efterly ; it may 
be eafily known by the Side of a Hill clofe 
to the Sea, whofe North Afpefl: is of white 
Sand, that fliews at a Diftance like a Sail, 
but may be feen in that Figure lo Leagues 
off. Several Ships from India, that have been 
neceflitated to call at thofe Places for Watery 
have been cut off ; and one poor Man they fui:- 
prized with his own Boat that he fent for War 
ter. The Boat’s Crew were furprized whilft 
filling Water, them they killed, except two 
Boys whom they faved ; they then came off 
in the Night, and thofe in the Ship not exar 
mining them in Time, they boarded the Ship, 
and took them ah unarmed, and killed every 
Man, and carrying the Ship clofe to the Shore, 
.they unladed her, and then funk her. The 
two Youths w'ho gave the Account of thaf 
tragical Accident, were brought to Aden, 
which lies oppofite to that Place, and were 
fold for Slaves. A Surat Ship being there, 
bought the Youths, and brought them to Aa- 
rat. 

There is no anchoring on that Coafl: a- 
bove a Mile off Shore the Sea is fo deep ; 
and above Zeyla, in a deep Bay oppofite to 
JBabelmandel, which makes the Entry into 
t\\Q Red Sea, there is a large River thjit dif- 
imbogues into the Sea, but tho’ the Mouth, 
be large, yet it is fo deep, and full of Banks 
and Rocks, with fuch Whirl-pools, that no 
Ship dare go near it. At that River- begins 
the Ethiopian Shore, Ihewing many high 
B 4 Moun- 
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Mountains, wKich are eafily feen from the 
Arabian Shore : And all the Coaift from this 
River, as far North as Zuakin, which is near 
aoo Leagues, is called xht Ethiopian Coaft. . 

And tho’ I never was on that South-well 
Coaft oi t\xQ Red Sea,, and know but few that 
traSick there, except Romijh Priefls, yet I’ll 
venture to relate what I learned from them. 
There are two or three fmall Ports between 
Zeyla and Moffava^ but an inconfiderable 
Trade, being moft in Slaves of both Sexes, 
which the Ethiopians bring to Mocha for a 
Market, where 1 have feen a Drove of thofe 
unfortunate Creatures carried like a Flock of 
Sheep, moft Part of them infenfible of their 
own Mfery, and the higheft Bidder carries 
the Bargain. They alfo bring fome Elephants 
Teeth, the beft that ever I faw, and fome CK 
ftriches Feathers. 

Mojfava is fituated on the North-weft 
End of a large Ifland, and affords a very 
good Harbour for Shipping of any Size; it 
has a Garifon of about xyo Turks in a Caftle 
built formerly by the Rortuguezcy who, ac- 
cording to their impolite Cuftom, oppr efs 
Strangers as well as Natives, that come there 
to trade. 

The Country produceth low Gold, Ele- 
phants- Teeth, Slaves, and fome Coffee, but 
of a larger Grain than what grows on the 
Land oppofite to it in Arabia, at Betkfac- 
bee. The current fmall Money of Ethiopia 
IS Salt^ which is dug out of the Mountains 
9$ We do Stones from our Quarries, which 


Chey break in Pieces of feveral Siies, the kr** 
geft weighing about 8o Pounds, the others in 
40, io, 10, or 5” Pounds, and are fo expert in 
dividing it, that they err not above ^ pet 
Cent, more or lefs in their Calculation of 
Weight; xo Pounds is in Value about x Shil- 
ling Sterl. and thofe Pieces of Salt is the cur- 
rent Money in their Markets for ProvilSons, 
and like wife for Cloth, when they buy a Yard 
or two at a Time ; and when a Merchant 
has got any confiderable Quantity by him, 
there are Bankers to give Gold for it. 

T H E Religion on the Sea-coaft is Maho* 
wet an, but within Land Cophties, who ar6 
circumcifed Chrijlians, The Males they cir- 
cumcife fometimes at 8 Days old, but that 
Ceremony is often delayed till 40 Days, and 
fometimes not till the feventh or eighthYear of 
their Age. They circumcife Females as well 
as Males, The Circumcifion, they think, is ne* 
ceflary in Memory oi jejus Chriji, and on a 
certain Day yearly, they immerfe themfelves 
in Rivers or Lakes, in Remembrance of 
Immerfion or Baptifm, They forbear 
eating fome Beads Fleni, according to the 
Mofakalluxw. They hold from Saturdays 
Noon to Sundays Noon their Sabbath. They 
receive the Sacrament Handing, and only in 
the Church, and the Wine only from the 
Deacon’s Hand in a Spoon, Their Priefts eat 
no idle Bread, but maintain themfelves by La- 
bour. They have many Bifhops, but one they 
call above the reft, he is held in ^eat 

Veflefation, and when he goes abroad, be 

has 
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has great Attendance, and rides 0!i a Mule, 
with a Grofs in his right Hand. 

^HEY enter their Churches bare-footed, 
becaufe God commanded Idofes to ^ut off 
his Shoes, for the Ground he Jiood on was holy. 
They allow but one Wife, but as many Con- 
cubines as they pleafe. They allow of Re- 
pudiation, but neither Party can marry again, 
till the Term of three Years be expired, and 
if the Parties are not reconciled in that Term, 
fhey think the Breach too big ever to be clo- 
fed up again. 

They have all the canonical Books of 
our Scriptures, and feveral more. They reck- 
on the Prophet Iddo one of the greater Pro- 
phets, and put him in the Clafs with Ifaiab, 
Ezekiel, Elifloa, Elijah ^xi^Daniel, and that 
he wrote 14000 Prophecies, many of which 
they have at this Day; that his Prophecies 
oi jefus Chrift, were clearer, or more di- 
ftihd than any the other Prophets left be- 
hind them ; but the Subftanceof their praftical 
Religion confifts in their Falls and Fealb, for 
they do not much trouble themfelves about 
the Doftrine of Faith, Repentance and good 
Works, which makes them very diflblute in 
their Lives. 

We Europeans generally call the King of 
Ethiofia,T refer John, buthisSubjefts know 
no fuch Appellation ; ’tis true, he is Supreme 
in eccleliaftick as well as civil Affairs. His Do- 
minions are very large, and he has many Tri- 
hutariK, who ftile themfelves Kings, and aft 
defpotically. The Royal Family are all kept 


at 



^x. Antara^ which is a pleafant round Hill, fi 
tuated in la Degrees North from the Etjuar 
jforj tho’ I faw an old geographi-' 
cal Defcription of Ethiopia., place it under 
the EquinoBial. The Hill is walled round 
with a high Wall, at leaft la Leagues inCif 
Gumference, which cuts off d\ Communica- 
tion with Strangers or Mal-cpntents. With- 
in the Walls are Palaces, Gardens, Orchards, 
Woods for wild Game, Rivulsts and Ponds 
for Fiih, and all that the Clime can afford to 
make it pleafant ; there the Youths of the 
Royal Family ftudy what Arts and Sciences 
are proper tc their Quality, or according to 
the Knowledge of their Teachers. 

Their Empire is hereditary, but not in a 
dired Line, the Succeffion being kept in the 
ancient Family, which they reckon up as high 
as Sohmon, but on the Demife of one Em- 
peror, they make Choice of a Royal Youth 
out of the Paradife of Am^ra, fo he that be- 
haves beft in that State of Probation, or has 
the beftFriends to recommend him, fucceeds 
without Contention, which political Cuftom 
makes theirYouths very tradable and ftudious. 
There are none reckoned Princes of the Blood 
afterfecond Coufin-germans, and it feems they 
have fomething like the Salick Law in Force 
amongft them, for their Miftories mention no 
Female Reign fince Candace- s Time, if £- 
ihi^ia, as it now is, was her Gountry. 

Thev are very nefly in their Apparel and 
Diet, for tho’ their Country is well ffored. 
with Fire^wood, yet they do not take Pains

to drrfs their Meat by Fire, but having kil- 
led their animal Food, before it be well 
cold, they mince it, and mix Salt and a fliarp 
hot Bark of a Tree well powdered, and make 
the Morfel up in fmall Balls about the Bignefs 
of a Wall-nut, and greedily eat it : But the 
Princes eat in State, for they being feated on 
a IVfett fpread on the Ground, his favourite 
female Slave or Concubine- makes up thofe 
fiallsof Flefhor Filh feafoned with the afore- 
iaid Sauce of Salt and Bark, and f^ueezes them 
into falhionable Morfels, his Highnefs gapes 
iifee a young Crow, and ftie throws it cle- 
verly in, which he prefently devours. The 
Commons eat of the fame Sort of Viands with 
the Grandees, but many of both Sexes die by 
Excoriations of the Guts and the right Inte- 
ftine ; but whether their Diet be theCaufe 
of their Diflemper, I leave to Phyficians to 
determine, who generally are the bed Judges. 
They have a good pleafant Liquor made of 
Hony and Potatoes, which they caroufe in 
plentifully, and often get drunk by it, and 
then they are rather mad than inebriated, 
which renders them very quarrelfom and fu- 
rious; their Hony, as it is very plentiful in 
their Country, fo it is the whiteft, hardeft 
and beft tafted that ever I met with. 

I had the above Relation of Ahajina from 
fovs Rmijh Priefts, who had their Million 
there for 8 Years together, but made but few 
Profe^es: They had been meddling in State 
Afl&irs, and, for Fear of lofing their Heads, 
they fled, and left two of theft Brethren, be- 
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lug old, and not fit for T ravel ; what became 
of them they knew not; but thofe four tranf- 
greffed, their Superior’s Orders, and left their 
Stations, and travelled three or four hundred 
Miles to the Sea-coaft, and got a Paflage o* 
ver the Red Sea to Mocha^ where I entertain- 
ed them about four Months : They alfo told 
me, that feven tributary Kings had lofl their 
Heads in fix Months Time, for Mal-admini- 
ftration or Treafon, and if my Guefts had. 
not removed their Quarters when they did, 
they had been honoured with the Name c£ 
Roman Martyrs, in Anno 1714. The Coun- 
try abounds plentifully in Wheat, Rice, Bar- 
ley, Legumens orPulfe of feveral Sorts, not- 
witbftanding they eat their raw Meat with- 
out Bread. Their Woods abound in Ele- 
phants ( reckoned the largeft in the World) 
alfo fome Lions and Tigers, and innume- 
rable Troops of Wolves, Monkeys and O- 
flriches, ail much larger than in other Coun- 
tries. The aforefaid Priefts alfo told me, that 
the Head of Nilus, which the Ancients fo 
much fought for, is in this Country, about the 
Latitude of 6 Degrees North, and about 400 
Miles from the lower End oixh.e Red Sea. 
How far the EthiofmnCoo& ftretches to the 
Noith-rward, I know not, but it has no 
ports to the Northward of Moffava, and the 
next Country to it is the barbarous Zuakin^ 
whofe Inhabitants are very different both m 
Complexion and Cuffoms from the Abajinety 
whofe Colour is only as black as Soot, but 
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the Zuskms as black as Jet, and thek 
Skins as foft as Velvet, 

ThIeir Reli^on is Hill Paganifm, tho 
they don’t worlMp Images. They ihew out- 
ward Civility to Europeans, but kill them, 
and feaft on their Pleih, when any are unfor- 
tunately fhipwrack’d on their Coafl:. ^ At firft 
they fliew a feeming Humanity, allowing them 
a convenient Place to lodge in, with Plenty 
of animal Food to eat, and fotnetimes en* 
tertain them with their Mufick, and then de- 
firoy the fatteft, as they have Gccafion ,to 
feaj^onthem, an Inftance whereof I had from 
a Miflibnary at Mocha, in Anno 171a. viz. 

KTurkifi) Galley bound ftom. Mo£ava 
JuMa m Arabia felix, had on board about 
%o European Turks, and Italian 
as Paffenger ; that Galley was drove afhore 
on the Goaft of by a Storm, the Gal- 

ley was loft, but all the Men got fafe aihore, 
and found the abovementioned Entertain- 
ment. They had not been long afhore, till 
fome People of Diftinftion vifited them, and 
feemed to condole their Misfortune, but with- 
al, told them in that the King had a ' 

great Defire to fee fome of them, and they 
chofe the youngeft and plumpeftofthe Turks 
to ihew to the King, who very willingly^ 
went away with them, but none came back’ 
to bring News how they were entertained 
at Court ; and every fourth or fifth Day, an- 
other of the beft favoured and beft flelhed 
were carried from their Comrades, on thb 
fame, or fuch like Errsaid, till near one Half 

.•■were' 
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were carried away, thofe that remained had 
no Sufpicion, but were lulled afleep by the 
good Words and good Treatment they re- 
ceived daily ; But one Day, an Abafine, who 
had fled his Country for fonie Mifdemeanourj 
came to vifit them, and, in Difcourfe, they 
told him how courteoufly they had been en- 
tertained by the hofpitable Natives, and how 
many of their Company had gone to the King, 
but that none returned. The Ahafine told 
them, that they were treated after the com- 
mon Cuftom of that Country, that when a^ 
ny white Men were fhipwrack’d on their 
Coaft, they found fuch Treatment as they 
had, to make them fat, and then to kill and 
eat them, by cutting fuch Morfels of the Bo- 
dy as they had prefent Occafion for, and 
kept Life as long in the poor Viftim as they 
could ; and that very Morning a Janifarj had 
been carried on the aforefaid Errand, and 
had one Leg cut off, and the Half of a Thigh* 
and he faw them rolling and broiling the 
Flelh as he happened to pafs in his Way to 
vifit them, and told the difconfolate Turks 
that remained, that if one or two would ac- 
company him a little Way in the Evening, he 
would convince them of the Truth of that he 
told them, but they mull immediately after 
return to their Lodging. The Prieft w'as one 
that went to behold the fad Speftacle, whom 
they found not quite dead, tho fpeechlefs, oit 
which thQ Abafifte vstni fpeedily away, as the 
otheis did to acquaint their Fellows what 
they had feen. Alfoonas they made their Re- 
port, 
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they weie under the greateft Confter* 
nation, and unaniiooufly refplved to flee to 
the Woods that very fame Night* and ttaft 
the wild Inhabitants rather than the crueller 
Beafls, the Zuakins. And the Woods are 
plentifully inhabited with Lions* Tigers* 
large Monkeys* but above all with Wolves; 
The Priefl: took his Way in the Dark along 
the Sea-fliore to the Northward* but knew 
nothing of his Fellows, which Way they 
took, or how they fared* In the Day-time 
he fculked in Caverns and HoUowsof Rocks* 
which that Sea-coaft abounds in* and is not 
fo much frequented by the brutd CafUftibali 
as the inland Parts } fcanetimes he fallied but 
to get Shell-fifh, or what elfe he could get to 
cat, and in the N^t he travelled, fo that af# 
ter feyenteen Nights and Days hard Fatigue* 
he arrived at a Village in inha-* 

Mted by Mahmetms and C&fhtiesi who re-? 
lieved him, and fent \mi to Grand CairOi 
from whence he wrote to a Milfionary at 
Mocha, in Atm 1714. who refided with m^ 
and' gave him the above Account* with the 
Addition of a very ftrange Parad®** viz. 
That himfelf being then about 48 Years of 
Age, (when he fell on theCoafl: oiZuakin) 
his Hair was of a dark brown, but when he 
arrived in Cairo, his Hair was turned to a VC'^ 
ry light gray, and continued fo till the Time 
he wrote to his Friend at Mocha oi that tra^* 


gical Adventure. 

There are no Sea-ports from Zuakh on 
the South-weft Side of the Red Seat 

eoihe 
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come- to Seues^ which lies near the Head (tf 
the Bay of that Sea^ which fends his oppofite 
Shores down to the South-eaftwardj a's far as 
JBabelmandel. 

Sues, ox Seues feems to be the Ezion-ge- 
her, or Ekth, from whence Sohmon fent hiS 
Ships to Ofhir, for I have converfed with fe- 
veral Pilots of that Navigation, who aflur- 
ed me, there is no clean Bottom for Anchor 
ring, but Seues, on that Part of the Coaft, 
for moft Part of the Red Sea is incumbred 
with Coral Rocks under Water, and pefte- 
red with Banks, which make the Navigation 
very dangerous. At prefent, Seues is the on- 
ly Sea-port for Grand Cairo, from whence it 
is three Days Journey by Land, with a Caf- 
filla or Caravan, but on Horfe-back but two 
Ihoft Days. In Cairo Englijh 2xA French 
keep their Confuls, for the Support of the 
Trade of their refpeftive Countries. 

In Anno I’js if. Mr. F arrington'^2& Conful 
for the Englijh, he had a very fair Character 
from all People, as well Merchants as the 
Religious that came from Cairo to Mocha^ 
which made me prefume to trouble him with 
a Letter, giving him the beft Account^ 1 
could of the State of Merchandize in India, 
and to have his Advice, whether if might be 
practicable to cultivate a Trade froin India 
to Seues, which Letter he very civilly an- 
fwered, and next Year it came to my Hand, 
but he dilTwaded me from any Attempt that 
Way ; becaufe of the intolerable Avarice and 
Infults of the Turkijh Bajhaws, and other 
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Officers of Note, with the Contempt they 
have for Merchants, efpecially Chrijfians, he 
affured me, that it is impoffible to be a Gai- 
ner by fuch Commerce. 


CHAP. IV 

Gives a little Tiefcriftion of the Coaji of A- 
rabia the Happy, from Mount Sinai toVhi- . 
cha, with fome Obfervations on the Religion.^ 
Cujioms and Laws, as they are now ejia~ 
blijhed. 

O VER againfl Seues, on the Arabian 
Shore, hands Mount Sinai, about $ or 
6 Leagues from the Sea ; and on its South- 
wefl Side, near the Bottom, is the Monaftery 
of St. Katharina. The Mount is much rever- 
ed by the Jews, and the Monaftery by the 
Chriftians-, it is very ancient, and held in 
fome Veneration by the Mahometans, whofe 
Pilgrims to Mecca, from Egyp, Turkey and 
Talefme, pafs clofe by, both in their go- 
ing and returning, as do likewife their Caffih 
las, and otlier Palfengers, that go on Traf- 
fick to Judda, a City four Days_ Journey 
from Mecca, where Mahomet Xies interred: 
And the great Concourfe of Pilgrims (from 
all Parts where his Religion is fpread ) brings 
a great Trade thither. 

There is a Tradition, that, as Mahomet 
was going on an Expedition to he 

called at that Monaftery for Refrelhments, and 

the 
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che Monks generoufly afEfted him ; and in 
Acknowledgment of their Civility, he gave 
them a Charter, which they Hill keep, where- 
in he gave them many Immunities, and laid 
his heavy Curfe on all, who fliould, after 
that Time, dare to molefl: that Monaftery. 

The Building is ftrong and high, and" no 
Gate or Door to enter in to it, but one, 
which Hands about ten Yards high (in the 
Wall) from the Ground. It has a large In- 
clofure adjoyningto it, with an high Wall, to 
keep the wild Arabs from robbing them of 
their animal Provifions ; for they are fuch 
vile Thieves, that they had rather venture 
to ly under the Anathema of their Prophet, 
than to keep their Hands from Robbery. 

Its prefent PoffelTors are Nefiorian and 
JacobinMovks, who are maintained by the 
Charity of PaiFengers, and a little Reventie 
that belongs to the Monaftery- The Chrijii- 
mis tin that Part of Arabia^ are Nejionian^ 
and Jacobins, whofe Priefts may marry, and 
they allow of no Images but the Crofs, and 
many other Things repugnant to the Romijh 
Tenets. 

Judda is the next Place of Note below St. 
Katharhia. It is a fmall, but well fortified Ci- 
ty, belonging to the Turk. It ftands clofe to 
the Sea, and is governed by a Bafhaw, who 
keeps aGarifon in it, With four or five Gal- 
leys to cruize on the Red Sea, to hinder the 
Palling of all Ships or Vdfels up the Sea, 
without firft calling at 

C 2- Thss 
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Th f inland Country about it, belongs to 
a Sheek, who pretends to be a Defcendant 
of Mahomet. He has the Title of Xertff gi- 
ven him, to diftinguifh his Eminency from 
other Sheeks. Ana, altho’ he be fo near a- 
kih to the Prophet, yet he fqueezes above 
100000 Pounds SterL yearly out of the Pil- 
grims, who go to worihip at his Anceftor’s 
Tomb. And fo much Gain he can make of 
their Folly. 

It is between this Country andi^zV^i, that 
the famous Balm of Gilead grows. It is re- 
ported to proceed from a Shrub, the Bark 
of which is flit, and Veffels fet under the 
Wound to receive it, as it drains from that 
Wound. The wild Arabs have 

a Tradition, that was their Country- 

man, and are not a little proud of that Ho- 
nour ; but if it was fo, that he was their Sheek, 
as they alledge, they neither follow him in 
Morals or Religion. 

The Sea-coafts of Arabiafelix, from Jud- 
da to the Southward, as far ai the Latitude 
of 15- Degrees, are governed by feveral 
Sheeks, who are fo avaritious, that, no Pil- 
grims can pafs through their Dominions, but 
Beggars; for if Strangers carry any Thing 
of Value about them, or if they have good 
Clothes, they are ftript of all, and about a 
Yard of coarfe Cloth given them to cover 
their Nakednefs ; and Ledfures of Humility 
and Devotion are preached to them, that 
whoever goes on fo folemn an Errand, ought 
to Ihew, by their outward Appearance, that 

the 
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the inward Man is humble, and that thofe 
who love Riches; ought to fequefter them- 
felves from the World, before they approach 
that holy Place, where, after the Muftee ( or 
his Deputy, theFackee) had bellowed a Be- 
nediflion on them, if they had any Grace, 
they would never covet Riches again. 

The Immaum of Mocha's Dominions reach 
along the Sea-coail from the Latitude of 
ly Degrees, to the Southward, as far as Ba- 
Belmandel, very barren and inhofpitable, af- 
fording neither frefli Water, nor Wood for 
Shipping, either for Drink or Fuel. Only 
on the Ifland of Commera, which lies about 
S ox 6 Leagues from Betlefackecy there is 
both a good Harbour, and Plenty of Provi- 
lions for Strangers, as well as for the Inha- 
bitants, whofe Temperance makes them eafi- 
ly fatisfied, both with their coarfe Diet and 
Apparel. 

Betlefackee is the firft Town of Note 
(near the Sea-coaft ) of the Immaum's Domi- 
nions. It Hands about Englijh Miles from 
the Sea, and it is the greatell Market for 
Coffee in the World. It fupplies India, Ter- 
fia, Turkey in Ajia, Africa and Europe, be- 
Hdes England, France and Holland, with 
Coffee-beans. Other Goods and Merchandize 
may be bought and fold on Credit, for a 
certain Time ; but Coffee is always bought 
for ready Money. Tho Europe Shipping lades 
yearly at Mocha, (from whence Betlefackee 
is about 100 Miles ) about aooo 

Tuns, rather more than lefs, and the other 
C 3 Nations 
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jSfations above xoooo Tuns more.’ The whole 
Province of Betlefackee is -planted with Cof- 
fee Trees, which are never fuffered to grow 
above 4 or $ Yards high; and the Bean or 
Berry grows on the Branches and Twigs, firft 
green, then red, at laft a dark brown Co- 
lour. The Berries cling to the Branches like 
lb many Infefts, and when they are ripe, 
they ftiake off. 

^ibet is the next Town, and ferves for a 
Sea-pprt for Betlefackee. It was large, and 
famous in ancient Times for Trade, but in 
the fourteenth Century, the Turks over-ran 
nil the Coafls of the Red Sea, and made them 
Tributaries to them. They ruined all the 
isioxss. India X.O Zibet, and fettled their 
JBmprium at Aden, about s j Leagues with- 
out Babelmandel, to the Eaftward : And the 
Inmaiiin holds his Kingdoni in Feoff from 
the at this Time ; and when the Turks 
come to Betlefackee, none dare break the 
Price of the Market, nor buy before they 
are firft ferved. 

The Immaum or King keeps his Court ge- 
nerally at a Town called Mohaib, about loo 
Engl 0 ?.y]SlQS to the Eaft, North-eaftward of 
Mocha. He has little Splendor about it, and 
he that reigned in Anno 1714, was about 80 
Years of Age. His Government has been of 
a long Time very ill managed. His Luft 
having the Afcendant over his Reafon, he 
had feldom lefs than Three hundred Wives 
piarried to, him, of the moft beautiful young 
W omen in his Dominions. He often marries 

one.

one, at one New-moon, and, on the nejct 
3New-moon, remarries her to one of his Mi- 
nions, and beftows a good Patrimony on her 
to help her off; fo that with his own fre- 
quent Marriages, and thofe of his Minions, 
he exhaufts all his Revenues, and is always 
neceffitous, which forces him on many unjuft 
snd mean W ays to exaft Money from hk mi- 
ferable Subjefts. And, in Anno 17x0. tteir 
heavy Burdens made them rebel, and in- 
volved the whole Country in a civil War. 
One Part was fordepofing him, and another 
for keeping him on the Throne ; but what 
the Event was I never heard. 

The' Turks being baffled in feveral Projefts 
and Expeditions from Aden, and that they 
■could not well maintain their Ground in. that 
Part of Arabia, ( being fo very far diftant 
from their own Dominions) without much 
Charge and Trouble, they, in the latter End 
of the iixteenth Century, withdrew their 
Garifon irom Aden, and left it, with all its 
Fortifications and Buildings, to 
who finding Aden to ly inconvenient for 
the Trade of the Red Sea, becaufe of the 
frelh Winds ufually blowing at its Mouth, in 
bothEafterly and Wefterly Monfoons, made 
him remove the Trade about Leagues 
within its Mouth, in a Bay, not very com- 
modious for Shipping, to a Fiftiing Town 
called MocSa, 
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CtJ AP. V 

^ives a 'Tiefcripm of the of 

cha’x Country y particularly of Mocha ifs 
Situation, Laws, Cuftoms and Commerce ; 
with fame hiprical Obfervations, 

M O CH Ay upon the foregoing Account, 
was built tor an Emporium or Mart 
tor the Trade of India to the Red Sea, and 
was mightily forwarded by the Perfwafion of 
a Sheeky who bore the Charafter of a Saint 
amongft his Country-men. His Name was 
Sheek Seddley ; and he pretended to prophe- 
fy, that Mocha thould be a Place of great 
Trade to the Country, and confequently of 
great Profit to the Immaum. They had fuch 
a Veneration for him, that the greateft 
Mofque in tl^e Town, and the greateft Gate, 
bear his Name, and did, even in his own 
Lifetime, fee the Town walled, tho’ but ve- 
ry weakly. It is fituated clofe to the Sea, in 
a large, dry, fandy Plain, that affords no 
good Water within Miles, all the Wells 
nearer the City being brakifli, fo that nothing 
of Fruits grows near it, but a few Dates and 
Water Melons. The Water for drinking 
comes from Mofa, about lo Miles off, as I 
f£d before, and by that Time we get it to 
the Town, it coftsus as dear as fmall Beer 
is fold for in England. Thofe who are obli- 
ged to drink of the Wells near the Town, 
are in Danger of -having a long fmall Worm 
breed in their Legs or Feet, that inflames 

the 
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the Place where it breeds, which is accom- 
panied with extreme burning Pains. In s ot 
6 Days it appears between the Cutanyand 
outward Skin, and then puts its Head thro’, 
which when the Patient obferves, he takes 
hold of it with a Pair of Tweezers, and pulls 
it very gently out, about an'Inch or two at 
a Time, in Hours, and rolls it round an 
Hen’s Quill, or fome other Thing of that 
Thicknefs. It is no thicker than the Treble 
String of. a Violin 5 and I have feen of them, 
after they have been pulled out, about two 
Foot and an half long. While it is in the 
Leg, it is daily covered with a Plaifler, and, 
if it chance to break in the Operation, the 
Patient will be troubled with intolerable 
Pains- for a long While ; and fometimes they 
are crippled by it. But the Mo/a Water, co- 
ming from Springs amongft the Mountains, 
is very fweet and wholefom. 

Mocha is a Place of good Trade, notwith- 
ftanding its bad Situation ; for, befides the 
Commerce with Sues and Judda, the En~ 
glijh and ‘T>utch Companies have their Fa- 
dlories there, befides a Trade from India^ 
carried on by Englijh free Merchants, Eor- 
tugueze. Banyans and Moors^^vA byVeflTels 
from Bo/forahy Berjia and Muskat in Arabia 
/etrea. The Country, ofitfelf, affords or pro- 
duees very few valuable Commodities, be- 
fides Co&e, and fome Drugs, fuch as 
Myrrh, Olibanum or Frankincenfe from 
Cajjin^ iiccA Abes Soecatrina itom Soccotra 
lii^uid Storax, white and yellow Arfenick, 

fome 
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fome Gum Arabic k and Mummy ; with fome 
Balm of Gileady that comes down the 
Sea. The Coffee Trade brings in a continu- 
al Supply of Silver and Gold from Europe^ 
Spanifly Money, German Crowns, and other 
European Coins of Silver ; alfo Zequins, 
German and Hungarian Ducats of European 
Gold ; and from Turkey^ Ebramies and Mo- 
grabies. Gold of low Matt. 

The Pirates, for many Years, infefted the 
Mouth of the Red Sea^ committing fr^uent 
Robberies and Barbarities. Captain Evory 
was the firft that led the Way, in Anno 1695’. 
and the Pirates finding great Booties, pur- 
chafed with fmall Danger, from the Traders 
into the Red Sea, had a Projed to be Ma- 
fters of the Key of that Door, fo they found 
the Ifland Rrim, which lies within* Gun-fhot 
of Bahelmandel, to have a good commodious 
Bay for the Security of their Shipping ; upon 
which Confideration, they began to build re- 
gular Fortifications, and dig for frefh Wa- 
ter, and, with much Labour, they dug tlwo’ 
an hard Rock, ly Fathoms deep, but found 
none, but brakilli Water ; ‘ wherefore they 
defined, and removed to St. Mary’s Ifland, 
on the Eaft Side of Madagafcar, as I obferv- 
ed before, and are fince removed, for more 
Security, over to the main Iflatfd, and there 
they fortify themfelvfe by Marriages into the 
noble Families of that great Ifland, from 
whence they come into India, and cruize in 
thofe Seas. In Anno 1696. they met with a 
Ship itova Bomb^, commanded by one Jdw- 

bridge. 
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hr'fd^, who was carrying Arabian Horfes 
for %ira 1 ; After they took the Ship, Saw-^ 
bridge began, to expoftulate with them about 
their Way of Life. They ordered him to 
hold his Tongue, but he continuing his Dif- 
courfe, they took a Sail-needle and Twine, 
fewed his Lips together, and fo kept him fe- 
veral Hours, with his Hands tied behind him. 
At length they unloofed both his Hands and 
Lips,- and carried him on board their Ship, 
and, after they had ^undred Sawbridge's 
Ship, they fet her on Fire, and burned her 
and the Horfes together. Sawbridge and his 
People were fet alhore near Adeti, where he 
died prefently after. 

Captain Evory was not fo inhumane ; for 
the Year before, he took a large Ship belong- 
ing to the Moguls and got a Booty of 2600000 
Rupees, which amount to, in Sterling Mo- 
ney, about 325'ooo Pounds. He freed the 
Ship, and let her go, without torturing the 
People; but' carried a young Lady 

with him, and fome of her female Servants, 
who had been at Mecca to perform a Vow, 
laid on her by her Mother on her Death-bed.' 

But, to return again to Mocha, from my*' 
long Digreffion ; The Towm is large, but 
meanly fortified ; and, firom the Sea, it has! 
a fine Afpeft. The Buildings are lofty, and 
mdte a much better Appearance without than 
within. The Steeples of five or fix Mofques 
raife their Heads pretty high above the reft 
of the Buildings. Their Markets are well 
ftored with animal Provifions, fuch as Beef, 

Mutton * 
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Mutton of Sheep and Goats, Lamb and Kid, 
Camel and Antelopes Flelli, Dung 4 iill Fowls, 
Guinea Hens, Partridge and Pigeon. The 
Sea affords Variety of Fifh, but not favoury, 

I believe their Unfavourinefs proceeds from 
the extreme Saltnefs of the Sea-water, and the 
Nature of their Aliment. The Town is well 
furniflied, all the Year round, with good 
Fruits, fuch as Grapes, Peach, Apricocks and 
Quinces, of which they .make Store of Mar- 
melade, both for their prefent Ufe and Ex- 
portation, tho’ near the Town, there is not 
a Tree or Shrub to be feen, but a few Date 
Trees. And theyfeldom have more* than two 
or three Showers of Rain in a Year, and of- 
ten no Rain in two or three Years ; but a- 
mongfl the Mountains, about Miles off, 
feldom a Morning paffes without a moderate 
Shower, which makes the Vallies very pro- 
Ufick in Fruit and Corn, fuch as the Soil will 
bear ; but they have no Rice, tho Plenty of, 
Barley and Wheat. 

The Governor of Mocha, and the Offi- 
cers of the Town, are Merchants, when they 
think to get good Bargains, and are very rea- 
dy to break their Contratis, both in Pay- 
ment of their Debts, and in the Time of Pay- 
ment. Some Inftances whereof I faw. And, 
in Amo 1716 . 1 had an experimental one ; for 
the Deputy-governor having bought a Part 
of my Cargo, agreed to pay me the firfl: Day 
of June, according to our and Compu- 
tation. At the appointed Time I demanded 
my Money ; but he told me, that notwich- 


ffanding 
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ftanding he had agreed at that Time to pay 
me, yet the Cuftom was not to pay before 
the Middle of July, and Cuftom mull be 
obferved before Contraft ; befides, the King 
having much Need of Money, fent preffing 
Demands on the Town for Money, as faftas 
it came in by Cuftoms and other Subfidies i 
therefore he could not, nor would not pay 
me before the cuftomary Time, nor would 
he clear my Account Cuftoms (which is a 
Part of his Office) before that Time. I often 
folicited him to clear my Account, and pay 
the Balance ; but to no Purpofe. I then fell 
on a Projeft to frighten him into Compli- 
ance. I went very calmly to him, and told 
him, that I had fome Goods left, which would 
be proper for the inland Markets, and that I 
would let him have a Peny worth of them. He 
knew . the Goods were proper enough, as I 
had told him, and fo came to my Houfe, 
which was four Stories high, I carried him 
up to the higheft, and, having feated him in 
a fmall Balcony, I Ihewed him the Mufters 
of my Goods, and askt Prices which he 
thought too high ; and, becaufe we could not 
agree, he was for going abruptly away, and 
fo got on his Feet: But I being much too 
ftrong for him, took him by the Shoulders, 
and forced him to fit down again, and orde- 
red my Linguift to tell him, that, before we 
parted, he muft clear my Account Cuftoms, 
and give me Bills, on the King’s Banker, for 
the Balance, other wife I would teach him to 
fly from the Balcony to the Ground, be the 

Confeciuence ^ 
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Confequence what it would. He had neveu 
been fo treated before, and Fear feized him 
fo, that he could not fpeak for a little Time* 
but, recovering a little, ordered his Glerk, 
who was in the Room with us, to make up 
my Account, and draw Bills immediately, 
who readily obeyed Orders ; and, in Half an 
Hour, we became good Friends again. The 
Noife of this Aftion run like a Squib thro’ 
the Town, and, before I came to the Bank- 
er with the Bill, (which was for about iioo 
L. SterL ) he was apprifed how I had ferved 
the Deputy-governor, and, upon prefenting 
it, accepted it to be paid in feven Days ; 
but withal defired, that I would conftantly 
keep two European Seamen at his Door, with 
Arms, and, as Money came in, they were to 
receive one Bag, and the King’s People ano- 
ther, till the Sum Ihould be completed : And 
accordingly in feven Days I got every Peny, 
and fent the Governor word, that I wanted 
to wait on him, in order to take my Leave. 
He returned me Anfwer, that I Ihould be ve- 
ry welcome; and accordingly I went, and he 
received me very civilly ; and, all the while 
I {laid, he palled Jokes on his Deputy about 
theFright 1 had put him into. 

The King’s Cuftoms are very eafy, being 
but 3 per Cent, from Europeans, mA. $ on Gen- 
ri/w ; and the Cuftom-houfe as eafy, for they 
only defire to fee the Mutters of Goods, and 
the Ouantity of Goods in each Parcel or Bale, 
and fo caufe fome, that they choofe, to be 
opened ; and if they find the Quantity and 

Quality 
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Quality agree with the Invoice given in, the 
Remainder of the Cargo is carried dire^y 
from the Landing-place, to the Ware-hou- 
fes, without more Trouble ; and, after Sale, 
they receive an Account from the Seller, and 
rate the Cuftoms accordingly. 

They are very ignorant in Hiftory and 
natural Philofophy ; for they tell, that Alex* 
ander the Great was Mahomet's General, thoT 
they lived about 900 Years diftant from one 
another ; and that, having a Mind to tran- 
{port his Army over the Mouth of the Hed 
Sea, from Babelmandel to Zeyla, in order to 
conquer Ethiopia, he went about building a 
Bridge there ; and, there being feven Iflands 
in thefe Streights, called the Seven S.tones,)as. 
placed them there for a Foundation to buUdl 
on : And they are of Opinion, that the World 
is fupported on the Horns of a ^eat Bull, 
who fometimes ihakes his Head, which they 
aifign to be,theCaufe of Earthquakes, which 
frequently are felt there. 

There are Abundance of Beggars in Mo- 
cha, and in moft other Towns in Arabia,, 
who brag of the Sanftity and Verity of their 
Religion ; and, for Proof, when they pafs in 
the Streets, they are always bawling out, that 
there is but one God, and his Pro- 

phet and beft beloved Servant ; and, carry- 
ing a Piece of Iron like the Tooth of an Har- 
row, in their right Hand, they ftrikeitwith 
great Force into the Cavity of the Eye, and 
yet the Eye is not blemilhed, nor the Eye- 
lids, or Skin about the Eye, feem to be hurt ; 

and 
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and they often let the Iron hang down, as if 
the Point was faftned to the Corner of the 


Eye next the Nofe. As for mad People of 
either Sex, they venerate them, believing 
them to be infpired, or aduated by a prophe- 
tick Spirit. 

Their Religion is Mahometijht, and are 
fuperftitioufly rigid in their Way, but abomi- 
nable Hypocrites ; for, in their Promifes, 
which they feldom keep, with lifted up Eyes, 
they call on God to be Witnefs to their Sin- 
cerity i But in no Part of the World is Juftice 
bought and fold more publickly than here j 
and the Judge, who generally is the Governor 
of the Place, whilfl: he is palling unjuft Sen- 
tences, looks as grave as an old Cat, declaim- 
ing againft Partiality. 

In Anno 1716 . 1 law Juftice executed on a 
notorious Criminal, guilty of no lefs than 
Robbery and Murder. A poor Peafant had 
raifed a Stock of yoo Dollars, amongft his 
Friends and Neighbours, and was on his Way 
to Mochay to lay it out in Merchandize pro- 
per for the Parts- he lived in. A Villain, who 
knew of his Journey, and the Stock he car- 
ried, way-laid him, and cut his Throat from 
Ear to Ear, and then ftabbed him in the 
Breaft with his Dagger, and fo pofleft the 
Money, and went off with it. Some Paffen- 
gers, coming that Way foon after, found the 
mangled Corps, not quite cold, went and 
informed the Neighbourhood of the Trage- 
dy. On Information, they went and viewed 
the Carcafe, and knew it. They gave the 

Account 
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Account to the murdered Perfon’sRektionsj 
who lived but a little \V ay off, and they bu- 
ried the Corps. 

Some Months after, one of the Relations 
being at Mothay Chanced to fee his dead 
Kinfman’s Ring on the Murderer’s Finger* 
and challenged it ; for it is the Cuftom of all 
the eaftern Countries, both iht Malxmet ms 
and Gentiles, to wear Rings. They wear no 
Gold Rings, but Silver among the Mahome- 
tans, and the Gentiles commonly wear Gold. 
The Perfon who knew the Ring, informed 
the Cadjee or Judge what had paft, and the 
Cadjee ordered the Murderer to be appre- 
hended, and brought before him ; and orde- 
ring him to be fearched, to fee if farther 
Proof could be found about him, the very 
Purfe that the Money was in, was found in 
his Bofom. However the Murderer denied 
all, but was fent to Prifon, and fettered, till 
other Perfons were fent for that were parti- 
cularly well acc^uainted with the Defund. 
Five or fix Evidences who were fent for* 
appeared, and the Ring and Purfe being pro- 
duced, they fwore, that they knew them to 
be with the unfortunate Defund when he fet 
out on his Journey for Mocha', and he at 
length confeft the Fad himfelf. The Judge, 
and the reft of his Court, defired him to re- 
turn the Money, and they would folicite the 
murdered Perfon’s Relations to fpare his Life, 
it being in their Power to take away or fa ve 
his Life ; but he abfolutely denied the retut- 
ning back any Part of it, and impudently af- 
t O Led 
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ked tlie Judge, how he thought his Wif« 
and Children ftiould be lupported, if he 
fliould return the Money. 

Three Months had paffed in unfruitful 
Perfwallons, but finding him obiliiiate, they 
bid him prepare to die next Day about Noon. 
And accordingly, with a Guard of about yoo 
Horfe and Foot Soldiers, he was carried 


without the City, with his Hands tied be- 
hind him ; and, about ^oo Yards from Sheek 
Seddleys Giite, he was delivered to the De- 
funft’s Relations, who firfl; gave him a deep 
Stab under the left Pap, and one of the Relati- 
ons ftanding behind, pulled back his Head, 
while another cut his Throat from Ear to Ear,- 
and fo left him with all their Speed. For af- 
foon as the Mob faw him killed, they aflaul- 
ted the Executioners with Stones and Brick- 
bats fo furioufly, that the Guards had much 
ado to fave them from being murdered ; for 
there is a Paflage in the Alcoran, importing, 
that whoever fpilt a Believer’s Blood, is ac- 
Gurfed, and ought to be ftoned to Death. 

The Soldiery of are very infolent 

and licentious ; for, in the Months of Ma% 
Jmte -mA July, the Air being fired with 
Heat, and the greateft Concourfe of Stran- 
gers come to Town, either about Traffick, 
or getting Paflage by Sea to foreign Coun- 
tries, and about that Time Cafli is plentiell 
in Town, then thofe undifciplined Cowards 
feldom fail to fet Fire to fome Fluts that the 
labouring People live in, and they being 
built of a few Spars, covered with theBran- 
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cftes and Leaves of Date TreeSj whieh are 
very combuftible Materials^ the Flame foon 
grows fierce and violent, and very oftfen pe- 
netrates thro’ the Doors and Windows of 
Merchants Houfes, tho’ built of Brick. And, 
in the Confternationj when People are intent 
on faving what they can* by removing their 
Goods from their burning Houfes to the 
Streets* thofe Varlets plunder publickly there 
With Impunity ; and, akho’ thofe Villains are 
deteded in fetting Fire to Houfes and plun- 
dering* and Complaints made of them to the 
Governor, thofe Grievances ai-e fo far ff oni 
being redrefled, that I have known a Com- 
plainer well baftonaded for deteding the 
kogueS; When I traded there, I always kept 
a Part of ray Ship’s Company afliore for a 
Guard* and I acquainted the Governor* that 
if any Perfon came thro’ our Street, id the 
j^ght with Fire in their Hands, as they of- 
ten did thro’ feveral other Streets where 
Merchants kept their Ware-houfes* I would 
order my Men to fire on fuch Fire-carriCrs^ 
which kept me pretty fecure from them. 

The larged City in the Jmmaum oi 
hia felix's Donfinions, is SounaH. It is 
Days Journey North-eaft from Mocha: It 
drives a great inland Trade, and is the Mart 
for many of the India Goods that are brought 
to Mocha. TheMechanicks of different Trades 
have each ’their peculiar different Street; fd 
that whatever Commodities Strangers may 
want*, they readily know where tp find them. 
AiJd in all the Streets there are Brokers for 
J D 2 Wivesi 
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Wiyes, fo time a Stranger, who has Hot the 
Conveniency of an Houfe in the City to lodge 
in, may marry, and be made a free Burgher 
for a fmall Sum. When the Man fees his 
Spoufe, and likes her, they agree on the 
Price and Term of Weeks, Months or Years* 
and then appear before the Cadjee or Judge 
of the Placej, and enter their Names and 
Terms in his Book, which cofts but a Shil- 
ling, or thereabout: And joyning Hands be- 
fore him, the Marriage is valid, for better 
for worfe, till the Expiration of the Term a- 
greed on. And if they have a mind to part, 
or renew the Contraft, they are at Liberty 
to choofe for themfelves what they judge 
moil proper; but if either want to be fepa- 
rated during the Term limited, there muft 
be a Commutation of Money paid by the fe- 
parating Party to the other, according as 
they can agree; and fo they become fre» 
to make a new Marriage elfewhere.

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C H A P. VI. 

Contains a ’iDefcrip ion of Aden, •with fome 
hiforical Remarks about the Turkifli Ex~ 
f edition from thence into India : Alfo an Ac- 
count of the Sea-coaft Arabia petrea, as 
far osmM^hsX and Baflbra; •with a parti- 
cular Account of an Englilh Ship hfi on the 
If and o/Maceira. 

T H E eaftmoft Town of Note in the Im- 
maum of Mocha's Dominions on the 
Sea-coaft, is Aden, built by the Turks, in the 
fourteenth Century, as has been hinted be- 
fore. It is built on the Eaft Side of a barren 
Ifland, and has no frefli Water but what the 
Rains afford them, which they keep in Gi- 
fterns. The Turks had great Defigns when 
they built it, for they thought of driving the 
Tortugueze out of their Settlements in 
and to have poffeft them themfelves. Accor- 
dingly about the Middle of the fixteenrh 
Centurj 7 , they made an Expedition into 7»- 
againft the Tortugueze, hwtvjert unfuc- 
cefsful, and lb have never attempted fince to 
fettle in India. It continued many Years af- 
ter the Stapple Port for the Red Sea Com- 
merce, but the Charges of keeping it, fo far 
from the Dominions, made them leave 

it X.0 the Immaum, as was already obferved, 
and he removed the Trade to Mocha. 

It has a good Road for Shipping in the 
Wefterly Momoons, and apretty good Mould, 
or Bafon, for the Eafterly, clofe to the Town, 
D 3 and 
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and the Road is not Half Gun-ftiot from it. 
It has been well fortified, being naturally 
llrong in its Situation ; but the Badows, or 
wild Arabs, who inhabit about the Sea-coafl 
of Arabia petrea, have feveral Times taken, 
and plundred it, fince it fell into the Inma- 
Mm'% Hands. The Country adjacent produ- 
ces Barley, Wheat and Legumen, and Store 
of Fruits and Roots, Camels, AiTes, Mules 
and Horfes, all very finely fliaped and mettle- 
fom } but Money being pretty plenty in that 
Part of the Country, their Horfes are very 
dear, for 50 or 60 L. lyfer/, is reckoned but 
a fmall Price for one. They have alfo Plen- 
ty of Sheep, with large broad Tails, that reach 
almoft to the Ground, and their Goats are 
the fineft, both for Beauty and Tafte, that e- 
ver I faw. And they have Poultry and Guu 
»e4!Hensin Abundance. And the Sea affords 
Variety of good Fifli. The lmmaum'% Domi- 
nions reach about xo Leagues to the Eaftward 
of Aden, along the Sea-coafl: ; but there arq 
no Places of Trade till we come to 

Ca£m, that lies almoft under the Meridi- 
an of Cape Guardafp, and under the prodi- 
gious high Mountains of Megiddo, on the 
Coaft of Arabia. I have feen thofe Moun- 
tains, in a clear Day, above 40 Leagues off. 

The Religion of Cajjm is Mahometan, and 
the civil Government Death is 

capital, and is punilhed with Death, but not 
by the civil Magiftrate ; for the Tribe or 
tlan of the Defunft purfues the Murderer or 
liomicide, and when they have found him, 

he 
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he is immediately beheaded, and his Head 
put upon the Point of a Lance, and brought 
to his Relations in Triumph, with Mi&k 
and Dancing. And the Tragi-comedy ends 
inFeafting. 

The Produftof the Country (befidesthe, 
common Roots, and Fruits and Animals) is 
Myrrh and Olibamm or Frankincenfe, which 
they barter for coarfe Calicoes from Indian 
but they have no great Commerce with 
Strangers. Nor has ‘Doffar^nj better Trade, 
but is more noted for Barbarity to thofe they 
can circumvene. I knew an Bngltjh Ship i» 
Anno 1705 -, that called there for frefli Water, 
and the Natives came flocking on board with 
animal Provifions to fell or barter. They 
found the .^»^/#)^-fupinely negligent, and, be- 
ing but fix or feven in Number, they mixt 
with them, and fuddenly {tabbed them all j 
but did no Harm to the Indian Seamen and 
Merchants, who were about 40 in Number, 
They took every Thing out of the Ship, and 
then burnt her. 

Curia Maria is another Port on that Shore, 
but of fmall Account. It is in the Middle 
of feven Iflands, each having a very high 
Mountain, which makes them confpicu- 
ous from the Sea. There are none that fre- 

2 uent it but Trankies, that navigate from the 
rulf of Terfia to the Red Sea^ who call there 
for frefh Water and Recruits of Provifion. 
The Inhabitants, along all that Coaft, zt& Bd- 
do^Sf wear no Clothes above the Na- 
vel, Their Hair grows long, which they 
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plat, and wreathe about their Heads. The 
next remarkable Place is a barren 

uninhabited Ifland, lying about y Leagues 
from the Continent, and within ao Leagues 
of Cape Rajfekat. It has dangerous Sholes 
lying on its Weft End, which reach above 
30 Leagues along the Shore to the W eftward, 
and fo far in the Sea, that the Land ( tho’ 
pretty high ) cannot be feen, before the um 
skilful or unwary Pilot feels the Rocks with 
his Ship’s Keel. The Inhabitants on the main 
Continent, feem tobe Sorcerers; for about 
the Year 1684. a Ship from Z/OWi/o®, called 
the Merchants ‘Delight Cz^tim ESr^ardSay 
Supercargo, this Ship unfortunately run a- 
fliore on the Ifland in the Night, being very 
dark, notwithftanding they kept their deep 
Sea Lead going every Half Hour ; yet they 
were fo lucky as to run her fall a-ground be- 
tween two Rocks very clofe to the Shore. 
In a few Minutes the Ship was full of "Water, 
but, being dry on the upper Decks, the 
People kept on them till Day-light, and then 
they difeovered about 4 or foo wild Araks, 
with fome Tents pitched at a little Diftance 
from them. 

The Arabs, by Signs, Ihewed themfelves 
ready to affift the diftreffed Englijh, and be” 
ing excellent Swimmers, fwam'to the Ship, 
and brought the End of a Rope alhore. There 
was one on board, whom I was afterwards 
well acquainted with, who, before that, had 
failed fome Years in India, and had learned 
the Indufian Language, and 
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he ferved for an Interpreter. They bid the 
their Boats out, and come aihore 
without Fear, which they accordingly did, 
with their Arms. They told ths Engliflj., 
that they were not come there to rob them, 
but to aflift them for reafonable Rewards, 
and that they would take no Advantage of 
the ill Circumftances they were in, but would 
make a fair Contraft with them, and perform 
their Part, as Ihould be ftipulated in their 
Agreement. The EngUJh, tho’ very diffi- 
dent of the treacherous Arabs, were oblig- 
ed to covenant, and agree, that whatever 
was faved of the Treamre, Cargo, or the 
Ship’s Furniture, Ihould be equally divided, 
and the to have the Choice which 

Part they might have a mind to ; and that 
the Arabs ih.ox&.di tranfport the Endijh^^zrt 
to about 6o Leagues offi Freight 

free. 

A s s o o N as the Contrafl: was made, the 
Arabs went couragioufly to Work, and, in 
a Week or ten Days, got every Thing afliore 
that was portable, and they, according to A- 

f reement, divided the whole into two equal 
arts, and gave the Endijh their Choice, and 
then got Trankies, ( or Barks without Decks ) 
and mipt what belonged to the Englijh for 
Muskab. All the while they were getting 
the Goods aihore, they treated xho Engl^ 
with excellent Mutton, both of Sheep and 
Goat, and laid in Provifion for their Paflage 
to Muskat^ free pf Charge to the Super- 
cargo. 

Aftbr 
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After the Interpreter afordfaid was 
grown familiar with thofe Arabsy xhni were 
fo kind and benevolent, he askt them why 
fb many of them had aflembled on that bar- 
ren Ifland. They anfwered, that about eight 
thys before the Ship was loft, a Fakee., who 
is an ecclefiaftick Officer in their Church, 
prophefied, that near fuch a Time, a Ship 
would be loft there, and prefled them to go 
to the Afliftance of the ftiip-wrack’d Peopll, 
who would be glad to come under Contraft 
with them, to have one Half of what was 
gotten out of the Wrack j and conjured his 
Auditory to .perform their Part raithfully, 
which accordingly they did ? tho’ at other 
Times the Badows are perfidious, treach- 
erous and cruel. 

Cafe Rafekat lies about \6 i-eagues to 
the Eaftward of Maceirt^ and the Sea-fhore 
is clear of Danger ; and juft within the Cape, 
to the Northward, is a Village called T^eywee, 
which ftands on the Side of a fmall River, 
near the Sea ; but is beft known by a little 
Mountain (clofe by it) ihaped like an high- 
crown’d Htft. And about i 6 Leagues far- 
ther to the North weft ward, is Curiatf a large 
Village in a Valley clofe to the Sea. To the 
Northward of it is a very high large Moun- 
tain, whofe Foot is wamt by the Sea, and 
there are 40 Fathoms within xoo Paces of it. 
It may be feen above 40 Leagues from the 
Sea. There are neither Trees nor Grafs to 
be feen along the Sea-coaft, but at Curiai ; 
and yet the Country has Plenty of Cattle, 

great 
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great and fmall, with Variety of Fruits and 
Roots from the Vallies, and Fiih from the 
Sea. Their W ells are dug in the Vallies ve- 
ry deep before they come to Springs, but 
the Water is very good, 

CHAP. vir. 

Treats of the Kingdom and City of Muskat, 
and of their religious and civil Cuftoms ; 
ejoith fame hiftorical Account of their IKars 
and Oeconomy. And a little Account of the 
Sea^coaji of Arabia deferta, as far ^r Baf- 
ibra. 

M TISKAT'^q^ about ax Leagues to 
the North-wellward of Curiat^ and is 
the Mart Town of Arabia fetrea. It is built 
on the Bottom of a fmall Bay, that almoft 
has the Shape of an Horfe Shoe, It was built 
and fortified by the Tortugneze', in the fif- 
teenth Century, but taken from them about 
the Year ibyo. The King of that Province 
( for tho’ there be many Kings in Arabia^ 
yet none alTumes the Title of King of Arabia) 
having War at that Time with th&T erf ans^ 
had raifed an Army of 40000 Men to infult 
the Sea-coaft of Terfia ; and had provided 
a fufificient Number of fmall Veflels, called 
Trankies, for their Tranfports His Army 
lay at a little Diftance ixom Muskat, and his 
Fleet at Mutt era, a fmall Bay about a Mile 
from the Entrance of Muskat Harbour. The 

King 
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King fent a civil Meflage to the "Portugueze 
Governor, defiring the Liberty of his Mar- 
kets to buy Provifions. 

The infolent Governor, thinking him- 
felf fafe within a walled Town, with many 
fmall Forts to annoy any Enemy that could 
come to attack the Walls of the Town, in- 
ftead of returning a civil Anfwer to the King’s 
Requefi, fent a Piece of Pork wrapt up in 
Paper, as a Prefent to the King, and bid the 
Mefienger tell him, that if he wanted fuch 
Provifions, he could furnilli him. The Mef- 
fenger, not knowing what was in the Paper, 
carried it to his Matter, with the rude 
Anfwer. Now Pork being forbidden the 
Mahometans as well as Jews; they hold it in 
Abomination, and confe^ently it aggravated 
the defigned Affront. The King was much 
furprized at the Governor’s ill Manners, 
but diflembled his Refentment, in Expefta- 
tion to find a properTimeathis Return from 
his Terjian Expedition, to correft the Go- 
vernor’s Infolence, or revenge the Affront 
put on him : But the whole Army being enra- 
ged at the Affront, breathed nothing but jpre- 
fent Revenge. And the Queen, who was of the 
<y«</Extraaion, who are a Tribe or Family de- 
fcended from Mahomet ^ by Fatima his Daugh- 
ter Alii his Apottle, being of a mafculine 
fiery Temper, reproached the King for not 
refenting fo grofs an Affront, fwbre by her 
Anceftor the Prophet, that Ihe would never 
flir out of the Tent Ihe then fat in, till Muf- 
kat was taken from the Portugueze. All the 

Army 
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Atray apj)kuc!ed the Queen, and threatned 
to ffitttiny, if they were not forthwith led by 
their Officers to the Scalade of the City 
Walls. And at laft the King finding that no 
Perfwafions could cool their Fury, tho’ the 
Day was far fpent, ordered them to be led 
on.^ The Tortugueze flank’d .them, from 
their Forts on the Mountains, with Plenty of 
great and fmall Shot; but the Arabs never 
looked back, nor minded the great Numbers 
of their dead Companions, but mounted the 
Walls over the Carcafesof their flain. About 
Sun-fet they drove the Tortuguezeftomtwo 
of the City Gates, and purfiied their Enemy 
fo hard, that not oneefcaped, tho’ they fled 
in great Hafle towards the OTcat Fort, where 
the Governor flaid- That Fort is built on a 
Rockalmoft furroundcd by the Sea, and has 
no Way to get up to it, but by a Stair-cafe 
hewn out of theRock, above yo Yards high, 
^d not above two or three Perfons can a- 
fi:end a-breaft. The Arabs thought it im- 
jprafticable to attack it, fo made ajSIocade of 
It In the Attack of the Town, the Arabs 
loft between 4 and yooo of the beft of their 
Forces; and the Tortugueze^ in their Forts, 
were reduced to 60 or 70. Thofe in the 
fmall Forts were obliged foon to furrender 
fw Want of Ammunition and Provifions ; and 
all were put to the Sword, except thofe, 
who, to fave their Lives, promifed to be cir- 
eumdfed, and abjure the Religion. 

Thofe in the great Fort held out about fix 
Months, under great Want and Fatigues ; and 
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all Hopes of Relief being cut off, they refol* 
ved on a Surrender, on whicK'Motion, the 
imprudent Governor, who was the foie Caufe 
of their Calamity, leapt down a Precipice in^ 
to the Sea* where the Water being very Ihal- 
iow, he was daiht to Pieces on the Rocks, 

The little Garifon would fain have come 
to a Capitulation, but the Arabs would grant 
them no Terms, but that they mufl: yield, or 
be ftarved j and tho’ the Terms were hard* 
yet- they thought beft to furrender, and all 
Were put to the Sword, except a few who 
embraced Mahometi^y which in all were 
eighteen Perfons^ And this Relation I had 
from a very old Renagado* who was at the 
Tragedy, being then a Soldier, who reck- 
oned himfelf about loo Years old, and, by 
his Afpeft* could not be much lefs. 

T HE City of Muskat is very ftrong, both 
by ISiature and Art ; but the Buildings very 
mean, as moft Fabricks are under the Oeco- 
nomy of a People who abominate Luxury 
and Pride, as the Muskat Arabs do. The 
Cathedral built by the Tortugueze, ftill re- 
tains fome Marks of its ancient Grandeur* 
and is now converted into a Palace for the 
King* when he refides there, which is gene- 
rally a Month or two yearly. The Wall of 
the Town that faces the Harbour* has a Bat- 
tery of large Cannon* about 6o in Number* 
and there are 8 or lo fmall Forts built on the 
adjacent Rocks or Mountains* which guard 
all the Avenues to the Town* both by Sea 
and Land 5 and there are none permitted to 
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ceme in or go out of the Harbour between 
Sun-fet and Rifmg. 

The Pirates that infefted the Indian 
at the, latter End of the iixteenth Century* 
made a Breach between the Englijh and them. 
The Pirates having made Prize of one of 
their Ships, they retaliated on the En%lifli 
private Shipping: They feized Captain "Mor^ 
rkesh little Ship, and detained him and all 
his Crew as Slaves, and would never ranfom 
theim In Amo 170$. they took Captain Mur^ 
"Vel in a rich Ship from Bengal^ bound to 
Terfia ; but that might be attributed to Pulil-» 
lanjmity, in not offering to make a Defence, 

They put their Slaves to no Manner of 
Labour, and allow them a Soldier’s Pay for 
Subfiftence ; and what they can earn other- 
wife by Induftry, is wholly their own. 

There are neither Trees, ^rubs nor 
Grafs to be feen on the Sea-coaft from C»ri- 
af to md but a few Date Trees in 

a Valley at the Back of the Town, and yet 
there, is not the leaft W ant of them felt in tiw 
City; and it has as good Markets for Wheats 
Barky and Legumen, and for excellent Fruits, 
Roots and Herbage, and good Cattle, both 
great and fmall, as any where in India, where 
the Soil is moft luxurious. And the Sea fur- 
niflies them with Plenty and Variety of ex- 
cellent Filh. Their Cattle look to be very 
lean, but when killed, they are very fat and 
good, affording a great Deal of Tallow. 
They are not well uocked with Fowl, but 
thofe, they have,, are very good. 
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From May to September ths)rie&ts are 
exceflive in the Town, fo that none appear 
on the Streets, from lo in the Morning till 
3 or 4 after Noon. Their Bazaars or 
kets are all covered with Date Tree Leaves* 
fpread on Beams of the fame Tree, that reach 
from Houfe to Houfe-t^ ; and the Houfes 
being all fiat on their Tops, terraffed with 
Clay and Straw mixt, in the aforefaid 
Months every Body lodges on them in the 
Nights ; for below Stairs they cannot fleep 
for Heat, and the Nights afford plentiful 
Dews, that fometimes weet them thro’ their 
thick Cotton Quilts ; and thefe Dews are 
reckoned very felubrious. 

T h e Reafon of fo intenfe Heats proceeds 
from the Nearnefs of the Sun in thofe Months, 
who fends his Beams almoft perpendicularly 
down on the Sides of the Mountains, which be- 
ing all naked, and nothing but an hard black 
Rock appearing, the Sun heats them to fuch 
a Degree, that between loand i i in the Fore- 
noon, I have feen the Slaves roll Filh on 
them. And the Horfes and Cattle, who are 
accuftomed to that Food, come daily, of their 
own Accord, to be ferved their Allowance, 
and when they have breakfafted, retire again 
to Shades built for them ? and yet their Beef 
and Mutton, that arepartly nouriihed by that 
Sort of Food, have not the leall Savour of 
Fifli. And the Reafon why Fifliesare fo plen- 
tiful and cheap in the Markets, is by the ea- 
fy and odd W ay they have in catching them, 
or rather conjuring of them j for I have feen 
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a Man and two Boys catch a Tun Weight 
in an Hour or two. The Man ftands on a 
Rock,' where the Sea is jpretty deep near it, 
and calls ‘Tall, tall^ for a Minute or two, and 
the Fifli come fwarming about the Rocki 
The two Boys, in a little Boat, fliut them in 
with a Net about ao or 30 Yards long, and 
3 or 4 deep, and, drawing the Net near the 
Rock, keep all in ; and, when People come 
for Filh, he asks them what Sorts they want, 
and puts an Hoop-net, fixed to the End of 
a Pole, into the Water, and ferves every Bo- 
dy with what Kind they ask for; and when 
he has done, he hales out his Net, and gives 
the reft their Liberty. 

Their eftablillied Religion is Mahometan^ 
of the Sed of They hinder no Body, 
of what Perfwafion foever, to go into theib 
Mofques, even in Time of divine Service. 
And their Molahs or Priefts often preach 
themfelves into violent Paflions, efpecially if 
the, Subjeft of their Sermon he about the 
Verity of their Religion; and then they’ll 
challenge the Priefts of any other Religion 
whatever, to confirm theirs with as good E- 
vidences as they can ; for, being well verfed 
in Legerdemain Tricks, ( which all we Chri" 
jiians, except one Set of our Priefts, are ig- 
norant of) they’ll take live Coals out of the 
Fire, and feem to eat them, with as good an 
Appetite as a School-boy can eat a JBergamy 
Pear; which Trick the poor deluded Au- 
ditory takes for a Miracle, to confirm the 
anftity of their Religion, 
v: ^ ; t ' :E" ' ■ ^-The 
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The King keeps his Court generally at 
Nazawa or Reyjiock, two Towns four or 
five Days Journey from Muskat within’Land. 
He has no fplendid Equippage, and his Garb 
very plain, and no finer than an ordinary 
Soldier’€ is. He has about loo of his own 
Slaves armed with Matchlocks and fliort, 
broad Swords, for his Guard, who always 
attend on him. He, nor his Subjefts ufe no 
Tables, but plain Mats fpread on the Ground, 
ferve for Table and Chairs. Their Viands 
are a Difli of Rice, either plain, or made in 
Pillaw, and a Difli or two more of flew’d or 
fryed Flefli, Filh or Fowl, placed near the 
Dilli of Rice: And he, with his Table Com- 
panions, fit on the fame Mat, with their 
Buttocks on their Heels, and, in that Po- 
fiure, they feed very plentifully. Their right 
Hand ferves them for Spoon, Knife and 
Fork, except when they eat Broth or Milk, 
and then they have large wooden Spoons. 
Their ufual Drink is Water, or fowre IVIilk, 
and in hot Weather Sherbets. 

They make no great DiSerence about 
Table Guefts ; for the King and a common 
Soldier, the IN^fter and Slave, fit promifcu- 
oufly, and dip in the fame Dilh : But Wo- 
men never eat in Company with Men. The 
Mens Apparel is a Pair of Breeches down to 
their Ancles, with a loofe Vefl on their Backs, 
with very large Sleeves, and the Body of 
the Veft girded about their Bodies with a 
Safli, and a large Turband carelefly wreath’d 
about their Heads, and a Poniard, or a fhort 
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broad Sword ftuck into their Girdle perpen- 
dicularly ; their Shoes clumfily made, and 
very low and llifF at the Quarter-heels ; and 
thus a Gentleman is equipped ; but in coldt 
Weather they ufe Camelins, a fortofloofe 
Coat, without Sleeves, made of Camels Woolh 
Their Women wear Breeches to their Heelsj 
of finer StufFsi and better Colours than the 
Men. The Body of the Veil made for their 
Ufe, is ftrait, but Ihort wafted, and gathered 
above the Navel in Plats, which makes the 
lower Part look liice a Petticoat. Their Shoes 
are lhap’d like the Mens, flat and broad. 

The Reafon why their Shoes are made 
fo, is for their eafier flipping off or on, when 
they enter, or come out of a Room, that 
they may not dirty the Carpets or Mats where- 
with the Rooms are fpread, which ferve them, 
for Beds in cold Weather. And, except 
fome large round Pillows of broad Cloth or 
Velvet, ftuft with Cotton, for the Eafe of 
thofe who fit on the Carpets or Mats, to lean 
upon as they fit crofs-Iegg’d, there is no other 
Furniture in a Room. 

Over all the three yira^ks, their Cuftom 
in treating Strangers or Friends, is the fame ; 
for afibon as every one is feated, a Servant 
brings a Pot of Coffee, and ferves it about 
in fmall Cups, that contain not a Quarter of 
a Gill; but afibon as one Gup is out, they 
fill again, and perhaps a third Time: Then a 
Pipe of Tobacco is prefented, their Pipes 
differing much from ours in iJaro/e, in Shape 
and Magnitude 5 which Service lafts till near 
■t E 2, the 
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the Time of breaking up Coinpany, when 
comes in a little Pot of hot burning Coals, 
on which they throw fome Chips of Agala- 
wood, or fome Powder of Benjoin, Myrrh 
or Frankincenfe, which produce a thick 
Smoke, that incenfes or perfumes the whole 
Room. And, as I obferved before, it is the 
Cuftom of wearing very great Sleeves to 
their Garments. They open their Sleeves as 
wide as they can, .and hold them over the 
Smoke, which perfumes their Arms, Shoul- 
ders, Neck and Beard. And the laft Courfe 
is fome Rofe-water to befprinkle theCompa- 
nyj which is the Signal to be gone every one 
about their Bulinefs ; fo, without any Forms 
of Ceremony, every one walks off. 

The Prodiifts of Arabia ;^etrea for Ex- 
portation, are but few, as Horfes, Dates, 
fine Brimftone, fome Coffee, but not fo good 
as at Mocha ; fome Ruinofs, which is the 
Root of a fmall Shrub, that dies Crimfon, 
and fome Pearl. Their Manufadfure is fome 
coarfe Cotton Linen and Camelins, which 
they confume moft in their own Country; 
but the Ead<ra)s need none, fince they wear 
none. The Arabs wear no Pearl or Gold ; 
but the Women of Diftinftion wear Pearl of 
a fmall Price, tho’ I faw one there as 'big as 
a large Hazel-nut, exadlly round, and of a 
fine Water, It was valued at looo Tomans', 
which is above 3000 L. Sterl. I have fome- 
times gone in a Boat to fee them dive for 
Pearl, and have bought fome Pearl Oyfters of 
them ; but the Divers are Cheats, putting the 
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Oyfters in the Sun, which makes them gape, 
and then the Rogues rumnaage them, and 
fliake out the Pearl ; and, after they are rob- 
bed of their Treafure, they put them into 
Water again, and they clofe. I bought at 
Times above loo Oyfters, and got nothing ; 
they cofl me but feven Pence half Peny a 
Piece. At laft I found one that had an Ex- 
crefcence growing to the Shell on the Inlide, 
which I carefully took off; and, at Carwar 
m India, I fold it for 9 Z-. Sterl. 

The Women in this Country have fome I 

peculiar Privileges beyond the Men ; for if 
Qne complain that a Man has offered Violence 
to her Perfon, without further Proof than 
her Word of Honour, he is punifhed with 
?oo Baftinadoes on the Soles of the Feet, or 
put into a Dungeon under Cround, w^ich 
has only an Hole at the Top, big enough 
to receive a Man ; and when he is in, there 
is a Stone put over the Hole, too big to 
be removed by a fingle Perfon, and there 
he mull flay three Days, and as many Nights, 
without Meat or Water, or Room to iy at 
his Length. And if a Wife complain of her 
Husband for Unkindnefs in any Kind, parti- 
cularly of due Benevolence, as by Law efta- 
bliflied in the JevoiJh and Mahometan Chur- 
ches, the Husband rauft undergo the Punilh- 
ment of the Dungeon, But if a Lady tref- 
palfes, and her Spoufe deted her Crime, he 
has the Law in his own Hand, and maycha- 
ftife her with the Whip feverely ; but mufi: 
pot touch her Life, on Pain of Death. 

E3 The 
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The Muskat Arabs are remarkable for 
their Humility and Urbanity. I had one In- 
llance of theif Civility. As I was one Morn-- 
idg walking the Streets, I met accidentally the 
GoveriiGr of the City, by them called the 
Waaljy and, according ter my Duty, I went 
into the Door of a Shop, to let him and his 
Guards have the Street, which generally are 
narrow ; but he obferving, by my Complexi- 
on and Garb, that I was a Stranger, made 
his Guard go on one Side, and beck’ned me 
to come forward, and flood till I pafl by him. 
And for an Inftance of their cool Temper, 
in hearing Debates and reilifying Miftakes 
between Parties difagreeing about Commerce: 
The before mentioned Interpreter at Macei- 
was Commander of a Ship from India, 
and had freighted her to Muskat. The 
Freighter, who was a Mahometan, delayed 
payi^ the Freight, long after it was due by 
the "ftnor of the Charter-party ; upon which 
he being in Paffion with the Freighter for 
his continued Delays, went to the JVaaly to 
complain. He obferving by the Gentleman’s 
Countenance, that his Mind was difeompo- 
fed, anfwered him, that being at- that Time 
very bufy about fome of the King’s Affairs, 
he had hot Time to fend for his Freighter, 
but delired that he would come fome other 
Time, and he would hear him, and order the 
Payment. The Delays {till continuing, the 
Captain went again in an angry Mood to 
make his Complaint, but was ftill put off with 
gentle Excufes: But at laft addreffing the 
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Waaly with Coolnefs, he was defired to fit 
down, and he would fend for the Freighter, 
which accordingly he did; and, on his Ap- 
pearance, the Wmly askt him why he did 
not comply with his Contraft, as wasftipula- 
ted by Charter-party ; and his Excufes being 
thought infufScient, he was ordered to make 
Payment forthwith, or go to Prifon ; but the 
Freighter chofe rather to bring the Money, 
and end the Difpute. The Captain askt the 
Wady why he did not do him Juftice fooner, 
who received for Anfwer, that it was his 
own Fault, for coming drunk to make Com- 
plaint. The Captain protefted that he had 
not been drunk in many Years ; but the Waor- 
iy replied, that he faw him drunk with Paf- 
fion, which was the mofl: dangerous Sort of 
Drunkennefs. 

The Countries to the, Southward of Mnf- 
kat) as far as Curia Muria, are under the Do- 
minions oiMuskat, and the Sheeks or Prin- 
ces are their Tributaries. The Land is moun- 
tainous; but the Plains and Vallies very fer- 
til and well watered, and, confequently well 
peopled. And, to the Northward of 
the fame Chain of rocky Mountains continue 
as high as Zoar, above Gape fenden, which 
Cape and Cape Jaqties begin the Gulf of 
Werjia^ on the Arabian Side. Abo\xtZoar 
be^ns the Defert, that runs as far northerly 
Ale^fo.ThQ Mountains near the Sea, are 
fandy, and the Vallies and Plains fteril, and 
ill inhabited, and as ill watered. 
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About the Year i 6 zo. Terjia was in a 
flourifliing Condition, and was a Terror to 
all its Neighbours. Shaw Tamas, Son to the 
famous Shaw Abafs, was then King, and be- 
ing of a martial Difpofition, had a Defign to 
annex all i\iQArabmn Coaft oppofite to 'Ter- 
Jia, to his own Dominions, and accordingly 
tranfported from Cong, a City of his own that 
lies on the Sea-ftiore,' an Army of 35 or 40000 
Men to conquer it. The Army met with no 
Oppofition in landing, and they foon over- 
ran the Country wherever they went; but 
they had not been long in Purfuit of their 
Conqueft, till Provifions began J;o be fcarce 
in the Army, which, with the Scarcity of 
frelh Water, and the intolerable Heats, both 
of Sun and Winds, brought a Contagion on 
the Ter/ians, that killed the better Half of 
them, and obliged what was left to return 
back to Terjia by Shipping, as they had come 
from it. 

Those barren Coafls are needlefly fecu- 
red by fandy Banks, that run 10 or ix Lea- 
gues off from the Shore, which w^ould make 
. Navigation imprafticable, if it lliould meet 
with Encouragement; but the tw^o Illands 
ci Bar een, lying in the Latitude of ap De- 
grees 30 Minutes, almoft in the Bottom of the 
Gulf, and belonging to the Crown o^Berfia^ 
have the beft Pearl Filhing in the World. 

Ab out the Beginning of this Century, the 
Mnskat Arabs took Poireflion of Bareen l- 
flands ; but the honeft Pearl Filhers deferted 
jt whilft the Arabs kept Poireffion, who 
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finding that their new Settlement could not 
defray the Charge of keeping, without the 
Pearl Filliers, they left it; and the Fifhers, 
who are moffly Jrah, returned to their In- 
duftry, and continue the Filhery. 

The great Turk gives Laws to all the 
Countries that ly between the River Euphra-' 
tes and Ethiopia ; but there are many Sheeks 
who inhabit thofe Deferts, that make but 
fmall Account of him or his Orders, becaufe 
the Sterility of their Country makes them fe- 
cure from great Armies coming amongft them, 
and a fmall one dares not venture amongft 
them as Enemies. They being naturally 
Thieves, rob Friend or Foe, or one another j 
fo that few People of Subftance have any 
Commerce with them. 

There are no Towns of Note between 
Muskat and Bajfbra, but Zoar^ and but very 
few inconfiderable Villages; but there are 
two or three pretty convenient Harbours 
for Shipping. The fouthermoft is about 6 
Leagues to the Southward of Cspe Mo fen- 
den., called Gourforcaun. Itisalmoftlike 
to Harbour, but fomewhat bigger, and has 
excellent frefli Water in deep Wells, about 
a Quarter of a Mile from the Landing-place. 
The Village contains about twenty little Hou- 
fes ; yet there are pretty good Refrelhments 
to be had there. Cape Mofenden is of itfelf 
but a good Number of fmall high Iflands lyn 
ing near one another, but they appear like a 
Promontory on Terra firma. And up to the 
Weftward of the Cape there is another Har» 
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bour, whofe Name I have, forgot ; but there 
are good frefli W ater and animal Provifions to 
be had there. And now having defcribed 
Muskat and its Territories as well as I can. 
I’ll make one Obfervation more, and proceed 
on my Travels. 

Ever fince the Tcrtugueze left Muskat 
to the Arabs, there has been a continual 
War ; but in the main the Arabs have been 
the Gainers, yet they have been obliged to 
build and buy Ships of Force to confront the 
Vortugueze at Sea, and to keep their Coafts 
free from their Infults. Their Fleets have 
often met, and had fome Engagements,^ but 
few Ships have been taken or funk on either 
Side ; but Merchant Ships of both Sides have 
been taken. The iPor^a^a<?.Z£’ ufe their Cap- 
tives with great Severity, making them la- 
bour hard, and inure them to the Difci- 
pline of the W hip ; but Arabs ufe theirs 
with very much Humanity, only making them 
Prifoners at large, without putting them to 
hard Labour, and allow them as much Diet 
Money as their own Soldiers receive, and 
that is duly paid them twice a Month. And 
if any of ihQ bPortugueze sxe Kxli^icexs or 
Mechanicks, they may freely work at their 
Trade, to earn Money to redeem themfeives. 

In Anno iji$. the Arabian Fleet conlifted 
of one Ship of 74 Guns, two of 60, one of 5-0, 
and 18 fmall Ships from jx to ix Guns each, 
and fome Trankies or rowing Veflels from 4 
to 8 Guns each, with which Sea Forces they 
keep all the Sea-coafts in Aw, from Gape 
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mrin to the Red Sea. They have often made 
Defcents on th.eTortugumeColorAts on the 
Coaft of India., deftroying their Villages and 
Farms, but fpare the Churches, for better 
Reafons than we can give for plundring them. 
They kill none in cold Blood, but ufe their 
Captives courteoufly. In Anno 169^. they 
quarrelled with the Carnatick Rajah, a po- 
tent Prince by Land; yet they came with 
their Fleet, and plundred and burned the 
Towns of Barfalore and Mangulore, two of 
the bell and richeft Towns on that Coaft, 
And now I leap from Muskat to 

C H A P. vm. 

Gives- an Account of Baflbra City, and that 
“Part 0/^ Arabia deferta; with Remarks on 
its Government and Commerce, and fame 
Occurrences, both ancient and modem, that 
have happened to it with fome Account of 
the famous River of Y.V!^xztt%. 

T 3 ^ S SO RA is the eaftmoft City or Town 
ij in the Turkijh Dominions, ftanding a- 
Dout two Miles from the famous Euphrates, 
and has a fmall Rivulet that walhes its Walls 
on the Weft Side, and difcharges its Waters 
into- the Euphrates. This City Hands about 
30 Leagues from the Sea, and it is alledged, 
was built by the Emperor Trajan, and had 
the Honour to be the Birth-place of another 
Romm IEvN^exox, Thilip firnamed the Ara- 

bian: 
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hian : Bat at firfl: it was built along the Side 
of the River, and the Veftigia of its ancient 
Walls are ftill to be feen from the aforefaid 
Rivulet, a League down the Banks of Eu- 
;phrateSf which difembogues her Waters, by 
four or five Mouths, into the G\M of Terjia; 
but none navigable for Ships of Burden, but 
that Chanel that leads to Baffbra. At the Ci- 
ty it is a Ihort Mile over at high Water, and 
it keeps about the fame Breadth to the very 
Mouth pf it, 

T H E River abounds ill Fifli, but none good, 
except a fmall Shad about the Bignefs of an 
Herring. And there is great Plenty of 
■Vyild Fowl, fuch as Swans, Geefe, Duck, Teal, 
Wigeon and Curlews ; and the Fields have 
Plenty of Partridge of feveral Kinds, Plover, 
Snipes, Doves, Pigeons and large Larks, whofe 
l^lefli is very favoury, and their wild Notes 
grateful to the Ear. They have alfo Birds 
of Prey, as Eagles, many Sorts and Sizes of 
Hawks, and Kites, Crows black and white, 
and it is obfervable, that the black keep the 
Arabian Side of the River, and the white 
the ‘Perjian, and if any prefume to interlope 
into anoth.ers Province, they raife the Pojfe, 
and drive them back to their own Territo-, 
ries. 

There is great Plenty of fmall Tortois 
in the River? but none eat them, becaufe 
they are forbidden in the Law, to 

\f\ixch xhs Mahometans adhere much in Point 
of eating. They have alfo many Species of 
_ wild Bead?. Wild Swine are very numerous, 
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and their Flefli is very f\^eet and juicy, but 
no Fat to be feen about them.. And the Pea^^ 
fants come often to Town to invite €hrifti- 
ans to kill them ; for they make fad Havocfc 
of their Corn and Roots. And if a Chrifiiax 
kills any, they’ll bring them to their Houfes 
on Affes or Mules, for a very fmall Reward, 
notwithilanding there is a pofitive Command 
in the Alcoran-, that forbids them lo touch 
Swine’s Fleih. 

They have Plenty of black Cattle, wild 
and tame, and good Milk ; but they make 
but,fcurvy Cheele of it, and no Butter, be- 
cauie they make the Fat of their Sheeps 
Tails ferve in their Kitchens inftead of But- 
ter; and they keep no Tea-tables for the 
Confumption of frelli Butter. And Coffee, 
which is muqh in Ufe, is the conftant Compa- 
nion of a Pipe of Tobacco, which is taken 
by the Ladies as well as Gentlemen. In the 
Defert, which is very near the Town, there 
are wild Camels, Horfes, Aflfes, Goats, Lions, 
Leopards, Panthers and Foxes, which they 
hunt on Horfe-back, with Sword and Lance, 
and on Foot with Fowling-pieces. They 
have Plenty of delicious Fruits, as Pomegra- 
nates, Peaches, Apricocks, Quinces, Olives, 
Apples, Pears, Nedarines and Grapes that are 
as fweet as the Juice of the Suggar-cane, and 
their Spirits afefo weak, that they 11 produce 
neither Wine nor Vinegar: But the mofl 
rfenty and ufeful of all their Fruits, are their 
Dates, which fupport and fuftain many Mil- 
lions of People, who make them their daily 

Food,. 
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Food, and they ^re wonderfhlly nourifted , 
by them. Baffora exports yearly for foreign 
Countries, above looooTuns of Dates, which 
(employ Abundance of Seamen for their Expor- 
tation, belides many more Poor in gathering 
and packing them in Mats made of the Leaves 
of the Date Tree^ and likewife in drying 
them. I bought about ido Pound Weight of 
wet Dates for^ Jh. 3 d. Sterl.znA. fometimes 
they are cheaper. 

T H E Ruines of the famous Babylon ly a- 
hout %oo Englifi) M^ts up the River from 
Bajfora ; and at Bagdat, which is ix Miles 
below itj the Ruines appear to be a Moun- 
tain, and are the Habitation of wild Beafis 
and Serpents. Whether was built out 

of its Ruines, or no, I know mot ; but ’tis re- 
ported, and generally believed that it was. 
It is now a prodigious large City, and the 
Seat of a Beglerbeg, who governs a very 
great Province. The Balhaws of Bajfora, Co-^ 
jnera and Mu/bl (the mcient Nineveh) are 
fubordinate to him, and are able to bring 
lyoooo Men into the Field. 

Camera Hands on the Banks of Euphrates, 
about 80 Miles above Baffora, and, by com- 
mon Tradition, is the Place where holy Job 
dwelt. It abounds in all Things that B a fora 
produces, viz. Fruits, Roots, Herbs and Ani- 
mals: Befides, it is very fruitful in produc- 
ing Wheat, Rice, and Pulfe of feveral Specb 
es. There is a Garifon of 10000 Janifaries 
continually kept there, and 8 or 10 River 
GaUies, well furnilhed, to aw the circumja- 
cent 
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cent Countries, who are apt to rebel. ^ And 
Baffbra has 3000 Janifaries and $ Ga;lUes for 
the lame Account. The Balhaws of the Gal- 
lies are not fubordinate to the Bafliaws of the 
Cities ; but he of the Gallies has the Com- 
mand of the circumjacent Countries, laying 
on of Taxes, and railing Sublidiesat hisPlea- 
fure, as he of the Cities has Power to op- 
prefs the Citizens : And their Avarice and 
Severity often caufe Mutinies and Blood-llred, 
One of thole Mutinies happened at BaJforaj 
in Anno 17x1. for the Balliaw of the City ha- 
ving married a Lady out of the Grand Seig- 
nior’s Seraglio, and that Monarch having 
fome Deference for her on Account ofCon- 
fanguinity, her Husband was put into the Ba- 
llraw’s Ship to get Money tofupport his La- 
dy’s Extravagancy; and finding that fair honelii: 
Ways would be a long While in railing fuch 
Sums as he thought would be fufficient for 
that End, opprell both City and Country to 
fill his Coffers. The poor opprell: Merchants, 
Mechanicks and Peafants plied him with Com- 
plaints on his Soldiery, who, they thought, 
robbed them, fince the Exaffions were new. 
They gave in Remonllrances of their Griev- 
ances, and petitioned for Redrefs ; but the 
Perfons lent with thofe Addreffes, had the 
Baftinado for their Impertinence. Upon this 
the dillreffed City and Country made their 
Addrefs to the Balliaw of the Gallies, who 
knew they had jull Caufe of Complaint. He 
wrote to iho. Beglerbeg, and informed him of 
their Cafe and Condition, and obtained a fe- 
ver© 
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vefe Reprimand ; for he of the City, inftea(i 
of Amendment, added Cruelties to Oppref- 
fion, andmurdred many who would not, or 
could not pay what they were felTed at, 
which unheard of Barbarities made above 
50000 of the City and Country betake them- 
felves to Arms, and march out, with the 
Mufti or high Prieft at their Head ; and he 
had a green Flag, which is Mahomef% Ban- 
ner, before him, carried by a Prieft ; and he 
and his Army encamped near the Bafliaw of 
theGallieshis Houfe, which ftands about two 
Miles below the City, by the River Side ; 
and the Baftiaw of the Gallies joined them 
with 1000 Janifaries. The Mufti, accord- 
ing to Cuftom, plied his fpiritual Artillery, 
and excommunicated the Baftiaw of the City, 
and all that adhered to him. This Mutiny con- 
tinued fome Days ; but I heard of no Blood- 
Ihed, and only opprobrious Language paft. 
But the Town began to feel Want, for the 
Peafants would bring no Eatables to the Ci- 
ty; but the Muftt% Hoft were plentifully 
fupplied. All Shops being ftiut. up, and all 
the Markets unprovided, made the Baftiaw 
of the City begin to think what the End 
would be, if the Mutiny continued any long- 
er ; fo he got fome Country Gentlemen, 
who were of neither Faction, to go to the 
Mufti the Baftiaw of the Gallies, as Me- 
diators ; and accordingly they went, and 
were handfomly received, and, in their O- 
ration on the prefent Pofture of Affairs, made 
the Mufti and his Party incline to Peace, 

pro- 
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jproviding that about a Dozen of Incendia- 
ries might be delivered to them, to receive 
Condign Puniihment for their Faults. Ml the 
profcribed, but one, by the Intercellion of 
Friends, were pardoned ; but they would 
hear of no Peace till the other was made a 
Sacrifice to their juft Refentment; for this 
Villain would accoft a Merchant in the Street, 
and, after common Compliments were en- 
ded, he would ask them what became of the 
Diamonds, or other Jewels, that they had 
Ihewn him fuch a Time, The innocent Mer- 
chant, who perhaps never had any Jewels, 
being furprifed at his Queftion, would deny 
that ever they bad any fuch as he fpake of. 
Then the impudent Fellow would tell them 
plainly^ that without they would bribe him 
with a round Sura, he would inforrri theBa- 
Ihaw, that he had feen fuch Quantities of 
rough Diamonds, or other valuable Stones, 
in their PoiTeflion, and if they could not be 
found entred in the Cuftom-houfe Books, 
they muft expeft to fuffer what PuniflimenC 
the Bafhaw would pleafe to inflift for defrau- 
ding the King of his Cuftoms. Some out of 
Fear would comply, and give a Sum, others 
again flood on their Innocence, and would 
. not give him Money ? and they Were fure to 
be informed againfl:, and brought before the 
Bafhaw, and, upon that VfHain’s Evidence j 
were generally fined ^out double of what 
he askt of them ; fo that befides the great 
Sums that came into the Balhaw’s Goffers by 
that RafeaFs Ingenuity, he had accumulatea 
t F tweir* 
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twenty five Bags to himfelf, each Bag con- 
t^inin^ 500 Crowns^^ ^nd. ^11 this iii the Sp3.ee 
of three Years that he had been m Bamra% 
for he came from Conjianttmfle one of the 
Baftiaw’s Retinue, hardly worth an AJ^ert 
and at his Death fo much ready CaUi was 
found in his Houfe, which fell into his Ma- 
iler the Bafliaw*s Hands : For after this Vilr* 
lain was culled out to be lacrificed to the 
iuft Refentment of the People, and found 
that they would not be a^ipeafed without ha- 
ving his Life, he fell at his Mailer s Feet fot 
Proteaion- The cunning covetous Balhaw 
bid him convey what Money he had to h^. 
Houfe, and he would take Care of it lor the 
life of his Wife and Children, and would' 
fend him fecretly out of the Town, and get 
him fafely conduaed to C&mera. He fwal- 
lowed that Bait, and delivered his ilhgotten 
Money to his Mailer, who proteaed himbut 
one fmgle Day, and then told him, that the 
People’s Clamours were fo great, that^he could 
protea him no longer ; and accordingly he 
was delivered to the enraged Mob, who 
forthwith Itrangled him, and threw his Body 
on a Dung-hill by the Side of an High-way^ 
where I faw it two Days after. And the 
Mufti and Balhaw made Matters up for the 
Eafe and Satlsfaaion of the People, who 
grew duite tired of their Divifions.__ ^ • 

Bajfora was many Years in the Hands or 
t\^Q TerJims^ who gave great Encourage- 
ment to Trade, which drew many Merchants 
•from foreign Parts to fettle there, and mrti- 

cularly 
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cularly from Surat in India. But in Anno 
1691. a Peftilence raged fo violently, that a- 
bove 80000 People were carried off by it, 
and thofe that remained fled from it* fo that 
for three Years following it was a Defert, 
inhabited only by wild Beafts, who were at 
lafl driven out or the Town by the circum- 
jacent wild Jrabsi who poffeft it about 12; 
Months, and were in their Turn driven out 
by the Turki who keeps it till this Day i but 
its Trade is very inconfiderable to what it 
was in the Times that the Terjians had it, 
and the Reafon is, that the Turks are very 
infolentto ftranger Merchants. In Anno 17x1. 
I had an Inftance of their arbitrary Infolehce* 
for I fold a confiderable Quantity of Pepper, 
which fome ftranger Merchants bargained to 
take at x8 Mamoodies * a Maund Attar le^ with- 
out Dedudtions. The Bafhaw being made 
acquaint with the Contrad, fent Orders, that, 
the Pepper muft be delivered to two Mini- 
ons of his at x4 Mamodiest and allow them 
t Turk and Burk which is a Piece, of 
Stone or Brick between a Pound and an half 
or two Pounds- Weight, into the Scale with 
the Standard Weights, befides the Tare of 
the Bags. 1 at firft refufed to comply with 
the iinjufl Order, and flood out three or four 
Days, but at lafl was advifed by fome Surat 
Merchants ( who were there, and had met 
t F X with 
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with as great Oppreffions ) to obey, left I 
fhould run theRifque of being plundred by 
the Soldiery. 

There are many Jewj in Bafora viha 
live by Brokrage and exchanging Money; 
but the Turks keep chat Set of People very 
low, forReafons of State. There are alfo a- 
bout 100 Chriftians of the Greek Church, 
but no Priefts of that Communion, wherefore 
fome Roman Miffionaries officiate there. The 
Greek Clergy are very indifferent about gain- 
ing Profelytes, and, to nourilh their Flocks, 
will not run the Rifque of Martyrdom, fo 
they keep none of their Priefthood at Ba£h- 
ra : But when I was there, three Romijh 
Priefts of the Carmelite Order had the Super- 
intendency of that Church. Thefe fanaifl- 
ed Rafcals were a Scandal to Chrifiianityy by 
making a Tavern of their Church ; for hav- 
ing more Indulgence from the Government 
than Mahoinetansy in moral Matters, they 
abule it to the vileft Ufes, in felling Arrack, 
w'hich they diftil from Dates, and procuring 
Birds of Paradife for the Ufe of their Cufto- 
mers. The Mahometans are forbidden 
ftriftly the Drinking of Wine or diftilledLi- ; 
quors, both by their eccleliaftick and civil j 
Laws; for the Heat of the Sun, and the dry ! 
fandy Soil create much aduft Choler in their 
Brains, that when they are heated by drink- 
ing ftrong Liquors, they become furious and 
roifchievous to one another, and, in thofe 
mad Fits, wound and kill their Fellows. 
Thofe fcandalous Priefts had been often re- 

priman- 
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primanded by the Government, for abufing 
the Indulgence they had, but to little Pur- 
pofe, for their Trade was very gainful; but, 
upon a drunken Quarrel between two Sea- 
men of mine, wherein one was dangeroufly 
wounded with a Knife, and the other, for 
Fear of Puniihment, turned Mahometan^ be- 
ing before a ^ortugueze Chrifiicaft, the Ba- 
fliaw fent an Officer and Soldiers to enter 
the Church, and all theHoufes appertaining 
to it, with Orders to break their Stills and 
Jars, with the reft of the diftilling Utenfils, 
and to pour out all the Arrack they found, on 
the Ground, which was accordingly done ; 
and, in the Search, the Soldiers met with a 
fine Silver Watch, and about 400 S^anijh 
Dollars, which they carried off with them. 
The Priefts petitioned the Balliaw to have the 
Watch and Money reftored ; but were an- 
fwered, that they preacht much on the 
Contempt of worldly Riches, and if his Soldi- 
ers had made them praftife what they preacht, 
they ought to be thankful, and to let the de- 
ifoicable Money continue in Hands that pro- 
feft their Love of it, and knew much bet- 
ter how to ufe it than Priefts, and fo difmift 
them, with Threats of har 4 er Penalties on 
their next Tranlgreffiont But the Sweets of 
worldly Gains fopn made them forget the 
Admonition given them by the Baftaw, as 
well as their heavenly Promifes and Oaths 
made at their Admiffion into their holy Order ? 
and, like aDog to his A^omit, returned back 
to their old Trade of debauching Qhr'tfiiansi, 
F 3 
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Jews, Mahometans and with Liquors, 

and fet up Stitts Ibr that Purpofe once more. 

NpiwrTHSiANniNG that the Turkifl). 
Government is fo well ettablifhed by Severi- 
ty, and even Cruelty when their Laws are 
tranfgrefled, yetthe Arabs, who are the na- 
tural L.ords of their own Country, are not 
to be rigoroufly dealt with, for they are a 
^People very bold, revengeful and cunning. 
While I was at Baffbra, a Parcel of Janifa- 
ries were fent to the Ifland of Gabon., which 
lies between the City and the Mouth of the 
River Euphrates. The Weft End is waft- 
ed by a Branch of the River, which runs in- 
to the Sea, and the North Side by the main 
River for %$ Leagues, till it difembogues in- 
to the Sea by the Chanel for Shipping. It 
being pretty well inhabited, and the Bafeaw 
iropofing exorbitant Taxes on thofe poor f- 
llanders. which they either would not, or 
could not pay, fent the aforementioned Jani- 
faries to dragoon them into Compliance. 
They firft built a Sconce, and fortified it, both 
to fecure theitifelves from fudden Attacks or 
Surprize, as well as to hold what they might 
diftrain from the poor Peafants. Many of 
thofe poor Wretches having experimented 
^he Turkijb 'Xiholtiom Chaftifements of plun- 
dring and baftonading thofe who fcrupled to 
obey, or were not able to pay what they 
were taxed, making their Complaints to one 
another, and bewailing the Mifery that they 
underwent by the inexorable Janifaries, took 
Counfel to ferret them off their Ifland at 


the 
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the Hazard of their Lives, rather than con- 
tinue under the unfupportable Yoke they 
were in; wherefore about three hundred of 
them prepared for an Attack on the Janifa- 
ries little Fort, with no other Weapons than 
Lances and Swords. There were about for- 

g janifaries in the Fort, well armed with 
uns; but the Arabs defeated the Defign 
of Powder and' Ball, by making up great 
Bundles of Straw, that covered them intire* 
ly from Head to Foot whilfl their Faces were 
towards their Enemy. They waited a con- 
venient Time when the W ind was pretty 
high, and marching towards the windward- 
moft Part of the Fort, fet Fire to their Straw, 
whofe Blaze and Smoke kept the Janifaries 
clear from molefting them to windward. 
There were fome Shades within the Fort, 
•built of Date Tree Leaves, for lodging the 
Garifon, but they took Fire alfo; and five 
or fix Barrels of Powder blowing up, de- 
itroyed moft of the Janifaries, and fome few 
who leapt down the Outfide of the Wall, 
were killed with the Sword ; fo that, between 
Fire and Sword, not one efcaped. I faw 
fome of the flaughtered and half-burnt Car- 
cafes brought up to the City next Day after 
theTrage% was afted; but the Commoti- 
ons that had happened before in the City, 
made the Bafliaw bridle his Refentment, 
fince it was his own Avarice that begat both 
Mutinies. 

The Horfes in this Part ot Arabia zxe 
very well lhapt, and mettlefom, and theMen 
F 4 the 
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the moft dextrous in managing^ them thate- 
Ver I faw. They ihoot with Bow and Ar- 
row, and throw their Lance at full Speed, 
and very feldom mifs the Mark. They will 
ftoop at full Speed, and take up an Hare as 
fhe runs, with their Hands, or throw a Lance 
in ^he Air, and catch it before it comes to 
(:he Ground : And indeed the moft of their 
]p,xercife., whilft young, is in managing their 
Horfes. 

Th E V have many Boats on the River, of 
feveral Shapes and Dimenfions ; fome are 
Hjjade ofWood, with high broad.Boughs, and 
very long, others are very Ihort: Their Rudders 
are in Breadth a Quarter Part of their Kpel’s 
Length, but not intire of one Piece as ours are, 
and they daub them over Outftde and Infide 
with Bitumen, without caulking them ; others 
are Baskets made of Reeds, perfeftly round, 
with two Sticks laid athwart crofs-ways their 
Bottoms to keep them open. They are. aMb 
daub’d on the Qutfide and Bottom with Bk 
puroen. And this Sort they make ufe of to 
tranfpoi't Goods from Place to Place. Bitu- 
men is a thick fulphurous and unftious Mat- 
ter, generated in the Earth there, and boils up 
of its own Accord to the Surface ; and fome- 
times it is fo hot, that it fcalds the. Hands or 
Feet ot them that go to gather it. And there 
are fome hot Pits in the Ground, that put- 
ting a Poi over them, they’ll boil Meat. 
There is alfo Oyl of Teter in thofe Grounds, 
which, is very good in healing rheumatick 
• Pains 

' C-H.AF. 
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Gives a ^efcTiftio'it of the Sea-coafi ofVev- 
fia, from Euphrates to Gombroon, with 
the '^Places of Commerce on //’i’Perfian Side 
of the Gulf. 

T hey have a Tradition, that between 
BaJJbra and Comera was Job'^ Habita- 
tion, if he had any ; but that is out of my 
Sphere, and fo I’ll travel down the Euphra- 
tes again towards Perjia. 

For above 20 Leagues to the eaft ward of 
the Chanel for Shipping, or from Margan 
Point, the Land is very low and mari/h, 
and is overgrown with Reeds and Shrubs, 
which, in the Month of Augufl, are very 
dry by the extreme Heats of June and Ju- 
ly ; and the W inds blowing frefli, put thein 
in fo i^reat Agitation, that by Friftion they 
take Fire ; fo that before we fee any Land, 
we fee great Smokes by Day, and great Fires 
by Night, of 4 or y Leagues long. But at 
^urea, which I take to be the eaftermoft 
Branch of the River, the Land is pretty high, 
and fome Date Trees to he feen from the 
Sea. And the firft Mountains that appear in 
P erf a, axe thofe of Bander-dillon, 'wmeh is a 
large Town on the Sea-coaft. It has large Plains 
near it, that produce Plenty of Wheat and Bar- 
ky, and have good Pafturage for Horfes and 
Cattle. As alfo does Bander-rick, znoi\ie.x: 
Sea-port Town, and may be feen plainly from 
the Sea j but the Bay is ftiallow fo far off, 

that 
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that a Ship cannot come within three Lea- 
gues of it ; however it has pretty good in- 
land Trade, by reafon of its Vicinity to Shy- 
rajhy the fecond Town in Terjia fox Magni- 
tude, from whence it is but fix Days Jour- 
ney for Beafts of Carriage. 

Bowchier is alfo a maritim Town, about 
IX Leagues to the Southward of Bander~ 
rick. It ftands on an Ifland, and has a pret- 
ty good Trade, both by Sea and Land. 

The Wands of Carrack ly, about Weft 
North-weft, ixLeagues from BowcUer. One 
of them has no Inhabitants but Deer and An- 
telopes. The fouthermoft has between' x and 
300 poor Fifliers on it, who ferve Shipping 
with Pilots fox Bajfor a. It affords good Mut- 
ton and Fifti, and Potatoes and Onions, with 
good Water. The Anchoring-place is at the 
North End of the inhabited Ifland, in ix Fa- 
thoms Water. Their Language Arabicky 
and Religion Mahometan. 

About 7 Leagues to the Southward of 
Bowchier, on the Sea-coaft, is Cur choir ^ 
where are the Rubes of a large Caftle and Pier 
that jets a pretty Way into the Sea. They 
were built by the Bortuguezet who kept a 
Garifon there, and had Gallies continually 
cruizing about in the Bottom of the Gulf, to 
compel all Ships that traded there, or to 
Baffora, to pay lo fcr Cent. Toll or Cuftoms 
to them. There is nothing eife to invite Ob- 
fervation for Travellers, from Curchoir to 
Congoun^ which is about 30 Leagues, but 
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high, dry, barren Mountains, and hideous 
Precipices. 

Congoun ftands on the South Side of a large 
River, and makes a pretty good Figure in 
Trade ; for moft of the Pearl that are caught 
at Bareen^ on the Arabian Side, are brought 
hither for a Market, and many fine Horfes 
are fent thence to India, where they gene- 
rally fell well. And four Days Journey with- 
in Land, is the City of haar, which, accor- 
ding to their fabulous Tradition, is the Bu- 
rying-place of Lot, and they pretend to Ihew 
his Tomb ftill; but they do not know a 
Word about the poor Woman his Wife. 
That there are many Mountains of Rock Salt 
there, is very certain. 

The next maritim Town, down the Gulf, 
is where the ‘Portugueze had lately a 
Fadory, but of no great Figure in Trade, 
tho’ the Town has a fmall Trade with Ba- 
nyans and Moors from India, The many In- 
fults the Miiskat Arabs give it with their 
Fleet, frighten Merchants of confiderable 
Stocks from frequenting it. After the Por-^ 
tugueze loft Ormus, and a Peace made with 
Shaw Abafs King of Perjla, they were 
permitted to fettle at Cong. But that King 
built the City of 

Gombroon, or, as the Natives call it, Ban- 
der AbaJJi, or the Sea port of Abaffi. This 
City ftands on a Bay, about 4 Leagues to the 
Northward of the Eaft End of the Ifland of 
Kifmijh, and 3 Leagues from the famous 
which the Englijh bad fo great an 

tian^ 
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Hand in reducing to the Obedience of 
Shaw Abaf^ What Time tho Tortugueze 
fettled on Ormuze I know not, nor cotH I 
ever learn from thoTerJians that I converfed 
with, when they did fettle; but finding it a 
convenient Place to tyrannize over the Tra- 
ders into the Gulf of Terfta, they built a 
large Fort on the Eaft End of it, almoll en- 

^vu ‘'if the Fort 

vvai^. 1 his Gombroon was formerly a Fift- 

tag Town, and, when Shaw Abafs began to 
build It, had its Appellation from the Tortu- 
^eze in Derifion, becaufe it was a good 
Place for catching Prawns or Shrimps, which 

they cidl Camerong. The Englijh and T>utch 
have their Faftories here, which bring a good 
j^ommei ce to it ; and the French formerly 
had their Faftory too. It is ill feated, and 
Wants almoil every Thing that contributes 

human Life, except 
r mi and Mutton ; yet, for many Years, k 
has_ been well peopled by reafon of its Trade, 
which has filled the Packers of many MeS- 
chants, who, at their firft fettling there, were 
very empty. They have no drinkable Water 
within three Milp of the Town, except a 
tew Cifterns, which are dry above one Half 
of the Year: And the Hills, near it, are bar- 
ren, and the very Rocks tafte of Salt. And, 
when Ram falls, which is but feldom, the 
Rivulets (which are filled by the Waters 
rimning_down the Hills into low Grounds) 
bear a Cruft of fine white Salt on their Side^ 
but IS bitterilh, by reafon of too much Nitre 

and 
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and Sulphur in its Compofition. People of 
Dillinmon and Fortune keep a Camel or two 
daily emplbyed in bringing them freih whole- 
fom Water from about ijr Miles from 

the City, becaufe the Water of Naban, which 
is three Miles off, is not accounted falubri- 
Ous. There is an high Mountain that lies 
North from Gambroon, about 8 Leagues, 
whofe kefleftion of Heat on the lower 
Ground, in the Summer Months, almoft fires 
the Air, which creates much Uneafinefs andt 
Unhealthfulnefs to the Inhabitants of Gom- 
broon ; wherefore moft of them retire into 
the Country, to pafs the Heats of Jme^ Ju- 
/y and Augitjl., whdfe Heats affe(S the Sea, 
in fo mueh that in Augujl there comes a 
Stink from it, that is asdeteftableasthe Smell 
of dead Animals on the Land ; and vaft Quan- 
tities of fmall Shell Fifli are thrown on the 
Shore by the Surges of the Sea ; from them 
I judge the intolerable Stink proceeds. It 
tamimes Gold and Silver, as bad as the bilge 
Water of a tight Ship. 

A B o u t 10 Miles from AJfeeH, at the Foot 
of the aforefaid Mountain, is a Place called 
where are natural cold and hot Baths, 
which cure Itches, Poxes, Leprdfy and rheu- 
matick Pains, only by bathing, for they are 
not drinkable ; and fome that try fo drink 
them, and get a few Spoonfuls down, find 
them powerful Lmeticks. There are two or 
three little Choulteries or Shades built for 
Patients to refiin ; but there are no People 
that inhabit near it, fo that whoever goes 

there. 
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there, mufl: carry all Neceflaries or Convem- 
encies along with them. 

At jiffeen there are many Gardens j where 
the Inhabitants of Gombroon retire to in the 
hot Months ; but the Englijh EdJi-mMdComr 
pany’s is the beft, and beft cultivated. Ic 
produces Plenty of Oranges, whofe 
Trees are always verdant, and bear ripe and 
green Fruit, with Bloflbms, all at once, la 
the hot Seafon it is well watered from its 
Wells, fo that Roots and Herbage are plen- 
tiful, and good in their Seafpns, which fupply 
the Factory at GombrooH : And there is pret- 
ty good Fowling and Hunting in that Plain , 
but the Road to the Town is only paflable 
for Men, and AfTes or Camels, but not for 
HorfesJ Nor are there any Hotifes on the 
Road, but one Fac hire's or Beggar’s Lodge. 
'Bm. N^an is a Village pretty well peopled, 
and has one Tree, or rather a Woodfprung 
from the Root of a Tree, whofe Branches 
fpread wide, and from them other Branches 
defcend to the Ground, and take Root, and 
the Branches of them fpread as the firft did, 
that it became near three hundred Yards 
from one End to another, and could fhelter 
loooo Men from the Heat of the Sun. The 
Leaves are large and thick, and it bears a 
red Berry, only ufeful for Grows and Parrots, 
who alfo build Neils on the Tree, 

Gombroon is very unhealthy for 
occafioned by the fcorching Heat of Summer, 
and peircing Cold of Winter ; for as thofe 
that ftay there in Summer have W ind- 

cl^- 
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chimnies to cool and fan them, fo they ate 
obliged, in Winter* to wear Cloth Coats, li- 
ned with Fur, to keep them warm^ The 
Europans often haften Death ‘fooner than 
he would come of his own Accord, by In- 
temperance and Debauchery of feveral Kinds ; 
and they have a Burial-place pretty near the 
Town* well ftored with Tombs, but never 
a Chrijiian ChXLXch. in this Town* tho’ the 
^ortugue&e have one at Cmig^ where generally 
refide a Prieft or two, who fubfift on Alms 
and Perquifites* When an Englijh or E>«tcb 
Heretick marry, or bring the Fruits of their 
Labour to Light unmarried, then the Prieft 
is fent for to make the Infant a Chriftidn j but 
we officiate in Burials ourfelves. 

The animal Provifions of Cattle, Sheep, 
Goat, Fowl and Filh, are all in their Kind 
good, and pretty cheap; but they kill no 
Cows publickly, became the Banyans from 
Jndiat who make a good Figure in the Town, 
and are pretty numerous, give the Shanajhem 
or Governor, a yearly Prefent of Value, to 
prohibit Cow-killing, for they being all Ey-^ 
thagoreans in the Belief of Tranfmigration, 
worlhip that Beaft in as great a Degree of 
Veneration as a Eapjl does the Image of 
a Saint given him for a Prote<ftor. The De- 
votees of both differ not much in Point of 
Adoration ; for fetting afide the Divinity of 
Cattle, who till the Ground, and nourifli them 
by their Milk, which, they fay, is more than 
a dead Image can do, they have greater An- 
tiquity, and as great Authority as Chriftim 

Idola- 
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Idolaters can pretend to. Their Books are 
as numerous, and their Traditions and Le- 

f ends as full in relating Prophecies uttered 
y the Cow, -as well as Miracles performed 
by her, as the others can boafl; of done by 
their Images ; fo they laugh at a that 

calls them Idolaters. 

The Grapes, Melons and Mangoes that 
fupply the Market of Gombroon, come front 
the high Mountain beforementioncd, or from 
the Vallies on the North Side of it. In No- 
•vember and December the Snow falls fo plen- 
tifully on that Mountain, as well as on others 
to the Southward of it, that it clothes them 
in white generally till the Month of March. 

In the poorer Sort of People go up 

the Country to their Date Harveft ; and for 
a Month’s Time that the Harveft lafts, we 
can hardly find Boatmen and Porters enow 
to lade or unlade our Shipping, which often 
proves very inconvenient for thpfe whofe 
Voyage depends on quick Difpatch. And 
the W inds blowing then hard at South-wefl 
from the Arabian Shore, bring along with 
them fuch Clouds of fcorching Sands, that 
the Sun is obfcured by them. 

A memorable Accident h^pened about the 
Year lyix. to two French Gentlemen, who, 
contrary to the Advice of their Friends at 
Gombroon, would needs travel in the Month 
oijuly, for /j^<?^^?», the Metropolis oiFcrJia, 
which lies '700 Englijh Miles from Gombroon. 
The Chief of the Faftory, who was 

a Gentleman of much Candor and Probity, 

and 
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and had travelled that Road feveral Times* 
told them of the Danger of fuffocatiag Heat? 
that they muft pafs through the firll three 
Stages of their Journey ; for there are feme 
deep Caverns in the Sides of fome Moun- 
tains, commonly called by the Inhabitants* 
HeU’s Mouths, which fometimes fend 
forth fuch hot dry Winds, that kill Mart 
and Beaft, if they do not Ihun them* 
which is done by falling flat on the Ground, 
and placing their Cattle’s Rumps to the 
Wind, whilft they ly on their Bellies. Thofe 
Blafts may be feen fome Minutes before they 
come near enough to Men or Beafts to hurt 
them, and, in a Minute or two, they blow* 
over, being confined to a fmall Space of 
Ground to blow on. The general Rule for 
Travellers, is to fet out between three and 
four in the Morning, and travel to Nine, 
which Rule thofe French Gentlemen obfer- 
ved, and being fatigued by their Morning’s 
Journey, aflbon as they came to a Caravan- 
feray^ ( which are Lodgings built at every 
Stage’s End, a Stage being about ry Miles) 
they were difpofed to reft, and ordered their 
Servants to make their Beds ready, ( for even 
thofe neceflary Furniture Travellers are oblig- 
ed to carry with them on Carriage-beafts > and 
ordered their Servants to call them when Din- 
ner was ready, and withal ordered a Sheet 
for each of them to be dipt in Water, to lay 
over them, in order to cool them. One of 
thofe hot Blafts unfortunately came whilft 
the Gentlemen flept, and had left the Win- 
t G dows 
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dows of the Room open, and the Wind 
blowing in at the Windows, fcorcht them 
both to Death on their Beds, where the Ser- 
vants found them when Dinner was ready, 
and pulling off the Sheets, the Skin and fome 
Flelh came off with them. 

I obferved before, that Iffahan is diftant 
from Gombroon about 700 Miles, and yet I 
have known a Foot-poft bring Letters in ii 
Days from thence, tho’ the Ways are fo bad, 
that Horfes cannot travel it in that Time. 

Shyrajh is a large City on the R.oad, about 
yfo Miles from Gombroon, in a fine, pleafant 
fertil Country, that produces Fruits of all 
Sorts, excellent in their Kinds, particularly 
Apples, Pears, Plumbs, Figs, W all-nuts, Chef- 
nuts, Hazel-nuts, Piftacio-nuts, and Grapes 
which afford good Wines, and Raifins, and 
is fo well ftored with Rofes, that they can 
yearly export looo Cheftsof Rofe-water, be- 
fides ten Times as much fpent in 'Terjia, A- 
rabia and Indiiftan. A Cheff contains about 
iz Englijh Gallons, carefiilly put up in thin 
Flasks or Bottles. The Mahometans are for- 
bid to meddle with Wine, therefore the.^r- 
meuian Chriftians { v!]io are very numerous 
in TerJia) have the Privilege of making 
Wines, moft excellent in their Kind ; and it 
is a Queftion whether the World affords bet- 
ter, for they are excellent Stomacliicks, and 
being flrong, they’ll bear four Times the 
Quantity of Water to mix with them, with- 
out being flat and the Mixture has a very 
fine Flavour. They make alfo Brandy and Vi- 
negar, 
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iiegar, but, tho’ much ftronger, not fo pala- 
table as what France produces ; fo that this 
Country, which formerly was a Kingdom of 
itfelf, not only produces what is convenient 
for itfelf, but exports large Quantities of 
Wines, Brandy, Vinegar, Rofe-water, Rai- 
fms and Figs, with the aforementioned Nuts* 
which greatly increafe the W ealth of the 
Country;, which alfo abounds in good Wheat, 
Peafe and Barley for its own Confumption : 
And rfieir Beef, Mutton and Fowl are ex- 
ceeded by none in Euro;pe. 

About $ Leagues off the Road of Ifpa- 
hatiy are the Ruines of the famous Ferfeplisy 
that mad Alexander of Macedon burnt at 
the Requefl: of a Strumpet : And, as I have 
been informed by feverals that had the Cu- 
riolity to fee thofe Ruines, in their Way to 
and from If^ahan, it has been a large {lately 
City. The Fabrick has been noble, by what 
may be yet feen in fome Parts yet Handing* 
and fome Paintings on Stone, that ffill look 
frelh, in fpite ofTime’s Iron Teeth, who de- 
faces and deilroys moft fublunary Things, or 
alters their Figures fo much, that they can 
be known no other Way than by Tradition.

Is a Continuatim ofObfirvatioHs on the Em* 
pire of Perfia, giving an Account of its 
Magmtudey the ReduBion of Ornvuze to 
the ’obedience <?/ Perfia by the Afftftance of 
Englilh: Alfd of the late Revolution 
by Meriweys. 

T he Empire of Ter fa is of a large Ex- 
tent, being limited by Euphrates and 
the T erf an Gulf to Weftward, the Indian 
Ocean, from Cape Guaddel, to the South- 
ward, on the Eaft Side by the River Indus ^ 
that runs ixoo Miles to the Northward from 
its Mouths, and on the North, by Vsbeck, 
Eartaria, Colchis^ Mangrelia, the Cajf ian 
Sea and Georgia. Erivan in Armenia.^ is a 
Province in the North-weft of it, as Gabul 
and Candaha are on the North-eafi; Side. To- 
wards Turkey they fometimes lofe and get 
whole Provinces in a Year. About the Be- 
ginning of the feventeenth Century, Shaw 
Abafs was King of Terfa, a King worthy of 
Empire, and made himfelf famous by his Va- 
lour and Jufiice ; but having no Fleet at Sea, 
the Tortugueze infulted his Sea-coafts, and 
fettled themfelves on the Ifland of Ormuze, 
and built a good flrong Fort, as is already 
obferved, with a pretty large Town, and 
magnificent Churches. Some Porqhes and 
broken Pillars I have feen, that fpeak their 
ancient Grandeur ; and the Caftle is flill 
good, and well kept. The TortugiiezeyViixh 

their 
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their light Frigats and Gallies, infulted the 
Sea-coafts of Terfia, and all the Shipping 
that had Commerce in the Gulf, for above 
a whole Century. Shaw Abafs being tired 
with the Complaints of his Subjefts, ando- 
thers that had been robbed and infulted by 
the imperious Tortugaeze, made him very 
uneafy, and found no Remedy but by encou- 
raging the Engltjh^ who then had a fmall Fa- 
dory on the Sea-lhore, about 7 Leagues from 
the Mouth of the Gulf, to the Eaft-ward, cal- 
led Jafques, but were continually difturbed 
in their Commerce by the domineering Tor- 
tugueze from Ormuze. 

& I R Thomas Row being then Ambaffador 
at the Court of Terfia for King James th& 
Fir ft of England^ to cultivate a Correfpon- 
dence between the two Kingdoms, Shaw A- 
bafs broke his Mind to Sir Thomas^ and pro- 
ferred any reafonable Indulgence to the En- 
gUJb that traded into Terfia, providing they 
would joyn his Land Forces with theirs at 
Sea, in India^ to drive the troublefom Tor- 
tugueze out of the T'erjian Gulf, Sir Thomas 
agreed, that, if Shaw Abafs would defray 
the Charges of the Ships that fliould come 
to his Affiftance, give the Englijh a free 
Trade all over the Ter fan Dominions, Cu- 
ftom free, and grant them one Moiety of 
the Cuftoms railed by Merchandize in the 
Gftlf, they would not only help to drive the 
Tortugueze out of Ormuze^ but keep two 
Ships in the Gulf, to proteft Trade, All 
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which was agreed to by both Parties, and 
fealed and figned by the King of Terjia. 

The Forces confided of five Ships, 
about 40 Guns one with another, and were 
well raann’d. The King of Terfia fent an 
Army of 40 or 50000. with Trankies for 
Tranfports, to land them on Ormuze. The 
Engltjh foon defiroyed the Eortugueze Ar-^ 
mcAo of light Frigats and Gallies, which 
were hal’d dry on the Land near the Caftle. 
The Caille firing briskly on them, funk one 
of the EngUJh. Ships, whofe Artillery was 
carried afliore, and put in Batteries t© an- 
noy the Caftle, which the Shipping and Bat- 
teries did fo effeiftually, that, in lefs than two 
Months, the Tortugueze capitulated to leave 
Ormuze^ with all the Fortifications intire, and 
to carry nothing away but their noble felves. 
The Plunder, which was very great, was e- 
qually divided between EngUJh oxiA. Ter- 
Jians; and Tradition reports, that there was 
fo much ready Bullion found in the Caftle, 
that it was meafured by Long-boats-full ; and 
one Boat being pretty deep, and an Officer 
fiill throwing in more, put the Boatfwain of 
the Shipi, who was in the Boat, into a Paifi- 
on, and made him fwear, that for every 
Shovel-full that they threw more in, he 
would throw two out into the Sea ; for he 
could not tell what would fatisfy them, if a 
Long-boat Load of Money would not. On 
the Reduftion of the Ifland and Fort of Or- 
muze, iho Tortugueze wifhArtvf their Men 
from the Forts of Laracka, another I- 

lland 
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fland _4 or 5” Leagues from Ormuze^ and from 
Kijmijh Fort, that lies on the Eafl; End of 
that Ifland, and retired to Muskat. Shaw 
Abafs was punftual in obferving the Agree- 
ment with the Englifl ) ; and it was punftu- 
ally kept by the lucceeding Kings, till about 
the Year 1680. the Englijh Company failed 
on their Part of keeping the Gulf clear of In- 
fults; and the Terjians, finding that the En- 
glijh Company’s Forces were now too final! 
for the increafing Power of the Arabs their 
Neighbours, took away the half Cuftoms, 
and allow them 1100 TomaanSi which is a- 
bout 3300 Pounds Sterling a Year ; but lam 
afraid that that is alfo lolt by the late Revo- 
lution in Eerjia. 

When Shaw Abafs demifed, his Son Shaw 
Tomas inccQedQd him, who w^as a Son wor- 
thy of fuch a Father. He died about the 
Year 1630. He was a very valiant and for- 
tunate Prince in his Wars with Turk and 
Mogul, and a great Lover of Jullice ; for 
whoever broke the eftabliflied Laws, were 
fare to fuffer the Penalty annext to them. 
One Inftance of that he fliewed on a Baker ; 
for, being once detefted in making his Bread 
lighter than the Standard, he was feverely 
fined ; but, on his being detefted and con^ 
vifted a fecond Time, he was condemned to 
be bak’d in his own Oven, for a Terror to 
-others, wdio might flatter themfelves with 
breaking the Laws with Impunity. 

After Shaw Tomas, the fucceeding Kings 
have been debauch’d with Ignorance of their 
G 4 own 
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ovp'n Affairs, Voluptuoufnefs and Indolence, 
leaving the Reins' of Government in the 
Hands of Parafites, or Eunuchs and Concu- 
bines, who never fail to bring their Matter 
into Contempt, and the People intoMurmu- 
rings and Rebellions. A very flagrant In- 
ttance is to be feen in Meriwejs’s Revolution. 

The whole Reign of the laft Sofhi, or 
King, was managed by fuch Vermin, that the 
Ballowches and Mackrans, who inhabit the 
8ea-coaft from Cape Jafques to Indus, ob- 
ferving the Weaknefs of the Government, 
threw off the Yoke of Obedience firft, and, 
in full Bodies, fell in upon their Neighbours 
in Carnumia, who were thriftier and richer 
than tiie maritim Freebooters, and plundred 
their Fellow Subjefts of what they had got 
by their painful Induttry. There was no W ant 
of Remonttrances and Petitions put into the 
Court to put a Stop to thofe Enormities,' but 
no Redrefe could be had. Th.Q’Vsbeeks came 
alfo on their neighbouring Province of 
chet-y and committed many Depredations ; 
and when Letters came from the Governor 
of that Province, to acquaint the King of the 
Hdsbecks Incurfions, he happened then to be 
at Play with a young Cat, that hunted a 
Feather that he kept in Motion with a Thread. 
One of the Pages acquainted him, that a^^^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 
^effenger was come in great Hafte from 
M-ufehet, with Letters to the Vizier, w'ho 
was at the Chamber Door, to know what 
his Majetty vrould pleafe to order in that 
lunffure. He anfwered, that affoon as he 
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had done playing with his Cat, he would 
fend for the Vizier, and confult of that Mat- 
ter ; but he never thought more of it. This 
Indolence made many Thefts, Robberies and 
Murders to be committed throughout the 
Country: Nay, his own Guards went out in 
Troops", and way-laid Merchants going or 
coming to or from IJpahan, robbed them, 
and often murdered them ; and 'ixdien Com- 
plaints were made, and Proof offered, yet 
no Redrefs could be had, which made moft 
People believe, that fome Court Favourites 
were Encouragers of the publick Calamities. 
In Anno 1716 . 1 carried fome Mer- 

chants from Terjia to Surat, who aflured 
me, that there was a Defign to depofe the 
King, and fet up his Son, or invite the Muf- 
€ovite into the Province oi Cashin, whofe 
Shores are on the Caff tan Sea, and where a 
foreign Army may eafily be brought into 
their Ports by Sea V And certainly there was 
fuch a Defign ; for in Anno 1719. the Plot 
of depofing the King was found out, and the 
Attamadoulet or Vizier was deeply concern- 
ed in it. He was or Meir Ma^ 

houmud Shaw'^ Father, the Son being tfien 
Cha-wn, or Prince of Candahaar, The King 
was folacing himfelf in a Garden near the 
City of Iffahan, when he was apprifed of 
the Plot, which was to be executed the fame 
Night it was difcovered . He immediately 
fent for the Attamadonleti pretending Bufi- 
nefs of Importance about fome Frontier Pro- 
vinces j and the old Gentleman not dreaming 
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cf the Difcovery made, came to the King, 
who taxing him with the Plot, made no Dif- 
ficulty to confefs that it was of his own Contri- 
vance, to fave the Country from Ruin, which 
was inevitable, if he continued in Supine- 
nefs, which had afFefted him near 40 Years, 
and there was no Sign of Amendment, not- 
withftanding his Remonilrances and Admo- 
nitions all that while, and now that he was 
deteded, he knew the worft that could be- 
fal him, was to be facrificed for the Good 
of his Country, which he took to be rather 
glorious than dilhonourable. The King order- 
ed fome Bars of Iron to be heated, and his 
Eyes kept open till the Irons were gently 
moved near the Eyes to dry up the Moifture, 
which is the royal Punifliment in 'Terjia, for 
difobedient or rebellious Princes ; fo the. old 
Man being made blind, his Treafure was fei- 
fed, but his Palace and Gardens allowed 
him, and an Allowance fuitable to his Dig- 
nity. He had in Gold and Diamonds, to the 
Value of 800000 Tomaans or X4ooooo Pounds 
Sterling ; and fome faid he had more in his 
Son’s Cuftody: But how true thefe Reports 
are, I am no proper Judge, either to believe 
or rejeft; but fome Bars of his Gold I liuv 
at Gombroon. 

Before this Confpiracy of the Attama- 
doulet happened, the Muskat Arabs 
with a Fleet, and landed $ or 6000 Men on 
Ormuze, and befieged the Caftle; but could 
not take it in three Months, and being tired 
with Fatigue, they left it. '^vx in Anno 

Meri^ 
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Meri'^eys bearing how the King had ufed 
his Father, made the whole Province of 
Cmdahaar rebel, and wrote Letters to the 
Chawn of Samachie to come into Alliance with 
him and his Confederates the Ballowches and 
‘Vsbecks, who readily embraced his Pro- 
pofitions in Hope of Plunder. In 172,1. Me- 
rtweys began ms March ^towards 
with an Army of 45'ooo. and paid honellly for 
what his Army had Occafion for in his March, 
declaring, that he did not take Arms for 
their Hurt or Deftrudion, but to free jP^r- 
fia from the Folly and Tyranny of a doting 
Fool, who was incorrigible by fair Means, 
^kit ’Dsbecks entred the Provinces of Mup, 
and 2>y2^, with 40000. and afted like 
Robbers. Another Army of 40000 went oilt 
oi Samachie, and ravaged Eriyan ; and thei 
entred the Province of Carmania, 
and plundred the Country, and at laft took 
the City. Then they marched towards 
ar, and took the Town, but not the Fort : 
And there twelve who werefent 

from Gombroon to convey down fome Trea- 
fure belonging to theit Company, behaved 
themfelves to Admiratioji, They were lod- 
ged in a Caravanferc^>, where tho Balkw- 
ches came with about 300 to attack them , 
but they had a brave warm Reception, and 
left about four Score of their Number dead 
on the Spot, without the Lofs of one Dutch 
Man : But not thinking themfelves and their 
Treafure fafe where they were, they defired 
Admittance into the Fort, which was readi-- 
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ly granted, and there they alfo behaved them- 
ielves fo well, that the Bdlowches marched 
away without the Booty they came fo far 
for. The there above a Month, 

and in that Time came a Detachment of 4000 
Horfe to plunder Gombroon. We heard of 
their Defign about ten Days before they came, 
and fo we and the TDutch fortified our Facto- 
ries as well as poffibly we could, planting 
little Falconets on the Top of our Walls in 
Swivels, and beating out Ports in our Walls, 
to ply great Guns, to fcour the Avenues to 
our Faftories. Mean while the BerJianGo- 
verttor fired Guns every Night, to let the E- 
pemy know he w^as a brave Fellow: Howe- 
ver they had a Mind to fee, and, on the 15* 
of ‘December^ they appeared near the Town, 
on a fwift March towards it, which feared 
the Governor fo much, that, tho’ there was 
an high Mud Wall between him and them, 
be got on Horfe-back, and fled to a Fort on 
the Sea-lliore, leaving a few Guns, loaded as 
they were, to the Enemy, 

The BalUrmches came firfi: to the Wefi: 
garter of the .Town, where our FaCtory 
fends, and foon made Palfages through the 
Mud Walls. They hewed down all that came 
in theirWay, particularly old People and Chil- 
dren, and came in aconfufed Halle to attack 
our FaClory, down fome Lanes ; but we gave 
them a warm Welcom with our great Guns 
and fmall Shot. They foon found their Mi- 
ftake, and retired in as great Hafie as they 
came. Some of their Musketeers got into 

fome 
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fome ruined Houfes, and fited on us ; but 
we being barricadoed, they did us little 
Damage, and had our Men obferved their 
Orders better, we had come off with lefs. 
Our Firing lafted about three Hours, in 
which Time we loll three or four, hilled 
by their own Raflinefs in Handing open to 
the Enemy, when they might have done bet- 
ter Service under Cover of our Barricadoes. 
We had alfo feven wounded, but none mor- 
tally, but one who was a Faftor, who re- 
ceived a Shot in his right Hand, which threw 
him into a Fever, of which he died in feven 
or eight Days. The Agent being gone to 
f ahan fome W eeks before we had any Ad- 
vice of the £allou!ches coming, had carried 
twenty Soldiers along with him for a Guard, 
and left but fix in the Faftory, belides Cooks, 
and a few Servants. I faw the Faftory in 
Danger if they Ihould be attacked, fo I rein- 
forced it with thirty fix of my bell Men, and 
another fmall Englijh Ship from Bombay af- 
fifted with eight or nine of his, fo that when 
the Enemy came, we were about fifty flrong. 
The Seafon being very cold, made our Du- 
ty hard, for we lay in our Arms every Night- 
for 10 or IX Nights that the Enemy lay in 
the Town. They had a Confultation next 
Day after their Repulfe, how they might make 
another Attack ; but none would undertake 
to lead their Men on, and fo the Day after 
Confultation, they went to attack 
who were three Times ftronger than we, and 
they met with the fame kind Recepdon we 

gave 
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l^vethemf but they had aWare-houfewith-i 
m Piftol-ihot of their Faftory, with Goods 
to the Value of loooo Pounds Sterling in it, 
which the Balkwches broke into, and plun- 
dred. The Hutch loft twelve Men, and 
had eight or ten wounded : So finding our 
Fadlories were not to be taken without the 
Danger of much Blood-ftied, they went a 
plundring the Town for eight or nine Days, 
and carried away, in Money and Goods, a- 
bove 100000 Pounds, befides 14000 Captives, 
and as many Beafts of Carriage, and fo went 
off about five or fix Miles from the Town, 
which they laid in Alhes before they left it. 
They continued in our Neighbourhood, with 
their Plunder, about a Month, I fuppofe till 
they received new Orders how to difpofe of 
themfelves. 

Notwithstanding fuch numerous re- 
bellious Armies were a Foot, threatning De- 
ftruftion to the State, the indolent King be- 
ing lulled afleep in Security, did not offer to 
raife any Forces for the Defence of himfelf 
and Country, but faid to his Cabinet Coun- 
feliers, that he was fure his Enemies 'would 
leave him Ifpahan, and that one City would 
be enough to maintain him and them his Coun- 
fellers : But when Meriweys came within 
three Days Journey of the City, he raifed a- 
bout 50000 of the Citizens, and fent to the 
Engiijh and Hutch Agents, to joyn their 
little Forces to his, to manage the Artillery* 
and to lend him fome Money to fupport and 
pay hw new raifed Army. The latter defi-

red to be excufed in both ; but^ the Englifii 
complied, and were veryat^ve in defending 
the City, when Meriweys came to befiege 
it: And when he approached within a Mile 
or two of the City, the King fent his raw Ar* 
my out to fight Meriweys ; but in their 
^rch, Meriweys\ Men having made along 
Trench a pretty Way from their Front, and 
hid a large Quantity of Gun-powder in it, 
and then filled it up again, which Ambufcade 
the King’s Army fell into, and, after a good 
Number of them had paft it. Fire was let to 
it, and blew up and fcorched many of the 
King’s Men, which fo frightned the reft, that 
they turned Tail, and fled without ftriking 
one Stroke, fo Meriweys made an eafy Con- 
qaeft of the City, and found the King weep- 
ing, and deferred by his bafe and treache- 
rous Courtiers. But Meriweys foon put an 
End to his Melancholy, by ordering his Head 
to be ftruck off^ which was forthwith exe- 
cuted, and put on the Point of a Lance, and 
carried thro’ the City three Days fucceflively< 
as a Speftacle. The Prince royal, or tte 
young Sofhi feeing his Father’s Affairs in fo 
wretched a Conditicm, had left the City, and 
went to or Teverize before iWfr’i- 

w^s came. Meriweys czxdtd. himfelf migh- 
ty tivilly to the Citizens, but made thejE»- 
glijh Prifoners, and feized what Money and 
Goods could be found of theirs, and alfo the 
flitch Company’s Effedts, but not their Ser- 
vants Perfons. It was reported, that the £’»- 
loft about <Soooo Pounds, and the ‘Dutch 

3-IO®CO\ 
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aioooo. But the Truth of thefe Reports ate 
beft known to themfelves. 

W HEN the old King had a Mind to honour 
the EngUjh Faftory with a Villt, as I faw in 
a Letter from Mr. Bruce the Company’s Ar 
gent, that he fometimes did, and one parti- 
cularly in his Agency, he magnifies the Ho- 
nour done to his Mailers, above what the 
%>utch could ever obtain. He relates how 
he and all the Faftory, great and fmall, were 
ordered to leave their Houfe, and Chamber 
Doors and Ware-houfes all open, for his Ma- 
jeily and his Seraglio Companions to ramble 
thro’, and take fuch Things as beil pleafed 
him and his Minions ; and there was a Table 
left in the Dining-room, fpread and furniih- 
ed with the richeft Sweet-meats and Fruits. 

I believe the Company was not very am- 
bitious of having many fuch Honours con- 
ferred on them, fince they were obliged to 
pay for them. And when the King has a 
Mind for fome new Concubines, he iffues 
out Orders for all Men and Youths to depart 
out from their Houfes in the Street, that he is 
pleafed to vifit, and to leave all the Ladies in 
PolTeffion till his Majefty furveys them ; and 
the Penalty of Difqbedience is Death. He 
generally makes his Progrefs thro’ the Arme^ 
nim Quarters, becaufe the faireft and moll 
beautiful are amongfl: their Children. 

The Religion, by Law eftablilhed for neat 
eleven Ages, is Mahometan, of theSeft ofAl^ 
It ; but the ancient Religion was Barji, ox 
Worlbippers of the Sun and Fire. The Foun- 
der 
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der df li Zoroajier, whom they ftill ve- 
nerate. About the ninth Century of the Cbrt- 
fiian Mra^ the Mahometan Zealots, apcord- 
ing to the laudable Way of fome ChHJimns, 
raifed a Perfecution againft the whofe 

wholefom Severities made many Profelytes ; 
but fome obftinate Rogues, who would not 
change for a woffe, were lawfully murdered, 
or obliged, to run their Country, fo that at 
prefent there are but few left in Terjia, and 
thofe that are left, arc protefted by their Po- 
verty and Habitations, which are in DefertS 
or Hills little frequented. 

There are vaft Numbers of Armenian 
Ghrijiians in ‘Perjia, W'^hofe Religion is tole- 
rated. Their former Country of Armenia is 
now the Province of Erivan. There are ma- 
ny fubftantial Merchants of Armenians^ who 
irihabit "^uifar, a Town near Iffahaui and 
they fend Faftors all over India to carry on 
Trade ; and fome come to Europ on that 
fame Account. 

The Mahometans in Perjia, to encourage 
Profelytes to their Religion, have a LaWj’ 
that if a Son of an Armenian turns Mahome- 
taHi all the Father’s Eftate becorhes Ms, and 
all who continue Chrifiians are excluded,; 
which fometimes makes great Divifions and 
Alterations in a Family. 

In Baptifm they immerfe, but do not 
fprinkle. ’Fhe Prieft mull officiate in his fa- 
eerdotal Garb^ with a Crown on his Head, 
4nd muff have two AdiftantS in holy Veft- 
itiients alfOj but without Crowns.. Their d- 
Fi tulary 
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tukry Saint is Saint Gregory of whom they 
tell many ftrange Stories ; but whether true 
or falfe I know not ; But 1 am fure he has 
plagued them with Faft-days, for they fail 
one Half of the Year at leaft. 

Having made what Obfervations I could 
of the Empire of ^erfia. I’ll travel along the 
Sea-coaft towards Induftan^ or the Great Mo- 
j®/’s_Empire. All that Shore, from Jafques 
to Study., is inhabited by uncivilized People, 
who admit of no Commerce with Strangers, 
tho’ Guaddel and Diul, two Sea-ports, did, 
about a Century ago, afford a good Trade.

CHAP. XL 

^Treats of the Mogul’j ^otninions on the Ri- 
ver \vAx!&, particularly of the ancient King- 
dom <^Sindy its ‘RroduSl and Commerce, 
Religion and Cujioms of the Inhabitants^ 
with a Defcriptioit of the River Indus. 

S IN^T is the weftmofl Province of the 
Mogul's Dominions, on the Sea-coaft, 
and has Larribmidar to its Sea Mart, which 
Hands about y or 6 Leagues from the Sea, 
on a Branch of the River Indus, capiible to 
receive Ships of aoo Tuns. It is but a Vil- 
lage of about 100 Houfes, built of crooked 
Sticks and Mud; but it has a large Stone 
Fort, with four or five great Guns mounted 
in^ it, to proteft the Merchandize brought 
thither, from the Robberies of xht Sallow- 

ches 
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thes and Mackrant neaf them, to the 
Weftward, and the Jams to the Eaftwatdi 
who being Bofderers, are much given to 
Thieving, and they rob all whom they are 
able to mailer. The former are revolted 
Subjefts of Terjiaf and the other are Stib^ 
jedls of the Mogul-, but being fecured from 
the Aw of an Army’s coming to chaftife their 
Infolency* by the mariih Grounds they live 
in, and the rapid Tides of Indus, they make 
but little Account of their Sovereign’s PoW’* 
er or Orders, and fo they commit Depredati- 
ons on theCaffillas that pafs to and fro betweert 
Tatta and Larribundari notwithftanding 
a Guard of loo or too Horfe are fent along 
with them, by the Nabob or Vice-roy oiTattai 
for Protedlion ; but often thofe Proteftors fuf- 
fer theCaffillas to be robbed, pretending the 
Robbers are too numerous to be reftrained 
by their fmall Forces, and afterwards come 
in Sharers with the Robbers. 

Tatta is the Emporium of the Province, a 
very large and rich City. |t is about three 
Miles long, and one and an Half broad, and 
is about 40 Miles Diftance from Larribun- 
Aar, znA has a large Citadel on its Weft End> 
capable to lodge yooo Men and Horfe, and 
has Barracks md Stables convenient for them^ 
with a Palace built in it for the Nabob. All 
Goods and Merchandize imported or export- 
ed between Tatta and Larribundari are tranf- 
ported on Carriage Bealls,- fuch as Camels, 
Oxen and Horfes. The Country is almoft 
level, and Overgrown with Shrubs and Bu- 
H a flies, 
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Ihes, very fit to cover an Ambufcade, which 
the aforefaid Robbers often make ufe of, 
and fuddenly rulh out on aCaffilla, and whilfl 
the Guards and Carriers are fighting in one 
Place, either of Front, Flank or Rear, the 
Robbers drive away the Beafts with their 
Packs. In Anno 1699. a pretty rich Caffilla 
was robbed by a Band of four or five thou- 
fend Villains: The Guard, .confifting of zyo 
Horfe, were intirely cut of^ and above yoo 
of the Merchants and Carriers, which ftruck 
a Terror on all that had Commerce at Tatta. 

I t was my Fortune, about four Months 
after, to come to Larribmdar., with a Car- 
go from Mallabar, worth above 10000 L. I 
could find no Tatta Merchants that would 
meddle with my Cargo before it was carried 
to Tatta; but agr.eed on the Prices of rooft 
of the Species of my Goods: And finding 
no other Remedy but travelling by Land, in 
a Caffilla of 1500 Beafts, and as many, or more 
■Men and Women, befides zoo Horfe for our 
Guard, about the Middle of January we fet 
out ; and after we had marched about x 6 
Miles, our Scouts brought in News of the 
Ballowches and Mackrans being juft before 
us, in great Numbers. I had thirteen of my 
beft Firemen with me in the Front, where 
my Beafts were. We being all mounted on 
little Horfes, alighted, and fet our Beafts on 
ourF’lanks -andFront, to fcrve us fora Barri- 
cadoe, to defend us from Sword and Target- 
men, which were the principal Strength of 
the Robbers, and we, at the fame Time, had 

Room 
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Room enough to fire over our Bafricadoe,. 
We were not Ippg in that Pofture, till the 
Enemy fent an Herald on Horfe-back, with 
his Sword brandifliing, and when he came 
within Call of us, he threatned, that if we 
did not inflantly furrender at Difcretion, we 
iliould have no Quarters. I had two of my 
Seamen that lliot as well with a Fuzee as a- 
ny ever I faw, for I have feen them at Sea, 
for Diverfion, knock down a fingle Sea-fowl 
with a fingle Bullet, as they were flying near 
our Ship. I ordered one to knock dowa 
the Herald, which he inftantly did, by a Bul- 
let through his Head. Another came pre- 
fently after, with the fame Threatnings, and 
met with the fame Treatment. The next 
that came, I ordered his Horfe to be Ihot 
in the Head, to try if we could take his Ri- 
der, that we might learn fomewhat of the 
Enemy’s Strength. The Horfe was killed 
aflbon as he appeared, and feme of our Horfe 
got the Rider, and hewed him down, in- 
itead of bringing him to us. Our Guard, of 
Horfe continually kept in the Rear, but fee- 
ing what we had done in the Front, took 
Courage, and getting in amongft the Bulhes, 
met with fome that had a Defign to attack 
our Flank, and foon defeated them, which 
put the Robbers in fuch Fear, that they be- 
took themfelves to Flight, and our Horfe 
purfuing, put many to the Sword ; fo when 
they returned from the Purfuit, we went on 
in our Journey, and travelling four Miles, 
came to a Mud-wall Fort, called 
H 
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bam, a proper Englijh Name for fuch a For^* 
tification. It is built mid-way between Tat- 
ta and Larribundar, to fecufe the Caffilk from 
being fet upon in the Night, who all lodge 
within it, Men and Beaus promifcuoufly, 
which makes it fo nafty, that the Englijh Ap- 
pellation is rightly beftowed on it. There 
are about twenty little Cottages built clofe 
to it, who breed Fowls, Goats and Sheep, to 
fell to Paffengers. And thefe are all theHou- 
fes to be feen in the Way'between Jk^^^and 
Larribundar. 

The News of a Viftory that I had over 
three SangmtanYixzx.t% at Sea, on my Voy- 
age from Malabar to Larribundar, had 
reacht Tatta, before the fecond Skirmilh by 
Land, fp that when I came to Tatta, we were 
received with Acclamations from the Popu- 
lace, and the better Sort vifited us with Pre- 
fents of Sweet-nieats and. Fruits, afcribing 
the fafe Arrival of the Caffilk wholly to our 
Courage and Conduft. 

W 5 were lodged in a large convenient 
Houfe of Rooms, and had good Ware- 
houfes. The Stairs from the Street, were in- 
tire Porphyry, of 10 Fopt long, of a bright 
yellow Colour, and as fmooth as Gkfs. They 
were about ten in Number, and led up to a 
Square of 15 Yards long, and about 10 broad. 
Next Day we had a Compliment from the 
of an Ox, five Sheep, as many Goats, 
twenty Fowls and fifty Pigeons, with Sweet-r 
meats and Fruit in Abundance. He, at that 
Time, lay encampt about fix Miles from the 

Town, 
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Town, with an Army of 8 or loooo Men, 
with a Defign to punilh the Ballowches iLn^ 
Mackrans for robbing the Caffilla, and killing 
his Men, as is before mentioned. He defir- 
ed me to let him know when we defigned to 
drink a Dilh of Coffee with him, and he 
would fend Horfes to bring us to the Camp. 
I returned Thanks for his Civility, and fent 
him Word, that I deligned to kifs his Hand 
the very next Day ; and he accordingly fent 
twenty fine Berjian Horfes, well ec^uipp’d, 
for my Ufe, ten of which I accepted for my- 
felf and Guard to mount, and the other ten 
were mounted with fome of the moft confi- 
derable Merchants in Tatta, who went to ac- 
company me out of Refpeft ; and, to make 
our Cavalcade appear with the greater Grace, 
allbon as we came to the Camp Gate, we 
would have alighted, but an Officer on Horfe- 
back told us, that it was the Nabob\ Plea- 
fure, that we fltould be brought to his Tent 
on Horfe-back, and he riding before us, con- 
duced us to the Tent Door, and, affioon as 
we got from our Horfes, I was conduCed 
into his own Pavilion Chamber, where he 
was fitting alone. The reft that came with 
me, were not admitted for an Hour after. 
It would take a great Deal of Time and 
Room to relate the Compliments and other 
Difcourfes that paft ; but I knew the Cuftom, 
not to appear before great Men with an em- 
pty Hand. I defired Leave to lay a little 
rrefent at his Feet, which he permitted. It 
confifted of a I..ooking-glafs of about y Pounds 
>1 a in 
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itt Valae, a Gun and a Pair of PiftoJs w^ell 
glided, ^ Sabre Blade and Dagger-blade sild- 
ed, and a Glafs Pipe fpr bis Tobacco, and an 
e^roiderd Standilh for it to fiand in. He 
then lent for aJI who had accompanied me 
into the Room, and fliewed the Prefent I had 
made him, magnifying every Piece of it ; and 
«rer dome Encomiums on my Valour and 
Generofity, told me, that I was a free Dem- 
lon or Tatta, with the Addition of an Indul- 
g^ee of being free of all Cuftom and Tax 
on all Goods^that I had brought or Ihould 
expmt, and that whoever bought any Part of 
iBy Cargo, and did not pay according to the 

Payment, I Ihould not 
be liable to feek Juftice at the Cadjee\Coun 
but _to impnfon my Debtors, and if that 
would not perfwade them to give SatisfaSi- 
on, he would fell their Wives, Children or 
nearett Relations to make good their Debt. 

, <iid me Angular Service when 

tne lerni of Payments came, and was oblie- 
Aftpr rxpwiment of imprifoning. 

Aftey three Hours Converfation, we took 
^aye to go, and he difmift us with much 
tnyility, and tdd me, that when he return- 
ed from that Expedition, he would repay

Jifm^rvn'^ Miles Ihort of tlie City, on fmooth 
r fing Ground, there are forty two fine large 

Tombs, 
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Tombs, which, from the Plain, appeared to 
be a fmall Town. They are the Burying- 
places of fome of the Kings oi S'mdy, when 
that Country was governed by its own Kings. 

I went into the largeft, which is built ip the 
Form of a Gupola, and in the Middle of it, 
flood a Goffih-tomb, about three Foot high, 
and feven Foot long, with fome others of a 
lefler Size. The Materials of the Cupola 
were yellow, green and red Porphyry, finely 
poliihed, and the Stones fet in regular Order, 
Chequer-ways, which Variegation ftrikes the 
Eye with wonderful Pleafure, The Tomb 
is about 10 Yards high, and 7 in Diameter, 

I was told, that it was the Burying-place of 
the laft King of that Country, who was rob-^ 
bed of his Sovereignty by Jehan G«/>e Grand-^ 
fathbr to the Aurenzeby in the Be- 

ginning of the feventeenth Century, who, af- 
ter he had him Prifoner, bid him ask what Fa- 
vours he would defire for himfelf andChildren, 
and they fhould be granted. He nobly replied. 
That all the Favour hebe^’d,was, that him- 
felf, bis Queen, and their Children, might be 
buried in that Tomb, which, in Times of 
Brofperity, he had built for that Purpofe, 
and had cofl him two Lack of Rupees, or 
ayooo L. Sterl which Requeft his Conque- 
ror could not well refufe. 

fattaGit^ ftands about two Miles from the 
River in a fpacious Plain, and they 
have Canals cut from the River, that bring 
Water to the City, and fome for the Ufe of 
their Gardens. The King’s Gardens were in 

pretty 
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pretty good Condition in Anno 1^99. and were 
weil ftored with excellent Fruits and Flow- 
ers, particularly the moft delicious Pomegra- 
nates that ever I tailed. 

For three Years before I came there, no 
Rain had fallen, which caufed a fevere Plague 
to afFeft the Town and circumjacent Coun- 
try, to fuch a De^ee, that, in the City on- 
ly, above 80000 died of it, that manufaftu- 
red Cotton and Silk, and above one Half of 
the City was deferted and left empty. And 
that was one Reafon why the Nahb had pla- 
ced his Camp in that Place that I went to 
vifit him at. The Figure of the Camp was 
a regular Tetragon, ^and ditched about with 
a Trench about 3 Yards broad, and z deep. 
The Ground taken out of the Ditch, was 
thrown upon the Infide, about 4 Foot high, 
and regularly built like a Parapet. It had 4 
Gates, one in the Middle of each Curtain, ana 
a ftraight Street from the oppofite Gates, 
which made an exaft Crofs in Figure, and 
the Nabob's Tent was pitch’d in the Middle 
of the Crofs. Each Side of the Tetragon 
was about 6 or 700 Paces in Length, and the 
Ditches could 1 ^ filled with Water from the 
Indus, and let out at Pleafure, into a large 
Marilh about two Miles off theCanm. 

The River Indus is navigable for their 
Veflels, as high as Ca[/w/re, that lies in the 
Latitude of 3Z Degrees ; and one Branch 
runs up to Cabul to the Weftward, and ci- 
thers to Tenjeb, Lahore, Multan, Buckor, 
and other large Provinces and Cities to the 

Eaft- 
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Eaftward, imd all fliare the Benefits of the 
inland Navigation. Their Velfels are called 
Kifikst of ieveral Sizes, The largeft can lade 
about a-oo Tuns. They are flat-bottomed, 
and, on each Side, Cabbins are built from 
3tern to Stem, that overhang about % Foot ; 
and, in each Cabbin, is a Kitchen and a Place 
for Exoneration, which falls diredlly in the 
Water. Thofe Cabbins are hired out to Paf* 
fengers, and the Hold, being made intofe-* 
parate Apartments, are let out to Freight- 
ers, fo that every one has a Lock on his own 
Cabbin and Apartment in the Hold, and 
has his Goods always ready to difpofe on at 
what Places he finds his Market. And in- 
deed in all my Travels I never faw better 
Conveniencies of travelling by Water. They 
have one Mali of a good Length, and a 
Square-fail to ufe when the W ind is a-ftern, 
or on the Quarter ; but they never hale clofe 
by the Wind. They are obliged to carry a 
great Number of Men for trafting them up 
againft the Stream, when the Winds are a- 
gainft them, fo that a Voyage from Tatt* to 
pa/jorej they' reckon fix or feven Weeks long, 
but from Lahore back, not above eighteen 
Days, and fometimes it is performed in twelve, 
A x Tatta the River is about a Mile broad, 
and, where I tried with a Lead and L.ine, it 
was about fix Fathoms deep, from Side to 
Side. The Stream is not very rapid, for its 
Motion did not exceed two Miles and an 
half in an Hour. It produces many Species of 
Frelh-water Fiflres, and among them, the beft 
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Carp that ever I faw or tailed. Some of 
them weigh above ao Pound Weight, and 
we have them alive in Tatta Market. They 
have black Cattle in great Plenty, large and 
good, and moll excellent Mutton, of 8o or 
too Pound Weight. Their Horfes are final], 
but hardy and fwift. Deer, Antelopes, Hares 
and Foxes are their wild Game, which they 
hunt with Dogs, Leopards, and a fmall fierce 
Creature, called by them a Shoegoofe. It is 
about the Size of a Fox, with long piickt 
Ears like an Hare, and a Face like a Cat, a 
gray Back and Sides, an^ Belly and Bread: 
white. I believe they are rare, for I never 
faw more than one. When they are taken 
out to hunt, an Horfe-man carries it behind 
him, hood-winkt, and their Deer and Ante- 
lopes being pretty familiar, will not dart be- 
fore Horfes come very near. He who car- 
ries the Shoegoofe, takes off the Hood, and 
Ihews it the Game, which, with large fwift 
Springs, it foon overtakes, and leaping on 
their Backs, and getting forward to the Shoul- 
ders, fcratches their Eyes out, and gives the 
Hunters an eafy Prey. The Leopard runs 
down his Game, w^hich often gives the Hun- 
ters a long Chafe, as well as the Dogs, who 
will take the Water when the Game betake 
themfelves to fwimming, which they fre- 
quently do. They have Store of Peacocks, 
Pigeons, Doves, Duck, Teal, Widgeon, wild 
Geefe, Curlews, Partridge and Plover, free 
for any Body to llioot. They have a Fruit, 
that grows in their Fields and Gardens, cal- 
led 
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led Sakbf about the Size of a Peach, but 
without a Stone. They dry it hard before 
they ufe it, and being beaten to Powder, 
they drefs it as Tea and Coffee are, and take 
it with powdered Sugar-candy. They are 
of Opinion, that it is a great Reftorative to 
decay’d animal Spirits. 

This Country abounds richly in Wheat, 
Rice and Legumen, and Provender for Hor- 
fes and Cattle ; and they never know the Mi- 
fery of Famine, for the Indus overflows all 
the low Grounds in the Months of Aprils 
May and June, and when the Floods go o£& 
they leave a fat Slime on the Face of the 
Ground, which they till ealily before it dries, 
and being fown and harrow’d, never fails of 
bringing forth a plentiful Crop. 

The other Produiflions of this and the in- 
land Country, are Saltpeter, Sal-armoniack, 
Borax, Opoponax, Afla-foetida, Goat Bezoar, 
Laps tutia and Lafts lafuli, and raw Silk, 
but not fine. 

They manufafture in wrought Silks, which 
they call Jema'waars,in Cotton and Silk, cal- 
led Cuttenees, and in Silk mixt with 
nia W ooU, called Culbukys, in Calicoes coarfe 
and fine, Iheer and clofe wrought. Their 
Cloth called Jurries, is very fine and foft, 
and lafts beyond any other Cotton Cloth 
that I have ufed. They make Chints very 
fine and cheap, and Coverlets for Beds very 
beautiful. They make fine Cabinets, both 
lack’d and inlaid with Ivory. And the beft 
Bows and Arrows in the World, are made 
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at Multan., of Buffalos Horns. They kcl? 
Wooden Difhes and Tables, but not fo well 
as in China. The Lack is clear enough, but 
always clammy. They export great Quantl- 
lies of Butter, which they gently meltj and 
put up in Jars, called “Duffas, made of the 
Hides of Cattle, alraofl: in the Figure of a 
Glob, with a Neck and Mouth on one Side. 
They are made of all Sizes, from thofe that 
contain 310 lb. to thofe of y. and that But* 
ter keeps, without Salt, the whole Year round# 
but, as it grows old, it becomes rank. 

The Wood Li^na dulcis grows only in 
this Country, It is rather a Weed than a 
Wood, and nothing of it is ufeful but the 
Root, called ’Tutchock, or. Radix dulcis. 1 
never heard it is ufed in Phyfick, but is a 
good Ingredient in the Compolition of Per* 
mmes. There are great Quantities exported 
fox Surat, and from thence to China, where 
it generally bears a good Price ; for being 
all Idolaters, and burning Incenfe before 
their Images, this Root beaten into fine Pow- 
der, and an Incenfejot laid over fmoothly 
with Afhes, and a Furrow made in the A- 
Ihes, about a Quarter of an Inch broad, and 
as much in Depth, done very artificially in* 
to a great Length, the Powder is put into 
that Furrow, and fired, and it will burn a 
long Time like a IVlatch, fending forth a fine 
Smoke, whofe Smell is very grateful, the 
Powder having the good Qualities of main- 
taining and delaying the Fire. 
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The Religion, by Law eftablilhed, is il/a- 
hometan ; but there are ten Gentows or To* 
gms for one Muffnlmm. But the City of 
Tatta is famous for Learning in Theology, 
Philology and Politicks, and they have above 
four hundred Colleges for training up Youth 
in thofe Parts of Learning. I was very inti- 
mate with a Seid who was a ProfelTor itt 
Theology, and was reckoned to be a good 
Hiftorian. He askt me one Day, if I had 
heard of Alexander the Great in my Coun- 
try. I told him I had, and I mentioned his 
Battle with and hisVidory. He told 

me, that their Hiftories' mentioned the fame, 
but with fome Difference in the two Kings 
Names, and Alexander'^ Palfage over Indus. 
He faid, that their Hiftory mentioned Sljaw 
Hajander and T'roras, and that Alexander 
was a great Magician, and fummoning above 
a Million of wild Geefe, they fwam his Ar- 
my over the River, and that ^ crush Ele- 
phants would never turn their Heads towards 
the Place where Alexander was. 

The Tortagueze had formerly a Church 
at the Eaft End of the City. The Houfe is 
ftill intire, and in the Veftry are fome old 
Piftures of Saints, and fome noly Veftments, 
which they profered to fell ; but I was no 
Merchant for fuch Bargains. 

T have full Toleration for their 

Religion, and keep their Fafts and Feafts as 
in former Times, wh’en the Sovereignty was 
in.'Pagan "PnacQS Hands. They bum their 
dead, but the Wives are reftrain'ed from bur- 
ning 
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with theCorps of their Husbands. There 
J C^nfumption of Elephants 
Xeeth, fot tis the Fafliion for Ladies to wear 
Rings of Ivory from their Arm-pits to their 
Elbows, and from their Elbows to their 
W tilts, of both Arms j and when they die 
thofe Ornaments are burnt along with 
them; 

_ Thev had feveralFeafts when I was there, 
but one they kept on Sight of a New-moon 
XU February, exceeded the reft in ridiculou<! 
Aetions and Expence; and this is called the 
^alt ot W ooly, who was a Knight errant in 
Time of yore, and was a fierce Fellow in a 
W ar with forae Giants, who infefted Sind'y. 
and carried away naughty Girls and Bovs, 
and made Butcher Meat of them. This tVoo- 
iy, m a Battle one Day, killed fifty of them, 
«ach i)f them as tall as a Tree, and, after he 
^d difpatcht them, he led them down to 
Hell, and there they continue bound up to' 
their good Behaviour, and are never to ap- 
pear again on Earth, for Fear they fliould 
King’s Liege-fubjefts, or frighten 

In this mad heaft, People of all Ages and 
Sexes^dance thro’ the Streets to Pipe, Drum 
The Women, with Baskets 
of Sweet-meats on their Heads, diftributing 
to every Body they meet. The Men are be? 
dawb d^all over with red Earth, or Vermili- 
OT,_and are continually fquirting gingerly 
^1 at one another ; and if they get into 
Houfes- of Diftinaion, they make fcml Work 

with 
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with theit Oylj wbofe Smell is not pleafant ; 
but in giving a Prefent of Rofe-water, of 
fome Silver Coin, they are civil enough td 
keep out ofDoors; And in this Madnefs 
they continue from 10 in the Morning till 
Sun-fet. 

T H E iRiVer of Sindjf would be hard to be 
found, were it not for the Tomb of a Maho- 
metm Saint, who has an high Tower built 
over him, called Sindy Tower. It is always 
kept white to ferve as a Land-mark. The 
Bar, going into the River, is narrow, and 
has not above two Fathoms and an Half, on 
Spring-tides: But this is only a fmall Branch 
of Indus y which Appellation is now loft in this 
Country that it fo plentifully waters^ and is 
called 4 )ivelleey or feven Mouths ; but it dif- 
embogues itfelf into the Sea thro’ many morCi 

CHAP. XII. 

Gi-ves an Account of the ancient Kingdom of 
Guzerat, now a ^Province annext to the 
Mogul’j ‘Dominionsy its Situatmiy ProduEfy 
Manners and Religion ; with Jhme Account 
of the Pirates that inhabit Part of ity and 
fome Obfervations <»» Diu, « Portugueze 
City on an If and appertaining to Guzerat. 

T he next maritim Country to Sindy ^ 
\% Guzerat. The makes it ah 

Illand, by a Branch that runs into the Sea at 
the City of Cambay a. This Provincej thb* 
t ^ Vaffal 
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Vaflals to the Mogul, yet continue in their 
old Religion of ‘Paganifin, and, for the moft 
Part, drive the old Trade of thieving and 
pirating, for they plunder all whom they can 
overcome, on both Elements : Nor can 
the Mogul reftrain them, for their Country 
is fecure from the Marches of Armies into 
it, by reafon of the many Inlets of the Sea 
that overflow the low Grounds, and make it 
fo foft and muddy, that there is no travelling 
but by little Boats, in many Places. 

The firfl Town on the South Side of /?/- 
dus, is Cutchnaggen. It admits of fome T rade, 
and produces Cotton, Corn, coarfe Cloth 
and Chonk, a Shell-fiJli in Shape of a Perri- 
winkle, but as large about as a Man’s Arm 
above the Elbow. In Bengal they are faw’d 
into Rings fbr Ornaments to Womens Arms, 
as thofe Study wear Ivory Rings. They 
are in Fafliion in many Countries in India. 
The Province and 'Fown of Cutchnaggen 
governed by a Queen, who is very formid- 
able to her neighbouring States, The Rea- 
fons they give for choofing that Sex for their 
Governefles, arc, that they’il be better advi- 
fed by their Council than Men, who, by too 
large a Share of Power and Elonour placed 
on them, become obflinate in their Opinions, 
and infolent in their Behaviour ; But Ladies 


are efteemed compliiant and gentle. 

Th E next Province to Cutebtaggen, is San- 
ganta, which is alfo governed by a Princefs, 
for the above Reafons. Their Sea-port is cal- 
led Baet, very commodious and fecure. Tliey 
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admit of no Trade, but praftife Piracy. They 
give Protedion to all Criminals, who deferve 
Punilhment from the Hand of Juftice. All 
Viliams in the Countries about flock thither, 
and become honeft Robbers, fo that they are 
a Medley of Criminals, who flee their Coun- 
try for Fear of condign Puniiliment due to 
their Crimes. This Province produces Cot- 
ton and Corn, as all the Kingdom of Guze- 
rat does; but they admit of no Trade in 
their Country, as I obferved before, for Fear 
of being civilized by Example. I had feve- 
ral Skirmilhes with them. They, being con- 
fident of their Numbers, ftrive to board all 
Ships they can come at by failing. Before 
they engage in a Fight, they drink Bangi 
which is made of a Seed like Hemp-feed, that 
has an intoxicating Quality; and, whilfl it af- 
fefts the Head, they are furious. They wear 
long Hair, and, when they let that hang loofei 
they’ll give no Quarter. 

In Anno 1686. a fmall Ship of theirs, that 
mounted 8 Guns-, and mann’d with 300 of 
thefe furious Fellows, was cruizing on the 
Coaft of India, between Surat and Bombay 
and the ‘Phenix, an Englip Man of War of 
4x Guns, was bound for Surat. The San- 
ganian made towards her, and engaged her, 
but would fain have been gone again when 
they found their Miftake; but that was im- 
poiiible. The Phenix fent her Boats, well 
mann’d, to try if they could make them yield, 
in order to fave their Lives ; but they fcorn- 
ed Quarter, and killed and wounded many 
t V la. df 
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i)f the EngUJhi fo that Captain who 

commanded the Thenix, was forced to rtin 
his lower Teer out, and fink them : And, af- 
ter their Ship was funk, and the Mifcreants 
fet a fwimming, yet moft of them refufed 
Quarter, and only about 70 were taken alive. 

( I believe Sir George Bing can give a better 
Account of the Story than I, for, if I miftake 
not, he was a Lieutenant then on board the 
Bhenix, and received a dangerous Wound in 
the Combat, at leaft one of his Name, who 
bore a Commiffion, did . ) In Anno 1717. they 
attackt a Ship called the Morning Star in 
her Paflage between Gombroon, and Surat. 
She was richly laden, which they were appri- 
fed of, and two Squadrons were fitted out 
from two different Ports, to way-lay her, 
and accordingly ftie fell in with eight Sail of 
thofe Pirates. One was a large Ship of near 
yoo Tuns, and three others were Ships be- 
tween % and 300 Tuns, and the other four 
were Grabs, or Gallies, and Shejyhars, oxh.iM 
Gallies. They reckoned in all there were a- 
bove xooo Men in their Fleet, and the 
ning Star but i7fighting Men, who were re- 
folved to truft Providence, and fight for their 
Lives, Liberty and: Eftate. The firfl: Attack 
was by the greateft Ship alone, but was foon 
obliged to meer off again, with the Lofs of 
fome Men, and the Captain of the Morning 
Star was wounded in the Thigh, by a Lance 
darted at him, that pierced his Thigh through 
and through. The Pirates were not difcou- 
raged by this firfi: Repulfe, but joyned their 

Forces 
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Forces_and Counfels together, and, after a 
Day s Refpite and Confultation, they attackt 
xktMormng Star z fecond Time, the two lar- 
gell bhips boarding, one on her Bow, and an- 
other on her Quarter, arid three more board- 
ed them two, and entred their Men over 
them. The Combat was warm for above 
four Hours, and Morning Star had feven 
killed, and as many wounded ; but kind Pro 
vidence alTifted her. Whilft Ihe was on Fire 
in three Places, and had burnt through her 
Poop and half Deck, Ihe was difengaged of 
them, and left five of the largeft fo entang- 
led with one another, that they could not 
purfue her. So ilie purfued her Voyage to 
Surat, but having no Surgeon on boaref, llie 
called at Bombay, to get her wounded Men 
drefl: and cured. In the Time of the Com- 
bat, while the Pirates were on board of the 
Morning Star, twenty one Seamen 
went on board of them, and twenty fix Mer- 
chants had gone to them, to try if they could 
perfwade them to take a Sum, and not put 
It on the Hazard of a Battle. All thofe they 
detained, and carried along with them and 
made them pay above dooo Pounds for’their 
Ranfom, who gave an Account afterwards of 
great Slaughter done on the Pirates. And 
the Commodore loll his Head alToon as he 
landed, for letting fo rich a Prize go out of 
his Hands. 

Bn^Anm xe^%. one Czptdn Lavender, in 
the Ship Thomas, bound from Surat to Mo- 
cha, ericountred four Sail of thofe Freeboot- 
I 5 ’ ersj 
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ers, and fought them bravely ; but they burnt 
the Ship and all her Crew, becaufe he would 
not yield. They are very cruel to thofe they 
can maftei, if they make Refiftance ; but 
to thofe that yield without fighting, they are 
pretty civil. 

The next Sea-port Town to Baet, is Ji- 
gat. It Hands on a Point of low Land, called 
Cape Jtgat. The City makes a good Figure 
from the Sea, fhewing four or five high Stee- 
ples. It is the Seat of a Fouzdaar or Gover- 
nor, for the Mogul. It is a Place of no Trade, 
and confequently little known to Strangers. 

The next maritim Town isMangaroul. It 
admits of Trade, and affords coarfe Calicoes, 
white and died, Wheat, Pulfe and Butter for 
Export, and has a Market for Pepper, Su- 
gar and Betlenut. It is inhabited by Banyans ; 
and wild Deer, Antelopes, and Peacocks are 
lb familiar, that they come into the very 
Houfes without Fear. 

The next Place isTorema'm, a pretty large 
Town on the Sea-lhore, and admits of Trade, 
producing the fame Commodities as Manga- 
Toul, and its Inhabitants are of the fame iW 
ligion ; but both Towns are obliged to keep 
Raffpoutsto proteiS: them from the Infults of 
th.Q Sanganians. 

Those Raffpouts are Natives of Guzerat, 
and are all Gentlemen of the Sword, and are 
well trained in the Art of killing. They, like 
the Switz, employ their Swords in the Ser- 
vice of thofe who give them beft Pay. They 
feldom give or take Quarter, and when they 
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go on an Expedition, they carry their Wives 
and Children in Carts and Wagons along 
with them, and if they meet with aRepulfe, 
their \^''ives will never fufFer Cohabitation till 
they can regain their loll Honour by fome 
noble Exploit. 

‘Diu is the next Port, and is the fouther- 
moft Land on Guzerat. It is a fmall Ifland 
of three Miles long, and two broad, belong- 
ing to the Crown of Tortugal. The City is 
pretty large, and fortified by an high Stone 
Wall, with Baftions at convenient fiiftances, 
well furniflied with Cannon to flank it, and 
n deep Mote hewn out of an hard Rock, to 
defend it on the Land Side, which is a- 
bout one third Part of the City. The other 
Parts are fortified by Nature, having the O- 
cean thick fet with dangerous Rocks and 
high Cliffs, who forbid any Approaches on 
that Side, and a rapid deep River, that affords 
a good Harbour, on the North-eaft Side. 
The Harbour is fecured by two Caflles, one 
large, that can bring above loo large Cannon 
to bear on the Mouth of the Harbour, to 
forbid Shipping Entrance without Leave. 
The other is but fmall, and is built irregular- 
ly on a Rock in the Middle* of the River, 
and Chanels for Shipping to pafs by it, with- 
in ten Yards of its w all. It is made ufe of 
for a Magazine for Powder and other war- ^ 
like Stores. 

I T is one of tjie bell built Cities, and bell 
fortified by Nature and Art, that ever I faw 
in Indm and its fiately Buildings of free Stone 
I 4 and: 
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and Marble, are fufficient Witneffes of its 
ancient Grandeur and Opulency ; but at pre- 
fent not above one fourth of the City is in’- 
habited. It contains five or fix fine Church’- 
es, which are great Ornaments to the City, 
which {lands on a rifing Ground of an .eaiy 
Afcent from the great Caftle ; and the Chur- 
ches, being built wide from one anotheti 
and {landing gradually higher than one ano- 
ther, make the Vijio from the Sea admirably 
pleafant, by {hewing all their beautiful Fronts 
that Way. And within they are well deco- 
rated with Images and Paintings. 

Thpre is a Tradition, that the Tortu- 
gue%e circumvented the King of Guzerat^ as 
T)ido did the Africans, when they gave her 
Leave to build Carthage, by defiring no more 
Grotind to build their Cities than could be 
circumfcribed in an Ox’s Hide, w^hich hav- 
ing obtained, they cut it into a fine Thong of 
a great Length, and over-reacht their Donors 
in the Mealure of the Ground. 

After the City was built and fortified, 
it drew all the Trade from the King’s Towns 
of Commerce thither, which made him hear- 
tily repent his Generoiity ; and he made 
Propoials to” the ‘Portugueze to reimburfe 
all the Charge and Expence they had been 
at, if they would reftore that Ifland again, 
but he could never perfwade them to that 
Bargain, and fince fair Means would not do, 
hedefigned to try what might be obtained by 
Force, wherefore he raifed a’great Army, and 
befieged it, but was foon forced to draw off a- 
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gain with Lofs, for the ‘Pormgueze large 
Cannon from their Walls difturbedrand di- 
flreft his Camp fo, that he found but little 
Safety for himfelf, and much lefs for his 
Hoft. 

This City came to fuch an Height of 
Trade and Riches in the fixteenth Century, 
that it drew a very potent Enemy from the 
Red Sea ; for, about the Year i5'4o. the Turks 
defjgning to have a Footing in India, caft 
their Eyes on Diu, as being conveniently 
tuated, and well fortified for their Purpofe, 
fo they came in a Fleet of Gallies and Tran- 
fports ayooo ftrong, from jiden, and landed 
on the W eft End of the Ifland, and laid^Siege 
to the City ; but the Rortugueze fent a Re- 
inforcement itom Goa, of twenty Sail, fome 
of which were large Ships or Galleons, who 
carried heavy Metal, with which they bat- 
tered the Fleet, being fmall Veflels, 

that many Turks were funk, and the Bafliaw 
was forced to make off with great Lofs and 
Shame, and leave their battering Artillery to 
the Rortugueze, for which Misfortune and 
Difgrace, he loft his Head when he returned 
toMden. 

But about the Year 1670. the Muskat 
had better Fortune, for they came with 
a Fleet of Trankies, and took an Opportuni- 
ty to land in the Night, on the Weft End of 
the Ifland, without being difcovered, and 
marcht filently clofe up to the Town, and, 
at Break of Day, when the Gates were open- 
ed, they entred without Refiftance, The 

Alarm 
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Alarm was foon fpread over the Town, and 
happy was he who got firft to the Caftl6 
Gates, but thofe who had heavy Heels were 
facrificed to the Enemies Fury, who fpared 
none, fo in a Moment that fair rich City and 
Churches were left to the Mercy oF the Jl~ 
rah, who, for three Days, loaded their Vef- 
fels with rich Plunder, and mounted fome 
Cannon in a great beautiful Church, and fir- 
ed at the Fort, but to little Purpofe. The 
Governor, who was in the Caftle, could foon 
have obliged them to remove farther off the 
Caftle, by the Force of his heavy Cannon, yet 
the Priefthood forbid him firing at the Church, 
on Pain of Excommunication, left fame un- 
lucky Shot fliould facrilegioufly have defaced 
fome holy Image. 

But the Arabs, like a Parcel of unfandi- 
fied Rogues, made fad Havock on the Chur- 
ches Trumpery, for, beiides robbing them of 
all the fandified Plate and Calh, they did 
not leave one Gold or Silver Image behind 
them, but carried all into difmal Captivity, 
from whence they never returned that I could 
hear of; And as for the poor Images of W ood 
and Stone, they were fo rudely treated by 
thofe barbarous Infidels, that they came well 
off if they loft but a Limb, and I faw fome 
who loft their Heads : But by the indefati- 
gable Induftry of the Clergy, their Churches 
are again as well, Or better furnilhed with 



well carved Images of Wood and Stone than 
fhey were before ; but I faw none of Gold 
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or Silver to fupply the Places of the poor 
Captives. 

However, before the had done 

plundring, they became fecure and negligent, 
which the Governor having Notice of, pro- 
claimed Freedom to all Slaves who would 
venture to fally out on the Enemy. Accord- 
ingly about 4000 Soldiers and Slaves made a 
Sally with Succefs, killing above 1000 Arabs^ 
and made the reft flee from the Town, the 
Aflailants lofing but very few ; and by that 
one Sally the Town was regained. Thofe 
Slaves are generally Mofambique and Mm- 
bafs Negroesy wliofe Strength and Bravery I 
have mentioned before. The City ftill feels 
the difmal Eflefts of the Lofs it then receiv- 
ed. At prefent there are not above 2.00 Tor- 
tumezehoihm iht Caftle and City. The 
reft of its Inhabitants are Banyans of all Sorts. 
There may be about 40000. but few of them 
of Fortune or Figure, becaufe the Infolence 
of the ‘Portugueze makes it unfafe for mo- 
ney’d Strangers to dwell among them. The 
King of Portugal has about I^ooo Pounds fer 
Annum, of Poll Money paid into his Trea- 
fury, and the Cuftoms and Land-tax may 
come to about 6000 Pounds more : But if 
that, Ifland were in the Hands of fome indu- 
ftrious Europan Nation, it would be the beft 
Mart Town on the Coaft of India, for the 
River Indtis being near Neighbours, both by 
Sindf ^n^ Cambay, thofe Commodities might 
be imported and exported to Advantage. 
And that Commerce has raifed Surat. 


All 
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All the Country between and SDczai 
Point, which is about 30 Leagues along Shore, 
admits of no Traifick, being inhabited by 
Freebooters, called Warrels^ and often affo-' 
date with the Sanganians, in exercifing Pira- 
cies and Depredations. They confide much 
in their Numbfirs, as the others do, and Itrive 
to board their Prizes, and, affoon as they get 
on board, they throw in Showers of Stones 
on the Prizes Decks, in order to fink them 
that Way, if they don’t yield, and they have 
earthen Pots as big as a fix Pound Granadoe 
Shell, full of unquenched Lime, well fifted, 
which they throw inalfo, and the Pots break- 
ing, there arifes fo great a Duft, that the De- 
fendants can neither breathe nor fee well. 
They alfo ufe Wicks of Cotton, dipt in a 
combuftible Oyl, and firing the Wick, and 
throwing it into their Oppofer’s Ship, it burns 
dolently, and fets Fire to the Parts that it is 
thrown on. They have no Cities, and their 
Villages are fmall. The beft of them flands 
about 60 Miles to the Eaftward of and 
is called Chance, It is built about a League 
within the Mouth of a River, which has a 
fmall Ifland lying athwart it, about two Miles 
into the Sea. The Ifland has good Springs 
of frelh Water, but no Inhabitants, In An-- 
no 1716. the Englijh went to burn that Vil- 
lage, and their pirating VeflTels, but wereun- 
fuceefsful in their Undertaking. ’The War- 
rels occupy all the Sea-coafl: as high as Gogay 
which lies about I^ Leagues within the Gulf 
of Cmbaj. And the Coaft, from 

to 
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to Com-, is very dangerous, being thick let 
with Rocks and Sand Banks ; and a rapid 
Tide runs amongft them of 6 or 8 Mfles in 
an Hour, in a Chanel that is ao F^homs 
deep in fome Places, which caufes Anchoring 
to be dangerous alfo. 

Gogd is a pretty large Town, and has had 
fome Mud Wall Fortifications, which Bill 
defend them from the Infults of their Neigh- 
bours the Coulies, who inhabit the North- 
eaft Side oiGuzerat, and are as great Thievea 
by Land as their Brethren the Warrels and 
Sangmians are by Sea : Nor is there any Land 
Army that can come into their Country to 
chaftife them, for there are fo many Rivu- 
lets made by Indus and the Sea, that are fo 
foft and muddy at the Bottom, that there is 
neither Paflage for Men nor Horfe to pene- 
trate their Country. And their Towns are 
invironed with fuch thick Hedges of green 
Bamboos, which are not to be burned in a 
Ihorr Time, and the People fb numerous and 
valiant, that it would be an hard Task to ci- 
vfiize them. 

Goga has fome Trade, admitting Strangers 
to a free Commerce in fuch Merchandize 
as are fit to be imported or exported to or 
from Guzerat. It has the Conveniency of an 
Harbour for the largefi: Ships, tho’ they ly dry 
on foft Mud, at low Water ; but the Tides 
rifing four or five Fathoms perpendicular, af- 
ford Water enough at high Water, The 
Town is governed by an Officer from the 
Mogul, who commands about aoo Men, who 

are 
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are kept there for a Guard to it, and ar® 
fubordinate to the Governor of

CHAP. xm. 

Gives an Account of the Cities of Cambay^ 
Baroach and Surat ; with feveral Occur-’ 
r ernes that hafferted to them. 

C AM Bat, ori as the Natives call iti 
Cambaut, about li Leases from Go-’ 
ga, in the Bottom of the Gulf ai Cambay, or| 
a fmall River, that is fent by the Overflow- 
ing of the Indus into that Gulf or Baj’’* 
is a large City, with high Walls, and was 
formerly the Metropolis of a Kingdom that 
bore the City’s Name j but Eckbar, great 
Grandfather to Aurengzeb, fent his Son, 
hatiGuire, with a great Army in the fixteenth 
Century, and conquered it, and annext it to 
the Empire of the Great Mogul. 

I T is ftill a Place of good Tradcj tho’ not 
half inhabited, and it contributes very much 
to the Wealth and Grandeur of Surat, to 
which it is fubordinate ; and its Vicinity to 
AmadA>ant,itomynhmctith about 150 Miles 
diftant, makes it ihare the Advantages of that 
^reat City, which, in Magnitude and Wealth, 
is little inferior to the beilTowns voEurofe. 
What It exports by Sea, comes mod: to Cam- 
bay, and carried by the Shipping all o- 
ver India, except what European Ships carry 
iox Europey 
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The Produft and Manufadories of Cam- 
bay are inferior to few Towns in India. It a- 
bounds in Grain and Cattle, Cotton and Silk. 
The Cornelian and Agate Stones are found in 
its Rivers, and no where elfe in the World. 
Of Cornelian they naake Rings, and Stones 
for Signets, and of the Agate, Cabinets, intire 
Stone except the Lids. I have feen fome 
of 14 or ly Inches long, and 8 or 9 deep, 
valued at 30 or 40 Pounds Sterl. They al- 
fo make Bowls of feveral Sizes of Agate, and 
Spoons, and Handles of Swords, Daggers and 
Knives, and Buttons, and Stones to fet in 
Snuff-boxes, of great Value. 

The y embroider the bed: of any People 
in Indtay and perhaps in the World. Their 
fine Quilts were formerly carried to Europe. 
I have feen fome worth 40 L. Sterl. and fome 
Cornelian Rings, above double their W eight 
in Gold. The 'Eatanners are their near 
Neighbours. They are moftly Horfemen, 
and bold Fellows, who borrow round Sums 
from the City, by Way of Compulfion, and 
the Raffpouts and make Inroads into 

this Province, and plunder even to the Gates 
of the City, and fometimes have furprifed, 
and plundred the City itfeif, for which Ne- 
gleft the Governors Heads anfwered. 

In Jbmo 1716. they were very bold and pre- 
fumptuous, fo that there was a Stop put to all 
the Commerce of Amadabant and Cambay. 
The Governor of Surat got an Army of 
xoooo ■ to challifc and reftrain them ; but 
they laid fo many Ambufcades, that, in two 

Months^ 
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Months, the Army was reduced to kfs than 

Half of the Number, and the reft were obli- 
ged to get HomCj with forrowful Hearts, to 
Surat. 

The next Town of Note for Commerce, 
is Baroach, a walled Town, ftanding on a ri- 
fing Ground, on the Banks of the River Ner~ 
daba. F ormerly it was a Place of great Trade, 
but in Aurengzeb^ Wars with his Brothers, 
about the Year 1660, this Town held out a 
great While againft his Army. That Seafon 
proving a dry one, Folks fuffer- 

ed much for W ant of frelli Water and Provi- 
fions, but at laft he took it, and put all to 
the Sword that had born Arms againft him, 
and raz’d Part of the Walls, and pronoun- 
ced a Gurfe on them that fliould repair them 
again. But the Seva/ees IncmBons made 
him order the Rebuilding them himfelf, and 
he chriftned it Suckabant^ ox dry City % 
but that new Name could not efface the old 
one, which it yet retains. It is now inhabit-' 
ed by Weavers, and fuch Mechanicks as manu- 
fafture Cotton Cloth. And the Baftas 

are famous throughout all the Country 
producing the bell Cotton in the World. This 
Town is alfo fubordinate to ; and for- 
merly the.E»g/iy 2 > and had Faftories fet- 
tled there, but of late have withdrawn them. 

Surat is the next Sea-port. It was built a* 
bout the Year 1660. on the Banks of the Ri- 
ver or which being difcoramo- 

ded with Banks of Sand at Rannkr, the then 
Mart Town on this River, the Englijh re- 
moved 

i; 
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moved about two Miles farther down the 
Rivetj on the oppofite Side, near aCaftl 
which had been built many Years before, to 
fecure the Trade from the Infults of the 
MalabarV\x^X.t^ who ufed to lord it over all 
the Sea-coaft between Cape and Qam- 

bay. In a little Time after the Englijh had 
fettled therej others followed their Example, 
fo that in a few Years it became a large 
Towiij but without Walls, and fo it conti- 
nued till about the aforefaid Year, that Ra' 
jah Sevajee^ who had never fubmitted to the 
Mogul's Pominationj came with an Army, 
and plundred it, except the European Faiilo- 
ries, who flood on their Guard. Them he 
complinfented with the Pfofer of his Friend- 
fiiip, becaufe perhaps he apprehended, that 
he could not plunder them without Blood- 
Ihed and Lofs of Time. However he carri- 
ed away a very great Booty, which made the 
Inhabitants petition to fecUrethem 

for the future, by a W all round their Townj 
which Favour he granted, enclofin^about 4 
Miles to build their City in 5 but Trade in- 
Gteafing, the Town was too fmall within 
the Walls to contain the People that came 
about Commerce, wherefore feveral large 
Suburbs were added to the City for the Gon- 
veniency of Mechanicks, The Wall was 
built of Brick, about eight Yards high. With 
round Baflions, zoo Paces diftant from one 
another, and each had ^ or <5 Cannon raoun- 
ted on them. And the rich Men of the 
Town built many Summer-houfes in the 
: t K Fields, 
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Fields, and planted Gardens about them to 
folace themfelves and Families in the Heats, 
which are pretty violent in Airily May aivi 
June. 

The City flourillred in Trade till Anno^ 
id86. that the Englifo Company dillurbed 
its Tranquillity by an unjull War they made 
on Smat, but pretended it was not with the 
Mogiily who had given them many Indulgen- 
ces, which War I’ll remark when I treat of 
Bombay y but that War was ended in Anno 
1689. neither to the Profit nor Honour of that 
Company. In 169^. Captain 
Blvory ^ Pirate dillurbed the Trade and 
'I’ranquillity of the Town with four ftmll 
Ships, taking one of the Moguls Ships, with 
a great Booty in Silver and Gold, and a iWiz- 
hometan Lady, as I obferved before on the 
Commerce of the Red Sea and the Ifland of 
Madagafcar. And fince that Time this City 
has felt many Convulfions in its Trade. 

In Anno 1705'. Aurengzeb began to 

be crazy with old Age, the circumjacent 
jahsy with an united Force of fourfeore tbou- 
land Florfe, came and befieged and 

plundred all the Villages in the plain Coun- 
try ; but having no Artillery, they could do 
hut little Harm to the City itfelf, befides 
Ihaitning it a little for Provilions, but the 
City having their River and Sea open, that 
Difficulty was removed by plentiful Supplies 
brought them from Guzeraf. 

These Freebooters go under the general 
Appellation of but they are com- 

: POfed 
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poftd of the aforementioned fVarrels, Cou-^ 
lies, R^pmts, ‘Patanners and Graciaf. Thefe 
Graciaswexe formerly the landed Men of this 
Count,': and, upon their Submilfion to Ec* 
lar, the then Emperor of Mogul, articled to 
has^e the Ground Rents paid to "them and their 
Polterity ; but the Nabobs often defraud them, 
and they, to put the Governors of Towns 
and Villages in mind of the Gontraft, come 
in great Numbers, and plunder, or lay them 
under Contribution, 

But whilil this rabble Array lay before 
the Town, the Citizens built Sconces in con- 
venient Places, about half a Mile without 
the Wall, to proteft the Suburbs, and all 
thofe Sconces had Cannon mounted on them, 
which kept the Gennims &x a Diflance j and, 
after the Sconces were finilhed, they built a 
good high Wall between each Sconce, that 
encompalfed the whole Suburbs, which Wall 
is about five Miles in Length from the Bank 
of the River above the Town, to that Part 
that terminates below the Town ; and all 
the Inclofure is well inhabited. The Inha- 
bitants are computed at xooooo Souls, and 
amongft them are many very rich, both Ma* 
hornet am ■sxiA Gentiles. AbdulGafour, ^ Ma^ 
hornet an that I was acquainted with, drove a 
Trade equal to the Engli^ Eafl-india Com- 
pany, for I have known him fit out in a Year, 
above twenty Sail of Ships, between 300 and 
800 Tuns, and none of them had lefs of his 
own Stock than 10000 Pounds, and fome of 
them had 25000 ; and, after that foreign Stock 
f K % ■ : was 
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was fent away, he behoved to have as much, 
more of an inland Stock for the following 
Year’s Market. When he died, he left his 
Eftate to two Grandfons, his own Son, who 
was his only Child, dying before htoi. But 
the Court had a Fling at them, and got a- 
bove a Million Sterl. of their Eilate. 

The Trade of Surat was, and ftill is ve- 
ry confiderable, for, from jdnno 1690. to 1705*. 
the Revenues ariling from the Cuftom-houfe, 
Land Rents and Poll Money, communibus 
amis, came to isooocfoRupees, which is Ster/. 
i 6 tsoo L. And the Revenue of Amadabant 
is generally reckoned ten Times as much 
as Surat. The Cuftoms in the King’s Books, 
are but x fer Cent, for Mahometans, and y 
fer Cent, for Gentiles. The Land pays three 
Quarters of its Produft in Corn, and the 
Poll about a Crown an Head ; but the Rich 
generally affift the Poor, fome paying forro. 
fome for loo. and fome for 1000. This Ac- 
count I had from an OfEcer, called the Vac- 
canaviece, who is obliged yearly to take in 
the Accounts of the Golleftions, and fend 
them to Court. Befides the current News 
that monthly occur in his Diftrift, he fends 
to the Vizier by Poll. 

T H E Poft in the Afo^a/’s Dominions goes 
very fwift, for at every Caravanferay, which 
are built on the High-roads,,about ten Miles 
diftant from one another, Men, very fwift 
of Foot, are kept ready. The Letters are 
inclofed in a gilded Box, which he that car- 
ries holds over his Head when he comes

near the Seray, and giving Notice of his Ar- 
rival, another takes it, and runs to the next, 
and fo on. Night and Day, at y or 6 Miles 
in an Hour, till it is carried where direSed 
to, fothat in eight Days, Advices are brought 
from the fartheft Parts of that large Empire, 
to Court. And thofe Curriers are called 
’Hog Choucki^s. 

lN_the City of Surat there are as ma- 
ny difFerent Religions as in Atnfierdam, 
That by Law euabliflied, is Mahometan^ 
of /y^/Zs Seft, and they are called Moors, 
Then there are Terjians and Turks , and fome 
called Mu/ey^ -who obferve Mofes's Law as 
well as the and another Seft called 

MolackSf who obferve fome ancient heathui^ 
Gufloms and Feafts ; but all the others reck- 
on them They have a yeaily Feaft, 

but the Time of its CelebratiOTi is only known 
to themfelves, wherein, after much Mirth 
and Jollity, each Sex withdraw to a Room. 
The W omen take each an Handkerchief, ( or 
fome fuch Sign that may be again known) 
and go in the Dark promifcuoufly among 
the Men, and, without fpeaking, ly down 
together on Mats or Carpets fpread for that 
Purpofe, and enjoy one another’s Company 
fome Hours, then withdraw to their own 
Room, leaving their Signals with their Bed- 
fellows, who know whom they have been 
careffed by ; but very often they find ince*^ 
ftuous Embraces, which at that Feaft are on- 
ly lawfid. made it Death to be 

found at thofe Meetings, yet that execrable 

K 3 Rit® 
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llite is ftUl CQOtinued and praftifed. And 
jlbdul Gafaur, the rich Merchant aforemen- 
tioned* was a Difci^e of that Seft. 

The Banyans are moft nnmerous in this 
City, and are either Merchants, Bankers, 
Brokers or Pen-men, as Accountants, Ckille- 
ftors and Surveyors, but few or none Handy- 
crafts, except Taylors and Barbers. They 
have 85- different Seds among them, that do 
not eat with one another. The greateftPart 
of the eaftern Religion is in Forms of Wcm- 
ffiip, and abflainlng from certain Meats; and 
their Priefls differ as much in thofe Points, 
and feme others of Do&rine, as Baj>ijis and 
^roteflants do, for the Brabamms ov Bra^ 
piames are the Priefls of the major Part of 
thofe Sefts, who gull the People when any 
are dangeroufly hek, by perfwading them 
to leave Legacies to their Gnurch, as fome pi- 
ous do among us, and when they 

obtain a I..egacy, they gratefully acknow- 
ledge the Receit of it, by putting a Scroll 
of I*aper into the dead Perfon’s Hand, con- 
tainingan Account of the Legacy, with a Bill 
at the Bottom, to receive ten Times the Va- 
lue in the other World, from fome eminent 
Saint that deals in fuch Bills of Exchange 
in Paradife. They have Patriarchs and Hi- 
ihops to fuperint'end the inferior Clergy, 
who, byVirtue of a divine Rkht, livefplen- 
didly and luxurioufly on the Oblations of the 
People. 

The other Sefls are taught by the

Hty, and preach up Morality to be the beft 
Guide to human Life, and afErm, that a 
good Life in this W orld, can only recom- 
mend ns in the next, to have our Souls tranf- 
migrated into the Body of fome innocent 
Beaft, or to reft in Paradife. 

Their Priefts indeed ihew much Self-de- 
nial, for they live on Alms, and their 
f calm is a white Sheet that covers their Bo- 
dies, from the Shoulders downwards, a black 
Staff about y Foot long in their Hand, and a 
fmall earthen Pot, with fome powdered Saf- 
fron and Oyl, to mark thofe on the Fore- 
head that have received their Benediffion 
that Day. When they go abroad, the old 
carries a Novice in his Company, to reach him 
Divinity and Morality by Example. They 
feldom fpeak in the Streets, but look grave- 
ly and demurly, and they extend their Cha- 
rity even to Beafts and Birds. They fuffer 
their Hair to grow as low as their Shoulders, 
and have no other Covering on their Heads, 
and keep their Ikards lhaved. 

A N o X II r p.- Sort of them are Doffors of 
Phyfick, who pretend to do great Cures by 
Amulets, Philtres and Prayers. They have 
fome Skill in Simples and Minerals, which 
make them in great Efteem ; but when their 
Skill in Phyfick produces not the promiied 
Effeffs, then they perfwadc the Patient, that 
they ly under the Difpleafure of fome angry 
Deity, who muft be appeafed by Oblations 
and Penances, which they turn to good Ac- 
count, by ordering the Offerings and Pe- 
K4 nance

nance to be light ; and when that Trick fails, 
they leave their Patients to work out their 
own Salvation the beft Way they can. 

There is another Sort called 
who praftife great Aufterities and Mortifica- 
tions. They contemn worldly Riches, and 
go naked, except a Bit of Cloth about their 
Loyns, and fome deny themfelves even that, 
delighting in.Naftinefs and an holy Obfceni- 
ty, with a great Shew of Sanftity. They ne- 
ver cut nor comb their Hair, and befmear 
their Bodies and Faces with Aflies, which 
makes them look more like Devils than Men. 
I have feen a fanftified Rafcal of 7 Foot high, 
and his Limbs well propordoned, with a 
large Turband of his own Hair wreathed a- 
bout his Head, and his Body bedawb’d with 
Afhes and Water, fitting quite naked under 
the Shade of a Tree, with a 'Ttidenda like an 
Afs, and an Hole bored through his Pre- 
puce, with a large Gold Ring fixed in the 
Hole. This Fellow was much revered by 
Numbers of young married Women, who, 
proftrating themfelves before the living ‘Pri- 
apus^ and takinghimdevoutly in their Hands, 
kifi: him, whilfthis bawdy Owner flrokt their 
filly Heads,- muttering fome filthy Prayers for 
their Prolification. 

T H E Aufterities of the Jougles are beyond 
Belief to thofe who have not been Eye-wit- 
nefles of them. Some ftand on one Foot 
fome Years, with their Arms tied to fome 
Beam of an Houfe, or Branch of a Tree o- 
ver their Heads, and continue in that Po- 

flure 
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fttire, except when Nature calls for Exone- 
ration, for others feed them whilft theyftand. 
Their Arms in Time fettle in that Pofture, 
that ever after they become ufelefs, and are 
not to be brought again into their natural Pofl- 
tion. Some fit in the Sun-ihine, with their Fa- 
ces looking upwards, till they are incapable of 
altering the Pofture of their Necks, their Gul- 
let fwelling almoft as thick as their Heads ; 
and they alfo take no Suftenance with their 
own Hands. Others clinch their Fifts, and 
ty them in that Pofture, till their Finger Nails 
come through the Back of their Hands. And 
their Faftings are as incredible. I faw a Wo- 
man of about 30 Years of Age, who made 
a Vow of fafting three Months, to avert 
fome impending Calamity threatned by Hea- 
ven, that ihe pretended to forefee. The Go- 
vernor of being a zealous Mahometan, 
( who generally difcourage Gentilifm, and 
ftrive to deteft theirXe^er <ffW/?i» Miracles) 
ordered the faid Woman to be put into a 
Prifon without Windows, without any other 
Suftenance than fair Water, and to be well 
guarded by Mahometans, to avoid Impofture. 
About 80 Days after Ihe was imprifoned, I 
and feveral other paid her a Vi- 

fit, and got the Door opened to obferve her 
Afpeft. We found her in Health, but very 
weak, and her Pulfe beat very low. Her 
Keepers declared, that Ihe had taken no Su- 
ftenance, but a very fmall Quantity of Wa- 
ter, all the While they had the Overfeemg 
of her, nor did flie ever defire any Food; 
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She told us, that three or four Years before, 
fhe had fafted Ikty Days on the fame Ac- 
count. 

in Anno 1711. the Governor deted- 
ed a great Piece of Impofture of the Joti- 
giesy who paid pretty dear for their Irnpu.- 
dence. One of thofe filly Zealots, who pre<- 
tended to more Sandity than his Neighbours* 
gave out, that he would be buried ( in a 
Grave 10 Foot deep ) alive, and that he 
would appear jit. Amadabanty v^hich. is diftant 
from Surat about aoo Miles, within the Space 
of ly Days. The Grave was dug, and he 
went in, and had fome Reeds placed about 
a Foot or two over his Head, to keep the 
Mould off that was to be thrown over him. 
There was a large Jar of Water ftanding un- 
der the Shade of a great Tiree, about ten or 
twelve ^Yards from the Grave, where a good 
Number of JougieshaA for fome Time taken 
up their Quarters, they were Accomplices in 
the Impollure, and, by their pretended San- 
iiity and great Intereft with Heaven, had 
^ird many poor People into a Belief of their 
Story, and many brought Prefents to them. 
But the Governor of Surat ordered a Party 
of Soldiers to fee the int erred, and to 

fee that no Impollure fhould be ufed about 
his pretended RefurreClion, and to fearch 
well, that there Ihould be no fubtei-raneous 
Communication between the Grave and any 
Place that might be fufpefted above Ground, 
and accordingly fear ching narrowly, they fu- 
fpeded fome Place about the Root of the 

Tree 
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Tree might afford a Paffage, ordered the 
Jougies to remove a little out of their Way, 
which they did willingly, and, finding no 
Vifto that might be fufpefted, they ordered 
the Jougies to remove their great Water 
Jar, which was near full of Water ; but the 
Jougies clamoured loud againll that Breach, 
of their Privilege, in touching their Water: 
But their Noife made the Mahometans Sufpi- 
cion grow flronger, and the Jar was either 
removed or broken ; and behold, where the 
Jar flood, they difcovered a Mine that reacht 
within X Foot of the Grave, which Cheat 
being thus detedled, the angry Soldiers fell 
to work with their broad Swords, to try if 
their Sanftity was Proof againft fharp Steel, 
but found, by an Experiment of laying a Do- 
zen or more dead on the Ground, and twice 
as many maim’d with Wounds, that they 
were as eafily killed or umunded as other 
honefl Folks. The poor Miracle-monger 
lofl his Head in the fray. That fpoiled his 
Journey to Amadabant^ and, which was worfe, 
brought great Scandal on the whole Order. 

I was one Day walking by the Side of 3 
great Tank ot Pond irear Surat, in Company 
with an Lady, and feeing a young 

fitting by the Tomb of a celebrated 
Cuiieree, who are a Seft that bury their 
dead, the Youth Teemed to be very devout 
in Prayer ; but, by the Lady’s Oder, I in- 
terrupted him, and, asking him w’^hy he prat- 
ed there, and to whom did he direft his 
Prayer, he anfwered that be prayed to God 

to

to make him as good a Man as he Was who 
lay interred there. I askt him where God 
was, at which he feemed to fmile, and askt 
me, where is he not? and fo continued a little 
bpace in Pr^er, and, when he had done, he 
took fome Flowers and Grain, with a little 
Water, and befprinkled the Tomb, and, ma- 
ting fome decent Cringings towards the 
iomb, took a formal Leave to go his Way 

CHAP. xrv. 

Is a Continuation of my Obfervat ions of the 
Religions and Cufioms ufed in Surat and 
the adjacent Country, 

God, whom all adore, they 
^ ? but they have manv in- 

ferior Deities, and of them Mahadow, or, as 
mey expreft it,_ Maadow, is the fecond in 
Flace and Dignity, Ramm is the third, and 
Srahma ihe fourth. hndiT arvette is aGod- 
verierated, and is fuppofed to be 
the Wife oi Maadow. The inferior Deities 
or bain^ are very numerous ; but the Ima- 
g« ot (junies, Jagarenat, Ruftum, Gopalfa- 

mt are moft worlhipped in their Temples, as 

reckoned to have moft Intereft with the fu- 
penor Deities. 

The Marriages of the Gentiles m India., 
are celebrated with much Pomp. They be- 
gin in the Forenoon to fend a long Train of 
People with covered Dilhes or Baskets on 

their, 
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their Heads, with Prefents from the Brid^ 
groom to the Bride, and, before the Pre-- 
fent march Hautboys, Drums aud Trum- 
pets. After the Prefents march fome female 
Slaves for, the Bride and Bridegroom’s Ufe. 
After the Slaves comes an empty Tallankem 
to tranfport the Bride from herHoufe to her 
Husband’s. At Ni^t the Bride and Bride- 
groom are carried in State thro’ the Town* 
with Torch-light and Mufick before them, and 
Fireworks played offas they pafs in the Streets, 
and theParents of the marriedCouple fend Pre- 
fents to their Friends. They have no Choice in 
their Marriages, for that is left to the Parents 
or neareft Relations ; and they are married 
before they can be capable, either to choofe 
or refufe, being often married at fix or feven 
Years of Age ; but they do not cohabit be- 
fore the Bride be about ix. and the Bride- 
groom 16. As to their Burials, fome burn 
and fome inter} but Children under 4 Years 
of Age are all buried. And the Wives are 
not permitted to burn with their Husbands ; 
but, when once ihe is a Widow, Ihe never 
can marry.again, but lives to bewail her Wi- 
dowhood, and perhaps her Vir^nity, all her 
Days. 

They marry but one Wife, except in Ca- 
fes of Barrennefs or Adultery, tho’ there are 
no Laws againfl: Polygamy. They abhor 
Buggery and. Sodomy, and the Mahomtanf 
for that Account, becaufe they ufe them* 
They eat twice a Day, but the Husband and 
Wife eat feparate; and they wall^ before and 

after 
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aftet Meat. And the Euro^^eans there fol* 
low that cleanly Cuftom. 

The Tar fees are numerous about Surat 
and the adjacent Countries. They are a 
Remnant of the ancient Ter fans ^ who 'ra- 
ther choofe to be banifht their Country than 
change their Religion ; for in the feventh 
Century of the C^riftian jEra, when Maho- 
met ijm over-ran T erf a, the Spirit of Perfe- 
cution came there, and fome 4 or 500 Fami- 
lies were put on board of Shipping, and fent 
to Sea, without Compafs or Pilot ; and they, 
fleering their Courfe Eaftward (in the South- 
weft Monfoons) from Jafmes^ in about 20 
Days, fell in with the Coaft of India in the 
Night, and the firft Thii^ they faw was a, 
Fire aftiore, which the Exiles fteered to- 
wards, and accidentally fteered into the Ri- 
ver of about feven Leagues to the 

Southward of and were wdcomed to 

Land by the Crowing of a Cov;it Zoroafer 
was their Founder, and taugnt oiem to adore 
the Sun, and Fire, that produced and main- 
tained all fublunary Beings. Their feeing the 
Fire on their Approaching the Land, confir- 
med their Belief, in the Opinion that Ado- 
ration was due to it, for which Reafon they 
j never extioguhh Fire by its oppofite Ele- 

I ment Water ; and even if their Houfes are a 

I burning, theyll ufe no Water to quench the 

I Flames, but throw Earth or Dull to put ft 

I put. ^And becaufe the Cock fainted them 

j firft, after' they had paft through a dangerous 
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Seay and were fecure in a River, they will 
neither kill, nor eat the Flelh of a Cock. 

When they came aHrore, the chai'itable 
hi dims flockt about them, and there being 
feme among them that could fpeak feme Ih~ 
dian Languages, related what hard Ufage 
they had met with in their own Country, 
and that Providence having diredled them to 
the Indian Country, they begged Leave to 
fettle among them, and by their Behaviour 
they would feew their Gratitude for reliev- 
ing diftrelL Strangers, who were then be- 
come their Supplicants. The generous In- 
dians granted their Requeil, and allowed 
them Land to manure, and Seed to low the 
Ground, upon the fame Conditions and Te- 
nure they enjoyed their own Farms : And 
there they fettled firft, and remain in and a- 
bout that Country to this Day. They ne- 
ver marry into foreign Families, which makes 
them retain their native fair Complexion, 
little inferior to us Etirofmns, only their of- 
ten Waihing and Anointing, which is a Part 
of the Exercifes of Religion, takes away the 
beautiful frefli Ruddinefs that adorns ours. 
Their Rites of Marriage are performed like 
the other Gentiles:, in Oilentation and Ex- 
pence; but their Burials are quite differenr, 
for they enclofe a fmall Piece of Ground, 
with a Wall about 4 Yards high, and place 
feveral Benches for the Corps to lit on, that 
the four Elements may each have a Share of 
the Matter their Bodies are compofed of. 
The Sun or Fire exhales the ^\xind. Efjhvias. 

"'The 
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The Water or Rain carries the piitrified 
; Flefti and the Bones to the Earth, that gives 
Burial to them, and the voracious Fowls car- 
ry what they can pick into the Air in their 
Maws. They watch the Corps all Day, till 
one of the Eyes is pickt out. If the Bird be- 
gins with the right Eye, they rejoyce and 
feaft, but if with the left Eye, they mourn 
and lament for the ill Fortune of the De- 
fun ft’s Soul, for they attribute future Happi-* 
nefs to the right Eye, and Mifery to the 
left. They build thefe Charnel Places far 
from any Town or Village, lefl the Stink 
iliould annoy them. 

T H E y are very induftrious and diligent in 
their Vocation, and are bred to Trades and 
manuring Ground. They are good Carpen- 
ters or Ship-builders, exquifite in the Weav- 
er’s Trade and Embroidery, which may be 
feen in the rich Atlafles, Bottadaars and Je^ 
mewaars made by them, as well as fine Ba-^ 
roach nwi Nunfaree Bajias that come from 
their Manufaftories. They work well in Ivo- 
i | ry and Agate, and are excellent Cabinet-ma- 

J kers. They diftil ftrong Waters, but that 

! , they do clandeftinely, becaufe that Trade is 

i prohibited by the Government they live uii- 

/'I der ; yet fome of them get a good Lively- 

; hood by it. 

I The Fields about are all plain, and 

• the Ground very fertil towards the Country, 

but, towards the Sea, it is fandy and fteril. 
They have excellent Beef, Mutton andFowl 
daily expofed to Sale in the City, reafonably 
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cheap. Beef is about three Farthings a Pound* 
when the Bones are kept with the Flefli, and 
about a Peny with the Bones out. Mutton 
is about three half Pence* and good large 
Fowls at feyen Pence half Peny apiece. They 
have fome good Fifh, not dear, and Pigeons 
at a Peny apiece, and live Hares at four 
Pence apiece. 

They have Plenty of Wheat, as good as 
my m Europe^ and fome Peafe, mdi French 
Beans; but neither Oats nor Barley. They 
have feveral Species of Legumen ; but thofe 
oi ^jboll are moll in ufe, for fome Doll and 
Bice being mingled together and boyled* 
make Kitcheree, the common Food of the 
Gountry. They eat it with Butter and yfr- 
char or Salt-fifli. ’Tis a pleafant nourilliiftg 
Food, and that which the famous Aureng- 
zeb moQ. delighted to eat. They have alfo 
Store of wild Fowl ; but who have a Mind 
to eat of them, mull Ihoot them. Flamin- 
goes are large, and good Meat. The Paddy- 
bird is alfo good in their Seafon, and the 
Corrt-bird is excellent in theirs. They have 
good Partridge, but bad Pheafants- Their 
wild Geefe, Duck and Teal are plenty and 
good ; and feveral Sorts of Turtledoves, 
both beautiful and well tailed. They have 
few Deer, but great Plenty of d^ntelopes in 
their Forefts. There are no fine Buildings 
in the City, but many large Houfes, and 
fome Caravanferays andMufcheks, and fome 
fine T4 !»^x, or large Gifterns to keep Rain 
W ater, near the Town, particularly cme a 
t L little 
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little without Bramfore Gate. Tht Fvench 
have a little Church near the old En^lip Fa- 
ftory, which maintains a few Capuchins, who 
praftife Surgery gratis to the poor Natives, 
of what Perfwafion foever. They make fome 
Converts; but they are.generally of theloof- 
eft Morals of any Set in the Towm. There 
are above an hundred different Sefts in this 
City; but they never have any hotDifputes 
about their Doftrine or Way ofWorftiip. Et 

very one is free to ferve and worlhip God 
their own Way. AndPerfecutions for Reli 
gion’s fake are not known among them. The 
Mahometans have the L^aw in their Hands, 
and diftribute Juftice beft to thofe that pay 
beft for it. The Judge’s Feesare a5-/^rG?wr 
on all Sums that he pronounces due to the 
Party whofe Plea is beft fupported with 
Bribes or Intereft, for the Juftice of a Caufe 
feldom prevails. Many Examples I have feen 
between honeft Men of low Fortunes and 
Villains clothed with publick Charafters and 
good Fortunes ; yet in fome Cafes I have 
feen Juftice take Place. The Englip and 
^utch Direiftors or Agents there make good 
Figures, becaufe the Officers of State' and Ju- 
ftice get yearly Prefents or Penfions^ from 
them. The Governor of the Caftle is not 
fubordinate to him of the Towny and he dares 
not come out of his Neft but once in a Year, 
that he is permitted to go to Church, and 
then he muft- return before Sun-fet. None 
are fuffered to pafs the River whilft the Sun 
is down below the Horizon, nor dares any 
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one that comes in Boats put their Foot a- 
ihore without a fpecial Permiffionj and all 
Boats or Veffels muft land at the Cuftom- 
houfe, and the Boat and Men are narrowly 
fearcht. The Cn&oms an Mahsmeuns Goods 
are two in the hundred, on Chriftians three 
and three Quarters ; but the Chriftians are 
exempt from paying Poll-moneyj but the Ma- 
hometans are not, nor Gentows, who pay y 
^er Cent. Cuftoms on their Goods. The Ba- 
nyans are Brokers even to Mahomet ans^ who* 
cannot well make Bargains without their 
Brokers. , 

I' n-E Mahometan'W omsa go always vail’d 
when they appear abroad. Their Garments 
differ but little from the Man’s. Their Coats, 
which alfo ferve both Sexes for Shirts, are 
clofe bodied. The Mens are gathered in 
Plats below the Navel, to make them feem 
long waifted, and the Womens are gathered 
a pretty Way above, to make their Waiff 
feem fhort. They both wear Breeches to 
the Ancle. The Men wear only Silver Rings 
on their Fingers, and generally but one for 
a Signet. The Women wear Gold Rings on 
their Fingers, and fometimes one on their 
Tliumbs, with a fmall Looking-glafs fetin it# 
and often they wear Gold Rings in their No- 
fes and Ears. The Gentiles again permit 
their Women to appear bare-faced, and their 
Legs bare to the Knee. They wear Gold 
or Silver Rings,’ according to their Ability^ 
one in their Nofe, and feveral fmall ones in 
FJoles bored round the Rtm of the Earj 
t L » with 
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with one large and heavy in each Lappet, 
They wear alfo Rings on their Toes, and 
Shekels on their Legs, of the aforefaid Me- 
tals, made hollow, and fome Glafs Beads 
looie in them, that when they move the Leg 
they make a Noife like a rattle Snake. The 
Men wear Gold Rings in their Ears, and 
often three or four in a Glufter, hanging at 
the Lappet. Some have a Pearl fet in them. 
The Mahometan Mm are known by their 
Garb, tho’ the Gentows and theirs are of 
one Make, fave only as they are all overlapt 
on the Breaft. Tht Mahometans iire tied on 
the left Side, which, among them, is the 
Side of Honour, and the Gentiles tie theirs 
on the right Side. The Mahometan Txxt- 
bands are likewife of another Drefs or Make 
than the Heathens-, and the different Sedis 
of the Heathens are known by the Figure of 
their Turbands. 

When the Englijh firft fettled a Com- 
merce in this Country, which was about the 
Beginning of the fixteenth Century, they 
were held in great Efteem ; but the Tortu- 
gueze pretending a Right to that Trade fole- 
ly, difturbed the Englijf? in theirs, murder- 
ing their People, and making Prize of all 
Ships and V effels they could overcome. One 
Seafon the Englijh had eight good large Ships 
riding at Swally, which is about ten Miles 
from Ranier, vihtxe the Prefident and his 
Council then refided ; and Swally wiiS the 
Place w^here all Goods were unladed from 
the Shipping, and all Goods for Exportation 

were 
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were there fliipp’d off. The ’Portugueze 
thinking it a fit Time to give a deadly Blow 
to the EngliJhCommzxce, came with a Fleet 
of 6 large Ships, lo fmall, and lo or half 
Gallies, and anchored to the Northward of 
the EngUJht in a narrow Chanel, not Muf- 
ket-flior wide, and a Tide generally of 6 or 
7 Miles an Hour. The Tortugueze landed 
near 3000 Men, and feized fome Carts laden 
with the Company’s Goods. The Englijh 
could not bear the Infults they daily receiv- 
ed, held a Council, wherein it was refolved 
to land 800 Men out of the Ships, and at- 
tack the ‘Portugueze, while they were lulled 
in Security of their own Strength and Num- 
bers, and if they were overpowered, that 
thofe left on board the Englijh fliould try if 
they could cut a Portugueze Ship’s Cables 
that lay near them, and her driving on board 
of another, might, with the Force of the 
Tide, put them all a-ground on the Shore, 
or a Sand Bank that they lay very near to. 
Accordingly, by Break of Day, the Englijh 
were all landed, and every Ship’s Crew led 
by their own Commander. As they had 
conjectured, fo it fell out, the Englijh were 
among the Portugueze before they could get 
in a Pofture of Defence, and put them in 
Confufion. Thofe on board had done as 
they were ordered, one being cut loofe, foon 
made all the reft run a-ground, and moft of 
them loft, efpecially the great Ships. The 
little Englijh hxxas the Portugueze, 

and killed many in their Flight ; but at a 
. T . 2 ■ . ■ Pninr 
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Point of Liand, about three Miles from the 
Ships, the Tortugtteze mz.d^Q z Stand, and ral- 
lied ; but the little vidorious Army foon made 
them take a fecond Time to their Heels, 
and fo the Englijh got an intire Viftory, 
with fmall Lofs, for there were not twenty 
killed on the Englijh Side, but above i5'oo 
of the Tort-ugueze. In Anno 1(590 . 1 was on 
the Field of Battle, and faw many human 
Sculls and Rones lying above Ground. And 
the Story of the Battle I had from an old 
'Ear fee, who was born at a A^illage called 
Tamkin, within two Miles of the Field, and 
could perfeftly remember the Adion. 

CHAP. XV 

Gives an Account of the famous Aurengzeb’j 
Birth, his Eoliticks and Actions in obtain- 
ing the Empire, and of his long and pro- 
fperous Reign. 

A nd now, before I leave Surat, I will 
venture to relate AurengzeBs Origin, 
and fome of his Adlions. 

Cha Jehan was one of the moil polite Kings 
that ever ruled over that great Empire of 
I Mogulftan. He was a great Patron to all skil- 
ful rerfons in Arts and Sciences, and gave 
great Encouragement to Foreigners to come 
to his Court, treating them kindly and fami- 
liarly, and allowed them handfom Penfions 
£0 live on, and often fent for the moil po- 
lite 
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Jite of them, and difcouried them ahottt the 
Cuftoms, Laws, Commeree and Stnength of 
the Nations, and he found 

valuable amongll them, he would fain have 
brought into his own Dominions- He w'as 
forry to fee the moil beautiful Part of the 
Creation caged up in SeraHmyhxti. xx'p% 
ignorance, and kept from umful and pleafant 
Converfation, by the heavy Fetters of blind 
and .unreafonable Cuftom. He turned his 
Thoughts to break thofe fordid Chains, and 
introduce the Ladies to a free Air, and reck- 
oned his Court, which he then kept at 
a great City, to be the moft proper Part for 
the Stage to aft it firft upon. 

The firft Step he took, was to order ah 
the Ladies at Court to provide precious Stones 
to bring to a Market-place that he had ere- 
fted, and there to ihew their Wares publick- 
ly to all the Noblemen at Court, who were 
ordered to buy them at whatever Prices the 
Ladies put upon them ; and the King him- 
felf was to be a Buyer, to put the greater 
Honour on the new erefted Market. The 
Ladies obeyed, and took their Booths as they 
thought fit. On the Market Day the King 
and Noblemen came to Market, and bought 
the Jewels and other Trifles the Ladies had 
to difpofe of. 

The King coming to the Booth of a very 
pretty Lady, askt what fhe had to fell She 
told him, ihe had one large fine rough Dia- 
mond ftill to difpofe on. He defired to fee 
it, and he found it to be a Piece of fine tran- 
L 4 fparent 
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{parent Sugar-candy, of a tolerable good Di- 
amond Figure. He demanded to know 
what Price llie fet on it, and Ihe told him 
with a pleafant Air, that it was worth a Lack 
of Rupees, or tiyoo L. Sterl. He ordered 
the Money to be paid, and, falling in Dif- 
courfe with her, found her Wit was as ex- 
quifite as her Beauty, and ordered her to fup 
with him that Night in his Palace. She pro- 
mifed to obey, and accordingly went, and 
flayed with him three Nights and Days, and 
then went back to her Husband, whofeName 
Jemal Cham, and was a Commander of 
^oooHorfe. The Husband received her very 
coldly, and told her, that he would continue 
civil to her, but would never cohabit with her 
^gain, and w^ould live with her in the fame 
Manner as if ihe was his Sifter. Upon which 
lire went back to the Palace, and delired to 
be brought to the King, and, being condu- 
ced to him, ihe fell at his Feet, and told 
what her Husband had faid. The King, in 
a Rage, gave Orders to carry the Husband 
to the Elephant Garden, and there to be ex- 
ecuted by an Elephant, which is reckoned a 
ihameful and terrible Death, The poor Man 
was foon apprehended, and had his Clothes 
torn off him, as the Cuftom is when Crimi- 
nals are condemned to that Death, and he 
was dragged from his Houfe, with his Hands 
tied before him. On his Way to the Gar- 
den, he was to pafs near the Palace, and he 
begged to have Leave to fpeak to the King, 
and then he would die willingly, if his _MaT 
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jefty did not think fit he ihould live. A 
Friend of his, who was an Officer of the 
Guards, ordered the Meffengers of Death to 
flop a While, till he had acquainted the King 
with the Requeft, which was accordingly 
done, and he was ordered to be carried in- 
to the Court of the Palace, that the King 
might hear what he had to fay, and, being 
carried thither, his Majefty demanded what 
he would have. Heanfwered, that what he 
had faid to his Wife, was the greateft Ho- 
nour that he was capable to do his King, who, 
after he had honoured his Wife with his 
Embraces, thought himfelf unworthy ever 
after to cohabit with her. The King, pau- 
ling a little, ordered him to be unbound, and 
brought to his own Room, wffiere, alToon as 
be came, the King embraced him, and orde- 
red z Serfaw or n royal Suit to be put upon 
him, and gave him the Command of 5000 
Horfe more, but took his Wife into his own 
Harran or Seraglio^ and, about nine Months 
after, the famous Aurengzeb came into the 
World. How long the Charter held for 
continuing thofe Markets, I know not, but it 
feems Jehan grew fonder of this Lady 
than of any he had before, tho’ he had three 
Sons by them, the eldeil of whofe Names I 
have forgot. Aurengzeb was brought up and 
educated by his Mother, till he was about 
12, Years of Age, and then he had Priefts 
and Philofophers to inftruCl him. 

C/5'4 finding his Empire too large, 

defigned to divide it amongit his Sons, and 

fo 
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fo placed Ws eldeft Son in the nothern Pro- 
vinces of Candahaar Uzbeck, to fuper- 
intend there, .and make him acquainted with 
thofe People and their Cuitoms, that he de- 
figned lliould be his Subjefts. The iecond 
Son Morad Bucks he fent to ’Decan^ to go- 
vern there. The third Sultan Sujah he fent 
to Bengal, X.0 govern that Country ; mdi Au- 
rengzeb he defigned fox Guzerat, being a 
fm5l Province in Comparifon of the others: 
But when Aurengzeb came to be about eigh- 
teen Years of Age, and had done with the 
School, he diirembled his ambitious Thoughts, 
and declared that he defired to live a private 
Life in the Province allotted him, and fo 



took up the Fakir e Habit and Way of Life, 
contemning the Honours and Riches of the 
World, and zealoufly kept the canonical 
Hours of Prayer, which, by the Alcoraji, h 
five Times a Day. In this Thari/aical Way 
he fpent eight or ten Years, till his Father 
began to be old and weak ; and News being 
fpread abroad that he was fiek, the el deft 
£bn began to raife an Army in his Province, 
to march towards in order to feize the 
Crown on his Father’s Demife. Morad Bucks 
knowing the cruel Cuflom of his Country, 
which is either to die, or be fent to an Hill 
near called Goulour, mA. there, drink 

xfie TouJl, ( which is an Infufion of Poppy 
Seeds in Water, that provokes Sleep) and 
fpend his pays in a Lethargy ; but, to avoid 
both, he alfo raifed a good Army in his Pro- 
vince, and marched alfo towards and 

: Y ' S;A 
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Sultan Sujah x^xk^ one va. Bengal, but kept 
within his own Province. Aurengzeb conti- 
nued in his Retirement and holy Exercifes, 
and neither difturbed his Father’s Repofe, 
as the reft had done, nor was fufpefted by 
his Brothers to have anyDefignto rule. Au- 
rengzeb had a Sifter, called Neur Mahaal, that 
was continually about her Father Cha Jehan, 
and he had a great Efteem for her, as iliehad 
for Aurengzeb-, and as ftie was a Woman 
of a great Genius and Vivacity, ihe fiiht out 
all the Defigns of her Father and Brothers, 
and acquainted Aurengzeb with them by Let- 
ters, and promifed her Affiftance to fet him 
on the Throne. 

Cha Jehan fent Letters to his Sons, who 
were in Arms, to disband their Forces, up- 
on their Allegiance, but not one obeyed, al- 
ledging, that they kept in Arms for their 
own Security in cafe of his Death. The 
two eldeft made daily Approaches towards 
Agra, zndi Aurengzeb raifed a fmall but good 
Army, pretending it was to keep the Peace 
of his own Province. However, as Morai 
was on his March towards he 
was obliged to pafs through fome Part of 
Aurmgzeb's Territories, and they had an In- 
terview, and agreed, that if the eldeft Son 
would not be advifed to retire back with his 
Army to his own Province, but continue 
difobedient to their Father’s Commands, then 
Aurengzeb would joyn Morad Bucks, and 
compel him by Force ; but ftill Aurengzeb 
preacht up Peace and Contempt of world- 
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ly Grandeur. They wrote preffingly to then- 
elder Brother, to honour their Father’s Gom- 
mands, but to no Purpofe ; fo Aurmgzeb 
marched his Army always nttx MoradBucks'% 
to meet their eldeft Brother, and found him 
encampt on the Banks of the River Gemna^ 
and, on the oppofite Banks Bucks 

encampt his Men. Aurengzeb went to wait 
on his elder Brother as a Mediator, but in 
reality to difcover what Condition his Ar- 
my was in. His Brother received him with 
the Marks of Elieem, and, after a long 
Conference, he invited Aurengzeb to joyn 
Forces with him, and that affoon as he came 
to the Crown, he would make him and his 
Heirs free Sovereigns of Guzerat. Aureng-’ 
z^b anfwered, that as for his own Part, he 
had rather live a Subjeft than a Sovereign, 
whofe Care about Government difturbed the 
Mind, and rendred it unfit for fweet Con- 
templation, and he only brought his Army 
rtere to joyn him who inclined moft to 
Peace, which he found his Brother Mouad 
Bucks^ averfe tOi, hut that he Would joyn nei- 
ther till the laft Extremity ; and, on his Re- 
ton, he went to Morad, and told Wm, that 
his eldeft Brother’s Army was much inferior 
to theirs, and advifed him to put all to the 
Fortune of a Battle, that he would ftand at a 
little Diftance neuter, till the Battle began, 
would fail on the Enemy’s Fhuk 
and^Rear with his Army, which accordingly 
he did, when his eldeft Brother had no Su- 
fpicion of fuch Ufage. The Battle was Acn-t, 

• hut 
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but bloodyi and the eldeft Brother was kil-" 
led, which the Remnant of his Array feeing, 
begged for Quarter, and had it, and lifled 
into the Conquerors Armies. The Vidory 
was wholly imputed to Jurengzeb's Conduft, 
by all the three Armies, which was a great 
Mortification to Mcrad Bucks-, who exped- 
ed that Honour. But Aurengzeb had ano- 
ther Game to play whilft the Armies were 
fo much at his Devotion, for his Brother 
Morad Bucks was violently inclined to the 
Love of Wine, tho’ forbidden by their Laws. 
Aurengzeb got fome of his own Creatures of 
the beft Rank, to procure Wine and carouie 
with him, which they did, and he got beafl- 
ly drunk, and vomited on the fine Carpets 
he lay on. While he was in that Pickle, Ait- 
rengzeb came to his Tent with his Guard, 
and demanded prefent Admittance, for there 
were News brought of the greateft Impor- 
tance, which he muft, without Delay, com- 
municate to his Brother, and ftepping haftily 
into the Tent, his Guards following him, he 
found his Brother in the Condition he wilht 
for, and calling him feveral Times by his 
Name, he was not able to anfwer, wherefore 
Aurengzeby out of an holy Zeal to Religion, 
vented many angry W ords againft the Beaft 
his Brother, and then, in a fanftified Choler, 
ordered one of his Guards to ftrike off his 
Head, which was forthwith executed. The 
Kews of the Fratricide flew like wild Fire 
through the Armies, hxst Aurengzeb' % being 
in Arms fopn calm’d thofe that had a Mina 

to 
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to raife Troubles, and, in the Morningj niadd 
an Oration that pleafed the Armies fo well 
Jat they fwore Obedience to his Commands! 
The Clergy run his Praifes as high as their 
Prophet’s Paradife, commending his godly 
Piety and Zeal for poor diftre^d Religion^ 
and, no Doubt, would have done the fame 
for the Drunkard, had he been as politick as 
Aumigzeby who is now faluted Tatitjhaw^ 
or Emperor, by the Army, notwithftanding 
nis h ather was then alive. 

Cha Jehan having loft two of his Sons, ex- 
pefted that all his Troubles were now en*" 
ded, fent to Aurengzeb to come to him, and 
confult about fettling the Peace of his Coun- 
which had been fo long difturbed by 
civil Wars, but Aurengzeb would not trufl 
himfelf within the Walls of a City, where he 
had not the Command in his own Hands, 
but wrote very fubmiffive Letters to his Fa- 
ther, and advifed him to lay down the heavy 
Charge of Government on his Shoulders 
who was young, and much better able to 
manage it than a Man whofe Age required 
Reft, and gave Orders to build an high Wall 
round the Palace, and placed his own Crea- 
tures to guard the Palace, which fo vexr the 
old King, that he ordered all the Jewels of 
be broken, and particularly 
his Throne, which he himfelf had caufed 
W be made worth above a Million Sterling. 
but none durft obey him. And Neur 
hmli who had given her Brother Aureng- 
xeb private Informations of her Father’s -De- 

%ns 
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figns aU the Tinifi of the Rupture, adv«:ti- 
fed him of the old Man’s Defign in that Af* 
fair,, and cautioned him to take Oare of what 
Meat and Drink he took, and to fend an 
Array into Bengal., to reduce Sultm Sly ah,. 
who was invited by the old King, to come 
with his Army to A Aurengmb dmSl 
not leave that Country where his Faiher w^ 
well beloved, for Fear of a Revolution iit 
his Affairs, but fent an Army under the Com- 
mand of a trufty General, czAtA. Emirjental 
who, in three YearsTime, chafed 
tan Snjah out of the Dominions of Bengal^ 
and Cha Jehan then dying, brought a fereiie 
Peace throughout the whole Empire. Au-^ 
rengzeh remembring his Sifter’s Service^ 
made her Governefs of the Palace, and re- 
tained her always near his Perfon, and would 
eat nothing but what came from her Hand- 
BniNonow fettled in Peace, he invited 
his holy Brethren the Fakires, who are vfe-* 
ry numerous in India, to come to 
receive a new Suit of Clothes, as a Teftimo- 
ny of his Kindnefs for them. Great Num- 
bers came on the Invitation, and he pitched 
Tents in many Places round the City to en- 
tertain them, and he proclaimed, that on a 
certain Day the Diftribution Ihould be made, 
and appointed Officers in every Tent to de- 
liver the new Clothes, but to retain the old 
Rags in their Rooms, which Stratagem 
brought many Millions into his Treafury, for 
thofe pretended Saints having good Store of 
Diamonds and Gold fewed up in their Rags, 

were 
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were forced to leave all behind them. He 
then bent his Thoughts on enlarging his Do- 
minions, and quarrelled with the King of O- 
rixa near Bengal^ and with the King of Vi~ 
fafore near Decan, and, in ten Years, he an- 
next their Dominions to his own large Em- 
pire. And fo I leave him to takehisPleafure 
till the Year 1707. that he died in his Tent 
near and lies buried in afmall Tomb 
of feven Foot long and three high, on the 
Side of an High-way that leads to that City. 

He was a Prince every Way qualified for 
governing. None ever underftood Politicks 
better than he. ^ The Balance of diftributive 
Juitice he held in an ^Equilibrium. He 
was brave and cunning in War, and merci- 
ful and magnanimous in Peace, temperate 
in his Diet and Recreations, and modeft and 
grave in his Apparel, courteous in his Beha- 
viour to his Subjeds, and affable in his Dif- 
courfe. He encouraged Virtue, and dif- 
countenanced Vice, and he ftudied the Laws 
of Humanity, and obferved them as well as 
tnofe of Religion, for in that Part he incli- 
ned to Superftition. He had five Sons, but 
giree only made any Figure. The eldeft was 
or WL\gzr\j Hazan Torah, the fecond 
Smji} Allom, the third Furuckjier, the fourth 
Eckbar, and the fifth Shaw Hazander. The 
three Erft contended for the Crown after 
their Father s Death, but Shaw Allom carri- 
ed It.

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gties Diftance, are feveral Rivers and Villa- 
ges, under the Superintendency of Surat, 
^umbafs is the firft, but of fmall Confequence* 
either in Trade or Manufadory. Nnnfaree 
is the fecond, that has a good Manufaftory 
of Cotton Cloth, both coarfe and fine. Gm-- 
davee is next, where good Quantities of 
Teak Timber are cut, and exported, being 
of excellent Ufe in building of Houfes or 
Ships. Seragotmgis a River of no other Con- 
fequence but limiting the Mogul's Domini- 
ons on the Sea Side, as well as the Tortu- 
gueze Territories. It is diftant from T>amaan 
about 4 Miles. 

C H A P. XVI. 

’Treats of the Cities and Towns on the Sea^ 
coaft, belonging to the Crown e/ Portugal, 
Daraaan Bombay. 

D am AAK vt^s, in former Times, a 
Place of good Trade, but at prefent 
reduced to Poverty. It ftands at the Mouth 
of a River on the Sea-fliore, and is naturally 
very fiirong, by a deep Marfli that almofi: 
furrounds it. The Town is about half a 
Mile long, and near as broad, walled with a 
good Stone Wall, as the reft of the Build- 
ings of the City are built of; and it has a large 
Cathedral to adorn it, that is confpicUous a 
long Way at Sea. There are two or three 
other Churches, and a Convent, a Monaftery, 
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a Nunnery, and an Holpital, and ttiere is a 
Caftle ftands on the oppofite Side of the Ri- 
ver, chrillned by the Name of St. Salva^ 
dore^ mdi it is well fecured by the Morafs, 
as well as the Town. It has been for a long 
Time a great Eye-fore to the Governors of 
Surat i Viho have often piqkt Quarrels with 
the ‘Portugueze^ laid Siege to Tya'^aan^ 
but without Succefs. 

From ^amaan to Baffaim is about 1 8 
Leagues along; the Sea-fliore. There are fe- 
veral Rivers and Villages by the W ay, mz:., 
*iDanaw, Parraprei Mahim, /Ce/Aw, and the 
Ifland but they are all of fmall Ac- 

count in the Table of Trade. 

Baffaim is a fortified City belonging to the 
Crowm of Portugal. It Hands on a little I- 
Hand, feparted from the Continent by a fmall 
Rivulet. Its Walls are pretty high, and a- 
bout two Miles in Circumference around the 
City, wi'hiGh has a little Citadel in the Middle 
of it. It contains three or four Churches, and 
fome Conyents and Monafteries, with a Col- 
Tege and. Hofpital. 

"l T .is a Place of fmall Trade, becaiife mofi 
of its Riches iy dead and buried in their 
Churches, or in the Hands of indolent lazy 
Country Gentlemen, who loiter away their 
Days in Eafe, Luxury and Pride, without 
having the leail Senfe of the Poverty and Ca- 
lamity of their Country. The Town is a- 
bout half a l^eague diliant from the liland of 
Sdfit, wdrich Inlet ferves it for an Harbour 
lor. fmall Shipping, but there is not W ater 

enough 
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enough to accommodate ^eat Ships. The Go- 
vernor is ftiledj by the ^muguezie. General 
of the Northi having ® i«, 'iiamaan and Chaul^ 
with all their TerritorieSjfubordiriate to him, 
but the Church fuperintends, which mafces 
his Government both uneafy and precarious. 

is an Illand about x j Miles long, 
and, in fome Places, lo Mies broad. It is 
fruitful in Roots and Fruits* but not in Corn. 
It is flockt with Villages and Churches, but 
has no City on it, but an old one, Called 
Gmra^ hewn out of the Side of a Rock, 
but by whom I never could learn. It is near 
a Mile in Length, and many antique Figures 
and Columns curioufly carved in the Ifeick, 
and has feveral good Springs of Water to ac- 
commodate it. Atprefent it is inhabited only 
with wild Beafts, and Birds of Prey. The 
Ifland is almoft cut in two by a narrow Ri- 
ver that bifeCls it at a Town called Verfita, 
which lies on the Sea-fliore, and has a httle 
narrow Harbour, deep enough to receive 
Ships of the greatefl Burden, and is fecured 
by a fmall Fort ftanding on the North Side, 
but the Town is on the South Side of the 
River. It drives a fmall Trade in dry Fifh, 
made here, and tranlported to the inland 
Countries and Villages, that want the Bene- 
fit of Fiihing. The Filhers here catch their 
Fidt in long Nets, faftned to Stakes placed in 
the Sea, the outwardmofi; of which are driven 
in the Bottom on nine Fathoms W ater 3 and 
they appear to Strangers like a W ood in the 
Sea. Thqre are fevei al Villages Handing be- 
• : t M l tween 
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m^enVerfua and Bombay ^ on the Sea-fliore, 
but Bandar a is the moft confpicuous, which 
fronts Mahim on Bombay, about a Mile di- 
flant. The Bortugneze have fome great 
Guns planted at Bandara, \)VX they have no 
Trade, becaufe the River belongs to the 
EngUjh ; and all Cufloms of Goods, either 
imported or exported, are paid to the Cu- 
llom-houfe o? Mahim. The Mouth of the 
River is pefter’d with Rocks, that forbid En- 
trance to any VelTels of Burden. 

In jimo 1694. the Muskat Arabs a 
Defcent on Salfet, and committed great De- 
predations in plundring and burning Villa- 
ges and Churches, killing the Priells, and 
carried about 14C0 Captives into irredeem- 
able Slavery. And about the Year 1710. the 
Priefts of Salfet difturbed the Englift} Ma- 
him, animating the People to Arms ; but a 
Bomb or two thrown into the Church at 


Baniara, had no Refpeff to the Priefthood, 
bur facrilegioufly killed one or two, befides 
fome Lay Brothers, which made them know 
that War was not their Trade, They were 
alio troublefom to the Englifo in Anno \']%%, 
but the Englijh furprifed a Parcel that were 
about repairing an old Fort, contrary to Ar- 
ticles of Agreement, and killed a Score or 
two, which made the reft take to their Heels, 
and be quiet. 
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Gives a T^efcripion of Bombay, with fome 
hijiorical Remarks on its Wars, Govern^ 
ment and Trade, till Anno 1687. when the 
Foundation of a War was laid, which pro- 
ved the if^e® EnglifliEafl:-india 

Company. 

B omb ay comes next in Courfe, an 
Ifland belonging to the Crown of 
England. It was a V&xt o? Katharine of fPor- 
tueaPs Portion, when Ihe was married to 
Charles II. of Great Britain, in Anno 
Its Ground is fteril, and not to be improved. 

It has but little good Water on it, and the 
Air isfomewhat unhealthful, which is chiefly 
imputed to their dunging their Cocoa-nut 
Trees with Buckjhoe, a Sort of fmall Fifli- 
es which their Sea abounds in. They being 
laid to the Roots of the Trees, putrify, and 
caufe a moft unfavoury Smell ; and in the 
Mornings there is generally feen a thick Fog 
among thofe Trees, that affefts both the 
Brains and Lun^s of Europeans, and breed 
Confumptions, levers, and Fluxes. 

After the Marriage, King Charles ietA 
my Lord with four or five 

Ships of War, to take Poireflion of it, and 
the King of Tortugal fent a Vice-roy to de- 
liver it, and all its Royalties, to thefaid Lord, 
•mi. 'Sw Abraham Shipman was ordered to be 
Governor for King They arrived 

at Bombay in September, 1663 . but the Church 
M 3 . with- 
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Withftood the Crown, and difobeyed the Or- 
der : Nor woidd they acknowledge the Vice- 
roy, unlefs he would come into their Mea- 
fbres, which, rather than lofe his new Digni- 
ty, he did. And the Englijh Fleet was for- 
ced to go to S^aUy to land their Men, afid 
get Refrefliments ; but the Governor of Ja- 
raty in whofe Diftrift Swalty is, grew jea- 
lous of the Numbers and Bravery of the 
glifi), and threatned the Faftory eftablilhed 
in Surat, if they did not fpeedily re-imbatk, 
which, to avoid Sufpicion, they did, and the 
Governor allowed them the free life of the 
Markets, fo that they had no Waia: of Pro^ 
vifions and Merchandize whilft they frayed 
there. In January x 66 ^. my l^ordi went back 
to Englandi cnr^lng two Ships with him, 
and left Sit Abraham with the reft, to pafs 
the wefterly Monfoons, in fome Port on the 
Gpaft, but being unacquainted, cbofe a defo- 
late Ifland, called Aujadiva, to winter at. It 
is fo far from an Harbour, that it is even but 
a bad Road for Shipping in thofe boiftrons 
South-weft Winds and turbulent Sea j how- 
ever he landed all the Land-forces, and built 
Huts to defend them from the Weather. 
The Ifland is barren, but has fome Springs 
of good Water. It is about a Milelong, and 
300 Paces broad. Here they ftayed from A-^ 
fril to OBober, in which Time they buried 
above xoo of their Men. 

When the Monfoons were over, the Squa- 
dron put to Sea, and put in to Embay, to 
try if the Church had confidered on the O- 

bedience 
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bedience due to the King of Tortugd\ Or- 
ders, or if they had a Mind to draw the 
Arms of England., as well as their Sovereign’s, 
upon them. Some of them had not forgot 
'w>’hat Damages Spain and Portugal had fu- 
ftained by the Engiijh Fleet in Cromwel\ 
Time, advifed the Church to obey the King, 
fetting forth the Miferies they lliould be 
brought into in cafe of Noncompliance. At 
length their holy Zeal abated, and they were 
content to admit of a Treaty, but, before 
the Treaty was concluded. Sir Jlbraham died, 
and one Mr. Humphrey Cook, who was next 
in Commiffion, continued the Treaty, and 
articled, that the Inhabitants ftiould enjoy 
their Lands and Religion under the King of 
England, but forgot to infert the Royalties 
appending on Bombay, which reacht as far 
as Verjiia on Salfet, which Omiffion has been 
a Bone of Contention for both Parties ever 
iince. 

Mr. CiJoi, according to the Treaty, took 
Poffeffion of the Ifland, in the King’s Name, 
and forthwith began to fortify regularly, and, 
to fave Charges of building an Houle for 
the Governor, built a Fort round an old 
fquare Houle, which ferved sko-Bortuguezc 
for a Place of Retreat, when they were di- 
liurbed by their Enemies, till Forces could 
be fent from other Places to reljeve them. 

After the Fort was lined out, and the 
Foundations laid. Sir Gcrmr Lucas 
from England with two Ships, but Affairs be- 
ing fettled before he caftie, did not ftav a-,. 

M Bom-’ 
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Bombay \onq,tx than January x 666 . and left 
the Government of the Ifland in the Hands 
of Mr. Cook and his Council, the Prefidency 
for the then Company, redding zt Surat. 
Their Trade fionriflied, and increafed won- 
derfully ; but, after the Fort was finilhed, 
the King finding, that the Charge of keep- 
ing Bombay in his own Hands would not 
turn to account, the Revenues being fo ve- 
ry inconfiderable, he made it over to the 
Eaft-hidta Company in Fee Tail, which con- 
tinues fo till this Time. 

I N building the Fort w'here it is, Mr. 
Cook lliewed his Want of Skill in Architefture, 
where a proper and convenient Situation 
ought to be well confidered, for it is built on 
a Point of Rocks that jets into the Sea, 
where there are no Springs of frefli Water, 
and it Hands within 800 Paces of an Hill, cal- 
led ‘Dungerecy that overlooks it, and an Ene- 
my might much incommode it from that 
Hill, as we found by Experience in Anno 
1689, when the 7k%0/fent an Army on 
bay. As for the Magnitude, Figure and Ma- 
terials of the Fort, there is no Fault to be 
found in them, for it is a regular Tetragon, 
whofe outward Polygon is about yoo Paces, 
and it is built of a good hard Stone, and it 
can mount above 100 Piece of Cannon ; and 
that is all that is commendable in it: But had 
it been built* about yoo Paces more to the 
Southyi'ard, on a more acute Point of Rocks, 
called Mendhani% Point, it had been much 
better on feveral Accounts. Firft, it had been 

much 
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much nearer the Road for proteding the 
Shipping there, it had been farther oiF ‘Dm- 
geree Hill, it would have had a Spring of 
pretty good Water, which ferved the Ho- 
Ipital that was afterwards built there, and the 
Shipping had been better fecured that lay 
in the little Bay between the Point where 
the Fort now Hands, and Mendhard^ Point. 

They went about building feveral other 
little Forts and Sconces in convenient Places, 
to hinder an Invafion, if any of their Neigh- 
bours fhould have attempted one, Ki Ma- 
zagun there was one, at Souree one, at Sim 
one, at Mahim one, and Worlee had one, 
and fome great Guns mounted on each of 
them. Notwithftanding the Company was at 
fo much Charge in building of Forts, they 
had no Thoughts of building a Church, for 
many Years -nitQx Svc George Oxendon began 
to build one, and charitable Collections were 
gathered for that Ufe ; but when Sir George 
died. Piety grew fick, and the Building of 
Churches was grown unfafliionable. Indeed 
it was a long While before the Illand had 
People enough to fill a Chapel that w^as in 
the Fort, for as fail as Recruits came from 
Britain, they died in Bo'mbajy which got the 
Ifiand a bad Name. 

There were reckoned above yooo L. 
had been gathered towards building the 
Church, but Sir John Child, when he came 
to reign in Bombay, converted the Money to 
his own Ufe, and" never more was heard of 
it. The Walls vvere built by his Predecef- 

ibrs 
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fors to five Yards high, and fo it continued 
tili the Year 1715'. that Mr. Boone came to 
the Chair, who fet about building it, and, in 
five Years Time, finillied it by his own Be- 
nevolence, and other Gentlemen, who, by 
his Perfwafions, were brought in to contri- 
bute. The Company alfo contributed fome- 
thing towards that pious End. 

About the Year 1674. Prefid ent 
a Gentleman well qualified for Governing, 
came to the Chair, and, leaving d’awt to tlie 
Management of Deputies, came to Bombay, 
and reftified many Things that were amifs, 
and brought the Face of Juftice to be unvai- 
Jedj which before lay hid in a fingle Perfon’s 
Breafi, who difiributed her Favours accord- 
ing to the Governor’s Direftion. He ereft- 
ed a formal Court, where Pleas were brought 
in and debated ; but that Method kfted but 
a fewYearSj when Sv^John came to the 
Chair the Court was done. Mr. Atingier^& 
vifed the Company to enclofe the Town 
irom ‘Dungeree to Mendham'^ Point, for fe- 
curing the trading People from the Infults of 
their troublefom beggarly Neighbours on the 
Continent f but his Propofals were rejefted, 
and that neceflary Piece of Work was refer- 
ved for Mr. alfo. And happy it was 
for the Inhabitants that the Town was fecu- 
fed by a W all, otherwife Connajee Augurie 
would have harafled them with continual In- 
fults fmce his War with the Englijh began. 

T H E Name of Mr. Amgter is much re- 
vered by the ancient People of and 

Bombay 
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Bmhay to this Day. Hisjuftice and Dexte- 
rity in managing Affairs, got himfuchEfteem* 
that the Natives of thofe Places made him 
the common Arbitrator of their Differences 
in Point of Traffick : Nor was it ever known 
that any Party receded ever from his Award. 
There are no Dangers in going into 
Road, but one funk Rock that lies 
about half a League from the Caflle. It is 
dry at low Water, and has a Chanel within 
it deep enough for the greateft Ships to pafs. 

I never heard of any Damage done by that ^ 
Rock, but to a fmall Ship called the Baden, 
which, by Carelefnefs, run on it at Noonday, 
and was loft. 

iN jthe Year 1673. the Eaji-india ^ 

Company having an Eye on Bombay, fent a 
Squadron of Ships, with a little Army, to 
try if they could take it in amongft their o- 
ther Gonquefts of India, but, on their land- 
ing, met with fo warm a Reception, that 
they were glad to get off with the Lofs of a 
or 300 of their Men, and fo left Engliflj | 
to the quiet Poffeffion of it. 

The Governors proved tolerable good, 

till i68a. that Sir John CWfpoilt it. The | 
India Company knowing how to make ufe ! 
of King Gharks's NecefRties, made him fome : 
Prefents of Money, and he, in grateful Ac- ' 
knowledgments, granted them Power to rob 
their fellow Subjeas in ; but they ufed 
that Power to their own Deftruftion, for 
Mx. Child's Pride and Oppreflions grew fo 
intolerable, that even the Gentlemen in the 

Comr 
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Company’s Service had not the free Exercife 
ot Trade, and much lefs private Merchants 
r S trampling on the eftabliihed Laws 
oi England, by Advice of his Namefake who 
governed the Company in Ennope, hy impri- 
loning and murdering their fellow Subieas 
grew hateful to all. f v’ 

^ he made his Brother in Law 

iMr PFard his Deputy of Bombay, who defi?- 
ned to fifh in tfoubled Waters. Mr. Chtld 
being honoured with the Title of Baronet 
by the powerful Motive of the Company’s 
Money to the King, he, at the fame Time, 
got the^ Commiffion of General, which puft 
bim up To, that he contemned all Laws hu- 
anan and divine. The military Gentlemen, 
wto had made Contrafts m England 
salaries, tho’ paid at ao per Cent. Lofs, yet 

® Oeconomift for his 
Matters Interefts, fent his Deputy Orders to 
reduce their Pay to 30 per Cent, lefs than it 
was before, tho’ it was fo fmall, that they 
couIdTardly bring both Ends to bear at the 
Months End. That hard Pill the Sons of 
Mars could 'not fwallow, and fo bent their 
Minds on a Revolution : And having come 
to tome Knowledge of Mr. JV bird's tampering 
with^he Sevajee to land on the Ifland, they 
detefted fome Letters of his to that Purpofe, 
r them a Ground for a Revolt 
* “e Sevajee indeed fent a Fleet of 80 Sail 
oL fmaU Veflels to land on the back Bay 
which faces the Ocean ; but, on their trying 
to land Tome Forces, they were warmly re- 

pulfed, 
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pulfed, and loft many of their Men, which 
made them draw off' again in Confufion, and 
Mr. Ward, being confronted with his own 
Letters, and having little to fay in his own De- 
fence, was made a Prifoner ; and General 
Child's Faction was fent to Surat to him. 
The Illanders, taking the Government of 
the liland into their own Flands, chofe Cap- 
tain Keg'wine yidpx of the Military, to iu- 
perintend military Affairs, and one Captain 
Thorburn to overfee the civil. 

General Child foon difpatcht Letters to 
England, and gave an Account of the Rebel- 
lion, and King Charles difpatched a Frigat, 
called the Thenix, for India, to demand the 
Reftlttition of the Ifland, and put it again 
into the Company’s Hands. They arrived at 
Bombay, m. September 1685'. and Ihewed the 
King’s Orders, with a full Pardon to all who 
yielded Obedience, which unanimoully the 
Illanders did ; but, for their own Security, 
drew up fome Articles to be ffgned by Ge- 
neral C/ai/i and Captain Tyrrel, who com- 
manded the Thenix, one of which Articles 
was, ‘That any ‘Perfon that bad a Mind to 
go forl^'.x\^znd,Jhot{ld have free Liberty, and 
a Pajfage oji board the Company's Shipping, 
which being agreed to and ligned. Captain 
Kegavine took his Paflagc on board the firft 
Ship ; but Thorburn being a married Man, and 
having a fmall Eftate, ns well as a Family on 
the liland, could not fo ealily remove, but 
trufted to the Act of Grace, and the Treaty 
tliey had made. 
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After General Child had gotten the 
Reins of Government again into his Handsi 
he became mcwe infupportable than ever. 
He ereded a Court of Inquifition, and made 
an old Greek, one Captain Garey, Judge, 
who had condemned a Man to be hanged 
on a Teufday, and the Man fuffered accor- 
ding to &ntence; but, on Friday the 
poor dead Fellow was ordered to be called 
before the Court, but he would not comply 
with the Orders. 

Gaft AiN Tharhurn was the firft that felt 
the Weight of Mr. Childt% Difpleafure. He 
^t Fellows to fwear him out of his 
Ktde Effete, who brought in forged Bonds 
for Sums borrowed from one King, whom he 
never had any Dealings with, and found Wit- 
nefies to atteft them. All that had, 

was too little to pay the Sums, for whichhis 
]M:ate was taken from him, and himfelf put 
i» P^on, without the PermiiBon of one 
to attend or ferve him in Prifon. His 
own Wife was not permitted to vifit him, 
wych hard Ufage brought him into a violent 
Fever* that foon iput an End to his Life. 
About two Days before he died the Goaler 
acquainted his Lady of his Danger, and fhei 
with two fmall Children, went to the Gene- 
ral, and, on their Knees, begged that a Do- 
dor might be permitted to vifit her Husband, 
owe he was inexorable, and would allow no 
luch Favour, only granted her Leave to be 
in Prifon with him till he died, and fhe fray- 
ed but one Day and a Part of a Night till he 

expiredi 
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expired. When the Tragedy was over, ihe 
was going Home to her diftreft Family, bur 
found her Slaves and Children removed into 
a little Out-houfe of hers, and the Doors of 
her Dwelling-houfe ihut agdnft hen The 
L-ady had two Sifters married on the Iftand, 
and ilie, hoping to find Relief from them, 
went to vifit the eld eft, but Ihe met her at 
the Door and told her flie could have no 
Admittance, her Husband being liable to 
Profcription, if he admitted her into bis 
Houfe ; and llie believed the other Sifter’s 
Husband durft not entertain her in his Houfe, 
The poor Lady, full of Sorrow and Grief, 
being abandoned of all her Friends and Re- 
lations, went back to her diftreffed Family, 
and, having no vifible Way of Support, hail 
once fome Thoughts of putting an End to 
her Miferies ; but her Sifters, unknown to 
their Husbands, fent her fome Relief by a 
trufty female Slave in the Night, and a Let- 
ter, ( that they defired her to burn aflbonas 
Ihe had read) wherein they promifed to be 
allifting in the Maintenance of her and her 
Children, till the Almighty lliould think pro- 
per to deliver her out of the Perfecution. 

The poor Lady had both Beauty and Dif- 
cretion enough to recommend her to the 
virtuous Part of Mankind ; but none of the 
Gentlemen that wiftit her well, durft make 
Addrefles to her, only one, who had the 
Command of a Ship in the Merchants 

Service, as he had no Dependence on the 
General, nor his Mafters in England, thought 
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he could not well come within the Reach of 
their Perfecution, fo he courted her, and 
married her, but that was thought a capital 
Crime, and the General acquainted his 
an Owners, that without they difcharged him 
their Service, they fliould aJfo find the Weight 
of his Difpleafm-e ; and accordingly, to avoid 
Contefts with his Excellency, he was dif- 
charged : But Grief put an End to his Trou- 
bles, for he died within a Year after his Mar- 
riage, and left the poor Lady another Child 
to take Care of, but left her above looo L. 
Sterl. of Stock for her and her Family’s Sup- 
port. 

As the Thenix was in her "Way to Indian 
Ihe called at the Ifland of Johanna, and there 
found an Engliflo Ship, called the Brifiol, 
flopping fome Lakes in her Bottom Cap- 
tain by a difpenfing Power from the 

0)^ England, feized her, and defigned 
to have carried her to Bombay, in Company 
of a final! Velfel that he had feized on the 
Cqaft of Madagafiar. The Brijiol funk the 
third Day after they put to Sea, but the o- 
ther came fafe. The Brijiolh Men were 
looked on as Pirates, and one Mx. Mews a 
Supercargo was arraigned before the Gene- 
ral’s Tribunal, where he himfelf fat Lord 
chief Juftice, and, after his ufual Manner of 
bellowing opprobrious Names, he condemn- 
ed Mr. Mews to lofe all that he had in the 
World, and looo Pounds befide, and to ly in 
Prifon, at his own Charges, till the Fine 
was paid ; \mx. yix, Vaux, who was Judge of 

the' 
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the Ifland in petty Affairs, fliewed him the 
Weaknefs of his Sentence, and perfwaded 
him to fet the poor Adan at Liberty^ andor- 
der him a Paffage for 
When Mr. firil got his CommifFion 
to plunder, there were two of his own Coun- 
cil at Snrat that were great Eyc-fores to 
him, viz. Mflieurs ^etit and Bduchet\ 
They were Gentlemen of good Intered in 
England, and had great Remittances of Mo- 
nies on the Company’s Shipping coming year- 
ly to them, to buy up Diamonds ana fend 
Home. General Child let them know, that 
he expefted Half of their CommilEons as a 
Perquifite to his Poft, but they could not be 
brought to think foi However they conde- 
fcended, that if he would joyn his Commif- 
fions to theirs, which were much greater 
than his, they would be content to make ari 
equal Dividend in the Commiffions ; but 
that Propofition he rejedfed, and was refold 
ved to carry his Point by Fraud, and wrote 
to the Company in England, of thdfe two 
Gentlemens ill Services relating to the Com- 
pany’s Affairs, tho’ none knew of any, but 
Mr. C/ji/ihimfelf. Thofe Gentlemens Friends 
in the Committee of the Company mEnglandi 
acquainted them, by Letters over Land, of 
the Danger they were in, and gave them 
Warning to be on their Guard ; and they ac- 
cordingly took an Houfe contiguous to the 
Fadiory, and, by Degrees, conveyed what 
they thought fit into their new Lodgings, but 
f N re- 
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retained their old ones in the Faftory, When 
the Shipping arrived, and the Company’s 
Packet was opened, and read at the Council 
Table, Mr. Tetit fat in his Place as fecond, 
and Mr. Boucher in his as fourth. When 
fome few Paragraphs were read, one was to 
difmifs thofe Gentlemen from the Company’s 
Service, and were forthwith ordered to with- 
draw, which accordingly they did, and went 
to their new Lodgings without the Faftory. 
Affoon as the Council broke up, 'Mt. Child 
fent Orders to confine them in their Faftory 
Rooms ; but Word being brought that they 
were not in the Faftory, but their Doors 
were lockt, he gave Orders to break them 
open, and fecure all that was found in them 
for him, efpecially their Papers and Books; 
but they found nothing but a Bed furnilhed, 
and fome empty Trunks. When Mr. Child 
underftood that their Efifeds and Papers were 
removed, he raved like a mad Man, but to 
no Purpofe, fo he perpetrated their Deftru- 
flion by Fraud ; but the profcrib’d being well 
beloved by the Brokers, who were always of 
Mr. C/ji/i’s Cabinet Council, were timely ad- 
vertifed of his Plots, and prepared to coun- 
terplot him. He was the firft that bribed the 
Moguh Governors to joyn in Villany with 
a Prefident ; but ’tis now a very common 
Piece of Policy at Surat, and has been often 
made ufe of againll the Englijh 
fmce Mr. C^i/<fs Time: However, for a Sum 
of about 4(000 L. Sterl. ht got the Gover- 
nor of the Town to ftretch his Commiilion, 

■ ; in 
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in pretending to diftribute Juftice^ which Is 
only the Cadje'e'% Place to do. He got the 
Governor to command the two Vi^ims to 
meet at a Garden near the Town, and to 
deliver them up to the General, who was 
there with a Dozen of Grenadeers to receiye 
them, and carry them on board of a Shifl 
that lay ready to tranfport thera io Bombaj^ 
and there to feed on the Bread of Afflidion 
as long as they lived. He had fuborn’d a 
Gentleman to draw up an Account, wherein 
the Delinquents were brought in Debtors to 
the Company 1 14000 -Rupees, or^ 14150 L, 
Sterl. and that Gentleman fwore to the Ac- 
eoilnt. The two Defendants being forewar- 
ned of the Plot, had given Bonds to their 
Mahometan zvA Heathen Friends, for above 
Double the Sum that the honefl; General de- 
manded ; and it is againft their Law to force 
any Perfon out of the MooaPs Dominions, 
who is indebted to his Subjefts } but when 
Mr. Harris had fworn to the Account, ( for 
that was the Gentleman’s Name) the Gover- 
nor ordered the two Gentlemen Defendants 
to be put in Irons, and to be delivered to Mr 
Child ; but their Friends protefted againft 
their going, till they had fatisfied their Cre- 
ditors, and declared the Governor liable to 
make good all the Suras contained in their 
Bonds, if by Violence they were fent away. 
That Proteft ftartled the General and Go- 
vernor bothifo the Gentlemen were delive- 
red to their Friends, and the Governor was 
no Lofer by the General’s Honefty : How- 
' t- ' N,' 2>- ■ ' ever 
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ever they could not live in Quiet, fo Mr. 
Tetit bought a Ship to go a Trading, whilft 
Mr. Boucher went to the Mogul's Court, or 
rather his Camp, to try if he could procure 
z.Bhtrmaund or Charter to be under the Mo^ 
mVs Protedlion ; but the Company’s Money 
had crept into the Secretary of State’s Purfe 
that retarded Mr. Boucher's AiFairfome time: 
But the General, being afraid of his Succefs, 
fent a Banyan from Bombay to poifon Mr. 
Boucher. This Banyan being often about 
his Tent, got acquainted with his Co'ok, 
thinking him to be the propereft Perfon to 
make ule of in that Affair ; and, after fome 
Difcourfes about General Child and Mr. Bou^ 
cZi^r’s Quarrel, he told the Cook, that he had 
a Commillion from the General to fettle a 
Salary on him during Life, and the Sum of 
500 Rupees in hand, if he would poifon his 
Matter. The Cook feemed to like the Pro- 
pofals, and bid the Banyan bring him the 
Poifon and the yoo Rupees, and accordingly 
the next Day he did, and, on the Delivery 
of the Money, he gave him a Paper, with 
fome Powder of white Arfenick to mix with 
his Matter’s Rice, which is a common Dilh 
there. The Cook gave him large Promifes 
of performing what he would, and fo left 
him, and went to his Matter with the Bag 
of Money and the Paper of Arfenick, and told 
him, that he had made a Bargain with Gene- 
ral Child's Vakeel, or Attorney, to poifon him, 
and told him the Terms he' had agreed on, 
and fire wed the Money and Poifon. Mr; 

Bouekcr 
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Boucher commended the Cook’s Fidelity, 
and told him, that he would ^ive him doo 
Rupees to be honeft, and aMaintenance du- 
ring Life. And Mr. Boucher being bred a 
Druggift in his Youth, prefently knew the 
Poifon, and carried it to the Cautmd or She- 
riff, and lliewed it. The ufed his 

utmofl Endeavours to catch the Banyan, but 
he could never be found there. 

Mr. Boucher \)3,di been fourteen Months 
foliciting to procure his Bhirmaund\ but his 
repeted Petitions to the Secretary had no Ef- 
fect ; But he had an Englijh Man, one Swan, 
for his Interpreter, who often took a large 
Dofe of Arrack. Aureiigzeb one Day had 
ordered his Camp to remove to another 
Place, and had got on Horfe-back. Swan 
took hold of that Opportuity, and got pret- 
ty near the King, holding his Petition or Roc- 
ca above his Head, and cried with a loud 
Voice in the Language, that his Ma- 

fter wanted Juftice done him. Tha Mogul 
feeing him in an Enrofean Garb, ordered 
him to be bi'ought to him, and askt the Gaufe 
of his Complaint. He anfwered, that his Ma- 
iler had been fo long at Court about procu- 
ring •a. Thirjnaund to become a Subjeft of his 
Majefly’s, to be freed from the Gppreffions 
of the Company, - who were grown 

intolerable by the Connivance of his Majefly’s 
Governors of Surat, and therefore conjured 
his Majefly, as he flrould anfwer before God 
at the great Day, to do his Mailer Jullice, 
and grant him a The King was 

K 3 llartled 
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ftartled at the bold Expreflions, ordered his 
Secretary to get one ready for the Seal a; 
gainft the next Day, which was accordingly 
done, and Mr. Boucher had it delivered to 
hiin affoon as it wasfignecl) and then took his 
Leave of the Court. 

While Mr. Boucher was at Court, Mr. 
'BeHt made fome V oyages into the Gulf of 
Berjia^ and going thither once, met with 
fame Sangantan Pirates, who attackt him. He 
defended himfelf bravely, and beat them off; 
but his Gunner firing a Blunderbulh out of 
one of the Gun-room Ports, blew the Ship 
lip, and the Sanganians took up thofe that 
were faved by fwimming, among whom was 
Mr. Befit himfelf. 

The Sanganians carried their Prifoners to 
Baet on Gazer at^ and laid a Ranfom on them, 
which Mx. Befit agreed on, and fent Let- 
ters to his Friends at Surat to pay the Mo- 
ney : But General Child hearing of Mr. Be- 
Misfortune, and where he was, difpatcht 
a Banyan to Baet, to perfwade the Pirates 
not to part with their Prifoner under 25000 
B. Sterl. and fo they, hearkning to ttie B^ 
would not {land to the fiipulated Ran- 
ibm of 5000 T. Mr. Betit about fix 
Months their Prifoner, and then died through 
Grief, and the ill Treatment he had receiv- 
ed by Mr. Child's Perfwafion ; but the Pi- 
rates getting no Ranfom, curfl the General 
for his Couhfel. 

In Anno 1683. the B)tttch the 

Company of their Fatfory of Bom-

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tain, on Well End of j and ‘the’ 
EngUJh hs-ving a Mind to regain' it by Forqe 
of Arms, built feveral Ships oetween 60 and 
70 GunS:, fo that in Anno 1685’, they had a 
Fleet ready yiftualled, and mann’d with 7 or' 
8000 Men, to the Number of Sail of Lute 
of Battle Ships, which Expence, and thecon* 
tinual Craving of the Court j brought their 
Stock very low; yet fmce the Maw of the 
Court was not enough crammed, the Ki^Md' 
Embargoes on the rleet from Time to Time, 
for nine Months, and then theSDarc^ Ambaf- 
fador had Orders to prefent his Majefty with 
100000 Pounds, if he would command the 
Company not to ufe Violence. He fnapt at

These Grievances were the Foundation 
on which General Ctoi built a War with the 
Moguls without ever fending them to Court to 
know the King’s Pleafure, but, without deck-, 
ring War, feize^ his Subjefts Ships wherever 
they were found, altho’ they had the Sanftion 
of his own Paffes. Ifthe fourth Article be G&ri- 
fiimxhs, Mahometans and Heathens abhor it. 
The feventeenth and twenty third are unjuft, 
as well as the twenty eighth ; and the thirty 
and thirty firft were but weak Arguments to 
help to fuppqrt his Complamts and raife a War, 
that coft nis Mafters above 400000 Pounds 
before they could lay it, befides the Lofs of 
their Credit with the M?g®/ andhis Subjeds, 
which, to this Time, is not quite recovered. 
Or by what Rule in Policy could Sir Jofiah 
or Sit 'John Child think to rob, murder and 
deftroy the MoguH Subjects in o«te Part of 
his Dominions, and the Company to enjoy a 
free Trade in the other Parts? or how they 
could exped that he would ftand neuter, let 
Politicians anfwer them, and I’ll proceed. 

The General having fuch a Number of 
great Ships on his Hands, and little Employ- 
ment for them, lent them to Mochay Verjid 
and Bengal, where the Suraters had fent 
theirs under the' Proteftioa of his Paffes. 


O3 Cap- 
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Captain Andrews in x\iR Charles II. went to 
and fet up the^King of 
?? his Faftory, and there hefeized two 
^ngkjh hhips, one from England^ called the 
Sfreights Merchant, commanded by Captain 
Bear, and another belonging to Mr. Samuel 
^hite^ at Siam. She was commanded by one 
Captain Wrm, whom they killed in his Gab- 
Din, becaufe he would not deliver his Ship 
'up voluntarily. There was but little of their 
Cargoes onboard of the Ships, fo they might 
^ well have let them alone: However fuch 
iJoings difpleafed the Governor and Mer- 
chants of Mocha, and they had a Defign to 
force Captain Andrews to reftore the Ships, 
but heMpeaing as much, fled on board, and 
lert his Colours flying on his Faftory. 

He foon after left Mocha, and carried his 
two Prizes with him, and Mr. Clive, Super- 
cargo of the S.tr eights Merchant, got Bills 
foi his Stock, payable at except 

about 6o Bales of Coffee that he carried with 
him to England, where it fold very well, and 
the Company were obliged by the Law to 
make good all the Ship’s Cargo pro rata, as 
thole 00 Bales fold for, which amounted to 
3X000 Pounds. The Briftolh Q^xgo was alfo 
made good to her Owners, with the Ship that 
Was taken at Johanna by the Ehenix, which 
came to 60000 Pounds. And the Little Betty, 
that was alfo taken by thQ'Bhenix xa.\iet Way 
to In 4 ia,c(;Si them izooo Pounds, tho’ flie 
and her Cargo were fold Bombay for lefs 
than 609 Pounds. The Owner of that Vef- 
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fel was one Mr. HaJteweU a Quaker, and a 
fubllantial Merchant in London, who arrefted 
Captain Tyrtel going off the Exchange. The 
Captain preferred King James for Bail, 
but the Quaker would not accept of him, 
but was content to accept of Sir JofeLh 
Herne, who became Bail. 

The Charles, Cefar, and Royal James and 
Mary way-laid the Surat Shipping, and 
brought in fourteen Sail to Bonway, where I 
faw them lying in Anno 1688. and yet no 
War with the Mogul, only with the Inhabi- 
tants of Surat, whom he threatned to humble. 

In October 1688. he went to Surat Road, 
in the Royal James Mary, wuth three or 
four other Ships of Countenance, to try if 
he could bully the Governor, and frighten 
the Merchants into a Compliance of lollng 
their Eilates, but was difappointed in both. 
He ftaid there dll the Beginning of January 
» 1689. and then left Surat in an Hufl^ and 

brought all the Englijh Ships along with him, 
except the ^venture, whom the 
nix had forced over the Bar, w?hen Hie was 
lying -at the River’s Mouth, taking in a Car- 
go ror England, under the Troteftion of Mr. 
Boucher' h Thirmaund, which was the Griev- 
ance complained of in the 2,8 Article : ^How- 
ever, her Supercargo dyingj the Ship’s Bot- 
tom was eaten up with Worms in the River, 
and Part of the Cargo remained many Years 
in Mr. .Sowf/jfr’s Polfeffion. 

General’s Paflage to he 

met with a Fleet of Veffels that were carry-

the Sopthward oi Bombay. That Meet he 
ailo feized, and carried to Bombay, rho’ a, 
gamft the Opinion of moft of his Council 
Before this Seizure he askt the Opinion of 
lome bea-officers, and one Captain 
being the eldeft, advifed him not to meddle 
With the Corn Fleet, becaufe it would ftrait- 
enrhe Amy, and force them to look abroad 
tor Provifions, where it might beft be procu- 
red, ^4 perhaps might Bombay, which 
Was in a great Meafure beholden to their 
Neighbours for Suftenance and Fire-wood.. 
1 he Oeneral took him up with fcurrilous 
j anguage, calling him Coward and Fool, and 
braggd, that if SedeeTacoup {yvhichi was the 
Moguls General’s Name ) lliould dare to come 
%nth his Forces on Bombay, ht would blow 
mm off again with the Wind of his Bum. 

C o w A R D s are generally Lout when Dan- 
gers are at a Diftance, and fo was our Gene- 
ral, who had never feen a Sword drawn in 
Apger, and confequently very ill acquainted 
With W ar ; and when it came to his Door, 
none was ever fo confounded and dejeaed as 
Jf was, as appeared by his Condua in that 
War th^ he fo foolilhly brought on himfelf 
and his Country. 
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CHAP. XIX. 

Gives m Account of the War 0/ Bombay, ^e- 
tween the Mogul and the Englilh Eaft-in- 
dia Company, with Aurengzeb j Letters of 
Advice to the Governor <?/ Bombay, on 
granting them a L^eace and new Indulgen- 
ces in Trade. 

W HEN the News came to Sedee Ta- 
couf, that his Fleet, with his Provifi- 
ons of Corn and Cloth, were feized and car- 
ried to Bombay he fent a civil Letter to our 
General to difcharge his Fleet, protefting, 
that as he had not meddled in the Aifairs 
between him and ^tSuraters., he would con- 
tinue neuter, unlefs he was forced to do 0- 
therwife : But our General gave him an in- 
folent Anfwer, and the Fleet was unladed at 
Bombay. 

Sedee Tacouf fent again to defire the Deli- 
very of his Fleet in fair Terms, otherwife he 
would be obliged to come with his Army, 
and quarter on Bombay, where his Provifions 
were detained, and that if his Fleet was not 
fet at Liberty before the ii of February, 
which was near at hand, he would certaiidy 
be on Bombay the 14. but ftill receiving unci- 
vil Anfwers, he performed his Promife to a 
Tittle, for that very Night he landed at a Place 
called Source {ihoMtioxix Miles diftant from 
the main Fort ) with aoooo Men at his Back. 

G u R General’s Security had made him ne- 
gleft providing for receiving fuch Guefts, tru- 

fting 
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fling to the Reputation of his Forces, who 
were greater then than ever they had been be- 
fore, or ever were fince that Time, and he had 
fmall Ships enow, had they been placed in 
proper Places, that might certainly have hind- 
red his Landing, and forced him Home again ; 
but all thofe neceffary Preparations were ne- 
glefted, and the Sedee landed at Mid-night, 
and the Redoubt where he landed, fired a 
great Gun to give the Alarm, and fo deferr- 
ed their Pofl, and the Sedee took PolTeffion 
of it. At Otm.in the Morning the Caflie fir- 
ed three Guns to give the general Alarm, 
which brought fuch Fear on thofe that lived 
fecttrely in their Houfes without the Caftle, 
that the poor Ladies, both white and black, 
run half-naked to the Fort, and only carried 
their Children with them ; but they were all 
obliged to wait without the Wall, till Day-' 
light relieved them. 

Nexi Morning the marched to Ar<2- 
xagun, a fmall Fort of 14 Guns, and about 
a random Shot dift-ant from the Caftle. On 
the Enemy’s Approach, that Fort, tho’ fitua- 
ted on a Point of Rocks, where the Sea de- 
fended three Quarters of it, was alfo defer- 
red in fuch Precipitancy, that eight or ten 
Chefls of Treafure, which generally contain 
1000 Pounds each, and four Chefts of new 
Arms, were left behind, tho’ the Seamen 
that were fent in Boats to bring them ofl^ 
proferred to carry them along with them ; 
but the commanding Officer thought them 
uot fit to be trufted with Money and Arms, 

and 
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«nd fo they were left: for a Prifent to Stdee 
with fourteen Cannon, two Mortars* 
with ibme Powder, Shot and Shells: But 
why that Treafure, and thofe Arms and Amt 
munition were depoiited in Mazagun^ few 
could account for, and the Reafons why they 
were left to the Enemy wete as wonderful ; 
but it was plain, that the old Way of Filhiiig 
in troubled Waters was known at jBomi/ajy, 
and the Officer was never called to account 
for his Overfight. 

Sedee Tacoujf Ending no Oppofition, fent a 
Party of Men towards Mahimy to plunder 
the poor Peafants, and to take that Fort, 
which, he thought, might be deferted as the 
reft had been, and was not in the leaft out 
in his Conje6fiire, for the Garifon had em- 
bark’d in Boats, and came by Sea to Bombaj, 
before they faw an Enemy. The ta- 
king Poffelfion of hoifted his Flag 

there, and made it his head Quarters. 

The following Day fome of the Enemy 
appeared on Mazagun ldlWsy which grieved 
our General’s righteous Soul to fee Infidels 
come fo near him in an fioftile Manner. He 
called a Minion of his own, one Captain Te- 
afiy who was no better Soldier than himfelf, 
and ordered him to take two Companies, 
each containing about feventy Men, and 
march to thofe Hills, and drive the Enemy 
out of his Sight. He ordered _ one Monro, 
who had been a Soldier at ‘Tangier, to be his 
Lieutenant. In Tangier h.t had received a 
Wound in his Heel, that fpoiledhis Running, 
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5”^ they marched in good Or-. 

4eir'^He?d?t of the Enemy, who (hewed 
tneir Heads above the Surface of the Hill 

but did not offer to advance or expofe Sir 
Bodies. Several Gentlemen Volunteers took 
thar Arms, and accompanied the little Armv 
^ 1 HE Lieutenant advifed the Captain to 
mar^ up the_Hi]l in Platoons, to feparate 
the Enemy's Forces. The Captain tff S 
M an ^ront to be advifed, told his Liente-

could, and when they faw the Enemy open

and better Runners than our Men, and bet- 
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and _ advanced with all their Speed, which the 
iSP Pfrceivmg, betook himfelf to his 
Heels, and was the fbrempff Man to. the Tor^ 

he took Courage to 
what was become of 
tus Men. Poor Monro- thinking to ffop the 

Enemy’s 
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Enemy ’s Carreer by a Part of the Wing that he 
commanded, found himfelf deferied by all, 
but 13 or 14 flout Fellows, who were foon 
fui rounded by the Enemy, and cut to Pieces. 

Tean had not ftopt at the Tortugueze 
Church, had he not found a Party of 100 
Men that lay there ready to fupport or re- 
ceive him, as his Cafe fhould r^uire. He 
was a Fellow as well made for running as a- 
ny I ever faw, and was fo much in the Gene- 
lal’s Favour, that he had not fo much as a 
Reprimand for his Cowardice and Misbeha- 
viour. This Relation I had from a Gentle- 
man Volunteer, who kept always near the 
Captain while he could keep Pace with him. 

W H EN the General Itft Surati there were 
feveral Gentlemen in it, fome in the Compa- 
ny’s Service, and fome private Perfons, who 
were all imprifoned, and put in lirons, except 
Mr. Boucher md his Dependents, who were 
protefted by his ’Phirmamd. Thofe impri- 
foned were fcurvily ufed, being obliged to 
pafs thro’ the Streets with Irons about their 
Necks, for Speftacles to pleafe the Mob- 
Captain and Captain Teaman, tho' 

particular Merchants, were obliged to aft 
their Parts in the Tragi-comedy, and conti- 
nue Prifoners, where Captain JohnJbn died, 
but Captain got his Liberty at the 

End or the War, which was about the Be- 
ginning of 1690. 

i will now return back to the Year i 685 , 
mh.etXiS\x John Weyhurn was fent from >&«§■- 
temdi with a Gommiffion of Judge Admiral 

from 
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from the King, and he had likewife another 
CommiJflion from the Governor of the Com- 
pany (which they made him believe was alfo 
from the King) to condemn and hang 13 of 
the Inhabitants of St. Helena, where, in a Tu- 
mult caufed by the Oppreffions of the Go- 
vernor of that Ifland, one the Se- 

cond was killed. Sir John Weyburn took 
his Paflage to India on board the Ship Lon- 
don, and, in his Way, called at St. Helena, 
and hanged up the 13 profcribed Perfons, 
withoutForm of Procefs, for which the Com- 
pany paid dear afterwards, and fo had Sir 
John, had he lived ; bur he finding the ille- 
gal Proceedings of Mr. Child to be infuppor- 
table, and meeting with many Affronts ( from 
that Man without Manners ) daedi zt Bombay 
about two Months before the Sedee came on 
it. He was much lamented by all honeft 
Men that knew him. He was Captain of the 
Hap^y Return w\io accompanied the G/ore- 
when file was bringing the Duke ofTork 
to Scotland, and loft by the Way. It was 
Captain that fent his Barge to wait 

on the Duke, and brought him fafe on board 
of the Happy Return, who carried him 
forward to Scotland, iox which good Ser- 
vice he was knighted. He vas ever after a 
great Favourite of King 7 -^wex, who feeing he 
could not be brought into his Meafures, put 
that Employ on him, to difmifs him with 
Honour. 

A n d now the being Mafler of the 
whole Ifland, except the Caflle and about 

half 
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half a Mile to the Southward of the Caftle. 
he raifed Batteries on ‘DuHgeree YH'&t which 
overlookt the Fort Wall, and difturbed the 
Garifon very much ; then he put four great 
Guns in the Cuftom-houfe, commonly called 
the India-houfe, and raifed a Battery at the 
Moody\ Houfe, within ^oo Paces of the Fort, 
and another in the Lady’s Houfe that he had 
been fo unkind to, fo that it was dangerous 
to go out or in at the Caftle Gate, till we got 
up an half Moon before it. All Men were 
then preft into the Company’s Service, and I 
amongft the reft. W e patt the Months from 
April X.Q September very ill, for Provifions 
grew fcarce by the Addition oi -^000 Seva- 
jees that were employed as Auxiliaries in the 
military Service of the Company. When the 
Winter Months were over, at September 
went to Sea with our fmall Ships, to eruixe 
on the Moguls Subjefts, and had pretty good 
Succefs. 1 was employed in that Service, 
and had the Command of a fmall Privateer 
of 7 or 8 Tuns, with twenty fighting Men, 
and fixteen Rowers. In three or four Months 
I brought nine Prizes into Bombay^ laden moll 
with Provifions and Clothes for the Enemy’s 
Army, which was now increafed to 40000. 
but we were not allowed any Plunder, but 
were rather plundred our felves, for when 
we brought our Prizes in, our Chefts were 
feverely fearcht, and if we had faved any of 
our Pay, it was feized for the Company’s 
Ufe, as Money we had found in the Prizes, 
Which made us carelefs in purfuing |he Erie- 
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my at Sea. Except when Hunger pincht we 
never lookt out for Prizes, by which Indif- 
ference of ours many of the Eneihy efcaped 
that we could have taken. • 

The ill Succefs we had aihore with the 
Enemy, made our General fick, and, in Tie- 
cember, he difpatcht two Faaors to the Mo- 
gul s Court, wuh a Surat Merchant, called 
Meer Mezamte. He was our Friend, and 
_ad fome_ Intereft at Court. They went un-

was firft in Commiffion, 
Navaar a Jew was fecond 
In fifteen Days they arrived at Court, being 
tnen at Jehanabant. They were received but 
coldly; but, ^out the Middle oi April, by 
the fpecial Afliftance of Pi’efents to the Of- 
ticers at Court, they “were admitted to Audi- 
ence, but were brought to AurenzzebWxe- 
fence ^fter a new Mode for AmbalFadors, 
their Hands being tied by a Salh beforethem. 
and were obliged to proftrate. The King 
gave them a fevere Reprimand, and theti 
askt their Demands. They firft made a Con- 
feftion of their Faults, and defired Pardon, 
then that their Thtrmaund which was for- 
teited, lliould be renewed, and that the*^<?e 
^d his Army fliould be ordered dS Bombay. 
1 heir Submillion he accepted of, and pardo- 
Condition that Mr. 

ftould leave in nine Months, and ne- 
ver come jiack again, the Bhirmaund to 

LS" ™ Satisfaaion 

lUould be given his Subjeds on account of 
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Debts contrafted. Robberies committed, and 
Lofles and Damages made good, and, on 
Security given for the due Performances of 
thefe Premiffes, the Seeiee and his Army 
Ihould be ordered off the Ifland. In Jamm- 
ry General Child died, tvliich much facilita- 
ted their Affairs, but it was kept fecret at 
Court, till they knew how the King would 
order the Affair about him. In March Meer 
Mezamie died alfo, and, it was fuppofed, 
was poifoned by fome Enemies, contrafted 
by his good Services to the Englijh. "When 
he was given over by Phyficians, our Am- 
baffadors fent to know what he had done 
with yoooo Rupees, he had received for fe- 
cret Services. He anfwered, that he was 
forry that ever he had meddled in their Af- 
fairs, for he had ferved them even with his 
Life, and yet they -were not contented, for 
what Ufe that Sum was put to, he durft not 
divulge. 

When our Affairs were in fo badCircum- 
ftances at the Afo^w/’s Court, "Dutch 
Company had one Mr. Baroon their Ambaf- 
fador there, who defigned to impofe on Au^ 
rengzeb, who, he thought, was ignorant of 
Eurofean Affairs. The News of the Revo- 
lution \xi Brit a'mh€\ngi!LxnvQd.m India, when 
he had an Audience of AurengzebA^Q began 
to magnify the Power and Grandeur of his 
Country, and vilify the Englijh. The il/o- 
feemed to be pleafed with his Difcourfcj 
to encourage him to go on. He told, that 
t\xQ Englijh were but contemptible in Com- 
t P parifoii 
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parifon of his Sovereigns, for they were for- 
ced to fend the En^UJb a King to rule over 
them, and that if his Majefty would exclude 
the Englijh from the Trade of his Domini- 
ons, Hollanders vjouldi C^xxy it to a much 
greater Height, and enrich his Treafury, and 
the Englijh would not know where to get 
Bread. The Mogul gravely anfwered, That 
if his Mailers were fo much fuperior to the 
Engliflym Power and Riches, they might 
eafily drive them out oi India, zvA engrofs 
all the Trade of his Countries to themfelves, 

and commanded him to tellhis Mailers, that 
' he expeCced it from them. Then the Am- 

bailador excufed himfelf, and told, that he 
could aa nothing in that Adair till he re- 
ceived Orders from Atrrengzeb 

then reprimanded him, and ihewed him 
wherein he bad lied, for, , fays he, about fe- 

■ i venteen Y ears' ago, the King of France con- 

quered moil of your Country in a few Days, 
I; ' and that it was i\it Englijh, and not the Pow- 

!<' er of Holtmd, that repelled himj and that if 

: y England did not hold the Balance of Power, 

; either the EmperOr or the King of France 

could conquer it in one Campain. 

The Ambaflador knew not how to an- 
fw er to thofe Truths : But, being fent to ib- 
licite fome Indulgence in their Trade, he 
could obtain none, and fo left the Court 
diffatisfied. 

After our Ambailadors had obtained 
Pardon, they began to be refpe<5led, and had 
Libertv to take Their Diverfion abroad, till 

: ' : a 
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a new Thtrmaund was drawing up, which, 
according to the Method of the eaftern 
Courts, took up fome Time : However Or- 
ders were fent to the Sedee to forbear Hoffi- 
lities, and ih.Q Euglijh had the fame Orders, 
fo that frequent V ifits paft between the Se- 
dee's People and ours. And, during the War, 
about 6o Europeans of feveral Nations, had 
deferted from us, and took Pay of the d"!?- 
dee. The Reafon they gave for their De- 
fertion, was iU IJfage they had received from 
fome Irijh Officers; yet mod of them re- 
turned after the W ar, on Promife of Pardon. 

The T'hirmaund being ready, and the re- 
quired Security given, S.edee Taeou.^ left Bom- 
Bay the 8' of Junoy 1690. but he alfo left a 
Peftilence behind him, which, in four Months 
Time, deftroyed more Men than the War 
had done, and, for Joy, made a malicious 
Bonfire of his head Quarters Maz^gunVott. 

N o w we may fee t'm Moguls Stile in his 
new ^hirnfaund to ho. fent to Suraty as. it 
Hands tranflated by the Company’s Interpre- 
ters, which runs thus in the printed Copy an*- 
next to Sir joh» Child's Articles of Grie- 
vances.

being in Fault of all thefe Trouble Sy that 
you ha’ve ref ented of what you have done y that 
you made feveral Complaints againji former 
Governors, all 'which I have here from feve-

you proceeded fo violently. Having acknow- 
ledged your Error, and dejired Tar don, I do 
not only grant your Requeji, pardoning what 
ispaft, but granting you Phirmaund accor- 
ding to your T)ejire, and have ordered AfRt 
Caun to forward it to the Governor o/Surat, 
with filch Tarticulars as he will acquaint 
you with. 

At the Arrival of my Phirmaund, receive 
it with great RefpeB, acknowledging the 
great Glory you have got in obtaining the fame, 
that you may trade as formerly at your Tlea- 
fure, and as accuftomary. That you deliver 
the Merchants, that have complained agai^ji 
you, their Ships with their EffieSls. That, 
for the future, you do not commit the like Er- 
ror, in doing as you have done, and proceed 
according to my Will and Tleafure, and be not 


forgetful of the fame. 
If you receive any . 


If you receive any Affronts from my Gover- 
nors, or their Officers, or any of my Subjects, 
be not negligent in acquainting me of the fame, 
I have ordered Affit Caun to write accor- 
dingly. 

What you write concerning former Gover- 
nors, protckling Mr. Boucher, that you have 
fever al Demands of him, that you cannot call 
him to an Account, dejiring that he may be de- 
livered to you. My Order is, that you prove 
your Demands according to Law, that f u- 
f ice may be done accordingly. 

Dated the 3 1 Year of Aurengsieb'% Reign. 
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It feems the King was not ignorant of the 
hard Ufage his Subjefts had met with, nor 
was he defirous to ufe Severity in puniftiing 
Offences and Affronts; but, like an indul- 
gent Prince, only told them of their Faults, 
and prudently admonillied them not to be 
guilty of falling into fuch like Errors, and, 
in a majeftick Stile, advifed them to receive 
his Favours and Graces with great Refpeft, 
and that they ought to make the Law the 
Standard of Juftice, and, in all his Words 
and A6i:ions, ufed a Chriflian Moderation. 

General CJoitd being dead, yit . John 
Vaux fucceeded him in the Government of 
Bombay \ but Mr. Bartholomew Harris^ who 
had been Prifoner at Surat ( all the Time of 
the Rupture) had the Seigniority in the Com- 
pany’s Service ; but it being not the Cuftom, 
for one that had been the MoguPs Prifoner 
(for any Crimes judged to be capital) to re- 
ceive publick Marks of Efteem from the 
State, without a fingular Amnefty from the 
King, Mr. A- was obliged to go to Surat 
and receive the ‘PKtrmaund -xeA the King’s 
Serf aw or Prefent, which, on fuch Occafi- 
ons, is generally a fine Horfe, and a Suit of 
Clothes from Head to Foot, made of rich 
Atlaffes or Zeerbafias. Thofe are Sattins 
or Taffataes full of Gold or Silver Flowers 
wrought in them. The Horfe muft neverafter 
be fold, on no Account whatfoe ver . They 
have alfo a fine Turband, embroidered Shoes, 
and a Dagger of Value, lluck into a fine Cum- 
merband or Safe ; and, being equipt in that 
P 3 Habit, 
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Habit, the Thirmmnd is prefented (by the 
Goeshtrdaar or Uosbalhouckain^ or, in Eng-^ 
the King’s Meflenger, ) and the Gover- 
nor of the Province or City makes a lliort 
Speech adapted to theOccafion, fettitig forth 
the great Honour conferred upon him by 
the greateft King in the World, with an Ad- 
monition to make future Aftions deferve 
the Merit of Tuch Favours. 

After the aforefaid Manner Mr. Vaux 
received the ’Phtrmaund in a gilded Box, 
and, according to Cuftom, put it on hisTur- 
band fora little While, and, by an Interpre- 
ter, returned the Governor’s Compliment, 
acknowledgin| the King’s Favours, and the 
Governor’s Civilities ; and then the Gover- 
nor condu(9:ed him from the Garden (where 
the Ceremony was performed) into the Ci- 
ty, through a great Concourfe of People, 
who welcomed him with Shouts of Joy as he 
paft thro’ the Streets to the Englijh Factory. 

After Mr. Vaux had ftaid in the City a- 
bout a Week, he fent to acquaint the Go- 
vernor of the Neceffity he lay under to re- 
turn back to his Goverfiment of Bombay ; 
but- the Governor fent him Word, that none 
but he could be trufted by the King to fee 
the Performance of the Contraft accompli- 
flied, and begged, that he would not think 
of leaving the City, left the King fliould rake 
it amifs, and repent him of the Favours he 
had ihevved to the Company I and 

fo Mr. Vaux detained an Hoftage for 
his Mafters future good Behaviour. 

M:r. 
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Mr. Harris, according to that Company’s 
ordinary Cuflom, demanded the Prefidency 
from Mr. Vaux, who, to fave Contention, 
gave it to him, tho’ his Mind was fo debili- 
tated, that he was but few Degrees wifer 
than an Ideot, and, in two Years Time, Mr. 

Vaux fufpended the Company’s Service, 
and to remain their Hoftage at his own Char- 
ges, and fo he continued till the Year 1697. 
that he, by Accident, was drowned in Surat 
River, by a Pinnace’s overfetting, in which 
he and his Lady had been taking a Pleafure 
on the Water. 

This Mr. Vaux had been Book-keeper 
to Sir JoJiah Child in England, and, for his 
good Services and Behaviour, was preferred 
by his Mailer to a Supercargo’s Poll in a Ship 
to China, which Trade, in thofe Times, was 
the moll profitable of any within the Limits 
of the Company’s Charter. In Anno i 6 Z^. 
he was fent thither on board a Ship called 
the Carolina, commanded by one Captain 
Harding ’, but, Mr. Vailx and Harding 
greeing in their PalTage to China, 'Mr. Vaux 
laded the Ship, and Tent her bade to Eng- 
land, w'hile he himfclf went Paflenger on 
board a Surat Ship for Bombay, where be 
was entertained in the Company’s Service as 
a Fafior, and wrote to Sir Jojfiah Child the 
Reafons he had for leaving the Carolina, and 
his Refolution of flaying in India. Sir JoJi- 
continued his Elleem for Mr. Vaux, and 
procured him feveral profitable Polls at one 
and the fame Time in the Company’s Ser- 
P 4, vice, 
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b a good Salary and Perquifites, After he 
Was mfklled m that Officcj Sir JoJiah wrote 
liim a Letter of Admonition and Reaiinif. 
cence, wherein, after many PoftukteS, put 
him m Mind of the many Favours he fad 
done him, and that now, having the Power 
of eondemning the Company’s Enemies, or 
fcch iis jliould be deemed fo, particularly 
thofe who lliould dare to queftion the Com- 
pany sPowct over all the ^m# SubJeas 
Inmay and that he cxpefted his Orders? 
from Time to Time, lliould be obferved ani 
obeyed as ftatute Laws. 

gratefully acknowledged Sir 
/^^s Favours m his Anfwer to that Letmr, 

he had put him into 
mat l oft of Honour and Profit, he would 
ftrive to acquit himfelf with all the Integrity 
and Juftice was capable of, and that the

Having given an Account of fome Part 
of John Child's Reign, I muftalfo remark 
a few Slips in the Government of fome of 
his Succeffors, and of the Ways that they 
took to get into the C\mx oi Bombay. 

I remark’d before, that Mr. i?<s(rrir was a 
very weak and indolent Perfon, very unfit to 
govern a Colony and the Fadories fuWdinate 
to Bombay f zxAf by that Means, a cmming 
defigning F ellow, one Mr, Samuel Annefiej 
had the Reins of the Government wholly in 
his Management, who Ihewed, that he had 
malicious Wit and Avarice enough to em^ 
broil both his Mailers and the private Mer- 
chants Affairs in in Harris's Time, 
and, on Harris’s Death, got into the PreS- 
dency, or rather Tyranny. 

T h e Afog«/’s Subjefts have a good many 
hne large Ships that trade all ovex India. 
The Owners of thofe Ships had a very great 
Regard for the Courage, Condu6:, and Art 
of Navigation of the Englifl?i above any o- 
ther Nation in India ; and, for 

thofe Qualifications, the Owners pro- 

cured Englijh Officers to go in their Snips, 
and allowed them very handfom Salaries and 
Indulgences. The Captains had from lo to 
f y L. pr Month. Mates from 6 to 9 Z. and 

^ ^ the 
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the Gunners and Boatfwains had alfo good 
Salaries, befides the Privilege of carrying 
fome Goods and Merchandizes, Freight free. 

Mr. Amejley thought thofe Salaries and 
Indulgences were too great for Seamen, fo 
he went about to reduce them to about one 
Half, and the other Moiety he lookt on as his 
o wn due by virtue of his Poll. 

Some through Fear or Necellity compli- 
ed, others again, who defpifed both his Pow- 
er and Tyranny^ would, by no Means, come 
into his Meafures, and thofe he lookt on as 
Rebels, and perfecuted them to the utmoll 
of his Power, bribing the MoguPs Governor 
to plague us ; fo fome were ruined by hisVil- 
lany, whilll others bade him open Defiance : 
And we were not wanting on our Side to 
expofe him and his Mafters to the 
Subjefts, which, in the End, was the Lofs 
of both their Efteem and Credit among the 
trading People of that Country. The poor- 
er Sort, whofe Maintenance depended^ on 
their Labour and Indultry, lofing their Em- 
ploys in the Moorijh Merchants Service, 
were obliged to fall on new Schemes to fup- 
port themfelves, not very well fuited ta tne 
Company’s Intereft, for fome went and jo3m- 
ed themfelves with the Pirates. 

The Company in England receiving Ac- 
counts from every one that came ixomAndiay 
of Harris zndi AnneJley’s Maladminillrations, 
fent out Sir JohnGajer Care pftheif 

Afl&irs. He arrived 1694. with the 

lofty Title of General of all Jjtdia. . He 

contb 
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contintied Jlmejky in the Company’s Service 
till the Year 170Q. but divefted him of all 
Power of doing more Mifchief; but, in the 
End, he difmift him the Company’s Service* 

Sir John Gayer was a Man not vitious in 
his Temper, yet he; had fome Slips in his 
Government that .proved prejudicial to his 
Charafter, tho’, in Matters of common Com- 
merce, he afted pretty regularly, till ajoung 
Lafs of 3000 L. Portion made him diipenle 
with the common Methods of Matrimony* 
This young Gentlewoman was a Daughter 
of Mr. Ward’s before mentioned. She had 
no Relations alive, and unadvifedly married 
one Mr. Solomon Loyd aFafl:or,and the Mar- 
riage was clandeftine, which was pofitively a- 
gainft the liatute Law oi BomlfAyi where no 
Marri^e is binding but when the Gover- 
nor’s Confent is tackt to it. This Law Sir 
John had got by ^eart, and unmarried the 
poor Fador after Confummation, and mar- 
ried her to his own Son; but the fecond 
Marriage was attended with ill Confequen- 
ces, for, whilft her Husband was at Ghmat 
one Coleman ordered to teach her to 
write good EngliJhj but, neglefting thofe 
Orders, he taught her fomething elfe, and 
was difcovered in the Praftifing, by a watdh- 
ful Mother in Law.

And of feven or eight hundred Englijh that 
inhabited before the War, there were not a- 
bove fixtyleftby the Sword and Plague, and 
Bombay y that was one of the pleafanteft Pla- 
ces in India, v}A% brought to be one of the 
moft difmal Deferts; but the Spirit of Inju- 
llice flill refided in it, for thofe who had 
ventured thro' the War and Plague in De- 
fence of the Ifland, had not the Liberty of 
returning Home to their own Country, nor 
to raife their Fortune by private Trade, but 
all were continued preft Men in the Right 
Honourable Company’s Service, without the 
Hope of Preferment, which made fomeDif- 
contents. 

And, even in the Time of War, when 
Strangers lliould have been encouraged to 
bring Provifions on the Ifland, the Compa- 
ny’s Taxes oiy fer Cent, were exafted with 
great Severity, for I have feen the Tortu-‘ 
gueze Subjefts bring twenty or thirty Poultry 
to the Market, and have had five of the beft 
taken for the Cuftom of the reft.,

Gives m Account ofvihat is remarkable m 
feme IJlmdsy and of the Sea-coaji, as far as 
Goa. 

W O Leagues from the Caftle is a finall 
I Ifland belonging to the Company, cal- 
led Butcher'^ Ifland, but of no Ufe, befides 
hauling Ships aflbore to clean, and, graze a 
few Cattle. And, a League from thence, is 
another larger, called ElefhmtOy belonging 
to the Bortugueze, and ferves only to feed 
Ibme Cattle, I believe it took its Name 
from an Elephant carved out of a great black 
Stone, about feven Foot in Height. It is fo 
like a living Elephant, that, at two hundred 
Yards EHftance, a fliarp Eye ^ might be de- 
cdved by its Similitude. A little W'ay from 
that Ibnds an Hode, cut out of a Stone> but 
nM fo proportioMble and wdl-fhaped as the 
Elephant. 

There is a pretty high Mountain flands 
in the Middle of the Ifland, Ihapt like a blunt 
Pyramid, and, about the Half of the Way to 
the Top, is a large Cave, that has two 
large Inlets, which ferve both for Paflage 
into it and Lights. The Mountain above it 
refts on large Pillars, hewn out of a folid 
Rock, and the Pillars curioufly carved. Some 
have the Figures of Men, about eight Foot 
high, in feveral Poflures, but exceedingly 
well proportioned and cut. There is one 
that has a Giant with four Heads joyned. 
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and their Faces looking from each other. He 
is in a fitting Pofture, with his Legs and Feet 
under his Body. His right Hand is above 
twenty Inches long. There are ieveral dark 
Rooms hewn otit of the Rock, and a fine 
Spring of fweet Water comes out of one 
Room, and runs thro’ the Cave out at one 
of the Inlets. I fired a Fu^ee into one of the 
Rooms, but I never heard Cannon nor Thun- 
der make fuch a dreadful Noife, which con-" 
tinued about half a Minute ; and the Moun- 
tain feemed to lhake. Aflfoon as the Noife 
was over, a large Serpent appeared, which 
made us take to our Heels, and got out of 
the Cave at one Door, and he, in great Hafte, 
went out at the other, I judged him about 
ly Foot long, and ^ Foot about. And thefe 
were all that I faw worth Obfervation on that 
Ifland. I askt the Inhabitants of the Ifland, 
who were all Gentowsy or Gentiles^ about 
twenty in Number, if they had any Account, 
by Mftory or Tradition, who tnade the Cave, 
or the ^adrupds carved in Stone ; but 
they couH give no Account. About a Lea- 
gue Elephanto, is an Ifland called 
vageo. It aflords nothing but Fire-wood, 
with which it fupplies Bombay. And, about 
half a League from it, is the Ifland of Car- 
ronjaa, belonging to the Eortiigueze. It af- 
fords no Trade, but Eatables for Bombay^ 
from whence it lies Eafl; about two Leagues, 
Between it and the main Land, is the Mouth 
of Ten River. And four Leagues South of 
Bombay^ 1XXQ two fmall Iflands, Vndra mdL

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CmM The firft has a Fortreft beloncing 
to the Se^e, and the other is fortified bv 
me devajecy and is now in the Hands of 
Conm^ee Angarie.

^ About four Miles to the South-eaft of 
Lmdray is Culahee, a Fort built on a Rock a 
Way from the main Land ; and, at 
lugh Water, it is an Ifland, belonging to 
t\i^ Sevajee.^ And, 2 Leagues to the South 
CM (JulabeCy is Chaul, a Town belonging to 
’mcTortuguezey whofe River affords an Har- 
bour , for fmali Veffels. The Town is forti- 
fied, and fo is an Ifland on the South Side of 
the Harbour, called Chau I Moar^ which may 
be known 5- or 6 Leagues off at Sea, by a 
white Church built on it. Chauly in former 
TimeSj was a noted Place for Trade, parti- 
cularly for fine embroidered Quilts ; but now 
It is miierably poor. 

^ Hmde Rajapre lies feven Leagues to the 
i^uthward of Chauly a Town belonging to 

tho Sedpy who generally lies there with a 
Heet ofthei%»/’s Veffels and Ships of Wari 
an Army of 30 or 40000 iS^en. This Place 

affords 
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afibrds a good Harbour for his Fleet, and 
the Country about feeds good Numbers of 
black Cattle, from whence is mollly 

fUpplied, when they keep in good Terms with

Coasting to the Southward from 
de Raj^ore, are feveral fmail Rivers and fi-

It lies ^ Leagues to 
the Northward of T>abul, which Hands at 
the Mouth of a large River, and, of old, was 
a Place of Trade, and where the Engliflj 
once had a FaiHory. 

T H E R E is an excellent Harbour for Ship- 
ping 8 Leagues to the Southward olDabuk 
called Sangufeer-, but the- Country about be- 
ing inhabited by Rafarees, it is not frequen- 
I ted : Nor is Rajapre, y Leagues to 

the Southward of Sangufeer, tho' it has the 
Conveniency of one of the beft Harbours in 
the World', and had formerly both an Eng-

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there, and having betrayed feme of his

About the Year \<!h.tVi^Mrengzeb'^ 
Army was in ‘Deem., in order to bring Seva~ 
jee- Rajah to Submiffion, but could never do 
it, a Son of Aurengzeb'^ called Sheek EckbaVy 
had contraded a Friendihip with the Rejah. 
His Father having Notice of it, diffembled 
his Refentment, till he had, by fair Promi^ 
fes, entic’d the Sevajee to come to his Camp 
on the publick Faith, but had a Defign to 
have him cut off in his Return from the 








Gamp. Sheek Eckbar forewarned him of his 
Danger, while he was in the Camp, which 
made the Rajah depart in the Night, with- 
out taking a formal Leave, which Aureng- 
imputed to his Son’s Advice to the Ra- 
jahy and, ’to requite his Son, he had a Mind 
to make his Life atone for the Rajah% but 
defigned it to be taken from him by Strata- 
gem; wherefore, pretending more Kindnefs 
than ordinary to his Son, he fent him a fine 
Horfe, richly furnilhed, and a Veft, which 
was very rich and beautiful, but was poifo- 
ned by a perfumed Powder. His Son, with 
great Acknowledgments, received the Pre- 
fent, hut, being too well acquainted with his 
Father’s Subtilty, put not the Veft on, but 
deferred it to another Time, that he might 
put it on with more Solemnity ; however be 
* : . ' ::Orde- 
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Ordered it to be put on a Slave, Avho died 
in a Day or two after he put it on. On which 
Sheek Eckbar fled to Rajahpore, and took 
Shipping, with a few Attendants, for Muf- 
kat, where he was kindly received by two 
Englijh Gentlemen, Melfleurs Bendd and 
Sfejphens, znd they provided a Veflel to car- 
ry him to ‘Perjia, where he had a royal Wel- 
come, and was foon after married to that 
King’s Sifter, whom Meriweys dethroned, 
and beheaded at IJpahan. 

W HEN the Englijh had a Fadory at 
jahfore^ that Country produced the fineft 
Beteellas and Mullins in India-, but novv all 
Arts and Sciences are difcouraged, and the 
Port not frecjuented. There are fine artifi- 
cial Cifterns for Water there, and a natural 
hot Bath, within three Yards of a verjj’ cold 
one ; and both are reckoned very medicinah 

Ghirid is another Harbour, about ^ Lea- 
gues. to the Southward of Rajahpor6. That 
IS the common Place of Relidence iotCon- 
mjee Angarie, is well fortified by a 

ftrong large Caftle, walht by the Sea; Whe- 
ther Ghirid is diio c&WedVizendruck, or whe- 
ther it lies about feven Leagues more fouther- 
ly, I am not certain ; but that Place, to the 
Southward, determines the Limits of his Go- 
vernment that Way. 

Abo ut iz Leagues to the Southward of 
Ghiriay is an Tfland about z Miles in Gircum- 
ference, and fortified with a Stone Wall 
round it, called Malwan, It lies about a Mile 
from the main Land, and is governed by an

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independent Rajah^ who is alfo a Freebo'ot- 
er, and keeps three or four Grabs at Seaw 
rob all whom they can mailer.

Vmgurla\\t% about 4 Leagues to the South- 
^dwan-, and was formerly a Place 
of Trade ; and the Tiutch Company had a 
haftory there for Cloth, both fine and coarfe. 
‘ ^ut, tn Anno 1696. a Rajah, called Kempa- 
fon, overrun that Country, and fubdued it, 
and, under Pretence of vifiting the

1 he trading People in the Country, in anda- 
bout the Town, having no Security for their 
Perfons and Ellates, fled to the Tortuaueze 
dominions of Goa, that lies within 6 Leagues 
oiVingurla. The Rajah finding the Country 
deferted by the Natives, wrote to the Vice- 
roy of to fend them back, but, on his 
JNoncompliance, entred the Tortumeze Ter- 
ritoTOS, and plundred and burnt all he could 
lay Hands on, not fparing the Churches and 
Images, for which Sacrilege the Rcrtumeze 
me him the Name oU<.ema SanBo, Qx,?imxt 
Burner they raifed a Force fufficient 
to drwe him and his Freebooters out of their 
Dominions, but, for many Years, continued

continml.y alarmed ; and, for all the Toriu- 
gtie^e Haughtinefs and Pride, they w at 
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Jaft forced to buy a Peace, and allow him a 
yearly Penfion to keep him quiet. 

He is a Soldier of Fortune, and will ferve 
thofe Rajahs who hire him beft, fo that if 
he affifts one at one Time, if another gives 
him better Hire, he tacks about, and ferves 
on the other Side. His Army confifts of 7 
or 8000 Men, and he had % Grabs a Pirating 
at Sea, but, in a Difpute' about a Prize which 
Comajee Angarte laid Claim to, they went to 
War, zrA Qonnajee being much fuperior to 
him in Power, firll: took his Grabs and burnt 
them, and then landed at and burnt 

and deftroyed the Villages near the Town. 
And I know not if ever they made Peace 
fince. 

Two Leagues to the Northward of Vin- 
gurla River there is a Parcel of Rocks that 
llretches about z Leagues into the Sea. The 
outermoft lies in 17 Fathoms of Depth. 
They feem to have been Vulcanoes. 

The Religion of all the Countries, from 
^ande Rajajorey to the Dominions of Goa, 
is_ Raganijm ; but they are not tied up to 
divine or moral Rules. And fo I leave them,

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CHAP. XXL 

Ghes an Account of Goa its Situation^ 
Trade, Religion and Churches, with the 
Fortifications about it, the Limits of the 
Portugueie ‘Dominions there, as far South 
as Cabo de Ranaa. 

G oa, the Metropolis of India, under 
the Dominion of the Crown of “Portu- 
gal, Hands on an Ifland about ix Miles long, 
and 6 broad. The City is built on the North 
Side of it, on a Champain Ground, and has 
the Conveiiiency of a fine fait W ater River, 
capable to receive Ships of the largeft Size, 
where they ly within a Mile of the Town, 
The Banks of the River are beautified with 
noble Struiffures of Churches, Caftles and 
Gentlemens Houfes; but, in the City, the 
Air is reckoned unwholfom, which is one 
Caufe why at prefent it is not well inhabited. 
The Vice-roy’s Palace is a noble Edifice, 
Handing within Piftol Shot of the River, o- 
ver one of the Gates of the City, which leads 
to a fpacious noble Street, about half a Mile 
long, and terminates at a beautiful Church, 
called Mifericordia, The City contains ma- 
ny noble Churches, Convents and Cloiflers, 
Witha ftately large Hofpital, all well endow’d, 
and well kept. The Market-place Hands 
near the Church, and takes up 

about an Acre fquare, where mofl Things of 
the Produ6f of that Country are to be fold ; 
and, in the Shops about it, may be had 

what 
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what Europe, China, Bengal, and other Coun- 
tries of lefs Note furnifli them with. Every 
Church has a Set of Bells, that one -or other 
of them are continually ringing, and, being 
all chriftned, and dedicated to’ fome Saint, 
they have a fpecifick Power to drive away 
all Manner of evil Spirits, except Poverty in 
the Laity, and Pride in the Clergy; but, to 
thofe that are not ufed to ilofturnal Noifes, 
they are very troublefom in the Nights. The 
Vice-roy generally refides at the Powder- 
houfe, about two Miles below the City, on 
the River Side, the Springs of Water there 
being reckoned the beft on the Ifland, which 
is a Liquor very much efteemed by the Tor- 
tugueze, except when they can get Wine or 
Spirits Coll free, and then they’ll drink to 
Excefs. 

The Religion, eftablifted by Law, is the 
Romijly, and here are the moft zealous Bigots 
of it ; and the Laws of the Church ( but 
hot of their Country ) are rigoroufl'y obfer- 
ved, and there is a levere Inquifition Court 
to punifh any whom the Inquiiitors have the 
leattSufpicionof, which aws both Clergy and 
Laity to fucha Complacency, that I quellion 
if there is fuch a Pack of notorious Hypo- 
crites in the World ; and yet thcix Indian 
who go by the general Name of Can- 
narians, retain fo much of their ancient heath- 
niflj Superftition, that they abftain from eat- 
ing Cows Flelli, becaufe of the Veneration 
paid to that Bead, above others, by the 
whofe OjlFspring they are. 

Q 4 
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Thepe are many Gento'-uus A'ssftW in the 
City, who cannot be brought to change their 
idolatrous Superftition for the Religion of 
Rome, but they are tolerated, becaufe they 
are generally more induftrious than the Chri~ 
efpecially in mechanical Employments 
and Agriculture ; but the mercantil Part of 
them are very fubjeft to the Infults of the 
Reynolds, or European Fidalgoes, who will 
often buy their Goods, and never pay for 
them, which Cuftom has alfb crept into fome 
Countries better polifhed than the Rortu~ 
gueze, only with fome Reftridlions, that they 
4are not ufe Force in taking what they have 
Occafion for, as the Tortugueze do, nor in^ 
Aid: corporal Punifliments on their Creditors, 
when they ask for their Money, fo that it is 
dangerous for the poor induftrious Merchant, 
either to refufe their Goods, or ask for their 
Money when it is due, for Fear of a Bafti- 
nado in either Cafe, and fometimes worfq 
Confequences, which Abufes make the Cir- 
culation of Trade very faint and weak. 

The Clergy at Goa are very numerous 
and illiterate, and are a very great Burden 
qn the State. Their Churches are richlyfur- 
nilhed with fine Decorations and Images, 
and, as I faid before, richly endow’d to 
maintain the Luxury of a great Number of 
idle Drones. 

.THEiip.Houfes are large,and their Gutfides 
magnificent ; but within (like their Owners 
Heads) they are but poorly furniflit, and their 
Tables very mean. Green Fruits and Roots, 

" • ih ■ 
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in their Seafons, \yith a little Bread and Rice 
go far in their Diet; and candied and pre^ 
ferved Fruits are their Regalio in all Seafoas. 
They have Hogs and Fowl plenty, but ufe 
them fparingly ; and the Church fee^ mofl: cm 
Filli, but not miraculoufly, for the poor Filhers 
dare fell none till the Priefthood is hrft fer- 
ved, fo that the Laity moftly eat Me or 
ftinking Fifli. And the Soldiery, Filhers, 
Peafants and Handicrafts feed on a little 
Rice bqyled in Water, with a little Bit of 
ialt Filhj or Atchaar^ which is pickled Fruits 
or Roots, and drink fair Water, when they 
can get it. This fine fpare Diet never loads 
them with fuperabundant Flefti on their 
Bones, and, without the Church, it is rare to 
find a corpulent Man among them. They 
are generally very weak and feeble, but 
whether that proceeds from their Diet, of 
from their too great Inclinations to Venerj^ 
or from both, I am' not Phyfician enough to 
determine. 

Their Soldiers Pay is very fmall and ill 
paid. They have but fix Xerafheens fer 
Month, and two Suits of Calico, ftript or 
chequered, in a Year. Their two Suits may 
amount to forty Xerafheens ; and a Xeron 
fbeen is worth about fixteen Pence half Peny 
Ster. Out of their fix Xerapheens in Money 
that they are to receive, their Captain, who isf 
Barrack-mafter and Viftualler to his_Gom{m- 
hy, detains five, and the other one is paid in 
fmall Money to difcharge the Accounts of 
the Shoemaker, Taylor, Barber, Wafherman 

and 
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afid Tobacconift, fo that Fragality is no 
great Virtue among them, tho’ Tlieft is, and 
really they are very dextrous in that Art, as 
well as' in Murder, for if they are detefted 
in committing fuch innocent Crimes, the 
very next Church is a Sanftuary for them, 
and neither divine nor human Laws can af- 
fetl them after they get in there. 

This Nation was famous in the fifteenth 
Century for their Navigation and Difcoveries 
into the Eajl Indies, where, by Friendfliip 
or Force, they made Settlements all over its 
Sea-coafts. Their Settlements were thick fet 
between Mozambique and Japon ; and, as a 
Monument of their Grandeur then, their 
Language goes current along moft of the 
Sea-coau at this Time. Their infolent Pride 
and War with the DuUh have brought them 
to the Poverty and Contempt they are in, 
as I ftiall remark in their proper Places. 

The Muskat War, ( that has lafted fince 
ihz Arabs took that City from them ) tho’ the 
longeft, has done theip leaft Harm, for it o- 
bliges them to keep Armada of five or fix 
Ships, befides fmall Frigats and Grabs of 
War, which gives Bread to great Numbers 
of People, who otherwife wodld be much 
more burdenfom to the State, by crowding 
hato Churches. The A^abs and they have 
liadi many Encounters, but no great Damage 
^ne on either Side. I was Witnefs to one 
Engagement near Smat Bar, but it was not 
bloody. 
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Thev alfo have had feveral Wars aflicjre, 
but the moft dangerous to the City of Goa, 
was that with Sevajee Rajah, who got Foot- 
in|: pn the Ifland about the Year iwy. He 
raifed fome Batteries againft the Town, 
whieh would have annoyed it very much, 
had not a ‘Portugueze Heroine, in a Sally, got 
into a Redoubt of the Enemy’s, and cut them 
to Pieces, which ilruck fuch a Terror into 
Sevijee\ hxmj, that they quitted their Pofts 
and fled. The Lady was alive in Anno 1705*. 
and received the Pay of a Captain all her 
Days after that noble Exploit. She was cal- 
led Pionna Maria. She came to India m. 
Man’s Apparel, in 'Queft of a Gentleman 
that had promifed her -Marriage, and then 
deferred her, and went, in Quality of Cap- 
tain, to India ', but Ihe found him, and chal- 
lenged him at Sword and Piflol, but he ra- 
ther chofe to make the Quarrel up amicably 
iby Marriage. 

I have flood on a little Hill near the City, 
and have counted about eighty Churches, 
Convents and Monafteries within View; and 
I was informed, that, in the City and its Di- 
ftii^is, which flretch about 40 Miles along 
the Sea-coaft, and ly Miles within Land, 
there are no fewer than 30000 Church Ver- 
min, who live idlely and luxurioufly on the 
Labour and Sweat of the miferable Laity, fo 
that every Body that has Sons and Subftance, 
flrives to buy Places for them in the Church, 
becaufe neither military nor civil Preferments 
cao be expected from the State, or if by Me- 

rit

rit they chance to raife themfelves, yet the 
Tyranny and Oppreffions of the domineering 
Clergy is infupportable ; *for Inftance, I knew 
a Gentleman that bought a Parcel of frefh 
Fifh, and a Prieft coming foon after to tte 
Filhers, and finding that none was Irft for 
the Church, he demanded the Gentleman’s 
Bargain, who excufed himfelf, by telling the 
Prieft, that he had fome Friends to dine with 
him, and could not fpare them. The Priefl 
gave _ him a Reprimand iii fcurrilous Lan- 
guage, and the Gentleman ufmg fonae tart 
Language to the Prieft, that onehded him, 
he let fly the fharp Dart of Excommunicati- 
on, that pierced him fo deep, that it coft 
him above j L. Sterl. to take it otot again, 
and beg' his Pardon on his Knees bd^e the 
Archbifhop, before he could be abfolved. 

In a fine ftately Church dedicated to St. 
the Apoftle, lies the Body of St. Fr«»- 
cis Xavier a Tortugueze Apoftle, and a 
fuit by Trade, who died in his Miffion to 
Jufon xn the fifteenth Century ; and, about 
fifty Years afteri as a Tortugueze Ship was 
going to, or coming from C‘hina, being near 
an' Itlandon that Coaft, called after St. Ju- 
flft, fome Gentlemen and Priefts went aftiore 
for Diverfion, and accidentally found the 
Saint’s Body uncorrupted, and carried itPaf- 
fenger to Goa^ and there, with much Vene- 
ration and ecclefiaftical Ceremony, itWas de- 
pofited in an Ille of St. ‘Paul's Church, 
where it lies ftill, and looks as frefh as anew 
fcalded Pig, but with the Lofs of one Aria r 

for 
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for, when the Rumour of the Miracle reach- 
ed Rome, the fovereign Pontiff ordered his 
right Arm to be fent, that he might find 
Out if there was any Impofture in it or no, 
or perhaps make him fad ge in a Bottze'e 

into his Calendar, under the Name of aCi^ri- 
fiian Saint. Accordingly his Arm was fairly 
cut off by the Shoulder, and fent to Rome 
to {land its Trial. When Iris Holinefs had’ 
viewed it, he called for Pen, Ink and Paper 
to be brought on a Table, and the Arm fet 
near them. After a little Conjuration, in full 
View of the facred College, who were there 
prefent, and no Body elfe, the Saint’s Hand 
took hold of the Pen, and dipt it in Ink, and 
fairly wrote Xavier. 

I take it to be a pretty Piece of Wax-work 
that ferves to gull the People of their Mo- 
ney, for many vifit it with great Veneration, 
and leave fomething at its Shrine for the 
Maintenance of Candles and Olive Oyl, that 
continually burn before it : And a Prieft at- 
tends weekly to fliave his Head and Beard ; 
but none but that Prieft has the Honour to 
come within the Iron Rails that are placed 
about the Corps, four or five Yards diftant 
from it. Now if any fhould queftion the 
Truth of Yiawr’s Story tit Goa, they would 
be branded with the odious Name of an ob-' 
ftinate incredulous Pleretick, and perhaps 
fall in the Hands of a convincing Inquifition. 

B u t, if any incredulous Heretick Ihould 
be fqueamilh, and cannot fw allow the Story of 
Xavier without chewing it, I w’ill tell tnem 

' ^ : .of 
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of another that doubtlefs will go glibly down. 
At a certain Time,. but God knows when, a 
Ship of ‘Portugal coming to India, got the 
Length of Cabo de bona Efperanza, and then 
met with fuch a violent Storm, that drove 
the Ship fo violently before it, that it was 
paft the Pilot’s Skill to keep her to Rights in 
her Courfe ; and who ihould come to their 
Afliftance in that critical Junfture, but Senhor 
P^iabolo, who took the Helm, and managed 
it very dextroufly: And the Virgin to 
ihew her Kindnefs, and Skill in Navigation, 
flood a whole Night on the Forecaftle, dire- 
fting the Devil how he lliould fleer, and be- 
hold, to the great Admiration of all concer- 
ned, the Ship was high and dry in the Mor- 
ning, in a Valley on the South Side of the 
River of about half a Mile within the 
Land. The Ship failed very well, for that 
one Night Ihe ran, according to a moderate 
Computation, lyoo Leagues, And, in Com- 
memoration of this Miracle, there is a fine 
Church built where the Ship anchored fo 
fafely, and the Strufture is juft the L-ength, 
Breadth and Height of the Ship. The Church 
I have often feen as I paft up and down the 
River. And this Story is fo firmly believed 
at Goa, that it is dangerous to make any 
Doubt of it. 

_ O f all the Churches in or about Goa none 
is honoured with Glafs-windows, but one 
in the City dedicated to St. Alexander, for 
the reft are all ferved with clear Oyfter-ftieli 
Lights, that are far inferior to Lights of 

Glafs. 
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Glafs, And all their ftately Houfes are fur- 
niflied with Oytter-fliel Lights. 

The Country about Goa is fteril in Corn, 
but it produces feme excellent Fruits. The 
Goa Mango is reckoned the largell and mofl; 
delicious to the Tafte of any in the World, 
and, I may add, the wholfomeft and bell ta- 
iled of any Fruit in the World. Their Jatn- 
boMalaccais very beautiful and pleafant, and 
they have very good Pine Apples and Melons. 

The little Trade they have, is moflly from 
their Arrack, which is diftilled from Todily 
of the Cocoa-nut Tree, which grows in great 
Abundance in the Territories of Goa. The 
Englijh are their beil Cuftomers, for they 
buy great Quantities yearly for Punch. It is 
ibid by the Candy, or two Casks, about 4^ 
Gallons each, for ly Xera;pheens per Cask ; 
but I have bought it for ^o. when there was 
no great Demand for it. They alfo make a 
great Deal of Salt in Ponds made in low 
Grounds, where they may convey the Wa- 
ter at fpring Tides. It may be bought for a 
Crown the Tun, and fometimes cheaper. 

T H E River’s Mouth is guarded, and the 
Entrance defended by feveral Forts and Bat- 
teries, w'ell planted with large Cannon on 
both Sides. On the Ifland is the black Fort, 
which Rands within half a Musket-lhot of 
the Bar, which is lliut up by the South-fouth- 
weR Monfoons, from Jlpr'd to September, 
when is St..^?/?/j(jwy’sNew-moon, as they call 
being the firR Nevv-moon in September. 
The Freflies coming down from the Moun- 
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tains, carry off the Sands, which choirs, th. 
Mouths of the Rivers along all the rWfl 
Ma. And, without the^blacfc Fon%^l 
Battery built clofe to the Sea on a little Prn 
mmtory, called Nos Smior M Lh, lboTt

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River of St. Lorenzo^ which is a Branch of 
Goa River, parting about five Leagues from 
their Mouths, and compofe the Ifland cal- 
led Goa Ifland. 

_This Country belonged formerly to the 
Kings of Vifapore ; but in the fifteenth Cen- 
tury, when fettled the ‘Portumeze 

Colonies in India, he purchafed the Iflands 
of Goa and Salfet, which He contiguous to 
Goa, from the King, who did them many 
fingulat Services, which afterwards were re* 
paid by Ingratitude. 

About the Year 1660. when the fbutch 
had a War in America and India, with the 
Portugueze, the Dutch fetit a Squadron, to 
try if they could add Goa to the reft of theit 
Indian Conquefts, but found its Avenues fo 
well fortified, that it Was thought impra£ii* 
cable to land. Their Ships were forced to 
ly at a good Diftance from Aguada and Nos 
Senhor de Gabo, and fo continued riding at 
Anchor triumphantly, without Aflion, ex- 
cept a little Diverfion they had with a Por^ 
tugueze Bravo, yKho, a fmall Ship of 
forty Guns, would needs oafs thro’ the 
Fleet, as they lay at Anchor ; but they foon 
nr^de him fenfible of rafli Folly, by finking 
his Ship, and either killing or drowning him 
and all his Crew. 

When the Tortugutze mSi tfie Sovajeg 
had' War,T think that Gonde de Villa Verde 
was then Vice-roys there were fo few Soldi- 
ers, and fo many Priefts* that he was oblig- 
ed to take Recruits for his Army* out of the 
t R Chftrchl 
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Church ; but the King of Tortu0il for- 
ced to recal him for that great Offence. 

_ B E X tv E E N Goa and there is, a little 
River that IS another Branch of the River of 
which difembogues about a League to 
the South of Marma^un, at a Village nailed 
fjYxTiS and affords a little HarLour for 
vtl “-om which Place the Mand of 

ftretches five Leagues along the Sea- 
shore, in a fine level Plain, planted with Co- 
coa-nut Trees and Churches. The Produft 
of this Ifland is as that of Arrack and 
oalt. I he Churches and Monafteries are Se- 
minaries for black Romijh Priefts, and the 
Country, befides them, produces good Store 
of Hogs and Poultry. Ai Coho de Rama, 
which IS contiguous to Salfet, are the Li- 
mits of the Dominions of the Tortmueze on 
that Part of India. 

CHAP. XXII. 

Gives an Accomt Sundah RajahV 9)^- 
mmoHs, the RroduB, Religion and Cuftoms 
of hu Gpmtp, with Obfervations on his 

C AB^ de Rama, or, as the EngUjh call 
^it,_Cape f?^^ 0 j-, begins the Limits of the 
Country, to the Northward, 
and has a Caflie on the Cape to fecure his 
Frontier } but there is no River or Harbour 

for 
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for Shipping, till we come to Sevafeer, and 
that is but a bad onej tho’ it has the Cover 
of a large Caftle with few Guns in it^ But, 

Car'ivary which lies feven Leagues to the 
Southward of Cape Ramusy has the Advan- 
tages of a good Harbour* on the South 
Side of a Bayj and a River capable to re- 
ceive Ships of 360 Tuns. The Englijh hmc 
a Faftory here, fortified with two Baftions, 
and feme fmall Cannon for its Defence. The 
Rajah is tributary to the Mogul at prefentj 
but formerly was a Part of Domi- 

nions, before Aurengzeb conquered that 
Country. This Rajalh Dominions reach 
from Cape Ramus to Merzeoy about fifteen 
Leagues along the Sea-coaft, and fixty or fe- 
tenty Leagues within Land. 

A B p u t the Year i6do. Aurengzeh came 
into Vifafore with an Army of 3 or 400000 
Men* and foon conquered the open Country* 
but the Metropolis* called the City 
pre^ took, him foven or eight Years to re- 
duce it, for being built on aflat Mountain of 
difficult Accefs, and Room enough to fow 
Corn on it, ohWgodi Aurengzeb to furround 
it with his Army* and make a Blockade* 
but at laft it yielded, and Aurengzeb put the 
King in Chains of Silver, and carried him in 
Triumph along with his viftorious Army* 
near the Space of thirty Years* and then he 
died an inglorious Captive. He was recko- 
ned a good fimple peaceable Prince while he 
reigned, but was in no Way related to the 
Godk Mari, 

t ^ ^ 
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T}it,SundahR^ah'sCo\mWj\s tiiouatain- 
ous, and lies on both Sides of the Mountains 
of Gatti. The Vallies abound in Corn and 
Pepper, the beft in India-, and the Woods, 
on the Mountains, with many Sorts of wild 
Beafts, as Tigers, Wolves, Monkies, wild 
Hog, Deer, Elks, and wild Cattle of a prodi- 
gious large Size. I have feen a wild Bull 
killed there, whofe four Quarters weighed 
above a Tun Weight, befides the Hide, 
Head and Guts. 1 meafured his Horns, 
which Were not long in Proportion to their 
Thicknefs, being twenty three Inches in Cir- 
cumference about the Roots, and his Mar- 
row-bones fo large, that I took the Marrow 
out with an ordinary Silver-fpoon. The 
Flelh was not fo favoury as that of fmall tame 
Cattle, nor would it take Salt kindly, but 
grew hard, dry and black when faked. 

This Country is fo famous for hunting, 
that two Gentlemen of Diftinftion, iMr. 
JLembowg of the Houfe of LembourginGer- 
fnany, and Mr. Goring, a Son of my Lord 
Gorinas in England, went incognito in one 
of the Company’s Ships, for 

They left Letters direded for their Relati- 
ons, in the Hands of a Friend of theirs, to 
be delivered two or three Months after their 
Departure, fo that Letters of Credit follow- 
ed them by the next Year’s Shipping, with 
Orders from the Eaft-india Company to the 
Chiefs of the Fadories, where ever they Ihould 
happen to come, to treat them according to 
their Quality. Tney Ipent three Years at 

Car- 
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Carwar, viz. itom Anno 1678. to 1681. then* 
being tired with that Sort ofPIeafure, they 
both took Paffage on board a Company’s Ship 
for England^ but Mr. Goring died four Days 
after the Ship’s Departure from Carwar, and 
Kes buried on the Ifland St. Mary^ about 
fourj^eagues from the Shore, oW Bat acola^ 
and Mr. Lembourg returned fafe to England. 

THEitE are three Species of Tigers in 
Orts'dir Woods. The fmalleft is the fierceflr. 
It is not above two Foot high when it walks. 
It is very cunning, and delights much in hu- 
man Flefli. The fecond Sort is about three 
Foot high, and hunts Deer and wild Hog, 
and a little Creature, called a Piflay. Its 
^dy has the Shape of a Deer’s, but its Head 
^e a Swine ; and, as a Boar has two long 
Tusks growing upward from the nether Jaw, 
fo it has two long fmall iharp Teeth which 
grow downward from the upper Jaw, and 
reach as low as the under Part of the lower 
Jaw. They are very harmlefs and fearful, 
and feed on Grafs and Herbs, They are 
hardly Po big as a full grown Cat, and their 
Flelh is black, and taftes like an Hare’s, 
The largeft Size of the Tigers is above three 
Foot and anhalfhigh, when they walk. They 
are lefs rapacious than the others, feldom 
greedy of human Flefli, and fooner frightned. 
A poor Peafantin this Country had a Buffi- 
io bemired in a Bog, and while he went to 
his Neighbours for Affiftance, came a large 
Tiger that faved them the Trouble, for be 
pulled it put by his own Dexterity and 
R 3 Strength, 
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Strength, and, when he ^ad done, threw 

him over his Shoulder, as a Fox doesa Goofe, 
and was carrying it, with its Feet_upwards, 
to his Den, but, when he faw the People, he 
let it fall, and went away ; but he had killed 
the Buffalo, and had fuckt his Blood, lis 
a fmall Buffalo that weighs not above 5:00 

Weight, and fome weigh ixot. 

I once was in the Woods with my Finee, 
to try if I could kill a Deer, but a fmall Ram 
happened to fall that damped my Powdei, 
which was only wrapt up in Paper ; and, my 
Cxun being ufelefs, I was making towards the 
Plain where our t aftory ftands, and falling oti 
a Foot-path from the Mountains towards 
?he Plain, I kept in that Road, |nd had not 
gone far, till I efpied a of the largeft 

Size ftanding in the fame Path, with his Face 
towards me. Affoon as he faw me, he fquat- 
ted his Belly to the Ground, and wagged 
his Tail, and crawled flowly towards me I 
thought it would be in vain to flee, fo I ftept 
leifurely forward, till I came within ten 
Yards of him, I then clubbed my Fuzee, 

and made what Noife I could to frighten him, 

and he, out of Civility, ruflat in amongft a 
Thicket of Bufties, and left me the Road, 
Which I did not think fit to accept of, but 
got in among the Bufhes on the oppofite Side 
to him (I dare fay) much more fnghtned 
than he was. And, before J got to the Plam, 
Uaw a wild Bull and a Cow grazing. The 
Bull grew angry, and fnorted, but the Cow 
<asly gazed on me, but I foon got out of 
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thdi* Sight, and got fafe to the FaSory ; but 
never went into the Woods again, but with 
a numerous Company. 

The Chief of the EngUJh Faftory is held 
in very great Efteem in this Country, and 
When he goes a hunting, is generally accom- 
panied with moil Part of the People of Di- 
ftinftion in the Vicinage, who bring their 
ValPils and Servants with them, armed with 
fire Arms and other Weapons, both mif- 
five and defenfive, with Trumpets, Haut- 
boys and Drums. The fire Men place them- 
felves at convenient Diftances, along the 
Skirts of an Hill or a Wood, except fome 
that are fent in to guard thofe who arefent 
with their loud Mufickto rouze the Game. 
The Drums, Trumpets andETautboys fpread 
themfelves fometimes for a Mile or two, 
and, on a Signal given, ffcrike up at once, 
and march towards the Skirt where the fire 
Men are placed. The wild Inhabitants being 
aftonilhed with the unufual Noife, betake 
themfelves to their Heels, and fall in the Am- 
bufcade, and many of them are killed and 
wounded in their Flight. I faw, in one of 
thefe Huntings, above a Dozen of Deer kil- 
led, two wild Cows with their Calves, who 
wolild not leave their dead Parents, tho’ they 
had done fucking ; alfo four or five Sows, who 
had above a Dozen of Pigs following them, 
and were all killed, with fome Pifiays; and 
all in lefs than two Hours Space. The Hun- 
ters made good Cheer of w’hat they lik’d bell, 
and what remained was fent to the Fatlory? 

R 4 and 
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jand the Chief foon following after, was con- 
duced Home by the whole. Company, and, 
at the FaCory Gate, made him a Compli- 
ment, and departed. At this Time, which 
was in Anno the FaCory had about a 
Score of good Dogs for Game, of Englijh 
Brood, and the Company allowed each of 
them about a lb- of boyl’d Rice daily, but 
mow they are better Husbands of their Mo- 
iiey, and have difcharged all their Dogs and 
-other Superfluities, except one good old Cu- 
ftom of treating Strangers that come there 
from Euro;pef with pretty black female Dan- 
cers, who are very aCive in their Dancing, 
and free in their Converfation, where Shame 
is ^ite out of Falliion. 

The Woods produce great Quantities of 
|good Teak Timber, ufeful in building both 
Ship? iind Houfes. It is more durable than 
Oak. And there is good Poon Mafts, 
Rronger, but heavier than Fir. There is a 
Shrub grows in the W oods, that has a Leaf 
fcigger than that of the Fig-tree; and the 
Dew that falls on that Leaf being carefully 

f athered, and fet in the Sun a Day or two, 
ecomes the pleafanteft and ftrongeft Acid 
that ever I rafted* 

Aurengzeh conquered 

this Country produced the fineft Betteellas or 
Muflins in India. The Englijh Company had 
a great Cloth Trade here, and employed a- 
bout yoooo People in that ManufaCory ; but 
the licentious Soldiers fell into this 

province, and ruined all Manner of Trade, 

plun- 
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plundring the in duftrious Inhabitants of all 
they could lay Hands on, and cut the Com- 
pany’s Cloth from the Loom, and ufed the 
Weavers fo rudely, that they left their own 
Country, to look for Protedion in Countries 
farther to the Southward, where War had 
not fet up her bloody Banners. 

When the MomV% General had taken 
PoflelHon of that Province in his Maker’s 
Name, he invited the Gentlemen of the £■«- 
^Jh Faftory to an Entertainment in his 
Tent, under Pretence of fetthng the Com- 
jpny’s Commerce, and, while they were at 
Dinner, he fent a Party of Men, who plun- 
dred and burnt their Houfe, which made 
the Company build and fortify what they 
now have ; but he who built it where it is, 
had no great Forefight in choofinghis Ground, 
for it ought to have been built in a Place of 
free Communication with the Sea, but now 
it Hands a League from it. And, in Anno 1718. 
x\iQ Rajah ftiewedthem their Error, and built 
Batteries at the Mouth of the River, fo that 
the Fadory is nothing at prefent but a gen- 
tile Prifon, which by dear bought Experience, 
we found in a War we had with him, by the 
Indifcretion ot one. Tajlor who was Chief, 
w'ho pretended to be Lord of the Manner, 
in appropriating a W rack to his own Ufe, 
that was call away, above four Miles from 
the Fadory. The Rajah could not bear to 
be fo bare-fae’dly affronted in his own Domi- 
nions, by Tenants that would hear no Rea.*- 
ion. He befieged the Fadoiy for z Months 

before 
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before the Seafon would admit of Forces co* 
ming to affift them by Sea ; and when they 
arrived, the Seas run fo high on 'the Shore, 
shat there was great Difficulty of landing 
in the Teeth of an Enemy, who had ten 
Times our Numbers, fo that the firft 
tempt of landing was unfuccefsful, by our 
Mens Negleft and Difobedience to the Or-^ 
ders they had received, and about fourfcore 
of our braveft Fellows were cut off, and fome 
taken Prifoners: But, about fix W eeks after, 
we had fome Revenge on the Enemy in an 
Engagement on the Side of an Hill among 
thick Buflies. The Eneihy being above our 
Men, began their Fire at Break of Day, to 
beat our Men from a Spring of frefli Water 
clofe to the Sea ; but our fmall Veflels lying 
near the Shore to cover about 400 Men, that 
lay to guard the Water, fired with fo good 
&tccefs, that, in an Hour’s Time, they were 
jrfjliged to run, and leave near ^oo dead in 
the Woods ; and our Men purfuing them in 
their Flight, did fome Execution on them. 

W p were in daily Expe^ation of more 
Forces, and did not offer the Enemy Battle, 
becaufe of their Numbers and our Want of 
JExperiehce; but we harafled the Enemies in 
the Nights, in burning Villages, for there 
was little to plunder ; and at Sea we took 
Ibme Veifels laden with Salt going to the Er 
nemy, and three Ships of the Rajah's come 
ingnom Arabia with Horfes, to the Num-» 
of 140. which created us much Trouble 
te find Provender and W ster for them : How--

nf the Eaft Indies, 

ever, when our Reinforcement came, we 
could mufter, in our Fleet, of Seamen and 
Soldiers, xx^oMen. The Enemy raifed fome 
Batteries on the Strand to hinder our land- 
ing; and we took two of the Prizes, and 
made them Shot-proof above Water, and 
laid themafliore at high Water to batter their 
Batteries, and keep the Enemy at a Diftance 
with their great Shot, till our Men were 
landed and drawn up. Each of our floting 
Batterips were covered with a Frigat of aa 
or 24 Guns. When all was ready, we land- 
ed layo Men, without the leaft Hindrance 
from the Enemy, for they wmre preparing to 
flee to the Woods; but our frelh Water land 
Officers were fo long a drawing up their 
Men in a confounded hollow Square, that 
the Enemy took Courage, and, with Horfe 
and Foot, came running towards our Men, 
firing, and wounding fome as they marched 
in their Ranks, which our Commandant fee-» 
ing, pulled off his red Coat, and vaniflied. 
Some other as valiant Captains as he, took 
Example, and left their Polls, and then the 
Soldiers followed, and threw down their 
Arms. We loft in this Skirmifli about 250, 
but our floting Batteries would not permit 
the Enemy to purfue far, nor durft they ftay 
to gather up our fcattered Arms, fo about 80 
Sailers went on the Field of Battle, and 
brought on board of the Commodore about 
aooStand ofArms, moft of them loaded : How- 
ever the Enemy had fome Lofs too, for we 
found eleven Horfes dead, and faw many Fires 
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long the Foot of the Hills to burn their dead 
Men in. “ 

The had, by this Time, 7000 Men 
in this War, which Expence he be- 
j tired of, and the Lofs of his Ships 
and Horles was fome Mortification to him, 
befides the had made an Inroad in- 

to his Northern Borders, which made him in- 
cline very much towards a Peace, and accor- 
dingly he fent a Brahman on board the 
Commodo^ of the Fleet, to negotiate about 
Commodore heard him, and 
^vifed him to make his Overtures to Mr. 
Taylor ihm. he faid, that the Rajah would 
by no Means confent to treat with him, com- 
plaining, that he was not only the Occafion

W Shop-heepers, who before could pay him

Parties, in ^ Days 
alter the firft Overture was made, Peace was 
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fjiroclaimed on eafy Terms for both Par- 
ties. 

T H E R E is one Trick that the Priefts year- 
ly put upon the People in this Country, that 
would puzzle the bell: Merry-andrews in Eu- 
rope to imitzte, and that is, about the latter 
End of May, or the Beginning of June, there 
is a Feaft celebrated to the infernal Gods, 
with a Divination or Conjuration to know 
the Fate of the enfuing Crop of Goto The 
Ceremony I faw here, and at other Places oa 
the Coaft of Canara. The Priefts having 

f erfwaded fome Fools to bear a Part in the 
arce, proclaim the Feaft to be on fuch a 
Day, at a certain Grove, where feveral thou- 
&nds of People affemble, and in the Middle 
of the Grove is placed a black Stone of 3 
or 400 Weight, without any defigned Shape, 
but fome Places bedaub’d with red Lead 
mixt in Oyl, to ferve for a Mouth, Eyes and 
Ears, and a little earthen Pot of Fire placed 
before the Stone, and a Girl about ten 
Years of Age to attend it. 

Some Priefts, all naked, except a Bit of 
Cloth to hide their Privities, ruli and dance 
round the Stone and Fire for half an Hour, 
like mad Men, making ftrangeDlftortions in 
their Phizes, and now and then bellowing 
like Calves. And this was the firft Scene. 
Thofe Priefts had erefted a Scaffold on two 
Axle-trees, that had Trucks fitted for them 
like the Carriage of Ship Guns. In the Middle 
of the Scaffold ( which might be about ly 
Foot long, and as broad) was erected aPiece 
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of Wood about Foot high, with a Notcft 
cut in the upper End, like the Cheeks of a 
Sh%’s Pump, with Holes bored for a Bolt 
to pafs through, as Pump Cheeks have* A 
iTree hewn for their Purpofe, about 40 Foot 
Jong, was laid about the Middle in the Notch* 
and a Bolt palling through the Cheeks and 
that Tree, like a Pump-brake. At one End 
of the Tree were placed two crofs Pieces* 
oiw at the very Ekid, and the other about ^ 
Foot within it. Each of thofe crofs Pieces 
were about 4 Foot long, and* at the other 
End, had a Rope faftned to it. And this 
was the Vehicle for the Aftors tohang on 
Ifor a Mile or two. 

T H E Adors prefenting themfelves to the 
Priefts, being four in Number, dreft as the 
Ihriefts were j oidy on their Heads, Crowns 
were made round their Temples, of Sugar-* 
cane Leave?, <^en at the Top, like ducal 
Crowns. Tlie Priefts brought two Tenter- 
hooks, fuch as the Butchers in Britam hang 
their Meat on, for each After, and, after 
fome ridiculous Ceremony, hookt them on 
each Side dr the Back-bone, a little above 
Ae Kidnies. Thofe Hooks had Cords fall 
to them, fo they went dancing round the 
Stone, and the Prieft holding their Strings 
fefi* and, after two Minutes Dancing, they 
came tamely to the End of the Tree* where 
i^e crofs Pieces were faftned, and one was 
tied up to each End of the crofs Pieces, and 
the Mob was ready to hale down the other 
End, and faftned it to the End of the Scaf- 
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fold, and the foolifli Fellows were hung up by 
the Back, above ten Yards from the Ground. 
The Populace broke fome old Cocoamuts 
on the Scaffold, and fome hundreds of them 
got fioid of the Ropes faftned to the Scaf- 
fold, and haled it over plowed Ground, a- 
bove a Mile, to another Grove ; and the Girl 
with the Pot of Fire on her Head, walking 
all the W ay before. When they came to the 
End of their Journey, they were let down, 
and going into the Grove, where was placed 
another black Stone Pagod, the Girl fet her 
Fire before it, and run ftark mad for a Mi- 
nute or two, and then fell in a Swoon, and 
in that lire lay fweating and foming at the 
Mouth prodigioufly. When Ihe grew mad, 
the Men fell flat on the Ground before the 
Image, and then arofe after lire fell in her 
Trance. She continued immoveable about a 
Quarter of an Hour, and then awoke, and 
feemed to be very fick. The Priells inter- 
rogated her about what lire had feen and 
heard from the terreftrial Gods, and lire gave 
them a fatisfadloiy Anfwer, on which they 
all bowed to the Image, and put their Hand 
on a Cow that was there ready, dedicated 
to the Image ; and fo all departed fatisfied. 

O n fight of the new Moon iny^ugujithsf 
have another Piece of Super ftition, in aFealfc 
dedicated to the Sea, for the profperous Na- 
vigation of the enfuing Seafon. They have 
the Effigies of the Go^ Gunntesy which is a 
Man’s Body, with an Elephant’s Head, clapt 
cleverly on bis Shoulders, and carried in Pro- 

celEba 
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eeffion to a River’s Sidej and thrown fatotlift 
River, upOT which, all Rivers who have Bars 
are opened for Navigation. 

_T ms Gunnies was Son to another 
<jrod, who hada »eat War many Years with 
a certain Sort of gigantick Devils, that in- 
lulted the Land, and carried away all the 
Virgins they could lay their Paws on j at 
Length overcame them in a bloody Bat- 
tle, for which Succefs, he fwore, he would 
make a Sacrifice of the firft living Creature he 
mould meet in his own Dominions, to the great

firft Objeft that prefented himfelf ; for being 
a good loving Son, came on Purpofe to meet 
^d welcome his Father from hi? Fatigues in 
War ; You may judge what a Pack ofTrou- 
bles was in, but there was no Remedv.

Country called Buts, they ftudy Aftrology, 
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and are in gi'eat Repute for their eiternplary' 
innocent Livds, and Skill in prdphefying. In 
the Year 1684. one Mount But told fome 
Things very fur pri ling, when Mr. was 
Chief for the jEl«g/iy 7 j at C?r‘a'<«r. 

In the Space of three Years no Engltp 
Ship from Eurofe\i&d^ called there, and the 
Gentlemen longing for one, and Mount But 
coming to vifit the Chief, Mr. JValfel askt 
him if he could tell when a Ship from Eu^ 
rope would call there. He anfwerfed, he could 
tell, and mufihga little While, told, that on 
that fame Day forty Days, which happened 
to fall out on a Sunday j one would arrive, 
and that fhe was, at that Time, at Anchor at 
an Illand on this Side of the Cape of Oood- 
hopot taking in Refrefliments. The Chief 
told him, if he prophefied true, he would 
prefent him with as much fearlet Cloth as 
would make him a Coat. The But anfwer-' 
ed, that he thank’d him, but that neither of 
them would live to fee her arrive, and there- 
fore advifed Mr. to fet his Houfe in 

Order ; and that, to prove fome Part of the 
Prophecy true, the himfelf lliould die 
ten Days after the Day he prophefied, and 
that Mr. JValfel Ihould die fo many Days af- 
ter. Accordingly the But died, which put 
the other’s Mind out of Order, till the Day 
of his Death came, and that Morning Mr. 
Walfel hidi, he believed the Conjurer was 
out in his Reckoning, for he never was in 
better Health in his Days; but, after Dinner, 
he had an apopledick Fit, that carried him 
S ; ^ 
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off And the Ship’s Pinnace came aihore at 
the Faftory Gate that Noon that t\xe But 
told flie Ihould arrive. The Ship was the 
Mexico Merchant, commanded by Captain 
Roger Taxton, vahom, I well knew. 

^ HE pretty nimble female Dancers at Car~ 
war are not fo by Choice ; but all Trades 
and Occupations being lifted into Tribes, 
none can marry out of their own Tribe; and, 
as it fortuned, the Originals of this Tribe 
were Ladies that could not be confined to 
one Husband, and fo would not marry. 
Their Pofterity are not fuffered to marry, be- 
caufe there are no Men in their Tribe allow- 
ed. When the Laffes brin^ forth Children, 
the Males are brought up Soldiers, and the 
Females are learned to danee, and. what they 
earn by dancing goes to the Rajah, except 
a fmall Share for the Girl’s Maintenance. 
What they get by their Kindnefs to Stran- 
gers is all their own ; and I have feen fome 
have very fine Clothes and Jewels acquired 
by their Trade. 

The Tortugueze have an Ifland called 
Anjediva (before mentioned) about a Miles 
from Batcoal. They fortified it, for fear that 
Muskat Arabs or the Sevajees {h.o\AdL. have 
fettled on it; if they had, they might have 
incommoded the Goa Fleet that goes yearly 
to Canara fox Coxn. 

A T the Mouth of Garwar River, are two 
fortified Ifiands, called J&j&e and Gar. One 
is fortified by Walls built round it, and fome 
Guns mounted on it. The other is iteril and 
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dry, and not worth walling. They both belong 
to the Rajah of Sundah. There are fome I- 
llands ly athwart the Mouth of the Bay, that 
make the Harbour of Caruvar, but none in- 
habited. The Bay has two large Entrances 
for Shipping. That to the North is clear from 
Danger ; but the South Chanel has a fliarp 
Rock like a Pyramid in the Middle of it, 
that feveral large Ships have ftruck on, for 
there is too much Water on it for fmall 
Ships to be frightned by it, having at leaft ly 
Foot Water on its Top. 

There are feveral more little Elarbours 
in this Rajah’s Dominions to the Southward 
of Carwar, viz. Ankla-s Cuddermuddy and 
Merzee, whofe River terminates the Sun- 
dahs Territories, and brings us on to a bet- 
ter Country, viz.Qamra.

Gives a Tiefcrtption of Gaiiara, Jhevjing its 
Fertility, TroduSl, Government, Religioni 
Cujioms, and Temfer of its Inhabit antsy 

O NO JR is its northei-moft Port, and 
has the Benefit of a River, capable to 
receive Ships of a or 300 Tuns. It has a 
Caftle on a low Hill, about a Mile within 
the Bar, built, of old, by the ‘Portugueze, 
when they were Lords Paramount of all the 
Sea-coafts of Indian but the Rijah Of Cana- 
ra WHS fb affronted by them, that he laid 
t S 2^ Siege 
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Seige to the Caftle, but was three Years in 
reducing it; and fo long he blockt it up, till 
Hunger forced a Surrender. 

The Religion, by Law eftablilhed, here, 
as well as in Smdahy is the Tagan. And 
thereys a Pagod or Temple, called Ramtrut, 
that is vifited yearly by great Numbers of 
Pilgrims. Clofe by the temple there is a 
fine Ciilern or Tank, of a fquare oblong Fi- 
gure. It is continually furnfflied with good 
Water, that guflies out of the Face of a 
Rock, as big as a Man’s Thigh. There are 
about fo Steps cut out of the fame Rock, 
that lead from the Surface of the Earth down 
to the Tank\ and at the Foot of the Stairs is 
a little Summer-houfe built. The Tank is a- 
bout three Fathoms deep in the Middle, and 
is ilored with Plenty of pretty brown Fiih, 
with a white Stroke from their Head to Tail, 
on each Side of the Ba)Ck-bone. And when 
any mufical Inftrument is played on by the 
Sides of the Tank^ they come in fiich Num- 
bers towards the Mufick, that they may be 
taken up in Baskets; but none dare meddle 
with them, becaufe they are confecrated to 
the Pagod. 

S o MET I ME sr they carry the Image of the 
Pagod in Proceflion. In Figure he is more 
like a Monkey than a Man, They put him 
into a Coach in Form of a Tower, with a 
pyramidal Top about ly Foot high, where 
eight or ten Priefts are fet to bear the Image 
Company, and to fing his Praifes. The 
Coach has four Wheels, and a Rope of a 
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good Thicknefs made fall to it, and drawn 
through the Streetsj by Strength of Hand, 
•with a great Mob attending his Godfliip, 
wherever he is drawn. 

In Canara there are feveralCuftoms pecu- 
liar to itfelf, and many of them are fpread a- 
broad to remote Gountrics. Here it was, 
that the Cuftom of Wives burning on the 
fame Pile with their deceaft Husbands had 
its Beginning. It is reported, that before the 
Bralmans invented this Law, Poifon was fo 
well known and praftifed, that the leaft Quar- 
rel that happened between a married Couple, 
cofl; the Husband his Life, and this Law put 
a great Stop to it ; and now Cuftom fo far 
prevails, that if any fainted-hearted Lady has 
not Courage enough to accompany her Spoufe 
to the other World, llie is forthwith fliaved 
and degraded, and obliged to ferve all her 
Husband’s Family in all Kinds of Drudgery, 

I have feen feverals burned feveral Ways, 
In this Country they dig a Pit about lo Foot 
long, and 6 broad, and fill it with Logs of 
Wood. One great Piece is fet at the Brim 
of the Pit, ready to fall down on pulling a 
Bit of String. When all is ready, there is 
good Store of Oyl or Butter thiwn on the 
Wood, and then the Husband’s Corps is' pla- 
eed about the Middle of the Pile, and Fire 
fet to it, which blazes in an Inftant. Then 
the Spoufe took her Leave of all Friends and 
Acquaintances, and Drums, Trumpets and 
Hautboys being playing cheerfully, ihe wal- 
ked three or four Times round the Pile, 
S3 which, 
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which, by this Time, was all in a great Blaze, 
and then leaps in on the Corps. AlFoon as 
ever ilie leapt in, a Prieft drew the String, 
and down fell the great Log of Wood, at 
leaft 5’oo Pound Weight, over her Body, and 
all confumed together. 

In other Parts they do not ufe Pits, but a 
Pile is built, and the Corps laid on it, and 
’ Fire put to it ; and the V iftim dancing round 

it for a little Time, to the Noife of loud 
Mufick, leaps in; and, if Ihe hefitates* the 
Prieils thruft her in with long Poles, making 
fuch an hideous Noife, that fhe cannot be 
heard ; and, all the While fhe is a burning, 
the Priefts dance round the Fire. Others a-, 
gain taKe fomnifick Medicines, and (land by 
the Pile till they fall on it while afleep. I heard 
a Story of a Lady that had received Addref- 
' fes from a Gentleman, who afterwards de- 

f ferted her, and her Relations obliged her to 

|i marry another, who died fhortly after the 

; Marriage, and who, according to Cuftom, was 

, I laid on the Pile ; and, as the Fire was well 



kindled, and Ihe going to aft the Tragedy 
on herfelf, Ihe efpied her former Admirer, 
and beckned to hirn to come to her. When 
he came, Ihe took him in her Arms, as if flie 
had a Mind to embrace him ; but, being 
ftronger than he, Ihe carried him into the 
Flames in her Arms, where they both con- 
fumed, with the Corps of her Husband : 
Yet I have known fome faint-hearted Girls 
that had not the Courage to accompany their 
Spoulesinto an unknown World, but rather 

liye 
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live in this, tho’ under the Badge^id Um- 
brage of Ignominy and Shame. 

This Country of Canara is generally go- 
verned by a Lady, who keeps her Court at 
a Town called Baydotir, two Days Journey 
from the Sea. She may marry whom Ihe 
pleafes ; but her Husband never gets the 
Title of Rajah, tho’ if flie has Sons, the el- 
deft of them does ; but neither Husband nor 
Son have any Thing to do with the Manage- 
ment of the Government, while flie lives : 
Nor are the Queens obliged to burn with 
their Husbands. The Subjefts of this Coun- 
try obferve the Laws fo well, that Robbery 
or Murder are hardly heard of among them 
And a Stranger may pafs through the Coun- 
try without fong askt where he is going, or 
what Bufinefs he has. 

N o Man is permitted in this Country to 
ride on Horfes, Mules or Elephants, but Of- 
ficers of State, or Troopers, tho’ we are al- 
lowed to ride on Oxen or Buffaloes: Nor 
none are permitted to have Umbrellas carri- 
ed over them by Servants, but muft carry 
them themfelves if the Sun or Rain offend 
them ; but in all Things elfe there is Liber- 
ty and Property. 

The next Sea-port, to the- Southward of 
On&ar, is which has the Vefiigiaoi 

a very large City, Handing on a little River, 
about four Miles from the Sea. There is 
nothing of it left now worth noticing, but 
ten or eleven fmall Pagods or Temples co- 
vered with Copper and Stone. The Coun- 
S 4 try 
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try produces good Quantities of Pepper ; and 
t\iQ EngUjh Company had a Faftory there : , 
But, about the Year 1670. an Englijh Ship ' 
coming there to lade, had a fine Englijh 
Bull-dog, which the Chief of the Factory 
begged of the Captain, 

After the Ship was gone, the Faftory, 
which confifted of eighteen Perfons, were 
going a hunting, and carried the Bull-dog 
with them; and, pafling through the Town, 
the Dog feized a Cow devoted to a Paged, 
and killed her. Upon which thePriefts raifed 
a Mob, who murdered the whole Faftory ; 
but fome Natives, that were Friends to the 
Englijh, made a large Grave; and buried 
them all in it. The Chief of Carwari^xxx. a 
Stone to be put on the Grave, with an In- 
feription, That this is the Burial-place of 
JohnBeft, with feventeen other Men, 

who were faertficed to the Fury of a mad 
Friefihood, and an enraged Mob, lJ\ie Englijh 
never refettled there imee ; but often buy 
Pepper there. The Ifland St, Mary lies 
W elt-north-wefl: from the Mouth of the Ri- 
yer of Batacola, about four Leagues diftant, 
being the Burial-place of Mr, Goring before 
cbferved. There are fome more Ilfands ly- 
ing clofe to the Shore, but are befet with 
Rocks under Water. And what Ships pafs 
between St, Mary and them, ought not to 
venture above two Miles within that ifland ; 
but there is no Danger within a Quarter of 
a Mile of it, but what is vifible, 

.The 
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The iiext Town, to the Southward of 
JSatacokf is Barcekar^ ftanding on the 
Banks of a broad River, about four Miles 
from the Sea. The Country abounds in 
Rice, having in many Places two Crops in a 
Year, by the Advantage they have of fome 
Lakes at the Feet of the Mountains of Gat- 
t 'h whofe Waters being confined by Sluces, 
are let out at convenient Times to water 
their Rice Fields. The Dutch have a Fa- 
dlory here, only to buy up Rice for their 
Garifons on the Malabar Coaft. It Hands a- 
bout a Mile from the River’s Mouth, that 
Jias a Bar of 13 or 14 Foot Water on it at 
ipring Tides, and has a Caftle on its North 
Side for its Guard, that none may go in or 
out without Leave. 

The Tortugueze alfo get Supplies of Rice 
fpr Goay and they have lix or eight Ships 
belonging to Barceloavy that carry their Car- 
goes of Rice Muskati and bring back in 
Returns, Horfes, Dates, Pearl, and other 
Merchandise of the Produft of Arabia, To 
the Southward of this Place, on a plain Road 
that leads to Manguhrcy zxt planted four 
Rows of Trees, on the Sides of a Walk about 
eight or ten Miles long, which being very 
large, and having Spreading Branches ever 
green all the Summer, ferve for Umbrellas to 
Paffengers that travel that Road. And, on 
feveral Places, there are Huts built, where 
fome old People flay in the Day-time, with 
Jars of fine clear Water for the Paflengers to 
invk gratis^ at the Charge of the State. Bac-

camar and Molkey ly between BarceUar 
Mmgukrey both having the Benefit of Ri- 
vers to export the large Quantities of Rice 
that their Fields produce. 

Mmgtilore is the greatefi; Mart for Trade 
in all the Dominions. It has the Con- 

veniency ofone River produced by three that 
come into it by different Ways^ viz. from the 
North, South and Eaft, all proceeding from 
the great Rains and Dews that fall from the 
Mountains of Gatti, which ly or 30 
Leagues up in the Country, and are the in- 
land Bounds of liie CamraDominiom. Thofe 
three Rivers joyn about a Mile from the 
Sea, and, at Mangulore, difembogue at one 
Mouth into the common Receptory of Ri- 
vers. 

The Tortugueze have a Faftory for Rice 
here, and a pretty large Church, becaufe 
great Numbers of black Chrijiians refide 
there. The Priefts, as well as their Congre- 
gations, are the very Scum of Chriftianity. 
The Clergy are fo ihamelefs, that they will 
bargain with a Stranger to pimp for him. 
And the Laity look on Whoring, Thieving 
and Murder as no Sin, if any Gain can be 
got by them. 

T H E Fields here bear two Crops of Corn 
yearly in the Plains ; and the higher Grounds 
produce Pepper, Bettlenut, Sandal-wood, I- 
ron and Steel, which make Mangulore a 
Place of pretty good Trade. The Town is 
poorly built, along the Sides of the Rivers, 
and has no Defence againft an Enemy, but 

two 
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two fmall Forts, one on each Side of the 
River’s Mouth. The Rajah or Rana keeps 
generally about lyooo Soldiers on their 
J 4 alabar Frontiers, to repel the Infolence of 
the Malabarsy and another Army towards the 
Sevajee Borders, to cover them from the In- 
roads of thofe Harpies % for the Malabar s 
and Sevajees poor in refped of the 

Canarines^ watch Opportunities to borrow 
the Superfluities of their rich Neighbours. 
Such Praftices have been ufed, in former 
Times, amongft usinR'rifiisti®, and, no Doubt, 
would ftill be fo, if good wjiolfom Laws, 
backt with good Forces to fee them put in 
Execution, did not reftrain us. 

Along the Malabar Frontiers, the Ca^ 
marines have Forts built of Earth, wherein 
are kept about x or 300 Soldiers ready, on 
all Gccafions, to encounter any fmall Party 
of the Malabars that clandeilinely come in 
to thieve or rob ; but the Muskat ArabSf 
in Anno 1695', came with a Fleet, and plun- 
dred the Sea-coaft of Canara, and burnt Bar~ 
cekar and Mangukre, and carried away a 
great Booty,* And Conajee Angarie, in Anno 
17x0, came along the Cbaft, and infulted it ? 
but, on landing Tome Men, found fuch Re- 
Cftance, that made him embark again, with- 
out doing much Mifchief to the Country. 

T H E R E is only one fmall Sea-port more in 
Canara, cihedi Manguzeer, about five Lea- 
gues to the Southward of Mangulore, and 
three from Tiectilly, a large Fort built on an 
Ifland clofe to the Land* And three Lea- 
gues 
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gues farther South is a fmall River that di- 
vides Canara and Malabar Territories.

M alabar is a pretty large Coun- 
try, divided into many Principalities, 
and I have a Lift of them as they were gi- 
ven in to the ingenious and curious HeerVan 
Rede Commiflary General for Affairs of the 
F>utch Eaft-ittdia Company in Anno 1694. 
who die 4 off Bombay in his Voyage towards 
Surat.

whole Government are in the Hands o?Ma- 
t^metansy ox Malabar Moors. The King- 
doms of and Borcat sLxo not put 

down m the Lift, nor Raarow, vi\iich. 
are potent Principalities j and t\iQ Samoriny 
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or Empire of Calecuti one of the moft po- 
tent of them all, has no Place in this Lift Bur, 
The Country, tho’ large and populous, is 
not fruitful in Corn, for there is Abundance 
of Rice imported from Cmara\ buti being 
low and fandy all along the Sea-coaft, except 
a few riling Grounds^ which are the moft 
fteril, yet it nourilhes vaft Numbers of Cocoa- 
nut and Arecka Treesj whofe Fruit brings 
them great Gains from other Countries. The 
higher Grounds produce Pepper and Car-da- 
rnumsy the beft in the World ; and their 
Woods Teak Timber and Angelique for 
building. Sandal-wood, or Saunders, W'hite 
and yellow CaJJia Lignum, or wild Cinnamon* 
and Caffia Fifiula, Nux vomica, and Cocolus 
India. Drugs grow plentifully in their VVoods^ 
which are alfo well ftored with wild Gamcj 
both for Pleafure and Ufe. Their Moun- 
tains produce Iron and Steel, but not fo good 
as we have in Europe. And their Sea is fto-i 
red with many Species of excellent Filhes. 

W HEN xlitEortugueze came firft into In- 
dia, the Sambrin of Calecut was Lord Para- 
mount of Malabar ; and, in his Dotage, 
when he was well advanced in Years* he 
would needs be a Mahometan, and, to fliew 
his Zeal, would go in Pilgrimage to Meccdi 
to vifit the Tomb. Before he took his Voy- 
age* which was by Sea* he made a Will, and 
having four Nephews, bequeathed each of 
them a Part of his Empire. To the eldeft 
he bequeatheid Calliftree, whofe Sea-coaft 
reaches from io Tkories about 14 

■j" T Lear 
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rr?*? fecond, whom he loved 
beft, ±e Title of Smorin^ and a Sea-coaft 
from Ttcorte to Chitawa, about the fame Di- 

Tp. Attmga^ which reach- 

ed irom Chitawa to Cape Comerin, about <o 
Leagues, becaufe that Part of the Country is 
coi^ned between the Sea and the Mountains 
or Qatti, and is divided by Rivers from thofe 
Mountains, into more than looo Iflands be-' 
tween Chitawa and ^oiloan. The young- 
elt had Coil, which reached from Cape Co- 
merin to the River of Nayafatamy about <o 
Leagues more. 

The old Zealot dying in his Voyage, 
inade great Difturbances in the State among 
the Brothers ; and, after a long and bloody 
War, they concluded on the Partitions of the 
foregoing Lifl. Many of the Tribes conti- 
?de Tributaries to the Provinces mentioned 
in the old King’s Will ; but many more are 
independent. And lb I’ll return to ‘Decully, 
g^^^Ptoceed in my Obfervations along the 

_ Between ^ecully and Mount T>elly 
there is no Harbour, tho’ a fine deep Riv^ 
if Courfe to the Southward, along 
about 8 Leagues, never, in all 
that d raft, going above a Bow-lhot from 
It difembogues itfelf by the Foot 
of Mount Tielly, over Rocks and Sands, 
of half a League broad. The In- 
habitants are a wild fuperftitious uncivilized 
People. There is alfo a fmall River that 
runs clofe by the Foot of Mount Z)^/A, on

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the South Side. And 3 Leagues South from 
Mount ^elly is a fpacious deep j:al- 

led BalliaPatam, where the Engltjb L-ompa- 
ny had once a Faaory for Pepper ; and the 
aforementioned Mr. Boucher was the lalt 
Chief for their Affairs there. . 

Cammnore was formerly a Town belonging 
to the Crown of Portugal, with a very 
llrong tort to guard it, built on a Point ot 

Land focommodioufly, that the ^oa 
ed above four Fifths of it, and had AeC 
veniency of a fm^ll Bav for an Harbou^ 
that could Ihelter fmall Ships th^Fury 
of the South-weft Monfoon^ 
came with a Fleet about the Year 1660. and 
landed a fmall Army, and were joyned b^ a 
great Number of the Natives, who weie 
weary of the Tyranny of the

His Government is not abfo- 
lute, nor IS It hereditary ; and, inllead of gi- 
ving him Ae Truft of the Treafury which 
comes by Taxes and Merchandize, they have 
Chefts naade on Purpofe, with Holes made 
in their Lids, and their Coin being all Gold, 
whatever is received by the Treafurer, is put

n J ""I the the CommilSo- 

ner of Trade, the chief Judge and the Trea- 
luiei ; and, when there is Occafion for Mo- 
ney, none can be taken out without all thefe 
tour be prefent, or their Deputies, 

In Af^ 1668. the Prince came into the 
^utch Fort to pay a Compliment to the Cap- 

ShSf 50 Attendants 

with him. While the Prince was complimen- 
ting the Captain, the Malabars took the Op- 
portunity of ‘Dutch Security, and killed 
the Sentinel at the Gate ; but the Sol- 
diers being all in their Barracks, and their 
Arms ready,^made a feafonable Sally, and 
drove the_ Malabars out, with the Lofs of 
twenty of their ^mber j and the Dutch 
ftut their^Gate. The Fort is large, and the 

he Gate, lb tnatthe Fray was over be- 
fore 
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not half conquered yet bythe Sfmiardsi^Q 
they are polTeft of all the Sea-coaft, as the 
^utch zxe of Zealom% and the Natives lofe 
no Opportunity of cutting off their Lords 
Spaniards i when they can do it without 
Danger. They have fortified their Moun- 
tains and Vallies fo well with thick Hedges 
oi Bambows, that the Spaniards cannot eafi- 
ly moleft them, tho’ they have fecret Ways 
to fally out and difturb their Enemy. 

The chief City in Luconia is Manhila or 
ManUlai the Refidence of the Spani/h Vice- 
Eoy, and the Port where all the Galleons that 
come yearly fxova. Ne'w-fpdiny refort to. The 
Harbour is fpacious, commodious and fafe. 
They admit of Trade from India znd. Chinay 
but nor with any European Nation. The 
Mahometans tolerated in their Religion, 
but not the ‘Pagans, io that all G6me/S that 
go there for Commerce, get a little Brafs I- 
mage hung about their Neck, with a String 
of Beads in their Hands, and learning to 
crofs themfelves, cry Jefu fanSfa Malta 
( for they cannot pronounce Maria, becaufe 
the Letter R is excluded the Chinefi Alpha- 
bet) I fay, when they have got all thofe fore- 
named Qualifications, they are good Spanijh 
Chrijlians. 

And when they have featherd their Nefi: 
by cheating the Spaniard, and taken their 
Leave of Manilla or Manhila, at their paf- 
fing by a Mountain dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary, they throw their Beads over board, 
and thank the Virgin for her Kindnefs to them. 

T 3 In 
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In Anno 1719. there happened a Mutiny 
in Manilla^ wherein the Vice-roy loft his 
Life, and he had a Son that might have fav- 
6d his, but was obftinate, and would needs 
follow his Father, It was occafioned by Op- 
prelHon and Avarice, for the Vice-roy hav- 
ing a Mind to fil? his Coffers at any Rate, 
fet up a Tribunal, wherein the richeft Mer^ 
chants in the City were impeacht for hi^ 
Crimes and Mifdemeanours, by fuborned 
Informers. Evidences were not wanting to 
prove Things that never were done by the 
innocent Merchants, and on thofe falfe Infor- 
mations and Evidences their Perfons were 
imprifoned, and their Eftates feized. Thofe 
that had not been profecuted feeing their 
t)anger, carried their Goods and Money in- 
to the Churches and Convents for Security, 
and fled into the Country themfelves, till 
the Times Ihould amend ; but thofe Places 
of Sanduary were violated, and when the 
Merchants were fummoned, and did not ap- 
pear, their Eftates were confifcated, and 
brot^t out of the Churches and Convents 
by F^rce. 

T H E Arch-bifliop, and his Army of Priefts, 
went to him, and laid the Peoples Grievan- 
ces and his own OpprefRons and Crimes be- 
torehim but he treated them rudely, which 
loon put the whole City in an Uprore. A 
cunning and bdd Prieft of the Or- 

der feeing the People’s Difpofition to Muti- 
ny, took a large Crucifix on his Shoulder, 
and invited all who 'o?QKitv&CathoiickChri~ 

fiians 
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fiians to follow Jefus Banner, and 

afford Succour and AJIiftance 10 Cbrijl's per- 
fecuted Flock. 

The Citizens came thronging after the 
Priefl and Crucifix, well armed, and they 
inarched direftly to the Vice-roy’s Palace. 
His Guards all deferred him on Sight of the 
Priefl and Crucifix, and he and a few of his 
Domeflieks fired fome fmall Arms, and kil- 
led fome, and wounded others, which fo en- 
raged the Multitude, that they ruflit furiouf- 
ly up Stairs, and fliot him dead. His Son 
was Governor of a Caflle a little Way from 
the City, and he hearing that his Father was 
in Danger, came with his Garifon to refcue 
him, but being killed before the AfTiftance 
came, the Citizens complimented him, and 
defired him to return to his Poll, for they 
had nothing to lay to his Charge, but he re- 
fufed, and fwore he would be avenged on 
his Father’s^ Murderers, and beginning to 
ufe Violence on thofe next to him, his Men 
deferted him, and he foon fell a Sacrifice to 
his own Folly. There were above a Million 
and an half oi,Spanif Dollars found in his 
Treafury, out of which thofe w hom he had 
unjuilly robbed were reimburfed. 

It is about no Leagues from South to 
North, and the South End is about too Lea- 
gues in Breadth. It breeds good, hard^v 
fmall Horfes, and, if it were in the Hands 
of fome induflrious Nation, it is able to fur- 
nilh good Materials to build a good Com- 
merce with ; but the Spaniards are rich, lazy 
■ ^ ami 
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and proud, and rather difcourage than im- 
prove Trade, or to engage the Natives to be 
civil and induftrious. 

The next Ifland of Note Formofa^ but 
there are feveral fmall Iflands between it and 
which belong to China, tho’ of no 
great Account, and becaufe they are flat and 
low, they are called the Bajhee Iflands. 

Formofa is a noble Ifland, and produces 
many valuable Commodities, as well for the 
Snftenance of Mankind as for Pleafure and 
Luxury. It affords Plenty of Gold, raw 
Silk, fine white Sugar, Sugar-candy, and Cop- 
per finer than in^Qi^/^a, but coarfer than 
m Japan, and feveral Drugs, as GaUingal, 
China Root, ^c. Before Tartars fubdu- 
ed it, it had Kings of its own, but tributary 
to China. The Natives differ much from 
the neighbouring People of China ^ndi Luco- 
a/w, both in Phifiognomy and Make, They 
are of a low Stature, with a large Head and 
Fore-head, hollow-eyed, and the Cheek- 
bone very high, a large Mouth, and a lliort 
flat Chin, with little or no Beard on it, long- 
jaw’d, and a fmall long Neck, their Body 
ihort and fquare, their Arms pid Legs long, 
fmall and ill-ftiaped, their Feet long, and 
broad at the Toes, and generally they are 
baker-kneed. ’The Englifl? znd. Dutch \a.dL 
their Faftories there, *but about the Year 
1678. when &\\ Fokien had fubmitted to the 
Tartars, they were ordered to withdraw 
their Faftories from a fmall Ifland 

clofe to the great one, on which their Fafio- 
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ries flood. The obeyed, and remov* 

ed over to Amoy., but the “Tiutch received 
Supplies from Bat avia, endured a long 

Siege, but were at laft forced to fubmit, tho’ 
they fold their Faftory, and many of their 
Mens Lives pretty d.ear, for the Tartars \o9i. 
above 5 'ooo Men in reducing it. It is now 
wholly under the Tartars, and the Chungs 
took oiFokien has the Superintendency of it. 

W hen it was tributary to about the 
Year i6$o. there was a ftrange Diflemper 
raged on the Iflandfor three Years together, 
for mofl of the Virgins between twelve and 
eighteen Years of Age, had a Trick of hang- 
ing themfelves, in fo much that very few 
Maidens were left on the Ifland, nor could 
any Remedy be found to prevent it, before 
an old China Man found one out, andaddreft 
himfelf to the King, defiring him to make a 
Trial of hanging ( all thofe that hanged them- 
felves privately ) up by one Leg on the Sides 
of High-ways, for Paflengers to gaze on. The 
King took his Gounfel, and hanged up fome 
fo, and in one Month’s Time the Maidens re- 
frained from hanging, and haye continued 
good Girls everfince. 

The Religion of Teyvson ( for that is the 
Name that the Chine fe call the Ifland of 
mofahy[)is purely Tagan. They all wor- 
fliipthe Sun and Moon, and the Stars their 
Children. Some worllaip the firfl living Thing 
they fee in the Morning, except a Lizard. 

Between and the Coafl of iu?- 

ly the Iflands, fo called from 
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the great Quantities of Fifli caught about them* 
There are many Shallows ly a good Diftanee 
off them, on -which an EngLiJh Ship from Su- 
ratf called the JoJiah, was Ihipwrackt in 
Anno 1697. but all the Men were faved ; and 
on the Report of a Jefuite Miffionary who 
was Paffenger, that he had fome Things on 
board for the Emperor, one yiv. Reynolds 
the firft Supercargo, was forced to take a 
Journey to R eking, who cleared himfelf, but 
brought Scandal on holy Mother Church, for 
forging Things fo palpably falfe, for the good 
Father’s Trunk was faved, and opened by pro- 
per Officers, and not one Thing that he had 
reported to be in it, was found. 

Many other Iflands ly along the Coaft of 
China, but of no great Note, till we come to 
the Ifland Chufan, which lies off the Mouth 
of Limpa. ft firft became famous in tfie 
Tartar Wars, for many Chine fe of Note re- 
paired thither with their Families, -who 
thought to have found a quiet Retreat there, 
but they were miftaken, for by Coxinga from 
Amy, the Tartars covAiWiAly warring 
thereabout, they were haraffed between them, 
and at length a Garifon of Tartars fettled 
on it, and gave it their Laws. 

In Anno 1700. the new Eaft-india Com- 
3 any of England, {ttxX&di a Faffory on Chufan, 
yy Mr. Alim Catchpole before mentioned, 
but by the Oppreffionof the Officers, 
and the Company’s Negleft of fending Mo- 
ney fufficient to carry on their Trade, Mr. 
Catchple removed the Faff ory again in the 

Be-; 
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Beginning of the Year 1703. and carried it to 
‘pallo-condore, as is before obferved. 

From the North End oT Formofa., to the 
South End of Jaf on^ the Diftance is about 
axo Leagues, and in the Fair-way are feveral 
Iflands of no great Account in Commerce. 
They are moft of them very high, and on one 
of them is a very great Vukanoy which con- 
tinually fends forth a prodigious Flame that 
may be feen in the Night above 30 Leagues 
Dillance from it. 

Bungo is a Province of Japonj and was ho- 
noured with the Name of a Kingdom, but a 
bout the Year 16$$. it loft its Title and moft 
of its Inhabitants, for being too zealous in 
l^omoting Chriftianity by barbarous Ways. 
The Bortugueze found this Ifland and Japm 
to be eafily brought over to their Notions of 
Chriftianity, and that the Country abounded 
in Gold and Silver, drove a very great and 
advantagious Trade there, for above one Cen- 
tury of Years. Nor were their Priefts idle in 
making Converts, for in the Space of 100 
Years, they profelyted 180000 Families, when 
at the fame Time, the Emperor gave great 
Encouragement to the Priefts to go on in 
their Apoftlelhip, every one having free Li- 
berty to embrace and had not 

the giddy-headed Cbriftian Priefts, been too 
zealoufly hot and hafty, it was believed that 
the Emperor himfelf would have become 
Chriftmt, but a civil War breaking out in 
Japoa, And the Emperor’s Forces much di- 
minilhed, the Chriftian Priefts thought it a 

pro- 
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proper Time for them to fettle their Religion 
on the fame Foundation that Mahomet did his, 
by eftablilhing it in Blood. 

Their Thoughts run on nothing lefs than 
extirpating the Heathen out of the Land, and 
formed a Confpiracy of raifing an Army of 
500C0 Chrijiians to murder their Country- 
men, that fo the whole Ifland might be illu- 
minated by Chrijlianity, fuch as it was there 
But the Emperor having Intelligence of their 
holy Defign, thought fit to prevent them, 
and coming to an Agreement with his rebel- 
lious Tagan SubjeSs, difcovered the common 
Danger they all lay under from the Cbrijii- 
ans, and they, to fecure themfelves, joyned 
their Forces with the Emperor’s, but lay fi- 
lent till they faw where the Chrijlians ■wovM 
begin their Tragedy, and it was not long be- 
fore they began the Maflacre, near a large 
City called Ojfacca. The Emperor’s Army 
marched fpeedily thither to chaftife their In- 
folence, and a very bloody Battle enfued, 
wherein the Chrifiians had the better. The 
Emperor foon levied a greater Army, and 
engaged the Chrijiians a fecond Time with 
Succefs, and quite routed them, and never 
gave them Time to form themfelves into a- 
nother Army after, but followed his Blow, 
fparing neither Man, Woman, or Child that 
had been baptized, and the ^agan Bouztes 
or Priefts, were very good Informers, fo that 
in two Years, above scxxxjo Perfons periftied 
by the violent Zeal of bigotted Priefts, and an 
Ediift was publifhed, that whatever Chrifiian 

ftiould 
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Ihtmidj for tbe future, be found within th^ 
Itominions o^ J^ou^ ftiouldbe put to Death 
without Mercy. 

Many new Inventions were found out to 
torture the and the Priefts were 
the firft that made Trial of the Exquifitenefs 
of Aeir Pain. The poor Women and Vir- 
gins were torn Limb from Limb, by being tied 
to Stakes placed in the Ground, under the 
Branches of large Trees bended down, and 
their Limbs being faftned to the Stakes and 
Branches, by the Elafticity of the Branches 
they were torn to Pieces. Children were 
thrown downPrecipices, and date to Pieces, 
and infants were drowned, and fo Rmijh 
Chrifiimity ended in JapoVt Vn^hi a very dtf- 
mal and tragical Cataftrophe. 

T H E Englijh and T>utch at that Time had 
their Fa 6 iDries on a fmalllfland called jFir.aar- 
do, that lay ciofe to the Shore ofthe Ifland 
Butimy and drove a very advantagious Trade* 
but tn Amo 1664. when the En^ijh Shipping 
arrived, our never falling Friends taking the 
Advantage of our being G&r/^z^wj'jandcom-* 
ing thither contrary to the Edift, were iu 
Hopes to have a fecond Part of Amboma a- 
fted at Japen. They gave Information that 
\ xh.Q Englijh were and not only fo, 

but that our King had married the King of 
; 'RcrtugaPs Si&QXy and had a Mind to intro- 
I duce the Tortugueze itct&tlf into Japon, 
I and how dangerous that might be to their 
' State, they knew by dear bought Experience? 
and as an undeniable Truth ofour being Chn- 

ftians 
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they might fee in the very Colours 
that our Ships wore, the Sign of the Crofs. 
Their Information had fome of the defired 
EfFefts, tho’ not the cruel Part. The Em- 
peror being acquainted with the "Dutch In- 
lormation, ordered the Englijh to be civilly 
treated, their Cargoes to be taken off their 
Hands as before, and a new Japan Cargo to 
be provided for them, in lieu of what they 
brought, and at the ufual Time to difpatcb 
them, with llrift Orders for the Engltjh never 
to retm-n again upon Painof Death, by which 
fair Dealings the Dutch got the foie Japan 
Trade into their own Hands, except what is 
carried on by the Chine fe. This Account! 
had from Captmn John who was int 
the laft Englijh Ship that traded to Japm. 

The Dutch and Chinefe are both limited 
in the Numbers of their Shipping that trade 
to Japan, Dutch from one to four year- 
ly, and the Ci6i»eye from Ten to Twenty. M- 
ioon as their Ships arrive, all their Crews are 
fent afhore to Houfes provided for them, 
and the take Pofleffion of the Ship, 

and all that fhe has aboard of her ; they urn- 
hinge the Rudder, and fend all the great Guns 
and Ammunition afhore. Each Cargo is un- 
laded and fent to the Faftory appointed for 
its Faftors, and there opened and repackt 
before proper Officers. The Goods are font 
away without any Enquiry what they cofl^ 
or what they are content to take for them, 
and the Officers take a Memorandum of what 
Commodities they defire in barter, and thtfe 
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are provided and delivered onboard their 
Ships by the Midcy^bf OSiober^ and about 
the Beginning of November th&j deliver their 
Rudder, Guns, and Ammunition, and are 
difpatched in F< 3 rm, to be gone without De- 
lay. 

THE'2)«2f^^Fa£lory is now fettled ztNan.. 
gefaaky on a little Ifland clofe to the Shore, 
and are there confined, without a fpecialPer- 
miffion from Court, either when they have a 
Defire to go on the main Ifland, or to remove 
from their FaAory lo Batavia. 

I heard of a mortifying Accident that hap- 
pened to the Dutch Affairs in Japan, when 
Mr. Charron a French Man, had the Direft- 
orfliip of their Fadory. He had been feve- 
ral Times at Jeddo and Meaco, two great 
Cities where the Emperor keeps his Court, 
fometimes at one or other of thofe Places, as 
his Fancy or Affairs lead him. The Emperor 
took a Liking to Mr. Charron, andoftenfent 
for him to hear the Accounts he could give 
of Europe. Charron prefuming on his Fa- 
vours from the Emperor, begged Permiflion 
to build an Houfe on the little Ifland where 
their Faftory flood, on his Maflers Account, 
which Requefl the Emperor granted, 

AccoRDiNGLYthe Foundation waslaid 
very large for an Houfe ; however the Buil- 
ding went cheerfully on, till it grew into an 
handfom Fortification of a regular Tetragon. 
The Japonefehting ignorant of the Art of 
Fortificatioh, had not the leaft Sufpicion of 
Deceit, but fuffered them to finilh it. 

When 
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WH£Nit was finiflied, Mr.C/»«m»advi£- 
ed his Matters at BaH^gpia, of the Progrefs 
he had made, and defired by the next Ship- 
ping to have fome Cannon fent him in Casks 
filled with Rnbbifli, fuch as’Oaccam or Cot- 
ton, the Casks to be well bound with Iron 
Hoops, and the Heads fecurely fixt in, with 
fome Casks of the fame Make, filled with 
Spices, which Advice was accordingly fol- 
lowed. 

Whek the Shipping arrived, the Lading 
was landed according to Cuttom, but in rol- 
ling the Casks* one of thofe that contained a 
Brafs Gun, had the Misfortune to have one 
of its Heads fah out, and the Cheat was by 
that Accident difcovered. This put a Stop 
to all Commerce till the Emperor’s Pleafure 
was known about this firange Affair. 

The Emperor forbad to interrupt the 
Trade, but ordered their new built Houfe to 
be razed to the Ground, and to fend Mr. 
Chm roff to Court, that he might expoftulate 
the Matter with him. The Orders were fpee- 
dily obeyed, and went to Court, and 

when brought before the Emperor, was much 
dejedled in his Looks to what he ufed to be 
formerly. 

The Emperor interrogated him on the dif- 
covered Cheat, and finding he had no Anfwer 
fufficient to vindicate himfelf, the King up- 
braided him with abufing his Kindnefs, and 
ca-dered a Barber to be brought, who pulled 
poor C&m«’s Beard out Hair by Hair, and 
then a Fool’s Goat and Cap were put on him, 

and 
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and he carried through the Streets of Jeddo^ 
for a ridiculous Speftacle, and was fent back 
to his Fadory with Orders to go oiF with the 
firft Ships that were ready toi&ilfov Batavia. 

The Japnefe are ilrid Obfervers of mo- 
ral Rules, and particularly in Commerce, in 
fo much, that a Merchant of Reputation, in 
his Payments puts up y, 10, or any decimal 
Number oiCufangs, which is a broad, oblong, 
thin Piece of Gold (of twenty Shillings Va- 
lue there) into a Silk Rag, and putting his 
Seal on the Bag, paffes current for what the 
Seal mentions, for feveral Generations, with- 
out fo much as once looking what is in the 
Bag; and Gold is fo plentiful and cheap, that 
a Cupang of twenty Shillings in Japn^piTts 
Current at Batavia for thirty two Shillings, 
and when the Lion is ftampt on it by the 
Company, it pafles for forty Shillings Sterl. 

T H E I KTurcelkm, or Japn earthen W are* 
is finer than China Ware, but much'thicker 
and heavier, and the Colours brighter, and 
it fells much dearer, either in India or 
ropi than what is made in Chinas but their 
Tea is not half fo good. Their lackt or 
japon’d Ware is, without any Doubt, the 
beft in the World. The beft Sort will hold 
boyling Water without Detriment to it, and 
is fo hard, that I have made a full Pafs with, 
a Rapier againll a Cabinet, and there was not 
the leaft Shadow' of a Mark to be feenaftet 
the Pafs. They abound in Silks both wrought 
and raw, much ftronger than w'hat China, 
produces.

The magotty Zealots have a Trick of 
leaping over high Cliffs into the Sea,^ in or- 
der to give their Souls an eafy Paffage to 
Paradife, the Priefts giving them Bills of Cre- 
dit to defray their Charges by the W ay, and, 
no doubt, the mad Man pays the Prieft very 
handfomly for the Bill, and thofe Bills are 
fo good, that I never heard of one protefted 
and returned. 

They have feveral other reputable Gods, 
and every one of them has their Adorers 
and Devotees. One has three Faces, ^ndhe 
is Father of the Sun, Moon and Stars; Eve- 
ry God has his own particular Paradife, but 
none are nearer than three Years Journey. 
Some of their Zealots cut their own Throats 
to get an eafy Paffage, and others hang them- 
lelves. 

They carry their Idols in Proceffion on 
Horfe-back, with inftrumental and vocal Mu- 
iick to entertain them.

vene with the Natives. She that was loft on 

Japan, had moft of her Men faved, and were 
kindly enteitamed, and fent to their Fado^ 
ry : ^Md twelve of the other’s Crew font 
was loft on Corea, gotaihore, and were de- 
tained Pnioncrs.

And all 
the Time of Cohabitation flie ferves her 
Husband as Purveyor and Cook, and keeps 
j his Clothes and Arms clean, 

i W nEK flie proves with Child, ihe nomi- 

pat^ its Father, who takes Care of its Edu- 
, cation, after llie has fuckled it, and brought 

j it to walk or fpeak ; but the Children are 

j never Heirs to their Fathers Eftates, but the 

Father’s Sifter’s Children are, and if there 
are none, then to the neareft in ConfanguL 
I nity from his Grandmother. And this Cu- 

llom is alfo praftifed among the Mahometan 
Malabars. 

There are many Degrees or Dignities in 
the Church as well as in the State. The 
bouries the firft in both Capacities of 
Church and State, and fome of them are 
Popes, being fovereign Princes in both. The 
Brahmans or Bramanies are thefecond in the

The or Magicians are 
next to them, and are in great Veneration.

Gentry Merchants are of all Orders, ex- 
cept H&mbouries, and are in fome Efteem. 
The ‘Poulias produce the Labourers and Me- 
chanicks. They may marry into lower Tribes 
without Danger of Excommunication, and 
fo may ikit Muckwas or Filhers, who, I 
think, are an higher Tribe than the Poulias, 
but the Poulichees are the lowed: Order of 
human Creatures, and are excluded from the 
Benefit of human and divine Laws. 

Ir a Pottlia or Teyvee meet a Mayor on 
fhe Road, he muft go afide to let his Wor- 
iliippafsby, left the Air Ihould be tainted, on 
Pain of a fevereChaftifement, if not of Death ; 
but the Poulichees in a much worfe State, 
for, by the Law, they are not permitted to 
converfe with any other Tribe, nor can they 
wear any Sort of Cloth, but only a little 
Straw made fall before their Privities, with 
a Line round their Middle. They are not 
permitted to build Houfes or Huts on the 
Ground, nor to inhabit the Plains where 
there is Corn Ground, but muft dwell in 
W pods, and build on the Boughs of Trees, 
like Birds, with Grafs and Stra w. If acci- 
dentally they fee any Body coming towards 
them, they will howl like Dogs, and run a- 
way, left thofe of Quality Ihould take Offence 
St their breathing in the fame Air that they 
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^o. They are not permitted to till and fow 
the Ground, only in obfcure Places of the 
Woods they plant Fruits and Roots, whofe 
Seeds they fteal from their neighbouring 
Gardens in the Plains, in the Night, and if 
they are caught Healing, Death is their Pu- 
nilhment, on the Spot where they are taken, 
without any Form or Procefs of Law. When 
they want Food, they come to the Skirts of 
their- Woods, and howl like Foxes, and the 
charitable Weulias md Tejvees relieve them 
with Rice boiled or raw, and fome Cocoa- 
nuts and oth«: Fruits, which they lay down 
in a convenient Place* and when their Be- 
neiafttK's come within twenty Paces of them 
with their Almsi they walk off, and let the 
^<n^kees cmis to their Food, which- they 
forthwith carry into the Woods, They are 
very fwift in running, and cunning in catch- 
ing wild Beafts and Fowl ; but they have 
few or no Fifti among the Mountains. 

Thf inferior Tribes have Liberty of Con- 
fcience in fancying their Deities, and wor- 
Dipping them. I have feen, at many Muck-^ 
Houfes, a fquare Stake of Wood, with 
a few Notches cut about it, and that Stake 
drove into the Ground, about two Foot of 
it being left above, and that is covered with 
fome €adjms or Cocoa-out Tree Leaves, 
and is a Temple and a God to that Family. 
Some worihip the firft Animal they fee in the 
Morning, let it be Cat, ^ Dog or Serpent, and 
they pay their Adorations to it the whole 
Day. Others choofe a Tree of their Father’s 
U 4 ■ , . V : - or 
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or fome dear Friend’s planting, and that he 
gets confecrated, and it then becomes his 
God ; but they all believe the Immortality of 
the Soul and Tranfmigration, and the Ado- 
ration of the great God, of whom they have 
many wild Opinions. 

The great God’s Image they can neither 
fancy nor make, but believe, that he fent an 
huge large Fowl from Heaven, that laid a 
fwinging Egg in the Sea, and, in Procefs of 
Time, it was hatch’d by the Supi, and forth 
came the W orld, with all Animals, V egetables, 
^c. that inhabit it now, and that poor Adam 
was fet alone on the Top of an high Moun- 
tain in which is called, to this Day, 

Baba Adtm, from that Tradition, but!, being 
tired of fa lonefom a Life, he defcended in- 
to the Plain, and there he met with Bevah^ 
whom he prefently knew to be his Kinfwo- 
man, and they ilruck Hands, and were there 
married. 

The great Men of the Clergy build Tem- 
ples, but they are neither large nor beautiful. 
Their Images are all black, and deformed, 
according as they fancy the infernal Gods to 
be lliaped, who, they believe, have fome 
Hand in governing the World, particularly 
about benign or malignant Seafons that hap- 

t en hi the Produftions or Sterility of the 
!,arth, for which Reafon they pay a lateral 
Adoration to them. Their Images are all 
placed in dark Temples, and are never feen 
bur by Lamp-light, that burns continually

: Whei;. 
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W HEN criminal Cafes are bronght before 
the Magiftrate, that want the Evidence of 
AVitnelfes to fupport them, the Trial of 
Truth is by Ordeal. The accufed Peribn is 
obliged to put his bare Hand into a Pot of 
boyling Oyl, and if any Blifter appears, the 
Party is found guilty; and I have been cre- 
dibly informed, both by Englijh and i>utch 
Gentlemen, as well as Natives, that had feen 
the Trial, that the innocent Perfon has not 
been in the leall; affefted with the fcaldmg 
Oyl, and then the Punilhment due to the 
Cn^, is inflifted on the Accufer, 

^ n-z Samrin mirtdi into a War with the 
^uUh Eaft-mdia Company Anno 
and the Chief of tkeEngUJh Faftory, who 
was a privy Counfeller to the Samoriny had 
a great Hand in promoting it. The Quarrel 
began about a fmall Fort that the Dutch 
were building zx.

Ambufcade in a Morafs overgrown with 
Reeds near the Fort. 
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Two Lieutenants, who had the

diverting themfelves with a Game at Tables 
in a Guard Room about half a Mile from the 
Fort. They had let fome of their Soh 
diers go ftraggling abroad, and the Sentinels 
were carelefs under the Security of Friend- 
Ihip, which gave the difguifed Workmen an 
(^portunity to kill the Sentinels, and make 
their Signal for the Ambufcade, who, in a 
few Minutes, took the half-built Fort. The 
Lieutenants came prefently after, with what 
Forces they had, to retake it, but one being 
killed dead in advancing, the other thought 
it imprafticable to attack greater Forces with- 
in than he had without, and fo embarked, 
with his Men, on board fmall Boats for 
about lo Leagues from 

I fortuned to be nt Coitchin when he and

He 
took my Advice fo ill, that he wrote to 
Bombay^ that I tyas in the 'Tiutch Interefl, 
oppofite to the Right Honourable Company, 
and alfo to his Mafters in England^ as if the 
Company could need my Interefl, Ad- 
vice or Affillance; but, as I had forewarned 
him, he found the Samrm-vszs forced, after 
three Years War, to conclude a difhonour- 
able and difadvantageous Peace, wherein he 
was obliged to build up the Fort he had de- 
molifhed, to pay the ^utcb Company 7 per 
Cent on all the Pepper exported out or his 
Pominions tor ever, and to pay a large Sum 
towards the Charges of the war. Some Part 
of the Money, I believe, he borrowed. 

Whether our Eaji-india Company got 
or loft by that War, I know not, nor will I 
pretend to pafs Judgment on their Affairs, 
out this I know, that the Chief loft a good 
Milk Cow, for the Chiefs of Calecut^ for ma- 
ny Years, had vended between yooand 1000 
Chefls of Bengal up in tbeinr- 

land Countries, where it is very much ufed. 
The Water Carriage up the River being 
cheap and fecure, the Price of Ojphium high, 
and the Price of Pepper low, lb that their 
Profits were great both Ways ; for, if I mi- 
ftake not, the Company paid the higheft Pri- 
ces for their Pepper, and the Nayersm tho.

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Chiefs Affairs; and by the unexpefted Turn 
of Affairs csufed by the War, that Trade is 
fallen intirely into the 'Dutch Company’s 
Hands, and it will be a very difficult Task 
to get it out again. 

Th E Company were formerly fo 

much refpe(?ied at Cakcuti that if any Debi- 
tor went into their Faftory for Protediion, 
none durfl prefume to go there to diflurb 
them; but that Indulgence has been fome- 
times made an ill Ufe of, to the Detriment 
of Englijh private Traders. 

The y have a good Way of arreftingPeo- 
ple for Debt, There is a proper Perfon 
fent with a fmall Stick from the Judge, who 
is generally a Brahman, and when that Per- 
fon finds the Debitor, he draws a Circle 
roU'Ud him with that Stick, and charges him, 
in the King and Judge’s Name, not to llir 
out of it tiil the Creditor is fatisfied either 
by Payment or Surety ; and it is no lefs than 
Death for the Debitor to break Prifon by 
goingput of the Circle. 

They make ufe of no Pens, Ink and Pa-^ 
per, but write on Leaves of Flags or Reeds 
that grow in Moralfes by the Sides of Ri- 
vers. They are generally about i8 Inches 
long, and one and an half broad, tapering at 
both Ends, and a fmall Flole at one End for 
a String to pafs through. It is thicker than 
our royal Paper, and very tough. They 
write with the Point of a Bodkin made for 
that Purpofe, holding the Leaf athwart their 
Jeft Thumb End. over the foremo|l Fingei', 

and 
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and what they have to write is indented,’ or 
rather engraven into the Leaf, but it does 
not pierce the Leaf above half Way through. 
And on two or three of thefe Leaves they’ll 
Write as much as we can on a Sheet of fmall 
Paper. All their Records are written fo on 
L-eaves, and they are Itrung and rolled up in 
a Scroll, and hung fome Time in Smoke* 
and then lockt up in their Cabinets. And I 
have feen fome fuch Leaves Smoke-dried, 
that, they told me, were above looo Years 
old. 

In Anno 1703. abbut the Middle of Febru-^ 
ary,! called at Calecutm my Way to xf®- 
raty and Handing into the Road, I chanced 
to flrike on fome of the Ruins of the fun- 
ken Town built by the Fortugueze m lox- 
mer Times, Whether that Town was fwal- 
lowed up by an Earthquake, as fome affirm, 
or whether it was undermined by the Sea, I 
will not determine ; but fo it was, that in $ 
Fathoms at the main Maft, my Ship, which 
drew XI Foot Water, fat fail a-fore the 
Chefs-tree. The Sea was fmooth, and, in a 
Ihort Time, we got off without Damage. 

The unfortunate Captain Green-, who was 
afterwards hanged in Scotland., caitie on board 
of my Ship at Sun-fet, very much overtaken 
with Drink, and feverals of his Men came 
in the fame Condition. He told me, that he 
had fome fmall Arms, Powder, Shot and 
Glafs-ware to difpofe of, and asked me if I 
would take them off his Hands at a very rea- 
fonable Rate. I told hiij}, that next Morn- 
ing 
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ing I would fee them, and perhaps be a Mer- 
chant for them: He told me, that the Arms 
and Ammunition were what was left of a 
large Quantity that he had brought from Eng- 
land^ but had been at Don Mafcherenas and 
Madagafcetri and had difpofed of the reft to 
good Advantage, among the Pirates, and had 
carried fome Pirates from Don Mafcherenas 
to'St. Marys. 

I told him, that, irt Prudence, he ought 
to keep thefe as l^crets, left he might be 
brought in Trouble about them. He made 
but little Account of my Advice, and fo de- 
parted. 

A B o UT ten in the Night his chief Mate 
Mr; Mather came on board of my Ship, and 
feemed to be very melancholy. He asked 
me, if I thought one of my Mates would be 
induced to go with Captain Grm, that he 
might be cleared of his Ship, and he would 
give that Mate that would accept of his Poft, 
a very confiderable Gratuity. I told him, that 
fuch a good Poft as he had on board the 
Worcefier was not eafily procured in India, 
for we feldom pi-eferred Strangers before 
we had a Trial of them. 

He burft out in Tears, and told me, he 
was afraid that he was undone. I askt his 
Reafon for his melancholy Conjefture. He 
anfwered, that they had afted fuch Things in 
their Voyage, that would certainly bring 
them to Shame and Puniflnnent, if they 
Ihould come to Light ; and he was affiired, 
that fuch a Company of Drunkards as their 

Grew 



of the Eaft Indies. ftf 

Crew* was compofed of, could Keep no 
cret, tho’ the Difcovery ftould prove thdc 
own Ruin. I told him, I was forry for his 
Condition, and that I had heard at Caikmi 
that they had not afted |»:udeatly nor ho^ 
tiefdy in relation to fome il/wrjf Ships they 
had vifited and plundred, and in finking a 
SloiW, with ten or twelve Euro^ans in her# 
off Coiloan. He askt me if that was known 


at Coiloan. I told him, that the People there 
made no Secret of it, but as long as you did 
them no Harm, you are wdcom to their 
Trade. Next Day went alhore, and mec 
Captain Green and his Supercargo Mr. 
lantt who had fjulcd a Voyage from Surat 
to Sindy with me. Before Dinner-time they 
were both drunk, and Cailant told me, that 
he did not doubt of making the greateft 
Voya^ that ever was made from En^limd 
on fo fmall a Stock as.yoo Pounds. I wiflit 
him Joy and Succefs, but told him, that we 
Indians underfiood none of thofe profitable 
Voyages, but were well content with 30 or 
sfi fer Cent. 

In foe Evening their Surgeon accofted me 
in my Walk along the Sea Side, and askt if 
1 Wanted a Surgeon, t told him I had two, 
and both very good ingenious Men. He 
faid, be wanted to ftay in for hisLifc 
was nneafy on board of his Ship, that tho’' 
the Captain was civil enough, yet TsAt. Ma^ 
was unkind, and had treated him with 
Blows for asking a pertinent Queftion at fotne 
wounded Men, who were hurt in the En- 
gagement 
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f agement they had with the aforementioned 
loop. I heard too much to be contented 
With their Conduct, and fo I Ihunn’d their 
Converfation for the little Time I ftaidatCz- 
lecut. Whether Captain Green and Mr. Ma~ 
A&er Iwd Juftice impartially allowed them in 
Procefs and Sentence, I know not. I 
nave heard of as great Innocents condemned 
to Death as they were; 

_ About x Leagues to the Southward of 
Galecnt, is a fine River called Baypore, cap- 
able to receive Ships of 3 or 400 Tuns. It 
nas a fmall Ifland off- its Mouth, about half a 
Mile from the Shore, that keeps it fafe from 
the great Seas brought on that Goaft by the 
South-weft Monfoons. Four Leagues more 
loutherly is Tannore, 2i Town of fmall Trade, 
inhabited h'j Mahometans. They are a little 
:ffee State, but pay an Acknowledgment to 
Samorin. Five L^eagues to the South- 
ward of T mmre, is. Tennany, mentioned be- 
fore. It has the Benefit of a River, and was 
formerly _a Place of Trade. The French 
and Englijh had their Fadlories there, but 
were removed about the Year 1670. And a- 
more to the Southward, 
is Uot^a RiVer, which bounds the Samo-^ 
s Dominions to the South. 
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Cives an Account o/Couchin its Government 
and Strength, its ancient and frefent State, 
its ‘ProduSi and Commerce, with fame Ac- 
count of the Jews inhabiting there, 

T he W\\\g Couchin\ Dominions ate 
next in Courfe along the Sea-coaftj 
and reach from Chit w a about 14 Leagues to 
the Southward. There are fa many Rivu- 
lets that run off the Mountains of Gattr, 
that they reckon above looo Hands madebv 
their Streams. The Mountains come with- 
in 8 Leagues of the Sea, and the Rivulets 
joyn their Stores at and make 

one great Outlet to the Sea, and another 
great Outlet is at Couchm City. Cranganore 
is about jf Leagues to the South of Chitwa). 
The 7 )utch have here a fmall Fort, which 
detains the Name of Cranganore. It lies a- 
bout a League Up the River from the Sea. 
In Times of old it bore the Name of a King* 
dom, and was a Republick of Jewsi who 
Were once fO numerous, that they could 
reckon about 80000 Families, but, at prefent, 
are reduced to 4000. They have a Sjna- 
gogue at . G?«f^i», hdt far from the King’s 
Palace, about % Miles from the City, in 
which are carefully kept their Records^ en- 
graven on Copper-plates in Hebrew Chara- 
ftersj and when any of the Charafters de- 
eav, they are new cut, fo that they can 
t X ihevr 
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jliew their own Hiftory from the Reign of 
Nebuchadnezzar to this prefent Time. 

Myn Heer Van Reede before mentioned, 
about the Year 1695'. had an Abftrad of their 
Hiftory tranflated from the Hebrew into low 
IDutch. They declare themfelves to be of 
the Tribe of Manaffeh, a Part whereof was, 
by Order of that haughty Conqueror Nebu- 
chddnezzar, carried to the eailermoft Pro-^ 
vince of his large Ernpire, which, it feems, 
reacht as far as Cape Comerin, vi\iicda. Jour- 
ney xoooo of them travelled in three Years 
from their fetting out of Babylon. 

When they arrived in the Malabar Coxm- 
try, they found the Inhabitants very civil 
and hofpitable to Strangers, giving them Li- 
berty of Confcience in religious Matters, 
and the free Ufe of Reafon and Indullry in 
Oeconomy. There they increafed, both in 
Numbers and Riches, till in Procefs of Time, 
either by Policy or Wealth, or both, they 
came to purchafe the little Kingdom of Cran~ 
ganore. And there being one Family among 
them much efteemed for Wifdom, Power 
and Riches, two of the Sons of that Family 
were chofen by their Elders and Senators, 
to govern the Common-wealth, and reign 
joyntly over them. Concord, the ftrongeft 
Bonds of Society, was in a fiiort Time bro- 
ken, and Ambition took Place, for one of 
the Brothers inviting his Colleague to a Feaft, 
and picking a Quarrel with his Gueft, bafely 
killed him, thinking, by that Means, to reign 
alone; but the DefunS leaving a Son of a 

bold 
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bold Spirit behind him, revenged his Father’s 
Death, by killing the Fratricide, and fo the 
State fell again into a Democracy, which ftilt 
continues among the Jews here j but the 
Lands* have, for many Agesj recurced bacK 
into the Hands of the Malabars, and Pover- 
ty and Oppreflion have made many apoftatize. 

Between Crangmore and CMehiH, therd 
is an Ifland called Bdypn^ that occupies the 
Sea-coall. It is 4 Leagues long} but no Part 
of it is ^ Miles broad. The foibid

ter of a Mile broad, but very deep, tho’ the 
Bar has not above 14 Foot Water at fprihg 
Tides. 

The Bnropedns that fettled in 

were the '^ortuguezei and there they 
built a fine City on the River’s Side, about ^ 
Leagues from the Sea ; but the Sea gaining* 
on the Land yearly, it is not now above loa 
Paces from it; It ftands fo pleafantlyj that 
the had a common Saying; thai 

Chim was a Country to get Mo7tey ini and 
Gouchin waS a, ^ lace to Jpeitd it in 5 for the 
great Numbers of Canals made by the Ri- 
vers and Iflands; make Fiftiing and Fowling 
very diverting; And the Mountains are -well 
ftored with wild Game; 

On the Infide of Ifland, there is 

an old Fort built hf ihe ‘Portugueze, called 
%aUiaporei to infpedt all Boats that go be- 
tween CrangaMre and Couchith . And 5 Lea- 
gues up the Rivulets is a Rmijh Church caP 
' v : t : ’ X 3 ^ ; ;; ied 
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led Verafdliy ferved by French and ItdliM 
Pfiefts ; and when a Bifho^ comes into thofe 
Parts, it is the Place of his Refidedce. The 
F‘adre Superior of Verafolii C'a.tx raife, upon 
Occafion, 4000 Men* all Chriftians of the 
Church of Rom\ but there are many more 
St. Thomas's Chrtjiians that do not commu-< 
nicate with thofe of Rme, and fome Rottu^ 
gueze, called Topafes^ that communicate with 
neither, for they will be ferved by none but 
Tortugueze Priefts, becaufe they indulge 
them more in their Villany, and Abfolutions 
from Crimes are eafier purchafed from the 
T‘ortugueze than from Fteuch ox Itali-i 
anSi who are generally much more polite 
and learned than the Rortuguezey who are 
permitted to take the Habit of fome Order, 
without being examined whether t^ Novice 
has the common Qui^Mcadons of School-' 
learning. 

Abo or 1 Leagues farther up towards the 
Mountains, on the Side of a fmall, but deep 
River, is a Place called Firdaigo, where the 
Inhabitants of C&uchin generally affemble to 
refrelh themfelves in the troublefom hot 
Months of April and May* The Banksand 
Bottom of the River is clean Sand, and 
the Water fo clear, that a fmall Peeble Stone 
may be feen at the Bottom in three Fathoms 
Water; Every Company makes Choke of 
a Place by the River’s Side, and {Htch them 
Tents, and drive fome fmall Stakes before 
their Tents, in the River, on w^hich they 
hang up Glothes for Blinds, to hide the Ladies 

when 
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when they bath ; but moll: of them fwim 
dextroufly, and fwim under Water through 
the Stakes, into the open River, where the 
Men are diverting tliemfeives, and there 
they dive, and play many comical mad Tricks, 
till Breakfaft or Supper call them alliore, 
for it is in Mornings and Evenings that they 
bath and fwim ; for in the Heat of the Day 
the Sun fcorches. Very often the Ladies 
lay Wagers of Treats with the Gentlemen, 
about their Swiftnefs and Dexterity in fwim- 
ming, but generally the Ladies win the Wa- 
gers, tho’, I believe, if the Men would ufe 
their Art and Strength, they might win the 
Prize. The Heat of the Day they pafs wdth 
a Game at Cards or Tables for Treats, by 
which Means they fare fumptuoufly every 
Day, fometimes in one Tent, and fometimes 
in another ; and, at Night, every Family 
fleeps in their own Tent, on the foft clean 
Sand, Males and Females promifcuoufly. 

T HERE is a Place on the Side of that Ri- 
ver, called Mouth. It is a fubterrane- 
ous Cave about four Yards broad, and three 
high, hewm out of a fpungy Iron-coloured 
Rock. I went into it with a Lantern, and 
pall ftraight forward about %oo Yards, but 
faw no End to it. It is an Habitation for 
Snakes and Bats, who were frightned by the 
Light of our Candle and Noife. As w^e w^ere 
tired with their Company, fo we returned 
back. They have no Tradition why it was 
made, or by whom. 
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The Water of this Country, near the 
Sea-Goaft, from Cranganore to St. Andreas^ 
which is about I^ Leagues, has a bad Qua- 
lity of making the conftant Drinkers of it 
have fvveH’d Legs. Some it affedis in one 
Leg, and fome in both. I have feen Legs 
above a Yard about at the Ancle. It caufes 
no Pain, but itching; nor does the thick 
Leg feem heavier than the fmall one toithofe 
who have them : But the l^utch at Couch'm, 
to prevent that Malady, fend Boats daily to 
V^rapl'h to lade with fmall portable Casks 
of to or II Engl'tjh Gallons, to ferve the Ci- 
ty, The Company’s Servants have their Wa- 
ter free of Charges, but private Perfons' pay 
Sixpence fer Cask, if it is brought to their 
Houfes; and yet, for all that Precaution, I 
have feen both 'I)utch Men and W omm trou- 
bled with that Malady. And no Cure has 
been yet found to heal or prevent it. 

ThIe old Romifl> Legendaries impute the 
Caufe of rhofe great fwell’d Legs to a Curfe 
St. 'Thomas laid upon his Murderers and their 
Pofterity, and that was the odious Mark they 
Ihould be diftinguiflied by ; but St. Thomas 
was killed by the Ti//»?gae Priefts at Malli- 
^ore on Chormandel; above 400 Miles di- 
stant from this Coaft, and the Natives there 
know none of that Malady. 

Couchm is walht by the greatefl: Outlet on 
this Coaft, and being fo near the Sea, makes 
it ftrong by Nature j but Art has not been 
W'anting to ftrengthen it. The City built by^ 
the was uboiit a Mile and an half 
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longj and a Mile broad. The ’Dutch took 
it from the ’Portuguese about the Year 1660. 
vAxtn. Heitloff Vm Ghonz ysins General of 
tht Dutch Forces by Land, and Commodore 
of a Fleet by Sea, The Infolence of the 5 Por- 
tugueze had made feveral neighbouring Prin- 
ces become their Enemies, who joyned with 
the Dutch to drive them out of their Neigh- 
bourhood, and the King of Couchin particu- 
larly affifted with aoooo Men. ThQ-Dutch 
had not invefled the Town long before Van 
Ghonz received Advice of a Peace conclu- 
ded between Portugal and Holland ; but that 
he kept a Secret to himfelf. He therefore 
made a Breach in the weakeft Part of the 
Wall, and made a furious Affault for three 
Days and Nights, without IntermilEon, and 
relieved his Affailants every three Hours ; 
but the Portugueze keeping their Men con- 
tinually fatigue'd in Duty all the While, and 
finding Danger of being taken by Storm, ca- 
pitulated, and delivered up their City. In 
the Town there were 400 Topafes, who had 
done the Portugueste good Service in defen- 
ding the City, hut were not comprehended 
in the Treaty. Aflbon as they knew of that 
Omiffion, and the Cruelty and Licentiouf- 
nefs of ihQ Dutch Soldiery in India, they 
drew up in a Parade, within the Port that 
the Portugueze vfQXQ to go out at, and the 
to enter in, and fwore, that if they 
had not the fame Favours and Indulgence 
that were granted to the Portugueze, they 
would mafifacre them all, and fet Fire to the 

X 4 Town. 
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Towp. The 'T^utch General knew his own 
Intereft ton well to deny fo juft a Demand 
lo he granted what they defired, and more* 
over to take thofe who had a Mind to ferve 
in the ^utch Service, into Pay, which manv 
of them did. ' 


The very next^Day after the had 

Poiieliion, camea krigat from Goa, with the 
Ai tides of the Peace made with Holland, ahd 
|me Tqrtuguez^e complained loudly of the 
Generars unfair Dealings, but were anfwer., 
pd, that the Tortugueze had £?(fted the fame 
l^arce on thefDwfr^ at their taking oiThar- 
nabuke in Brajil, a few Years' befpre. " The 
had then a' Fadory in the Qty of 
Couchin, but the ‘Hutch ordered them to re- 
wove with their Effeds, which accordingly 
they did to their Faiftory at ‘Pemany. 

A s s o Q N as the Hutch became M'afters of 
Ae City, they thought it was too large, and 
fo contraded it to what it now is, being 
hardly one Tenth of what it was in the Por~ 
tugtieze 'Vixsxs, It is about 600 Paces long, 
and 100 broad, fortified- with feven large Ba- 
ftions, and Curtains fo thick, that two Rows 
of large Trees are planted on them, for 
Shades in the hot Times. Some Streets built 
hy tbe Portuguoze, are ftill ftanding, with ij. 
Church for the Hutch Service, and a Cathe- 
dral for a Ware-houfe. The Commodore 
or Governor’s Houfe, which isa ftately Stru- 
OTre, IS the only kioufe built after the 

the River vvafltes fame Part of 
Its WallSa and a Canal cut from the River irp 

tQ 
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to the Middle of thp City, that paffes clofe 
by the Governor’s Houfe. 

Their Flag-ftaff is placed on the Steeple 
of the old Cathedral, on a Mail of 75 Foot 
high, and a Staff a-top of it about 60 Foot, 
which is the bigheft 1 ever faw; and the 
Flag may be feen above 7 Leagues off. The 
Garifqn generally confifts of 300 effeftive 
Men ; And from Cape upwards they 

are allowed, in all tneir Forts and Faftories, 
500 Soldiers^ and 100 Seamen, all BwQ^emsy 
befides fome and the Militia. They 

have their Stores of Rice frotn Barfahre, 
hec&\}S.Q the Malabar Rice will not keep a-r 
bove three Months out pf the Hu$ka bttt in 
the Husk it will keep a Year, 

.The Country produces great (^uatrtitics 
of Pepper, but lighter than that lyhich grows 
more northerly. Their Wootis afford good 
Teak for building, and Angelique and ^.aw~ 
beet for makinj^ large Chefts and Cabinets, 
which are earned all over the Weft Coafts 
of India. They have alfo Iron and Steel in 
Plenty, and Bees Waxfor exporting. Their 
beas afford them Abundance of good Filh of 
leyeral Kinds, which, with thofe that are 
paught in their Rivers, make them very cheap, 

‘ The King of Couchiny who, at beft, is but 
a Vaffal to the Dutchy has a Palace built of 
Stone about half a League from the I^utch 
City ; and there is a ftraggling Village not 
far from the Palace, that bears the. Name of 
old Qouchifi. It has ^ Basnaaf or. Market in 
it, where all Commodities of the Country’s 


Pro" 
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Pi’odud are fold ; but there are no Curiofi- 
ties to be found in it. The King’s ordinary 
Refidence is at another Palace 6 L,eag;ues to 
the Southward of Couching and z from St. 
Andrea ; but he keeps but a very fmall Court. 

Mudbciy is a Place, that, I believe, few can 
parallel in the World. It lies on the Shore 
of St. Andredy about half a League out in 
the Sea, and is open to the wide Ocean, and 
has neither Ifland nor Bank to break off the 
Force of the Billows, which come rolling 
with great Violence, on all other Parts of the 
Goaft, in the South-weft Monfoons, but, on 
this Bank of Mud, lofe themfelves in a Mor 
menf, and Ships f y on it, as fecure as in the 
beft Harbour, without Motion or Difturbance. 
It reaches about a Mile along Shore, and has 
iliifted from the Northward, in 30 Years, a- 
bout three Miles. St. Andrea \% ^ Vil- 

lage, with a Church in it dedicated to St. 
Andrew, and is ferved by St. Thomas’s Priefts, 
who generally are both poor and illiterate. 
About z Leagues to the Southward of St. 
Andrea begin "the Dominions of Torcat, or 

Torkab. It is of fmall Extent, reaching 
not above 4 Leagues along the Sea-coaft, 
The Prince is poor, having but little Trade 
in his Country, tho’ it was a free. Port for 
Pirates when Evory and Kid robbed on the 
Cozil oT India-, but, fince that Time, the 
Pirates infeft the northern Coafts, finding 
the richeft Prizes amongft the Moehazxs^T er- 
Jia Traders. The iDs/fA keep a Faftory at 
Torkah, hMt of fmall Confequence, 
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Coikoi/oan is another little Principality con- 
tiguous to Torkah, where the Dutch keep 
alfo a Faftory. And next to it is 
Coiloan another fmall Principality. It has 
the Benefit of a River, which is the fouther- 
moft Outlet of the Couchin Iflands ; and the 
Dutch have a fmall Fort within a Mile of it, 
on the Sea-fliore, which they took from the 
^ortugueze when they took Couchin. It 
keeps a Garifon of 30 Men, and its Trade is 
inconfiderable. 

Erwa lies % Leagues to the Southward of 
Coihm., where the Danes have a fmall Fa- 
dlory ftanding on the Sea Side. It is a thatcht 
Houfe of a very mean Afpe^t, and their 
Trade anfwers, every Way, to the Figure 
their Fadfory makes. 

Aujengo lies x Leagues to the Southward 
of Erway a Fort belonging to the Englijhy 
built, at the Company’s Charge, Anno 
idpy. It Hands on a fandy Foundation, and is 
naturally fortified by the Sea on one Side, 
and a little River on the other. It is in the 
Dominions ofxheQnQetiofAttingay to whom 
it pays Ground Rent. Before it was built, 
the Englijh h.z(k two fmall Factories in her 
Country to the South of Aujengo. One 
was called Brinjany the other Rutter a \ but, 
being naked Places, were fubjeft to the In- 
fults of Courtiers, whofe Avarice is feldora 
or never fatisfied: But I wonder why the 
built their Fort in that Place, for 
there is not a Drop of good Water for drin- 
king within a League of it| and the Road 

•::has 
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has a foul Bottom for anchoring, and conti- 
mially a great Surf on the Shore, when they 
might as well have built it near the Red 
Cliffs to the Northward, from whence they 
have their Water for drinking, and where 
there is good Anchor-ground, and a tolerable 
good landing Place for Boats in the North- 
eaft Monfoons. The Country produces good 
Quantities of Pepper and long Cloth, as fine 
as any made in India.. 

W HEN our Faftories were at Ruttera^ndi 
Britijan., they fent a yearly Prefent to the 
Queen of Attingay whofe Court is about 4 
Ceagues within Land from Atffngo. In An-^ 
m 1685-. when the Prefent wasfeirt, a young 
beautiful Bnglijh Gentleman had the Ho- 
nour to prefent it to her black Majefiy ; and 
aflbon as the Queen faw him, fire fell in Love 
with him, and next Day made Propofals of 
Marriage to him, but he modefily refufed fb 
great an Honour : However, to pleafe her 
Majefiy, he ftaid at Court a Month or two, 
and, it is reported, treated her with the tame 
Civility as Sokmoh did the Queen of Ethio- 
ffiUy or Alexander the Great did the Amazo- 
nian Queen, and fatisfied her fo well, that 
when he left her Court, fhe made him fome 
Prefents. 

About the Year 17x0. there w^ere fome 
civil Broils in this Country, and the annual 
Prefent being demanded, the Englijh Chief 
refufed to pay it to any but to the Queen 
herfelf, tho’ thofe that demanded it, alfured 
iiim, that they cams to demand it by the 

Queen's 
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Queen’s Order, and offered their Ileceit of 
it in her Name 5 but he, being more pofi- 
tive than wife, continued obftinate in hisRe- 
fufal, upon which the Queen gave him an 
Invitation to Court ; and he, to appear great 
there, carried two of his Gouncih and Tome 
others of the Faftory, with moft Part of the 
Military belonging to the Garifon, andj by 
Stratagem j they were all cut off, except a 
few black Servants, whofe Heels and Lan- 
guage faved them from the Maflacre^ and 
they brought the fad News of the Trage^. 

Tegnafatam, where the ‘Dutch have a Fa- 
Qory, lies about li Leagues to the South- 
ward of Aujengo. That Country produces 
Pepper, and coarfe Cloth called Catcbat: 
hnt Colicha, which lies between the Middle 
and Weft Point of the Cape Comer tUy affords 
the beft Cloth of that Sort, befides Tama- 
rinds in Abundance ; but the Road is foul. 
It alfo produces Salt ; but neither the Eng- 
lijh nor Dutch have any Gouifnerce or Traf- 
fick there. And clofe by Colicha^ at thefaid 
middle Point, there is a fmall Cave or Har- 
bour that can fecure fmall Veifels from all 
Winds and Weather. It has a clean fa ndy 
Bottom, and three Fathoms in it at low Wa- 
ter. Four Leagues off the Cape, in the Sea, 
there is a fmall fmooth Rock bare at low Wa- 
ter, and fliews itfelf like the Back of a Whale.

It, tho they lookt out for it. 

Mmapaar liw to the North-eaftward ot 
y^yeComermi about 8 Leagues diftant, and 
the J)ut^ have a Fadory there, ftanding ori 
a“ Ground about a MUe from the lea 
And about lo Leagues more northerly is 
tecareen a T>utch Colony, tho’ but fmall 

T utecareen has a good fafe Harbour, by 
the. Benefit of fome imall Hands that ly off 
Jt. That Country produces much Cotton, 
cloth, tho none fine; but they both ftain 
and die it for Exportation, This Colony fu. 
perintends a Pearl Fifhery, that lies a Ktcle 
to the Northward of them, which brings the 
Company loooo L. yearly Tribute* 
according m common Report, There are 
teveral Villages on the Sea-lhore between 
lutecanen and Coih but none in any Ac. 
count for TVaffick. This Coil is a Promon- 
tory that fends over a Reef of Rocks to the 
Brfd^ called commonly Adam's 

T H A T Reef of Rocks has fo little Water 
on them, that the fmalleft Boats cannot pafs 
called Manaar, which lies 
almoft Mid-way between Zekan and CoiL 
and that Paffage has not above 6 Foot Wa- 
ter on it, fo that none but fmall Veffels can 
pafs Aat Way ; and they muft unlade, and 
pay Cuftoms to the^utch who refide at Ma- 
and, after the Veffel is haled over the 
Bridge, they take in their Cargo agam. 
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The ‘Dutch have fortified Manaar^ and 
make ufe of it for a Prifon for Indian Prin- 
ces, whom they can overpower or circum- 
vene, when they are fufpeded of making 
Treaties contrary to their Intereft, or to fuch 
as would willingly reaffume their lofi; Freedom, 
by breaking the imjuft Yoke of the Compa- 
pany’s Tyranny, perhaps drawn on them- 
felves by too much Faith or Incredulity ; 
for that honefl; Comoany has always had a 
Maadm, firfl: to foment Quarrels between /«- 
dian Kings and Princes, and then pioufly pre- 
tend to be Mediators, or Arbitrators of their 
Differences, and always call in fomething in- 
to the Scale of Juftice to thofe whofe Coun- 
tries produce the bell Commodities for the 
Company’s Ufe, and lend the AfTiftance of 
their Arms to him who is fo qualified by the 
Produdf above mentioned, and, at the Con- 
clufion of the War, make the poor conquer- 
ed Prince pay their Charges for affifting the 
Conqueror ; and, when all is made up, and 
Treaties of Peace ready to be figned, then 
the Conqueror, their dear Ally and Friend, 
muff fulier them to poifefs the bell Sea-ports, 
and fortify the moll proper and convenient 
Places of his Country, and mull forbid all 
Nations Traffick but their dear Friends, 
under Pain of having the Company’s Arms 
turned againft them, in Conjundlion with 
fome other potent Enemy to the deluded 
Conqueror,

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is fo mueh efteemed all over ^^^ssand Eu^ 
rofe, befides the precious Stones that grow 
in it, •viz. the Emerald, Sapphire and Catf- 
eye being all valuable Stones, tho’foft. 

The firft Place, in Courfe, to the South- 
ward of the Bridge, is along Ifland that lies 
clofe to the Shore, and reaches about n 
Leagues foutherly, called Calpettne. It pro- 
duces only Timber for building : But Negom- 
i>o, that lies near the South Erid of it, has a 
fmall Fort, and a ‘Duvch Garifon to forbid 
all Trade to Strangers on that Part of thb 
Ooaft. And 7 Leagues from Negmh. to the 
South, Bands the City of 

Colombo, which was at firft built hy the 
'iPorUigneze, about the Year 1638. but, by 
their Pride and Infolence, had made the 
King of Candia ( who was, at firft, Sovereign 
of the whole Ifland ) their Enemy. The 
‘Dutch taking that Opportunity, made a Lea- 
gue with the King offenfive and defenfive, 
and firft attacked and carried Gdk or T on- 
to de G die in Anno which is a Fort 
and Harbour on the South-weft Point of thd 
Ifland, about zo Leagues from Coknd>o. 
When they had fettled Affairs ztGdk, they 
embarked, to the Number of a 000 Soldiers, 
and failed to Tantera, a fmall River about 
4 Leagues South of Colombo, and were joyn- 
ed by % or 3000 of the King of Men. 

The ‘Portugueze having Information of the 
Dutch landing, and the fmall Afliftanee of 
the Natives, contemned their Forces, and 
raifed an Army of 10000 Men to chaftife 
■ --r- their 
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their Folly in coming with fo few Forceg, 
The ‘Portugueze Army was commanded by 
z Fidalgo, czWtA. Antonio de Figuera, a Frefli- 
Water Soldier, but a great Braggadocio, and 
promifed to bring all thtDutch that did not 
fall by his Sword, into Colombo in Chains ; 
and the Portugueze Ladies were fo fure of 
his Performances, that they fent to compli- 
ment him, and beg the Favour that he would 
pick them out fome lufty P>utchM&xi. to car- 
ry xkiCvc P alenqueens and Somereras or Um- 
brellas, which he promifed to do on Ho- 
nour, and fo went to meet his Enemies. 

The Dutch advancing towards the City, 
met the Portugueze unexpeftedly, and there 
being a little lhallow River between them, 
the Portugueze pretended to flop the Dutch 
there, and began to fire very briskly, tho’ at 
too great a Diftance, but did not advance 
towards their Enemy. Upon which the 
Dutch paft the River, and advanced till they 
came within Piftol-fhot, and then fired on 
the Portugueze wnth fo good Succefs, that 
they prefently broke, and betook them to 
their Heels, and the Dutch kept a running 
March after them, and being nimbler than 
the Portugueze, entred the City with them, 
and made themfelves Mafters of it, w^herein 
they found immenfe Treafures : But the poor 
Portugueze Ladies were ftrangely difappoin- 
ted to find the were become their 

Bed-fellows inftead of their Slai^es. 

The Dutch had one Game more to play 
before they had done with that Expedition. 

They 
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They knew that Reinforcements were fent 
from Goai who came in Sight two or three 
Days after the City was taken, and the 
Fleetj which then lay in the Roadj pretend- 
ed Fear, weighed their Anchors on Sight of 
the TortUguezi Fleet, and feigned a F%ht, 
while the ’iDutch in the City, hoyfted Tor- 
tugiieze Colours, and fired fome (Juns to- 
wards the Sea, to make thofe in the Tortu- 
gue ze Yleet believe, that the Firing was ac 
the 'Dutch Fleet, The Stratagem -took, and 
the TortugUeze came and anchored in the 
Road about a Mile from the City* and fent 
their Boats alhore, where they were detain- 
ed; and the Dutch Fleet being in the Offiiig* 
came in with the Sea Winds, and fell on the 
TortugueZe Fleet, which fooh yielded to 
them, for which Piece of Givilitf they had 
good Quarter; , 

Upon the Gon<jueft of CotoptbOj followed 
all the other Forts on the Ifland, viz. Cah^ 
kijpe and Barbarin, between Cohmbo and 
Gaik*, and, on the South End, Vaitd 
Matura ; on the Eaft Side Batacold an4 
Trankainaldya', and, on the North End, 
nap at am, with a Fort 4 Leagues from Gallic 
within Land, called Biblegam% %xA Tuteca- 
tem nudL Nagapatam on the main Continent^ 
yielded. 

The Dutch were no fooner Matters Of 
the Sea^oafts of Ceyloan^ but they began to 
give Laws to their Ally the King of Candta, 
forbidding him to trade with any foreign Na- 
tion but theirs, which Ufage the King coiild 
f Y a- 
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not well digeft, whereupon a War broke out, 
that continued many Years, but, in the End, 
the 'T>utch made a Peace upon very advanta* 
gious Conditions, And Colombo being too 
large to be defended with a few Forces, they 
have contraded it into one Quarter of its an- 
cient Bounds, and have fortified it llrongly 
with a Wall and Baflions. It is now about a 
Mile in Length, and three Quarters of a Mile 
in Breadth; and the Chrijiims and other Na- 
tives inhabit a Part of the old Town, with- 
out the Walls of the new. The Streets of 
the new Town are wide and fpacious, and 
the Buildings after the new Mode. The Go- 
vernor’s Houfe is a noble Fabrick, and feve- 
ral other Houfes are beautiful. It wants the 
Benefit of a River, but has a fmall deep Bay 
capable to receive fmall Ships, and melter 
them in the South-weft Monfoons. 

Tonto de Gaik, I have mentioned before, 
is a Bay with a dangerous Entrance for Ship- 
ping, but is capable to receive Ships of the 
greateft Burden. About the Year xS’jo, Lew- 
is . oi France had a great Mind for a 
Settlement on Zeloan, and equipt' feven or 
eight Sail of Ships for that Enter prize ; and 
when they came to Sea, and opened their 
Orders, they found Galle was the Place they 
were to take and fortify, and the Manage- 
ment of that Affair intrufted to one Mr. de 
VHaye, which one Mr. who had 

ferved thefD«^cA many Years ingood Pofts 
in India, and who had laid down that Pro- 
ject, was fo chagrin’d with the Difappoint- 

ment 
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ment of another having the firft Poft in that 
Affair, that when they came to Gaik they 
had but bad Succefs. They expefted the 
Tortugueze before them to aflift, but 

none came ; but foon after HitlofVan Gmze 
was with them, whom the French not caring 
to engage with, being equal in Number of 
Ships, and fuperior in Force, the French fled, 
and left their Projeft on unattempted. 

They went then to Trankamalaya, and 
anchored in that Bay, defigning to force 
that fmall Garifon to a Surrender ; but that 
vigilant ‘Dutch Man was foon after them 
with his Fleet, and forced them to fight dif- 
advantgeoufly in Trankamalaya Bay, where- 
in the French loft one half of their Fleet, 
being either funk or burnt. W ith the reft they 
fled to St.Thomas, on the Coaft of Cormandelt 
defigning to fettle there ; but Van Gauze was 
foon there alfo, and feized their Ships, ma- 
ny of their Guns being difmounted and car- 
ried alhore : But they finding they could do 
no Good againft fo powerful and vigilant an 
Enemy, treated and capitulated with the 
Dutch, to leave India, if they might be al- 
lowed Shipping to carry them away, which 
the Dutch yLgreed to, and allowed them their 
Admiral’s Ship, called ihe Grand Briton, and 
two more, to tranfport themfelves whither 
they pleafed ; but Mr. Martin was carried to 
Beaccvia, and there confined for his Life- 
time, with a Penfion of a iSiwDollar/erDay.

tierbage and Roots. And Jc^tapatam 

y 3 ports 
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ports great Quantities of Tobacco, and fome 
Elephants. Thofe of this Ifland’s Brood are 
reckoned the moft docil of any in the W orld, 
but they are not large, few or them exceed- 
ing three Yards in Height. They catch them 
wild by Stratagem, and foon make them 
tame after they are caught. 

The Way they catch them, as they told 
me, is, they drive large Stakes into the Ground 
for % or 300 Paces, ip a Plain, and, about 
|oo Paces diftant, they begin another Row 
of Stakes, that almoft meets one pf the Ends 
of the firft Row, only leaving 7 or ^ 
open between them, for a Door, and far- 
ther out from the Door-place, are fome 
Stakes driven thicker than in the Rows, like 
a fquare Chamber. Jn the Door-place is a 
wooden Portcullice or Traj-door, fitted to 
pull up or let down at Pleafure, When all is 
ready, they bring a female Elephant trained up 
for a Decoy, and ihe is put into the Cham- 
ber, and the Trap-door kept open, There 
are Men placed in a little clofe Place built 
on the Top of the Stakes at the Trap-door, 
and the female Elephant makes a loud dole- 
ful Mone. If a male Elephant is near, he 
prefently approaches the Chamber, on the 
Outfide ; but finding no Entrance there, he 
walks along the Outfide, till he finds the 
End, then walking back on the Infide of the 
' Stakes, he finds the Door, and enters, Af- 
foon as he is in, the Watchmen let fall the 
Trap-door, and go and bring two tame Ele- 
phants to accompany him th^t is decoyed to 
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their Stables. When they come near the 
Trap-door, it is pulled up, and they enter, 
and place themfelves one on each Side. If 
he proves furly, they bang him heartily with 
their Trunks, and the Female bellows fome 
Blows on him too. When he is tired with 
their Treatment, and finds no other Reme- 
dy but Patience, he even grows tame, and 
walks very orderly between his two Guards, 
whitherfoever they pleafe to conduft him, 
and continues very fociable ever after, except 
when Rutting Time comes, and then, if he 
be young, he becomes very' rude and trou- 
blefom. That Time is known by a great 
Sweating in his Head, fo they have ftrong 
Fetters ready to put on his Legs, andfaftned 
ito a great Tree for eight or ten Days that 
bis Madnefs continues. 

There are feveral Dangers, and Rocks 
^bove Water, on all the Coalls of Zeloan, 
The great Baxtas are above Water on its 
Eaft Side, not far from the South End of the 
Ifland; and the fmall J?4!Arid!j are under Wa- 
ter about 3 Leagues to the North of the o- 
ther, and dangerous Banks of Sand within 
them. To the Northward of Trmkmdaja 
there are fome Rocks high above W ater, and 
fome alfo under Water ; and feveral Spits of 
Sand jetting a pretty Way into the Sea from 
Points of Lands. I knew a Gentleman that 
run his Ship on one Spit near Point ^edroy 
by too much Confidence of his own Know- 
ledge of that Coaft, for his Mate told him, 
that, in his Opinion, they kept too near the 
Y 4. ' Shore, 
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Shore. His Captain anfwered, that his Know- 
ledge of that Coaft was fo good, that if a 
iingle Shovel-fgl of Sand was carried off the 
Sea-fhore, he would infallibly mifs it ; but a 
few Minutes after, his Ship was fall on a 
Bank, and he and his Crew deferred her, 
and went alhore, and the Ship found the Way 
off again of her own Accord, which when 
the Captain heard of, he, with- fome of the 
Crew, returned, and took PoffeiEoh of her 
again. 

Point Tedro has the moft dangerous 
Banks off it, for they ly above four Leagues 
from the Shore, and the Land being very 
low, makes thofe Banks the more dangerous. 
I have known feveral Ships loft there; and, 
in Apno 1713. one Williams loft his Ship 
there, and he and all his Crew were feized 
by the Natives, and carried to the King at 
and, f am afraid, will be forced tq 
end their Days there. 

The Religion oiZeloan \% TagmiJm, and, 
for want of a better Image or Relief to a- 
dore, they worfhip a Monkey’s Tooth. When 
the ‘Portugueze were fettled there, the Priefts 
loft their adorable Tooth, and a fly Fellow, 
who had accompanied z Portiigueze KTchiS- 
fador there from Colombo, pretended he had 
found it three Years after it was miffing. 
He had, it feems, feen it, and got one as 
like it as was poflible. The Priefts were fo 
overjoyed that it was found again, that they 
purchafed it of the Fellow for around Sum, 
reported to be above 10000 Pounds Sterk 

Ale 
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A L L the Natives of this Ifland believe, that 
\^dam was created on this Spot, and there is 
the Shape of a Man’s Foot cut out of a 
Rock on the Top of the high Hill (called 
Adan^% Teak by the EngUJh ) about y or (5 
ordinary Foot long. This Opinion is alfo 
fpread over many Provinces on the Conti- 
nent, which brings many Pilgrims to vifit the 
Footftep. And they alfo believe, that, on 
Tranfgreffion, the Bridge, before 
fpoken of, was made by Angels to carry him 
over to the main Land, whither I am obliged 
to follow him, having no more of Zekan to 
treat you with, but fome of the beft Arecka 
in the World that grows there. 

C H A P. xxm 

Tfeats of the Countries on the Sea-coaft, from 
Adam’j Bridge at Zeloan, to Fort St, 
George ; with an Account of St. Thomas’j 
Martyrdom^ according to the Pqrtugueze 
Legend. 

T H E firft Place of Note, to the North- 
ward of Adam's Bridge, on the Conti- 
nent, is Nagafatam a Dutch Colony and For- 
trefs taken from the Tortugueze. It has the 
Benefit of a River, which formerly bounded 
the Dominions of Malabar tho’ their Lan- 
guage was, and is ufed farther Northward. 
The River waihes the Fort Walls, and its 
Waters are reckoned very unhealthfUl ; but 

about; 
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about the Year 11593. by the Ingenuity and 
Care of Myn Heer Van Reede, whom I have 
formely mentioned, that Caufe of a mortal 
Malady was removed, for he built fome Wa- 
ter Boats, and fent them 4 Leagues off to an- 
other River, whofe Waters were reckoned 


very healthful, and, by thefe Boats, furnifli- 
ed the Garifon with good Water. In a fhort 
Time there was a vifible Alteration for the 
better in the State of the Inhabitants Health, 
and making an Eftimate of the Charges of 
thofe Water Boats, and the ufual Charges of 
the Hofpital, the Company found that they 
gained % the Water Boats. This Colony 
produces very little befides Tobacco and long 
Cloth. The Natives are Heathens. 


Having thus run along the Sea-coaft of 
Malabar y from 'Decully to Nagapatam, I muft 
vifit the Maldiva Iflands, which ly off this 
Coafl; and that of Zeloan, about 60 Leagues 
diftant from the neareft Part of them. 

This Clufter of Iflands, which reaches 
from 7 Degrees %o Minutes North Latitude 
into I Degree South, are all low, fandy and 
fteril, bearing no Sort of Corn, and their on-' 

Product is Cocoa-nut. Their Trees are 
hot fo high nor grofs bodied as thofe which 
grow on the Continent, ox on Zekany but 
their Fruit is pleafanter. Of that Tree they 
build Veflels of zo or 30 Tuns. Their Hulls, 
Mails, Sails, Rigging, Anchors, Cables, Provi- 
fions and Firing are all from this ufeful Tree. 
It alfo affords them Oyl for their Eitchin 
and Lamps, Sugar and candied Sweet-meats, 
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and pretty ttrong Cloth. Their Seas pro- 
duce Abundance of Fifh, but theiirTrade is 
chiefly from a fmall Shell-filh called Courie 
and the Bonetta. 

The Couries are caught by putting Branr 
ches of Cocoa-nut Trees with their Leaves 
on, into the Sea, and, in five or fix Months 
the little Shell-fifli flicks to thofe Leaves in 
Clufters, vi^hich they take off, and digging 
Pits in the Sand, put them in, and cover 
them up, and leave them two or three Years 
in the Pit, that the Fifli may putrify, and 
then they take them out of the Pit, and bar- 
ter them for Rice, Butter and Cloth, which 
Shipping bring from Bdlafore in Orixa near 
Bengal^ in which Countries Couries for 
Money from xyoo to 5 ooo for a Rupee, or 
half a Crowm 

The Bonetta is caught with Hook and 
Line, or with Nets, They come among thof; 
Iflands in the Months of Afril and MayAva. 
Sholes, as pur Herrings do. They cut the 
Fifli from the Back-bone on each Side, and 
lay them in a Shade to dry, forinkling them ' 
fometimes with Sea W ater . W hen they are 
dry enough to put in the Sand, they wrap 
them up in Leaves of Cocoa-nut Trees, and 
put them a Foot or two under the Surface 
of the Sand, and, wdth the Heat of the Su'n, 
they become baked as hard as Stock-^filh, and 
Ships come from Atcheen on the Ifland of 
Sumatra^ and purehafe them with Gold Duft, 

( for that is their Nam^ 
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aftei’ they are dried) fell at J^tcheenj for 8 
L. Sterl. per looo. 

Their Religions are ^agamfrn and Ma- 
hometifm,, and their Language Chmgulayy 
or the Zeloan Language, The Kingrefides 
on an liland in the Latitude of 4 Degrees 
Northj an^ his Ifland, which bears the Name 
of the Kin^s IJland, is fortitied with a Stone 
Wall, without Lime or Morter, and has a 
great many fmall Cannon for his Defence. 
And his Reign is arbitrary. 

The Iflands are fo many, and, in mofl; Pla- 
ces, fo near to one another, that they could 
never yet be numbred. They are moft Part 
inhabited; but the Inhabitants very poor. 
None of them dare wear any Clothing above 
their Girdle, bur a Turband on their Head, 
without a fpecial Warrant from the King. 
He fets Governors of Provinces over fuch a 
Number of Iflands, and they lord it over the 
poor Subjefts as much as a Dragoon does o- 
ver an Hugonot in France. They give Bu- 
rial to their Dead, and not Burning, And, at 
the Ifland of Hammand.ov)y which lies in 7 
Degrees, I faw Carving on fome Tomb-ftones, 
as ingenioufly cut with Variety of Figures as 
ever 1 faw in Europe or Afia. 

.Their Wells furnilh them with all the 
Frelh-water they ufe, and they dig them near 
the Depth of high Water Mark, which is a- 
bout y or <5 Foot; and if they go deeper, it 
becomes brakilh, becaufe there being no 
Subllance of folid Earth under the Surface 
pf the Sand, the Sea-water percolates thro’ 
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che Sand, and mixes with the Rain-^water 
that fupplies the Springs. So having aven 
the heft Account I can of a Parcel of^Iflands 
that cannot be counted, 1 ret^n back to Ma~ 
gapatam^ from whence I took my Departure, 
and ftretch along the Coaft oiChormondel. 

I begin at the River Naga^at am, be- 
caufe it is the fouthermoft Bounds of Gokon- 
dah, and coaft along Shore to Trincumbar a. 
Fortrefs and Colony belonging to the ’Tianes, 
The Fort is ftrong, the Sea wafliing one half of 
its Wails ; but the Colony is miferably poor. 
In Anno 1684. they were fo diftreft with Po- 
verty, that they pawn’d three Baftions of their 
Fort to the ‘Dtitch, for Money to buy Pro- 
vifions, which then was very fcarce and dear 
in that Country ; but next Year they redeenj- 
ed all again, paying their Debts by an un- 
known Fund, which ftill remains a Secret : 
But that the Englijh had a Ship called the 
Formofa, which, in her Paflage Home to Su- 
rat, called at Calecut for Water, Wood and 
other Stores. The Hanes, at that Time, had 
two Ships cruizing between Surat and Cape 
Comerin, w^on what Account none could 
tell but themfelves. The Formofa lekCak- 
cut at Mid-night, and ftood to Sea, in order 
to proceed on her Voyage, and being out of 
Sight of Land, about ii in the Forenoon, 
thofe afliore heard a great firing of Gannon 
from the Sea, and the Formofa, s\ox of 
her Qrew were ever heard of fince that 
Time, They ftill keep their Fort, but drive 
an inconilderable Trade either to and from 

: Eu- 
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Europe^ or in India, for what they have to 
live by, is the Hire that they freight their 
Ships for to Atcheen, Malacca and Johor e, 
and fometimes,' but rarely, to Terjia, by 
which they .keep up the Name of a Compa- 
ny, but refemble one no more than that of 
the MijJlJJipi does in France. 

They have a Set of Clergy there lately 
come as Miffioners from Denmark, to teach 
the Natives Chrijiianity, which deferves both 
Commendation and Encouragement, but 
what Profelytes they' make, I cannot tell, 
tho’ I faw fome of the poorer Sort become 
Difeiples, ^ The Produd: of the Country is 
Cloth, white and dyed. 

The next Place of Commerce is Tort a 
Novo, fo called by the Tortugueze, when 
the Sea-coafts of India belonged to them ; 
l?ut when Aurengzeb fubdued Golconddh, and 
the .Tortugueze Affairs declined, the Mogul 
fet ^ Fouzdaar in it, and gave it the Name 
oi Mahomet Bander. The Europeans gene- 
tally call it . by its firft Name, and the Natives 
by the laft. The Country is fertil, healthful 
and pleafant, and i^roduceth good Cotton 
Cloth of feveral Qualities and Denominations, 
which they fell at Home, or export to Tegu, 
Tanafereen, ^edah, Johore, ocadi Atcheen on 
Sumatra. The Bulk of the People are Ta* 
gans. 

Fort St. Hi^idxs next, a Colony and 
Fortrefs belonging to the Englijh. 'About 
the Year 1686. a Moratta Prince fold it to' 
Mr, Elihu Tak, for 00000 Tagodoes, for the 

Ufc 
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Ufe and Beftoof of the Englijh Eajt-india 
Company. The Fort is pretty ftrong, and 
flands clofe to a River; and the Territories 
annext to the Fort by Agreement, were as 
far as any Gun Englijh had, could fling 
a Shot, every Way round the Fort ; but 
whether the Buyer or Gunner were Conjur- 
ers or no, I cannot tell, but I am fure that 
the Engiifl} Bounds reach above 8 Miles a- 
long the Sea-fliore, and 4 Miles within L-and^ 
The Country is pleafant, healthful and fruit- 
ful, watered with feveral Rivers, that are as 
good as fo many Walls to fortify the Englijb 
Colony. And ever fmce the Time that Jtu- 
Tengzeb conquered Vif afore and Golcondab^ 
there are great Numbers of Malcontents and 
Freebooters that keep on the Mountains, and 
often fall down into the open Country, and 
commit Depredations, by ravaging and plun- 
dring the Villages ; and all the Mogul' % For- 
ces cannot fupprefs them. 

W HE N the EngUjh bought Fort St. 25 ^ 
thQ Dutch had a little Faftory there, a- 
bout a Mile from the Fort, and the good- 
natured Englijh fuffer them ftill to continue 
a few Servants in it. Gur Company did not 
find fo much Grace from the Dutch at Ci?«- 
chiny nor the Gentlemen of and /«- 

drafmroy when the Dutvh feized, thofe Pla- 
ces. It is true, the Dutch can drive no o- 
pen Trade there, but what they mufl pay 
the Company Cuftoms for. 

Abo ut the Year 1698. the Freebooters a- 
forementioned had almofl; made themfelves 

Ma- 
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Matters of the Fort by Stratagem and Sur- 
prize, They pretended, that they had been 
lent from .the Momh Vice-roy at Vifapore^ 
to take Charge or the Revenue collected at 
'Porto Novo, and to carry it to the Treafu-* 
ry ^i Vtfafdre, and dettred Leave to put 
their feigned Treafure into the Fort for a 
few Days, to fecure it from the Moratta 
Freebooters aforementioned, who, they faid, 
were plundring the open Country, which 
Favour Mr. Governor at that Time, 

granted, fo they brought into the Fort ten 
or twelve Oxen loaded with Stones, and 
each Ox had two or three Attendants, and 
about aoo more of that Gang, who came a- 
long with the Carriage Beafts as a Guard, 
lodged themfelves in a Grove near the Fort 
Gate, to be ready, on a Signal given, to enter 
the Fort. The Freebooters within took an Op- 
portunity the very next Morning, and killed 
the Sentinel and a few more that were afleep 
in the Gate-way next to the Grove ; but, 
before they could break the Gate open, the 
Garifon was alarmed, and killed all their 
treacherous Guetts, and the Ambulh without 
being come into the Parade before the Gate, 
met with fo warm a Reception, that they 
retreated in Confufion, and the Engiijh pur- 
luing them, killed feverals, but loft fome of 
their own Men. 

M r. Frazer ordered dire<iliy the Grove 
to be cut down, for fear of future Danger 
from it, but Fort St. being fubordi- 

nate to Fort St. George, ihc Governor and 

Coiincil 
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Gouncil there called yix. Frazer to their 
Court, and fined him for Prefumption, in 
cutting down fo fine ^ Grove for Enemies to 
fculk in, without Leave askt and given irl 
due Form ; but their Right Honourable Ma- 
ilers adjufted all that Matter, and ordered 
the Fine to be refounded, with the Intereft ; 
but Governors of different Views and Hu- 
mours feldom agree. 

This Colony produces good long Cloths 
in large Quantities, either brown, white, or 
blue dyed, allp SaUumpores, Morees.,‘Demi~ 
ties. Ginghams, Succatoonsj and Steel And, 
without the Affiftance of this Colony, that 
of Fort St. George would make but a fmall 
Figure in Trade to what it now does. 

The River is but fmall, tho’ very convex- 
fiient for the Import and Export of Merchan- 
dize. And Cuddehre, that lies about a Milfc 
to the Southwards is capable to receive Ship?s 
of 400 Tuns in the Months of September 
and OBoben The Rivers have both of therii 
Bars, but are very fmooth, whereas Fort Sr. 
George is always dangerous in going aiOhore 
and coming off. 

The Company has a pretty good Garden 
and Summer-home, where generally the Go- 
vernor refides ; and the Town extending if- 
felf pretty wide, has Gardens to moll of 
their HoufeS. Their black Cattle are very 
fmall, but plentiful and cheap. And their Seas 
and Rivers abound in good Fillies. 

‘Puniicherrj is the next Place of Note on 
this Coaft, a Colony fettled by the French 
: \ v-f : % ; ; I ; 
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It lies about $ Leagues to the Northward of 
Fort St. ^David. The Fortifications are fine, 
regular and ftrong, but its Trade is very 
fmall, tho’ the Country produces tte fame 
Commodities that caufe the Trade circulate 
in Fort St. David. About the Year 1690. 
the Dutch brought Forces from Batavta, 
and befieged it, and being then very fcarce 
in Men, Magazines and Money the Frmeh 
were forced to capitulate, and lurrender on 
pretty honourable Terms, but, in the Con- 
clufion of King WilUani^ War, the Dutch 
were obliged to return it by the Articles of 
Peace, which verified the Fable of the Cuck- 
ow in feizing of other Birds Nefts weaker 
than herfelf, in the Spring, and quitting them 
again in Autumn. 

Connymere or Conjemeer the next Place, 
where the EngUjhmA a Faftory many Years, 
but, on their purchafing Fort St. David, it 
was broken up, and transferred thither. At 
prefent its Name is hardly feen in the 
of Trade. 

Ne ar Connymere are the feven Pagods, 
one of which, whofe Name I have now for- 
got, is celebrated among the Dagans for 
Sandity, and is famous for the yearly Pilgri- 
mages nrade there. The God was very ob- 
fcene, if his Image rightly reprefents him, 
and his Nymphs as lewd as any in Drury-lane., 
if thdir Poftures were really figured and car- 
ved as they are to be feen on the Outfide of 
the Temple. Here it was that Sr. Thomas\ 
Perfecution firfl: began, becaufe he could draw

ik flioft Tree to a great Length, as Wire- 
drawers do Metals, and the ‘Pagm Priefts 
being ignorant of fuch Pieces of Art, made 
them cry out, that St. Thomas was an arrant 
Conjurer; for, as the Romijh Story goes, 
the Freflies coming down in Rivulets, had 
made fome of them pretty deep to what they 
ufed to be, and a Lady going to Church, 
could not get over one of them, becaufe a 
Tree, that was laid for a common Bridge, 
was too ihort at that Time, and St. Thomasi 
who preached in the Country Villages, a 
Dodrine oppofite to the eftablilhed Church, 
accidentally being there, drew the Tree tor 
fuch a Length, that the Lady could pafs 
without wetting her Foot, upon which ihe 
became a Convert, to the great Dilfatisfadi-* 
on of the eftablilhed Clergy, who loft a de^^ 
vout and charitable Benefadrefs by thae 
Tx\c)^o^St.Thomash, 

The Priefts, as is ufual in fuch Cafes, cri-* 
ed out, that the Church was in Danger* and 
fo inflamed the Minds of the Populace, that 
St. finding himfelf in greater Danger* 

than the Church, thought it feft to get out 
of Harm’s Way, and fo marched to the North-* 
ward, whither I muft follow him to 

S4derafsy or Saderafs Pat ami a fmall Fa- 
ftory belonging to the T>utch to buy up long 
Clothe The Country is healthful, and the 
Ground fertil, which make them capable of 
afiifting their Neighbours at Fort St. George 
with Sallading and Pot Herbs, the Ground 
there being very fteriL 
I Z i 
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is next, where the OJlenders hi\t€ 
fettled a Faftdry. There is nothing remark- 
able there, but a Point of Rocks that runs 
about half a Mile into the Sea, and thofe 
make a fmooth Landing-place in the South- 
weft Monfoons. 

S r. Thomas is next, which lies about three 
Miles to the Southward of Fort St. George, 
The City was built by the Tortugueze^ and 
they made the Apoftle its Godfather; but, 
before that, it Was eddied, Malliapre, There 
is a little dry Rock on the Land, within if, 
called the Little Mount, where the Apoftle 
defigned to have hid himfelf, till the Fury of 
the Ta^ Priefts his Perfecutors had blown 
over. There was a convenient Cave in that 
Rock for his Purpofe, but not one Drop of 
Water to drink, fo St. Thomas cleft the Rock 
with his Hand, and commanded Water to 
come into the Clift, which Command it rea- 
dily obeyed ; and, ever fince, there is Water 
in that Clift, both fweet and clear. When 
I faw it, there were not above 3 Gallons in 
it. He ftaid there a few Days, but his Ene- 
mies had an Account of his Place of Refuge, 
anc^ were refolved to facrifice him, and, in 
great Numbers, were approaching the Mount. 
When he faw them coming, he left his Cave, 
and came down in order to feek Shelter fome 
where clfe ; and, at the Foot of the Mount, 
as a TeiHraony that he had been there, he 
ftampt with his bare Foot, on a very hard 
Stone, and left the Print of it, which remains 
there, to this Day, a Witnefs againft thofe 

per-

perfecuting Priefts. The Print of his Foot 
is about 16 Inches long, and, in proportion, 
narrower at the Heel and broader at the 
Toes than the Feet now in Ufe among us. 
He fleeing for his Life, to another larger 
Mount, about two Miles from the little one, 
was overtaken on the Top of it, before he 
was Iheltred, and there they run him through 
with a Lance ; and, in the fame Place where 
he was killed, he lies buried. 

W HEN the ‘Portugueze firft fettled there, 
they built a Church over the Cave and Well 
on the little Mount, and alfo one over his 
Grave on the great one, where the Lance 
that killed the Apoftle, is ftillkept there as a 
Relidl ; but how ortugueze came by that 
Lance is a Queftion not yet well refolved. 
In that Church there is a Stone tinftured 
with the Apoflle’s Blood, that cannot be 
walht out. I have often been at both Mounts, 
and have feen thofe wonderful Pieces of 
Antiquity. 

Ar the Foot of the great Mount, the 
Company has a Garden, and fo have the 
Gentlemen of Figure at Fort St. George, with 
fome Summer-houfes where Ladies and 
Gentlemen retire to in the Summer, to re-> 
create themfelves, when the Bufinefs of the 
Town is over, and to be out of the Noife of 
Sptinffers und impertinent Vifitants, whom 
this City is often molefted with. 

T H E City of St, was formerly the 

beffi Mart Town on the Chormmiel Coaft, 
put, at prefent has very little Tracle, and 
Z3 the 
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the Inhabitants, who are but few,_are redu- 
ced to great Poverty. The Englijh fettling 
at Fort St. George were the Caufe of its Ru- 
in, and there is little Profpeft of its Recovery. 



CHAP. XXIX. 

Gives a Jhort T>efcripton of Fort St. George 
its firft Settlement and Rife, its Situation 
and Sterility, and fome Remarks on its Go-> 
vernment, and the ASlions of fame of it$ 
Governors, 

E ORT St. George or Maderafs, or, as 
the Natives call it, China Ratam, is a 
>ny and City belonging to the Englijh 
E aji-india Covapmj, fituated in one of the 
moft incommodious Places I ever faw. It 
fronts the Sea, which continually rolls impe- 
tuoufly on its Shore, more here than in any 
other Place on theCoaft oiChormondel. The 
Foundation is in Sand, with a Salt-water Ri- 
ver on its back Side, which obftrufts all 
Springs of Frefh-water from coming near 
the Town, fo that they have no drinkable 
Water within a Mile of them, the Sea often 
threatning Deftraftion on one Side, and the 
River in the rainy Seafon Inundations on the 
Other, the Sun from April to September JcGt- 
ching hot ; and if the Sea-breefes did not moi- 
4len and cool the Air when they blow, the 
Place could not poffibly be inhabited. The 
ReafoG why a Fort was built in that Place is 
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not well accounted for ; but Tradition to, 
that the Gentleman, who received his Or- 
ders to build a Fort on that Coaft, about the 
Beginning of King Charles II's. Reign after his 
Reftauration, for proteding the Company’s 
Trade, chofe that Place to ruine the Tortu^ 
gueze Trade at St. Thomai. Others again al- 
iedge, and with more Probability, that the- 
Gentleman aforefaid, which I take to be Sir 
William Langhorn^ had a Miftris at St. Tho^ 
mas he was fo enamoured of, that made him 
build there, that their Interviews might be 
the more frequent and uninterrupted; but 
W'hatever his Reafons were, it is very ill fj- 
tuated. The Soil about the City is fo dry and 
Tandy, that it bears no Corn, and what Fruits, 
Roots and Herbage they have, are brought 
to Maturity by great Pains and much TrcW' 
ble. If it be true, that the Company gave 
him Power to fettle a Colony in any Part of 
that Coaft that pleafed him beft, I wonder 
that he choofed laoiCabeloHi about <5 Leagues 
to the Southward, where the Ground is fer- 
til, and the Water good, with the Conveni- 
ency of a Point of Rocks to facilitate Boats 
landing, or why he did not go nine Leagues 
farther northerly, and fettle at Tolieat cmi 
the Banks of a good River, as the Hutch 
have done fince, where the R(»d for Ship? 
ping is made eafy by fome Sand Banks, that 
reach 3 Leagues off Shore, and make the 
high turbuient Billows that come 
from the Sea, fpend their Force on thorn 
Banks before they can- reacli the Shore. The 
Z4 Soil 
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Soil is good, and the River commodious, and 
convenient in all Seafons. Now whether one 
of thofe Places had not been more eligible, I 
leave to the Ingenious and thofe concerned 
to comment on. 

However, the War carried on at Ben- 
gal iiXid Bombay y by the Englijh againfl: the 
Moguh Subjefts, from 1685' to 1^89. made 
Fort St. George put on a better Drefs than 
he wore before ; for the peaceable Indian 
Merchants, who hate Contention and War, 
came flocking thither, becaufe it lay far from, 
thofe Incumberers of Trade, and near the 
Diamond Mines of Golcondab, where there 
are, many Times, good Bargains to be made, 
and Money got by our Governors. The blaclt 
Merchants reforting to our Colony, to fe- 
cure their Fortunes, and bring their Goods 
to a fafe Market, made it populous and rich, 
notwithftanding its natural Inconveniencies. 
The Town is divided into two P^rts. One 
where the Europeans dwell is called the 
white Town. It is walled quite round, and 
has feveral Baftious and Bulwarks to defend 
its Walls, which can only be attacked at its 
Ends, the Sea and River fortifying its Sides. 
It is about 400 Paces long, and i$o Paces 
broad, divided into Streets pretty regular, 
and Fort St. George flood near its Center. 
There are two Churches in it, one for the 
Englijh r and another for the Romijh Service. 
The Governor fuperintends both, and, in 
fllHng up Vacancies in the MmtJ}? Omtdet, 
he is the Pope’s Eeg0U ^ latere in Spirituali-> 
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8001 Hofpital in the 

V a Town-hall, and underneath 

It are Pnfons for Debtors. They are? or 
were a Corporation, and Had a Mayor and 
to be chofen by the free LrgSs 
pf the Town ; but that fcurvy Way is grown 
^folete, and the Governor and his Council 
or Party fix tfie Choice, The City had Laws

ed, without Refpea to Equity or Reputation 

bJh 0^^* Matters, where the Cafe, on 
both &des, IS but weakly fupported by Mo* 

^ Gourt ads judicioufly, accor- 

"dmg to their Confciences and Knowledge t 
but often againft Law and Reafon, for the 
Com t IS but a Court of Confcience, and its 
Decifions are very irregular; and theGover- 

Gourt tra^ads, puzzles the moll celebrated 
Wrs there to find Rules in the ftatm* 
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They have no martial Law, fo they caa- 
BOt inflift the Pains of Death any other Ways 
than by whipping or ftarving, only for Pira- 
cy they can hang ; and fome of them have 
been fo fond of that Privilege, that Mr. Tah 
hanged his Groom {Crofs) for riding two 
or three Days Journey off to take the Aw ; 
but, in England^ he paid, pretty well for his 
arbitrary Sentence. And one of a later Date, 
•viz, the orthodox Mr. O/Ze# bang'd a Youth 
who was an Apprentice to an Officer on 
board of a Ship, and his Mafter going a pi- 
rating, carried his Servant along with him ; 
but the Youth ran from them the firft 
portunity he met with, on the Ifland of Jonk- 
ceyhany-m.A. informed the Matter of a §Ioop, 
which lay in a River there, that the Pirates 
had a Defign on his Sloop and Cargo, and 
went armed, in Company with the Matter, 
to hinder the Approach of the Pirates, and 
was the firft that fired on them, yet that mer- 
ciful Man was inexorable, and the Youth 
was hang’d. 

That Power of executing Pirates is fo 
ftrangely llretched, that if any private Trad- 
er is injured by the Tricks of a Governor, 
and can find no Redrefs, if the injured Per- 
fon is fo bold as to talk of Lex tali<misy he 
is infallibly declared a Pirate. 

In Anno 1719 . 1 went on a trading Voyage 
to Siamy on the Foundation of a Treaty of 
Commerce ettab^lhed in Anno 1^84. between 
King Charles and the King of d’/awj’s Anibaf- 
wdor oxlmdont but, 
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tet fent one Towney his Amballador to 
with full Power to annul the old Treaty, and 
to make a new one detrimental to all Britijh 
Subjedls, except thofe employed by Collet 
himfelf. It was ftipulated, that all Britijh 
Subje^s that had not Collefs Letter, flrould 
be obliged to pay 8 fer Cent, new Guftoms, 
and Meafurage for their Ship, which come 
to about yoo L. for a Ship of 300 Tuns, to 
fell their Cargoes to whom they pleafed, but 
the Money to be paid into the King’s Calh, 
that he niight deliver Goods for it at his own 
Prices, whether proper for their homeward 
Markets, or no. I coming to Siam, fent my 
fecond Supercargo up to the City, with Or- 
ders to try the "Market, and hire an Houfe 
for the Ufe of the Cargo and ourfelves. He 
could not get a Boat to bring him back, be- 
fore the Snip arrived at Bencock, a Caffle a- 
bout half-way up, where it is cuftomary for 
all Ships to put their Guns afliore, fo then 
being obliged to proceed with the Ship to 
the City, f underftood the Conditions of the 
new Treaty of Commerce, which I would, 
by no Means, adhere to, but defired Leave 
to be gone again. They ufed many Perfwa'» 
fions to make me flay, but to no Purpofe, 
unlefs I might trade on the old and lawful 
Treaty. They kept me from the Beginning 
of jiuguji to the latter End of December, 
before they would let me go, and then I w^as 
obliged to pay Meafurage before they parted 
with me. 

V- - T 
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1 wrote my Grievance to Mr. Collet, com-* 
plaining of Townefs villanous Tranfa6^ion&, 
not feeming to know that they were done 
by Collet's Order, and let fome Hints fall of 
Lex talionis, if I met viiih. ‘Powney conveni- 
ently, which fo vext Mr. Collet, that he for- 
mally went to the Town-hall, and declared 
me a rank Pirate, tho’I and ray Friends came 
off with above 3 000 L. Lofs, 

I fliould not have been fo particular, but 
that I faw fome printed Papers at in 

Anno 17x5-. that extolled his Piety, Charity 
and Juftice in very high Encomiums ; but it 
muft have been done by fome mercenary 
Scribler that did not know him; but now 
he is dead, I’ll fay no more of him. 

The black Town is inhabited by GenUws, 
Mahometans and Indian Chrijiians, viz. Ar- 
menians, and Tortugueze, where there are 
Temples and Churches for each Religion, e- 
very one being tolerated ; and every one 
follows his proper Employment. It was wal- 
led in towards the Land, when Governor 
ruled it. He had fome Apprehenfion, 
that the MogursG&nex^XsmGolcondah might, 
fome Time or other, plunder it, fo laying 
the Hazard and Danger before the Inhabi- 
tants, they were either perfwaded or oblig- 
ed to raife Subfidies to wall their Town, ex- 
cept towards the Sea and the white Town. 

The two Towns are abfolutely governed 
by the Governor Sola, in whofe Hands the 
Command of the Military is lodged ; but all 
fther Affairs belonging to the Company, are 

manag- 
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m^tiaged by him and his Council, moft Part 
of whom are generally his Creatures, And 
I have been and am acquainted with feme 
Gentlemen, who have been in that Poft, as 
well as fome private Gentlemen, who refided 
at Fort St. George, Men of great Candor 
and Honour, but they feldom continued 
long Favourites at Court. 

One of the Gates of the white Town 
looks towards the Sea, and it is, for that 
Reafon, called, the Sea-gate. The Gate-^way 
being pretty Ipacious, was formerly the com- 
mon Exchange, where Merchants of all Na- 
tions refer ted about II a Clock, to treat of 
Bufinefs in Merchandize; but that Cuftotn 
is out of Falhion, and the Confultation Cham- 
ber, or the Governor’s Apartment ferves for 
that Ufe now, which made one Captain Hart^ 
a very merry Man, fay, that he could never 
have believed that the Sea-gate could hav^ 
been carried into the Confultation Room, if he 
had not feen it. 

The Company has their Mint here for 
coining Bullion that comes from Eurofe%tA 
other Countries, into Rupees, which brings 
them in good Revenues. The Rupee is ftampt 
with CharaiSers, declaring the Mo-^ 

^a/’s Name, Year of his Reign, and fome of 
his Epithets. They alfo coin Gold into Ra^ 
gndoes of feveral Denominations and Value. 
^There are alfo Schools for the Education of 
Children, the Englijh fox and Wri- 
ting EngUfh, ths. R ortugue ze iot their Lan- 
guage and LatWy and the Mahometans, Gen- 
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tows, and Armenians for their particUiaf 
Languages. And the Englijh Church is well 
endowed, and maintains poor Gentlewomen 
m good Houfewifery, good Clothes andy^, 
lanktnes. 

The Diamond Mines being but a Week’s 
Journey from Fort St.Geijr^^, make them pret- 
ty plentiful there ; but few great Stones are 
now brought to Market there, fince that great 
Diamond which Governor fent to England. 
How he purchafed it Mr. Glover, by whofe 
Means it was brought to the Governor, could 
me the beft Account, for he declared tome, 
that be loft 3000 Eagodoes by introducino* 
the Seller to Mi-. Tk, having left fo mucS 
Money m Arcat as Security, that if the Stone 
was not fairly bought at Fort St. George, the 
Owner lliould have free Liberty to carry it 
where he pleafed for a Market; but neither 
T ^ tlor Glover were pleafed with 

the Governor’s Tranfadions in that Affair. 

Some Guftoms and Laws at the Mines are, 
when a Perfon goes thither on that Affair, he 
ehoofes a Piec^f Ground, and acquaints one 
of the Kings Officers, who flay there for that 
oervice, that he wants fo many Covets of 
Oround to dig in ; but whether they agree 
lor fo much, or if the Price be certain, I 
Know not : However, when the Money is 
paid, the Space of Ground is inclofed, and 
tome Sentinels placed round it. The Kinff 
challenges all Stones that are found above a 
certain Weight, I think it is about 6q Grains 
and if any Stones be carried clMideftinely a- 

; way 
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waty above the ftipukted Weight, the Per- 
fon guilty of the Theft,- is punilhed with 
Death. ^ Some are fortunate, and getE,ftates 
by digging, while others lofe both their Mo* 
ney and Labour. 

The current Trade of Fort St, George 
runs gradually flower, the Trader me’eting 
with Difappointments, and fometimes with 
Oppreilions, and fometimes the Liberty of 
buying and felling is denied them ; and I have 
feen, when the Governor’s Servants have bid |

The Colony produces very little of its | 

own Growth or Manufadure for foreign Mar- 
kets. They had formerly a Trade to Tegu^ 
where many private Traders got pretty good 
Bread by their Traffick and Induftry; but 
the Trade is now removed into the 
ans i Moor szx^^iGentowsH.&n^^s,zxl^L the Eng-' 
lijh are employed in building and repairing 
of Shipping, The Trade they have to S 

«<«, is divided between them and Suraty iat 
the Gold, and fome Copper, are for their 
own Markets, and the Grofs of their Cargo, 
which confifts in Sugar, Sugar-candy, Allom, 

China Ware and fome Dru^, as China Root, 
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Galling-gal^ &c. are all for the Surat Mar^ 
ket. 

Their Trade to Ttrjla ffiiift firft come 
down the famous Ganges^ before it can come 
into Fort St. George’s Chanels to be convey- 
ed to ‘Perjia. They never had any Trade 
to^ Mocha in the Produft and Manufaflories 
or Ghormondel before the Year 1713. and 
Fort St. DavU fupplies the Goods for that 
St. George is an Emblem 
ot Holland in applying foreign Markets with 
loreign Goods. 

The Colony is well peopled, for there is 
imputed to be 80000 Inhabitants in the 
Towns and Villages; and there are general-, 
ly about 4 or 5-00 Europeans reliding there, 
reckonmg the Gentlemen, Merchants, Sea- 
men and Soldiery* Their Rice is brought, 
by Sea, from Ganjam and Orixa^ their Wheat 
from Surat and Bengal^ and their Fire- wood 
from the luands of a low Point of Land 

that lies near Sfatchuli^atafn., fo that any E* 
nemy that is fuperior to them in Sea Forces, 
may eafily diftrefs them* 
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CHAP. XXX. 

Gives an Account of the Coaf of Chormon- 
del from Fort St. George to Ganjam, the 
eaftermoft Town in the ancient Kingdom of 
Golcondah; with Obfervations on their 
Pagan PF orfloip, and fome Occurrences that 
hapfened to the Englifli FaElory at Viza- 
gapatam while I was there, 

P OL 1C AT is the next Place of Note to 
the City and Colony of Fort St. GeorgCj, 
and, as I obferved before, is a Town belong- 
ing to the Dutch. It is ftrengtbned with two 
Forts, one contains a few ''Dutch Soldiers 
for a Garifon, the other is commanded by 
an Officer belonging to the Mogul. The 
Country affords the fame Commodities that 
Fort St. George doth ; and the People areem-* 
ployed raoftly in knitting Cotton Stockings, 
which they export for the Ufe of all the iSa- 
rofean Fadories in India. 

There are feveral Places along the Coaff 
to the Northward, which, in former Times# 
had Commerce abroad, but now are negle- 
fted and unfrequented. Armagunh one, and 
Kifnifatam is another, that ^brought good 
Stpf e of Cloth, of feveral Sorts, to the Eng-' 
lijh Faftories. Kifnipatam has the Benefit of 
a good large River, that has a Bar of if Foot 
Water on it. Carrera\a& the Benefit of a 
large River, that reaches a great Way into 
the Country. had once Englifly AnA. 

iParr/j Faftories fettled in it, but were with- 
t A a drawH

drawn many Years ago, becanfe the Inland 
Rajahs dillurbed Commerce by their Impo- 
fitions and Exaftions. 

Matchulipatam^ being the next Place of 
Figure, lies in the Way along the Sea-coaft. 
It {lands on the North-eafi: Side of lDi» Point, 
about 5" Leagues diftant from if. In the lat- 
ter Part of the laft' Century this Town was 
one of the moft flourilhing in all India, and 
the Engltfl) Company found it to be the moft 
profitable Fadlory that they had. They had 
a large Faflory built of Teak Timber; but 
now there are no Englijh there, tho’ the 
*Dutch continue their Faftory ftill, and keep 
about a Dozen of Hollanders there to carry 
on the Chint Trade, for that Commodity is 
not, as yet, forbid to appear in Holland. 

The Town is but fmall, built on a little 
Ifland, and is much ftronger by Nature than 
Art. Towards the Continent Side, there is 
a deep Morafs, over which is a wooden 
Bridge about half a League long, and on 
breaking a Part of that Bridge, the Town is 
fecured from Enemies on the Land Side. 

The Mogul has his Cuftom-houfe here, 
and the Co'mmiflioner of the Cuftom-houfe 
is Governor of the Town. The Country 
and adjacent Iflands are fruitful in Grain, 
Timber for building, and Tobacco the beft 
in India. The Iflands of 2)i« produce the 
famous Dye called It is a Shrub grow- 

ing in Grounds that are overflown with the 
Spring-tides. It ftains their Calicoes in the 
mbft beautiful and lively Colours in tfle W orld ; 

: and- 
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and I have feen Butter from thetice of as 
good a Colour andTafle as ever I faw in£*- 
ro^e. 

A few Years ago, the Nabob or Vice-roy 
of Chormondd, who refides at Chtckacul, %vA 
who fuperintends that Country for the itfa- 
guly for fome Difguft he had received from 
the Inhabitants of l^iu Iflands, would have 
made a Prefent of them to the Colony of 
Fort St. George., and the Inhabitants were ve- 
ry willing to change their Mailers ; but cer- 
tain Reafons, that I am unacquainted with, 
made the Governor and bis Council rejeft 
the Prefent, and the Vice-roy and the Iflan- 
ders became Friends again ; but, after a Year 
or two, the Englijh having confidered bet- 
ter of the Matter, would accept of the Vice- 
roy’s Profer, and fent fome Ships, with Men 
and Ammunition, to fortify a Fadlory, but 
the Inhabitants took Arms, and forbad them 
to land, fo they returned as they went a- 
broad. 

Next to Matchulipatam is Narjiforei, 
where the Englijh had a Fatlory for long 
Cloth, for the Ufe of their Factory of Mat-^ 
chulipatam, when they manufatlured 
there. It alfo affords good Teak Timber for 
building, and has a fine deep River, but a 
dangerous Bar, which makes it little freguen-* 
ted. And pafllng round Corrango ¥dmx, z 
little Way up in Corrango Idtzy, is Anger angi 
that has the Benefit of a large deep River* 
that penetrates far up into the Continent, It 
has a Bar foft at the Bottom, and three and 
t ; ^ A a a - an 
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an half Fathoms on it at high Water. H«ra 
the heft and finell long Cloth is made that 
affords, and is fold cheap 5 but the in* 
land Gofintries lying near the River, are in 
the Hands of different Rajahs, and each be* 
ing Sovereign in his own froaU Dominions, 
makes fuch Impofitions and Exaftions cai the 
Cloth that comes down the River, that they 
mine that beneficial Trade of Jbtgfr ang, and 
make it little frequented. 

In Anno 1708. ihe Englijh, from 
patam fettled there ; but whether the Faao* 
ry wasllarved for Want of Money, or whe- 
ther the Conflinient and conftituted Chiefs of 
the Faftories difagreed abont dividing the 
Bear’s Skin, I know not, but the Fadlory was 
foon withdrawn, and the Proje(ft loff. 

Coasting along Shore, there are feverd 
little Ports between Matchnlipatam and Vi* 
zagapatam, befides Narjtpore and Anger ang, 
but /F at raw is the moft noted, ibr it prodn* 
ces Rice for Exportation, befides fome long 
Cloth, but it is not frequented by 
and therefore I proceed to 

Viza%apatam, z Ion\^itA Faftory belcaiging 
tQ the Englifly. It is regularly fortified with 
four little Baftions, and has about 18 Guns 
mounted in it. It has the Advantage cf a 
River, but a dangerous Bar to pafs over be- 
fore we get into it. The Country about af* 
fords Cotton Cloths, both coarfe and fine, 
and the befl: 2 )«rw, or ftript Muflins, in /»- 
dia ’, h\xt the Faftory is generaRy heart-ficfc 
for want of Money to refrefh it. 

Att 
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tn Anno 1709. the Faftory drew a War on 
themfelves from the Mab^ of Chkkacul, for 
one Mr. Simon Holcomb^ who had been Chief 
at Vi^a^apatam^ had borrowed confiderable 
Sums of the and affixt the Company’s 
Seal to the B<mds he gave for them. Mr. 
Holcomb dying, the Nabob demanded his Mo- 
ney from the fucceeding Cluef, who would 
not pay him, alledging, that Holcomb had 
borrowed it for his own private Ufe, and 
■not for the Company’!!, and that he muft get 
Payment out of private Eftate, if 

there was enough found to pay the Debt, o- 
thei'wife he might get his Money from fome 
inland Rajahs, who (lood indebted to 
•comb, by his Books of Accounts, in a great- 
er Sum than would pay his Principal and fn- 
terefl ; and that he being the Gene- 

ral, could compel thofe Rajahs to pay their 

S ' ft Debts, which they would make over tp 
m: But the Nabob, not caring to enter in- 
to a War with his Country-men on fuch a 
Foundation, fent Agents to acquaint the Go- 
vernor and Gouncil of Fort St. George, with 
^is Affairs at Vizaga^atam. They proved 
deaf to all the Agent’s Propofitions and Ar- 
guments, and hardly treated him civilly, fo he 
went hack to his Mafter, with the Account 
of his ill Succefs. Upon which the Nabob 
came to a Garden about half a League from 
Visoagafatam, accompanied with yoo Horfe, 
and syoo Foot, to demand his Money, I be- 
ing accidentally there in a fmall ^utch-hmk 
Ship, that I had bought from the on 

A a i my 
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my Credit, at Fort St. George, mdi the Pa^ 
£tory being but ill manned, Mr. who 

was then Chief, and my Friend, dellred the 
AfEftance of my Arms and Counfel jn that 
Juncture of Aifairs, wh^ch I tery freely gave 
him ; and my Opinion being askt in Council, 
what I thought about the Af&ir, I advifed 
him and his Council to compoimd the Mat- 
ter as well as they could, and fpin out Time, 
that we might better fortify the Avenues to 
the Faftory. My Advice of compounding 
the Matter was rejefted, but the other Part 
we followed, fo, with feven Europans that 
belonged to the Faftory, and twelve that 
were with me, and twenty Topafes, and a8o 
Natives, moft of them Filliers, that lived un- 
der the Company’s Proteftion, we fortified 
feme Rocks that the Enemy was obliged to 
pafs within Piftol-lhot of, if they had a Mind 
to attack us. We threw up Breaft-works be- 
tween the Rocks, and moored my Ship with- 
in Piftol-fhot of the Shore, and had eight 
minioin Guns to fcour the Sands, if they 
had attempted to come that Way* and, for 
fix-Weeks we continued on our Guard, and 
were often alarmed in the Night, but find- 
ing us always ready to receive them, they 
did not think it proper to force an. Entry 
into the Town. 

I had the Honour to command all the Out- 
guards, and the Chief, with Europeans 
and twenty Blacks, kept the Fort. Thus we 
continued in perpetual Watchings and Alarms, 
till Reinforcements arrived from Fort St. 

George, 
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George, and then I left them, and proceeded 
on a Voyage to ^egu. Both Parties being 
very bufy, one ftriving to get his Money by 
Coropulfion, and the other, to fave the Com- 
pany’s Mone^^ on any Terms, right or wrong, 
The War being drawn to a greater Length 
than was imagined at firft, and Charges riling 
higher than was expected, inclined them to 
make all up amicably, which was at laft ef- 
ifefted by the Company’s paying near the Sunt 
that was at firft demanded. 

The Nabob, whofe Name was Fakir^ 
Cawn, wmuld hear of no Peace, without the 
Company’s Merchant, who was a Gentow 
Galled Agafa, and a Subjeft of the Mogul% 
who was very aftivein the War, in encou- 
raging the Town’s People to defend them- 
felves and the Company’s Intereft, and who 
alfo had wrote to fome neighbouring Rajahs, 
to embroil the Nabob\ Affairs in his Abfence, 
in order to divert him from purfuing his De- 
mands on Vizagapatam, fhould be delivered 
up to him, which, at laft, he was, and was 
put to a very cruel Death, He was fet in 
the hot fcorcMng Sun three Days, with his 
Hands faftned to a Stake over his Head, and 
one of his Legs tied up till his Heel touch- 
ed his Buttock, and, in the Night, put into 
a Dungeon, with fome venomous Snakes to 
bear him Company, and this was repeted till 
the third Night he ended his miferable Life ; | 
but the Company’s Merchants, for the future, 
will be cautious how they efpoufe the Com- 
pany’s Intereft again. 

A a 4 Theru 
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There was one Baily^ a Recrnit front 
Fort Sr. George, on fome Difcontent, defer- 
ted the Company’s Service, and entred into 
the Nabob's-, but falling into an Ambuft, 
was taken Prifoner by our Men, and was 
fent to Fort St. George, w’here, for his De-> 
Jertion he was defervedly whipt out of this 
World into the next, and there I leave him. 

After the War was ended, and all qui- 
et, the Ne^ob returned to Chickacul, bur 
could neither forget nor forgive his Treat- 
ment at Fort St. George and Vizagapatam, 
hut finding by Force he could not get the 
Fa^ory into his Hands, without great L.ofs 
of Men and Money, he had Recourfe to Stra- 
tagem, by fmprifing it. He came into the 
Town one Day with too Horfe, and fome 
Foot, without ad vertifing of his coming, as 
Was ufual, at the Town-gate, and before the 
Chief could have Notice, he was got into 
the Faftory, with twenty or thirty of his At- 
tendants. The Alarm being dven, a refo- 
lute bold young Gentleman, a Faftor in the 
Company’s Service, called Mr. Richard Hor- 
den, came running down Stairs, with his Fu- 
zee in his Hand, and his Bayonet fcrewed on 
its Muzzle, and, prefenting it to the Nabob's 
Breafl, toid him in the Gentow Language, 
(which he was Mailer of) that the NSob 
was welcom, but if any of his Attendants ofte- 
red the leaft Incivility, his Life fbould an- 
f.ver for it. The Nabob was furprilingly a- 
itonilhed at the Refolutiom and Bravery of 
the young Gentleman, and fat down to con- 
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ffder a little, Mr,. Horden keeping theJVIui2,le 
of his Piece ftill at his Breaft, and one of the 
Servants {landing all the While l»ei> 
hind Mr. Horden, with a Dagger’s Point clofe 
to his Back, fo they had a Conference of 
half an Hour long, in thofe above mention- 
ed Poftures, and then the Nabob thought iSt 
to be gone again, full of Wonder and Ad- 
miration of fo daring a Courage. 

T HERE are many ancient Pagods or Tem* 
pies in this Country, but there is one very 
particular that {lands upon a little Mountain 
near Vizaga^atam, where they tvorlhip liv- 
ing Monkies; and, by Report, many Hun- 
dreds breed there, which are nourifhed by 
the zealous Prieils, whofe Devotion confills 
moflly in boyling Rice and other Food for 
their comical little Gods, which, at Meal- 
times, aiTemble at the Pagod, and eat what 
is prepared for them, and retire again in good 
Order; but it is lefs dangerous to kiHaMan 
near that Temple than a Monkey. I won’t 
venture to be a Judge, to determine whether 
the Priell or the God is the moft ridiculous 
Brute, and yet I think the Prlell has fome 
Advantage of thofe (fti who worfliip 

a Monkey’s Tooth only. 

Bimlifatam lies about 4 Leagues to the 
North-eaft of Vizagafatam. The 2 )«^rAkeep 
a fmall Faftory there, confiding offouriEj*- 
rofeans. The Country People manufafture 
Cloth, both coarfe and fine, which the 
buy up for About 4 Miles ofFShore, 

M Bimii^atam, there are fome Rocks that 

appear 
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appear above Water, called SanSta TiUa. A 
Ship may pafs between them and the Shore 
without Danger. And that is all worth Ob- 
fervation there. 


TttERj&are no European Faftories to the 
Eaftward on the Coaft of Chrmondel, hxxt 
ijonjam. It is kept for the Chief of Vizaga- 
Ufe, tho’ a Company might find their 
Account there better than in many Places 
that they keep Faftories in. It lies about 55: 
Leagues to the North-eaftward of Vizagapa-^ 
tarn ; but there are feveral other Places be- 
tween them on the Coaft, that drive a fmall 
Trade in Corn. Sendee, CaUingapatam and 
Sunapore are the moft noted, out are not 
frequented by Europeans. 

The Country a^ut Ganjam h fimitful in 
Rke and Sugar-cane, and they make pretty 
good Sugars, both white and brown. It has 
the Benefit of a River, but not navigable, 
nor the Bar paffable for Ships, till the Month 
of September, that the Freflies from the 
Mountains open it, and then there is three 
Fathoms on it, but it (huts again about the 
Beginning oi' November, and, in the other 
Months, there are not above 7 or 8 Foot at 
High-water. 

The Town Hands about a Mile within 
the Bar, on a rifing Ground, and is governed 
by z Chowdrie, an Officer deputed by the 
Nabob. And there is a Pagod in it, dedica- 
ted to an obfeene God, called Gopalfami*. 
He is carried fometimes in Proceflion thro’ 
the Streets, and fometimes into the Fields 
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near the Town. They allow him a Coach 
becaufe he cannot walk, and he has alv'ays 
above a Dozen of Clergymen to accompany 
him in his Coach. Around his Temple, and 
on the Cqach, are carved Figures of Gods and 
GoddelTeSj in fuch obfcene Poftures, that it 
would puzzle the Covent Garden Nymphs to 
imitate. One of his Company in the Coach 
has a Stick about two Foot in Length, and 
one End is carved in Shape of a Vriapus. 
The Stick is placed between his Legs, and 
the End flicking out before him, and all Vir- 
gins and married Women that never had 
Children, come and worlhip the Stick, and 
the Priefts beflow Bleflings on them to make 
them fruitful. The Woods produce Tim- 
ber for building. It is very heavy, but the 
ftrongeft Wood I ever faw, tho’ not lafting. 
They alfo produce Bees-wax and Stkkkck, 
and pretty good Iron. And the inland Coun- 
tries manufadlure Cotton into feveral Sorts of 
Cloths, both fine and coarfe, all fit for Ex- 
portation. The Seas produce many Sorts of 
excellent Fifties, and the Rivers the beft Mul- 
lets ever I faw. In November and T>ecember 
th£y have great Plenty of Seer-fiih, which is 
as favoury as any Salmon or Trout in Europe. 
I have feen them bought for three half pence 
per Piece, each above ro lb. Weight. Wild 
Geefe and Duck are plentiful and good here, 
and Antilopes are fold for fifteen Pence per 
Piece. 
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CHAP. XXXI. 

Xreats of the Sea-coaft and fome inland Coun- 
tries in the ancient Kingdom ofOsbin, by 
the Natives called Oria ; with an Account 
of the famous Temfle ij/Jagarynat. 

I N the Year 1708. I had Occafion to tra- 
vel from Ganjam to Ballafore^ by Land, 
which gave me an Opportunity to fee more of 
the Countries thro’ which I travelled, than 
moft others could have who travelled by Sea. 
About three Miles to the Eaftward of Ganjam 
is lllure, at the End of a Ridge of Moun- 
tains, that divide the ancient Kingdom of 
Gokondah ftora Orixa. Its End runs within 
Piftol-ihot of the Sea, and there were three 
or four Sentinels to demand a Tax on every 
Head that paft out of, or into Orixa. I had 
feventeen Servants to carry my Balanqueen 
and Baggage, and all the Tax amounted to 
■about three Shillings Sterl. Proceeding far- 
ther, i came to Manikafatam, where there 
is a great Inlet from the Sea ; but, about a 
Mile from its Mouth, it divided itfelf into 
many Chanels, which made many fmalf I- 
flands. The Mogul had an Officer there, 
who examined from whence we came, and 
whither we were bound. Our Anfwers were 
fatisfaftory, and he prefented us with fome 
Poultry, Rice and Butter, and gave us a Place 
to lodge in. And, altho’ we faw Plenty of 
Fiflb in the Rivers, yet Money could not 
purchafe one of them, becaufe there is a Pa- 
' god 
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god on a little Hill built of Iron-coloured 
Stone, where all the Animals of the watery 
Element are worfliipped. And Water-fowls 
are fo facred, that they mull: not be killed 
Our next Stage was at the famous Temple of 

Jngarynatt which, in clear Weather, may 
be feen from Manikafatam. In our Way we 
faw great Numbers of Deer and Antilopes, 
fo tame, that they would not move our of 
our Way, till we appro^cht within five or fix 
Yards of them. Water wild Fowl were al- 
fo numerous and fearlefs, for none dares Idli 
them under Pain of Excommunication, which 
cannot be removed but by round Sums, to the 
Church. Poultry there is plentiful, but can- 
not be killed by xht T aganst becaufe thw 
worlhip them ; nor can Strangers purchafe 
them, only tbz Mahomet anSf 'xbo make no 
Account of their canon Laws, make bold to 
facrifice them, and Fifli too, as we do in Great 
Britain. 

In all this Traft between Ganjam and Ja-^ 
garynat^ the vifible God in moft Efteem is 
Gofalfami, whoit Temples, as I faid before, 
are decorated with obfcene Reprefentations 
of Men and Women in indecent Poftures,aI- 
fo of Demons and Caco-demons, whofe Ge- 
nitals are of a prodigious Size in Proportion 
to their Bodies. The filthy Image is wor- 
ihipped by all the Heathens of both Sexes, 
but barren W omen .are his greateft Devotees, 
and bring him the beft Oblations. 

Jagarynatbm vii.&. CTQV!d.s of Pilgrims to 
■vifit him from all Parts of India, His Temple 

flandi 
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Hands in a Plain about a Mile from the Sea, 
and no Mountains nor Outlets of Rivers 
near it. It is built of a free hard Stone, the 
Pedeftal of large fquare Stone, and clofe by 
it is a Ciftern built about with large oblong 
fquare Stones of different Colours, viz. Brick- 
colour, light blue, gray and white. The Ci- 
ftern has Steps that run the whole Length 
of the Ciftern, which is about4O0r 5^0 Yards, 
and, at the End oppofite to the Pagod, Steps 
of the whole Breadth of it, which is about 
ay or 30 Yards, each Step about a Foot deep, 
defcending, by Gradation, under the Surface 
of the Water, which did not feem to be 
clear, but, they fay, is three Fathoms deep 
in the Middle. 'This Ciftern or Tank is wal- 
led round with a Stone Wall about y Foot 
high, with two Iron Gates to let in Pilgrims, 
and keep out unfandified Perfons, as Chri- 
Jtians, Mahometans, &c. for all Pilgrims are 
obliged to wafli in that Tank before they go 
into the Temple to worfliip. The Temple 
is built in the Shape of a Canary Pipe fet on 
End, about 40 or yo Yards high, about 
the Middle is the Image of an Ox cut in one 
intire Stone, bigger than a live one. He 
looks towards the South-eaft, and his hin- 
der Parts are fixt in the Wall. The Fabrick 
is crowned with a Top about the fame Dia- 
meter that it is in the Middle, and the Tem- 
ple being exaftly round, makes no contem- 
ptible Figure in Architedlure. On the Weft 
Side of the Pagod, there is a large Chapel 
that joyns it, wherein Sermons are daily 

preach- 
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preached; and there are fotne Convents ac 
a little Diftance for the Priefts to lodge in* 
who daily officiate. There are, in all, about 
500 of them that belong to the Pagod, who 
daily boyl Rice and PulTe for the Ufe of the 
God. They report, that there are five Can- 
dies daily dreft, each Candy containing t6oo 
Ik. Weight. When fome Part has been car- 
ried before the Idol, and the Smoke had fa- 
luted his Mouth and Nofe, then the Remain- 
der is fold out, in fmall Parcels, to thofe who 
will buy it, at very reafonable Rates, and the 
Surplus is ferved out to the Poor, who are 
ever attending the Pagod out of a pretend- 
ed Devotion: And this Food, that is dreft 
for the Pagod, has a particular Privilege a- 
bove other Eatables, that the purified Hea- 
then is not contaminated by eating out of the 
fame Difti with polluted Chrifiians ox Maho-^ 
met MS , tho’ in another Place, it would be 
reckoned a mortal Sin. 

I ftaid there one Day and two Nights, and 
my Lodgings were in an Houfe very near 
the Pagod. The Nights were fpent in beat- 
ing on Tabors and Brafs Cymbals, with 
Songs of Praifes on Jagarynatx '/ti'oo is orfy 
a Stone God, not carved into a Figure, but 
mi irregular pyramidal black Stone of about 
4 or yoo lb. Weight, with two rich Diamonds 
placed near the Top, to reprefent Eyes, a;^ 
a Nofe and Mouth painted with Vernrilicm, 
to ihew his Devotees that he can both fmell 
and tafte. niere are no Windows in the 
Temple to give Light, fo that he has Ufe 

for 
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tor about 100 Lamps continually burning be*- 
fore him. He is railed about, that none may 
approach near him but his Priefts ; and on- 
ly thofe of the firfl Quality dare enter into 
the Sandlum fanBorum. 

I would fain have gone into the Temple, 
but could not be admitted, tho’ I profered 
the Value of three Guineas for Admittance, 
but I fent one of my Servants, who was a 
Gentow^ to obferve what he could, and he 
brought me the foregoing Account. 

He is never removed out of the Temple, 
but his Effigie is often carried abroad in Pro- 
cellion, mounted on a Coach four Stories 
high. It runs on eight or ten Wheels, and 
is capable to contain near xoo Perfons. It is 
drawn thro’ a large Street about 5^0 Yards 
wide, and half a League long, by a Cable of 
14 Inches Circumference, and, at convenient 
Diftances, they fallen fraall Ropes to the 
Cable, two or three Fathoms long, fo that 
upwards of zooo People have Room enough 
to draw the Coach, and fome old Zealots, 
as it paffes thro’ the Street, fall flat on the 
Ground, to have the Honour to be crufht to 
Pieces by the Coach W heels, and, if they 
meet with that good Fortune to be killed 
outright, the Priefts make the Mob believe, 
that the Defunft’s Soul is much in favour 
with the Idol, but if only a Leg, a Thigh or 
an Arm are cruflit, then the Devotee is not 
fanftified enough to be taken Notice of, how- 
ever, if they die of their Bruifes, their Bo- 
dies are burned as weU as the others, and 

"their 
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their Souls go into Paradife, or a Place ve- 
ry near itj without flopping at the half-way 
Houfe to be purged from their Sins, as o- 
thers lefs pure are obliged to do. 

They have a Tradition, that this famous 
Idol was not originally of the Country he 
now flays in, but, 3 or 4000 Years ago, he 
fwimm’d over the Sea, and fome Filhers feeing 
him ly at High-water Mark, went near him, 
andj to their great Aflonifhment, heard hiih 
fay in their own vernacular Language, that 
he came out of pure Charity to rejlde among 
them^ and defir ed that he might have a good 
Ljodgihg built for him.^ on that C>^me ^ot of 
Ground that he now dwells on. The Fiihers 
told this Story to their ghoflly Fathers, who 
came in Troops to fee the Stone that could 
talk fo prettily, and would have_ excufed 
themfelves of ‘the Trouble of building an 
Houfe fit to entertain his Godfliip, but he 
would not be denied 5 and, tho’ there are no 
Stone-quarries nor Mountains to be feen with- 
in Reach of the Eye, he promifed tofurnilh 
them with good Stone and Lime to build his 
Houfe, if they would but take the Trouble, 
and fo, every Night, Materials were brought 
as there was Need, and, in a fhort Time, his 
Houfe was built, as it now is. And there are 
teckoned, in the fame Town, no lefs than 
400 Temples built in Honour to Jagary nat 
and his Relations. 

H ad Jagarynat flaid but twenty or thirtjf 
Centuries, and fwimm'd to the Shore of fome 
Chrifiian Catholkk ComtXYi he would have 
t B b found 
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found an hearty Welcome, and would not 
have been obliged to confine himfelf to one 
Houfe without Windows, but would have 
had an hundred Palaces built for him, with 
fwinaing great W indows for to give him Day- 
light; and Hundreds of good Wax-candles 
burning before him Night and Day, inftead 
of Lamps, whofe Charge is much lefs than 
Virgin Wax, and their Light much dimmer. 

Whether this Story of Jagarynat^ or 
thofeof the miraculous Adventures of 
er, and the Ship that run from Cape Bona. 
Efperanza to Goa in one Night, are moft 
to be credited, I leave to the Determination 
of the unprejudiced Judges of Controverfy 

in Points polemical. . tt .t 

The Prince of this Country is Heathen., 
and pays a Tribute to the MoM of a Lack 
of Rupees yearly, or x^$coL. Sterl. which is 
paid into the Exchequer ■xx.Cattack. And the 
Prince exaasaTax of half a Crown/er Head 
on every Pilgrim that comes to the Paged to 
worlhip, which generally amounts to yjrooo 
L. per Annum. 

This Country abounds in Corn, Clotti, 
Cattle, Deer and Antelopes. Bears andMon- 
kies are very numerous and fearleft. There 
is alfo Plenty of W ater-fowl, Partridge and 
Pheafant, all tame, becaufe none dares^kiil 
them but the Prince, except thofe whom 
he gives wu'itten Licences to, and they are 
but feldom obtained. The Country^ is^a- 
tered with many fmall Rivers, whofe Out^ 
lets to the Sea are zi Manika^atam and^Z^"- 
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fiforei and there are many Bridges of Stone 
over thofe little Rivers* and great Numbers 
of Beggars near thofe Bridges, asking Alms 
in the Name of Jagarjnat. 

The PritTce who reigned in Anno 1708. 
had a peculiar Elieem fof EurofSans in ge- 
neral, for, one Day as he was a hunting, his 
Horfe fell, and the Prince broke his Thigh- 
bone, and accidentally an Europan Surge-* 
On being in the Town, fet the Bone, and 
made a perfed Cure, and was rewarded with 
45- L. SterL fov it. 

^ W HEN I was there, he was abroad a hun- 
ting, and he fertt me a Compliment, that he 
defired to fee me ; but I excufed myfelf on 
account of my having a Fit of the Gout, and 
he was fatisfied with the Excufe, and fent 
me a good fat_Buck for my Supper j and fe- 
veral of the bell; Gentlemen in Town, came, 
with their Compliments, next Morning, to 
invite me to flay a few Days till his High- 
nefs returned from hunting 5 but my Bufinefs 
being prelBng, I returned their Civilities in 
the propereft Terms I could, and took Leave 
to proceed on my Journey. 

W H E N I had travelled three or four Lea- 
gues from Jagaryfiati I left the Sea-llaore, and 
took my Way towards Cattacki on a very 
fine Road, where I faw many Droves of Gat- 
tie and wild Game, and feveral Monuments 
of zealous Pilgrims, who had lignalized them* 
felves by fevere Penances, and one particu- 
larly, that, about three Months before I was 
there, had, out of Zeal, built a Tomb fof 
t B b a him* 
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himfelf, and, when it was finiilied, took Ms 
Leave of his Friends in Form, and entred 
into his new Cell, and ftaid till he died for 
Want of Suftenance. I challenge znyChrtjli- 
Penitents to do more, in Afts of Super- 
erogation, than this blind Heathen &idL. 

CHAP. XXXII. 

Is an Account of the maritim Towns on the 
Coaji o/'Orixa, which terminates at Balk- 
fore ; alfo of fome inland T laces throu^ 
■which I travelled. 

F rom the Dominions of J^arynat, I 
came into thofe of Arflore. The Town, 
where the Ryah refided, is named after the 
Province, and there is a fine' River that in- 
vites Strangers to frequent it for Cotton 
Cloth and Rice, that this Country affords in 
great Plenty. And, in fixfcore Miles that I 
travelled between jagarynat and Cattaek, I 
found little elfe worth noticing but Numbers 
of Villages interfperft in the plain Countries, 
and, at every ten or twelve Miles End, a 
Fellow to demand Junkaun or Poll-money 
for me and my Servants, which generally 
came to a Peny or three half Pence a Piece, 
fo that, in the whole, it coll me about i 
Sterl. for PalFage-gilt.

habitants off with him, without the Nambs 
Permiffion, and if the Stranger can find no 
Security, the Nabob’s Secretary becomes 
bound for paying him ten Rupees for the 
Danger he runs, Two ‘Dutch Renagodoes,, 
who were in the Nabob's Service as_ Cun'- 
ners, came to wait on me, with a Prefent of

Thofe Iflands, as I obferved before, have no 
Rice or other Grain of their own Produd, 
fo that Ballafore fupplies them with what 
Nedeflaries they want, and, in Return, bring 
Ctft^ries and Cajar for the Service of Ship- 
ping. The Sea-fliore of Ballafore being ve- 
ry ifow, and the Depths of W ater very gra- 
dual from the Strand, make Ships, in Balla- 
fore Road, keep at a gOod Diftance from the 
Shore, for, in four or five Fathoms, they ride 
three Leagues off. 

From Afril to OStober is the Seafon for 
Shipping to come into the Bay of Bengal. 
Pilots ly ready at Ballafore to carry them up 
the River Hugh^, which is a fmall Branch 
of the famous* Gauges. The European Com- 
panies, before mentioned, keep theirs always 
in Pay; but, when none of their own Ship- 
ping is there, their Pilots have the Liberty 
to ferve other Ships, which is no fmall Ad- 
vantage to them.
